Tokio.  Oct.  6.— The  Port  Arthur 
bloc-kading  tket  has  captured  a  junk 
laden  with  provisions.  The  junk  was 
endeavoring  to  enter  the  harbor.  The 
statements  of  the  ci'ew  and  evidence 
found  ab<;>ard  the  junk  indicate  the 
existence  of  a  fleet  of  eighty  junks,  or- 
ganized to  run  the  blockade  from  the 
vicinity  of  Tsing  Tau.  Despite  the 
vigilance  of  the  blockading  fleet,  many 
junks  reach  the  Russian  lines  at  i 
number  of  landing  places  on  the  lov.cr 
end  of  the  peninsula.

WRECK 

Duluth   Freight  Crashes 

Into  Caboose  In  St. 

Paul  Yards. 


Collision  Was  Terrific  But 

Fortunately  No  One 

Was  Killed. 


OF  WISCONSIN  GOES  INSANE 
AND  IS  TAKEN  BY  OFFICERS 

He  Is  Confined  Tempor- 
arily In  Asylum  at 
Mendota,  Wis. 


St.  Paul,  Oct.  6.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  heavy  fog  which  veiled 
the  earth  at  dawn  this  morning  was 
responsible  for  what  might  have  been 
a  dangerous  wreck  under  the  Fifth 
street  bridge  at  6  a.  m.  An  incoming 
Duluth  freight,  on  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific, crashed  into  the  caboose  of  a 
freight  lying  on  the  siding  and  tele- 
scoped the  caboose  with  a  heavy  car 
loaded  with  planks.  The  accident  hap- 
pened through  the  confusion  of  a 
switchman,  whom  the  fog  led  into 
turning  the  wrong  ewltch.  He  shunted 
the  through  freight  onto  the  siding 
where  lay  the  freight  train.  Engineer 
Henry  Young  did  rot  see  the  caboose 
until  the  engine  was  right  upon  it.  He 
applied  the  air,  but  could  not  stop  the 
heavy  train. 

The  engine  struck  the  caboose  with 
terrific  force.  Ahead  of  the  caboose 
was  a  boxcar,  heavily  loaded  with 
planks.  This  car  was  picked  up  and 
shoved  through  the  caboose,  leaving 
the  walls  of  the  caboose  standing, 
while  it  gouged  out  the  Interior  of  the 
car  and  pushed  it  against  the  engine. 

No  one  was  in  or  near  the  caboose 
at  the  time,  which  accounts  for  there 
being  no  loss  of  life.

KUROPATKIN  TO  ACT. 


To  Take  Advantage  of  Weath- 
er For  Aggressive  Tactics. 

Berlin,  Oct.  6 — A  dispatch  to  the  Lokal 
Anzeiger  from  Mukden  says  "Gen. 
Ruropatkin  has  expressed  a  firm  de- 
termination to  avail  himself  of  this 
favorable  season  of  the  year  for  mili- 
tary action.  Everything  points  to  a 
coming  revenge  for  Liao  Yang.  The 
officers  and  men  hope  that  the  period 
of  retreats  is  jiast,  and  that  they  will 
be  led  against  the  enemy.  The  Japan- 
ese undoubtedly  intended,  Sept.  17.  to 
attack  in  three  columns  from  the  col- 
lieries at  Yantai,  along  the  imperial 
road,  but  desisted  when  they  discovered 
that  the  Russians  fronting  them  num- 
bered 60,000  men." 

The  correspondent  of  the  Lokal  An- 
zeiger gives  a  summary  of  the  osten- 
sible strength  of  the  opposing  Japan- 
ese armies,  which,  according  to  his 
calculations,  totals  144,000  infantry, 
6500  cavalry  and  64S  guns. 


JAPS  MOWED  DOWN 


In  Their  Fanatical  Assault  on 
Port  Arthur. 

London,  Oct.  6.— The  Daily  Tele- 
graph's Che  Foo  correspondent  says 
that  on  Sept.  24-25  the  Japanese  made 
repeated  and  recklessly  brave  attempts 
to  capture  High  Hill  at  Port  Arthur. 
Owing  to  the  destruction  of  earth- 
works, their  advance  was  completely 
unprotected,  and  under  the  rays  of  the 
searchlight  the  Russian  machine  guns 
swept  them  down  in  masses. 

"More  troops,  however,  came  on  with 
fanatical  bravery."  the  correspondent 
adds,  "leaping  over  the  bodies  of  their 
dead  comrades.  Then  the  Russians, 
emboldened  by  their  success,  sort  led. 
The  Japanese  replied  with  machine 
guns.  It  was  the  first  time  the  Japan- 
ese had  been  able  to  entice  the  Rus- 
sians from  their  shelters,  and  they 
worked    terrible    havoc   among    them. 

"The  scene  next  morning  was  appal- 
ling. The  hillside  was  strewn  with 
mingled  Russian  and  Japanese  bodies, 
some  of  them  gripped  with  ghastly 
realism.  Boulders  were  trickling  with 
blood. 

"A  brief  message  was  received  today. 
It  is  on  torn  paper,  in  Chinese,  and 
signed  by  Gen.  Stoessel.  It  states  that 
all  had  been  quiet  since  Sept.  25,  and 
that  the  Japanese  again  had  asked  for 
and  were  refused  a  truce  to  bury  their 
dead. 

"An  official  Japane.se  statement  ad- 
mits the  repulse  and  confesses  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  resort  to  a  passive  siege. 

"Enteric  fever  has  broken  out  in  the 
garrison  at  Port  Arthur." 


Between  Outposts  Only  Events 
at  the  Front. 

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  6.— Nothin^^  be- 
yond skirmishing  between  advance 
posts  is   reported  from  the  front.    The 

Russian  cavalry  seem  to  be  prcssina: 
reconnaissances  southward  toward 
Yentai.  On  Tuesday  some  Russian 
scouts  ran  into  a  squadron  of  Japanese 
consisting  of  four  companies  at  Hun- 
lipou and  were  forced  back  until  rein- 
forced by  cavalry  who  fianked  ♦he 
Japanese  driving  them  back  on  Ta- 
dousampou  with  considerable  loss.  Ihe 
same  evening  the  Russians  approached 
to  within  about  three  miles  of  the  col- 
umns, repulsing  four  squadrons  and 
(three  companies  of  Japanese.  Then 
the  Russians  withdrew  with  the  loss 
of  one  Cossack  killed  and  one  wounded. 
Two  Japanese  dragoons  were  captured. 
The  activity  along  the  outpests  l.s  con- 
sidered to  contirm  the  general  belief, 
that  the  bulk  of  Gen.  Kuropatkin's 
army  is  at  Tie  pass.  A  special  dis- 
patch fiom  Mukden  says  preparations 
for  winter  quarters  are  being  made, 
adding  that  pemi-subterranean  hais 
are  being  constructed  for  the  men  stat- 
ioned about  the  city.  These  are  de- 
scribed as  being  warm  and  comfort- 
able. The  same  report  says  the  Jap- 
anese are  suffering  from  privations, 
cold  and  hunger.  A  Chee  Foo  specivl 
declares  the  Japanese  s(iuadron  must 
have  been  damaged  during  the  great 
storm  which  has  been  raging  in  *he 
Yellow   sea.

The  report  of  the  resolutions  committee 
was  read  by  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. James  P.  Reynolds,  of  Now  York. 
The  report  as  read  and  adopted  unani- 
mously by  the  convention  was  as  follows: 

The  National  Repuhlican  league  m  bi-

Chicago,  Oct  6.— There  is  great  hilar- 
ity and  rejoicing,  in  a  well-bred  way, 
among  the  blue  bloods  not  included  in 
the  list  of  177  families  of  noble  lineage 
made  out  and  compiled  by  "R.  Ponson- 
by Pole-Carew"  of  tl^-  "Royal  College 
cf  Heralds." 

For  it  has  just  been  revealed  that  "R. 
Pon.sonby  Poie-Carew,"  or  "Carew 
Pole"  (pronounced  Carey-Pool)  w.is 
simply  a  hoax— a  phantasm  of  the 
brains  of  three  Chicago  jokers,  who 
enlisted  the  aid  of  a  friend  in  London 
to  mail  to  newspapers  in  the  variou>5 
cities  unsealed  documents  announcing 
the  prep#-atlon  of  a  list  of  those  en- 
titled to  exalted  rank  at  any  and  all 
social  and  semi-state  functions.  These 
documents  bore  armorial  devices  and 
purported  to  come  ffom  "Rr.  Ponsonby 
Fole-Carew"  of  the  "Royal  College  of 
Heralds"  in  London,  and  were  issued 
on  "his"  authority.  To  each  of  the 
families  included  was  sent  an  en- 
graved certificate,  attesting  its  claims 
to  "high  descent."  The  document  read 
a?   follows:

"Carew-Pole"  ex- 
plained that  he  did  not  have  the  ad- 
dress of  the  families  he  desired  to 
reach,  and  for  that  reason  asked  the 
editors  to  forward  the  inclosed  env.^1- 
ope  to  its  proper  destination,  and  tho 
news  instincts  of  the  editors  taught 
them  to  take  a  p«ep.  With  seals  and 
armorial  bearings  each  envelope  looked 
like  "something  doing."

Hold  First  Target  Prac- 
tice on  tlie  Lake 
Front. 


Captain    Resche'  Malies 

Perfect  Score— Detective 

Schulte  Second. 


Shooting  at  the  life  size  figure  of  a  man 
painted  on  a  steel  target  100  feet  away. 
Captain  Resche  of  the  police  force  lodged 
ten  successive  bullets  within  six  inches 
of  the  heart,  during  the  first  practice 
shoot  of  the  season   held  this  afternoon. 

A  steel  target  about  six  feet  square  was 
erected  on  the  lake  shore  at  Third  ave- 
nue east,  and  the  life  size  figure  of  a  man 
painted    In    black    on    its    surface.      The 

target  was  divided  across  the  center  at 
the  waist  line.  All  striking  above  th«r 
waist  line  in  the  body  counted  five,  and 
all  below  the  line  in  the  body,  four.  Those 
hitting  outside  the  body  above  the  waist 
line  counted  three,  and  those  striking 
the  target  below  the  waist  line  and  ouf* 
side  the  body  of  the  man  counted  two. 

The  policemen  stood  100  feet  away  from 
the  target,  and  each  man  was  allowed  ten 
shots  with  his  revolver. 

Captain  Resche  made  the  only  perfect 
score  this  afternoon.  Any  one  of  the 
ten  shots  he  fired  would  have  proved  fatal 
had  tlie  figure  been  a  live  man. 

Detective  Frank  Schulte  came  a  close 
second.  Eight  of  the  ten  shots  he  fired 
struck  the  figure  above  the  waist  line, 
but  just  outside  the  black  figure,  giving 
him   a   score  of  forty-six. 

Officers  Bartlett  and  Tony  Schulte  came 
a  close  third,  with  seven  "fives"  and 
three  ""threes'"  making  a  total  of  forty- 
four.  Up  to  2:45  o'clock  this  afternoon 
about  twelve  men  In  all  had  fired  at  the 
target.  The  following  made  scores  above 
thirty:

Speaking  of  the  reasons  assigned,  Mr. 
McLeran  said  he  believed  everyone  who 
had  ever  considered  the  matter  would 
agree  that  the  changes  recommended  are 
necessary,  and  he  further  said  that  he 
had  never  .=ijokon  to  anyone  about  it  who 

had  not  agreed  that  such  alterations  and 
improvements  in  fire  protections  were 
desirable  and  necessary.  The  statement 
that  the  companies  were  attempting  to 
recoup  on  Ea.stern  losses  at  the  expense 
of  Duluth,  Mr.  McLeran  characterized  as 
absurd. 

All  the  suggestions  made  in  the  state- 
'  ment  save  two,  he  said.  h;id  been  made 
In  the  past,  the  two  being  for  a  reservoir 
for  West  Duluth  and  (  hanges  In  the  main 
on  Railroad  street.  The  recent  breakage 
in  city  water  mains  he  asserted  as  evi- 
dence of  needed  changes  in  tills  particular. 

The  statement  of  recommendations  Is 
a£  follows: 

The  congested  district  subject  to  the 
following  charges  is  within  the  blocks 
bounded  by  Second  avenue  ea.=t;  Sixth 
avenue  west;  First  street,  both  sides  and 
Second  street  between  Second  and  First 
avenues  west;  soutli  to  water  line. 

The  following  charges  apply  to  such 
property  in  the  above  mentioned  district 
as  has  been   listed   with  the  local  agents: 

A.  Water  supply  and  street  mains— 
A  charge  of  5  per  cent  until  the  following 
improvements  have   been   carried  out: 

First,  replace  the  present  6-inch  main 
on  Railroad  street  from  Sixth  to  Kightli 
avenues  west  by  a  12-inch  main  extend- 
ing from  Sixth  to  Twelfth  avenues  west. 

Second,  the  pumps  and  boilers  at  tlie 
'  auxiliary  pumping  station.  Fourteenth 
avenue  east,  should  be  tested  for  several 
hours,  at  least  once  every  six  months, 
and  Inspector  McLeran  notified  of  each 
test  so  that  we  may  be  assured  the  same 
are  in  serviceable  condition. 

Third,  a  reservoir  of  at  least  5.000.<X'.0 
gallons'  capacity  should  be  installed  at 
West  Duluth  to  give  an  auxiliary  supply 
to  that  part  of  the  city  in  case  of  neces- 
sity; and  so  situated  that  the  pressure 
on"  the  main  business  street  from  same 
should  not  be  less  than  80  pounds. 

B.  Fire  department— A  charge  of  5  per 
cent  un'iil  tne  following  improvements 
have  been  carried  out: 

First,  two  new,  extra,  first-class  steam- 
ers should  be  purchased,  each  with  hose 
wagon  and  necessary  eqplument,  and  two 
companies  cf  ten  men  each,  one  stationed 
at  or  near  Fourteenth  avenue  east  and 
Second  street  and  one  at  or  near  Fourth 
avenue  east  and  Sixth  street. 

Second,  a  first-class  fire  tug  of  from  SOOO 
to  10.000  gallons'  capacity  should  be  had, 
with  full  complement  of  men  and  equip- 
ment In  pumps  and  hcse,  to  protect  the 
warehouses,  factories,  elevator  and  lum- 
ber district  on  the  water  front. 

When  Imnrovements  are  made  by  the 
cltv  correcting  the  alx)ve  deficiencies,  the 
charges  will  be  removed. 

C.  Unprotected  vertical  openings— A 
charge  of  5  per  cent  where  there  are  un- 
protected vertical  openings  in  fioors  of 
buildings  more  than  two  stories  in  height.

The  inferior  races  everywhere  copy  the  manners  and 
eventually  the  morals  of  the  superior  races.  The  negro 
has  lived  in  the  South  a  long  time,  long  enough  to  copy 
the  manners  and  some  of  the  morals  of  the  white  race. 
There  are  undoubtedly  mean  negroes  and  lots  of  them.

FALSE  ECONOMY. 

The  first  duty  of  the  school  board  or  of  any  other 
body  of  public  servants  is  to  be  economical.  But  there 
is  other  economy  of  more  importance  than  economy  of 
expenditure.  If  it  is  a  question  of  being  short  of  school 
room  or  of  defacing  the  High  School  site  and  cutting  off 
its  play-grounds,  then  the  board  of  education  would  be 
fully  justified  in  going  ahead  with  the  erection  of  an- 
other building  on  the  High  School  site. 

But  The  Herald  does  not  believe  that  such  a  condi- 
tion confronts  the  board.  Surely  some  way  can  be 
found  for  an  increase  of  school  room  without  disfiguring 
the  High  School  grounds  and  forcing  pupils  to  go  into 
the  street  to  find  play  grounds.  It  is  a  fact  and  a  matter 
of  pride  to  all  good  citizens  that  the  Duluth  High  School 
building  is  only  excelled  by  one  other  in  the  entire  coun- 
try. The  present  arrangement  of  building  and  grounds 
i«  just  as  near  perfection  as  can  be.  It  would  be  false 
economy  to  mar  the  beauty  of  both  site  and  school  by 
the  addition  of  another  building.  And  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  people  will  gladly  vote  the  additional 
sum  necessary  to  purchase  another  site  rather  than  to 
have  the  board  proceed  with  its  present  plan. 

Let  the  board  put  their  heads  together  and  see  if 
they  cannot  devise  another  plan  that  will  secure  the  ad- 
ditional room  necessary  without  exceeding  the  amount 
of  bonds  recently  voted.  If  not,  let  them  call  upon  the 
people  for  an  additional  bond  issue  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  it  will  be  readily  granted. 


THAT  AUSTRIAN  TREATY. 

The  peaceful  and  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  United 
States  who  formerly  resided  in  Austria  and  those  resi- 
dents who  retain  their  Austrian  citizenship  should  all  be 
interested  in  the  matter  of  revising  the  present  treaty  be- 
tween Austria  and  this  country. 

The  Ely  Miner,  which  is  published  on  the  Vermilion 
range,  where  a  large  number  of  Austrians  are  employed 
in  the  mines,  has  this  to  say: 

'The  failure  of  the  authorities  to  be  able  to  extra- 
dite subjects  of  Austria  for  a  crime  committed  in  this 
country,  is  liable  to  lead  to  some  queer  entanglements  in 
the  Northwest,  where  a  great  many  of  these  people  live. 
The  defect  should  be  remedied." 

These  Austrians  themselves  are  most  interested  in 
this  matter,  because  they  run  the  greatest  risks.  It  is 
they  who  are  most  likely  to  be  the  victims  of  the  crim- 
inals from  their  own  country. 

For  the  better  protection  of  former  residents  of  Aus- 
tria as  well  as  other  people  of  this  country,  the  state  de- 
partment at  Washington  should  insist  upon  a  revision  of 
the  present  treaty  and,  failing  in  that,  ask  congress  to 
pass  a  law  excludnig  all  Austrians  from  this  country.

ARBITRARY   ADVANCE. 

Another  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  advance  in  insur- 
ance rates  has  been  made  on  property  in  the  business 
.«ection  of  Duluth.  J.t  is  pkinly  evident  that  these  arbi- 
trary advances  are  being  made  all  along  the  line  for  the 
purpose  of  compelling  the  people  of  other  sections  of 
the  country  to  make  up  tor  the  enormous  fire  losses  re- 
cently sustained  in  Baltimore,  Toronto,  Rochester  and 
other  cities. 

Duluth  is  provided  with  as  good  and  efficient  fire 
protection  as  any  city  of  iis  size  in  the  United  States.  Its 
expenditures  for  equipment  and  maintenance  are  in  no 
«ense  parsimonious.  In  fact  they  are  exceedingly  lib- 
eral. Furthermore  the  city  makes  liberal  allowance  in 
the  way  of  salaries  that  its  fire  department  may  be  di- 
rected by  competent  minds. 

As  pointed  out  by  Chief  Black  in  Wednesday's  Her- 
ald, a  compilation  of  the  figures  for  ten  years  past 
shows  that  the  average  of  loss  by  fire  has  been  compar- 
atively very  low,  being  only  27  per  cent  of  the  premiums 
paid,  some  years  being  as  low  as  16  per  cent.  An  aver- 
age covering  a  period  of  ten  years  ought  to  be  a  fair 
indication  of  the  city's  fire-fighting  ability,  and  a  profit 
to  the  insurance  companies  of  63  per  cent,  including  the 
cost  of  carrying  on  the  business,  would  seem  to  be  a  safe 
and  sufficient  margin. 

Duluth's  insurance  rates  ought  to  be  based  upon  the 
record  made  by  Duluth  in  the  way  of  preventing  fires 
rind  the  city's  present  fire-fighting  ability  and  equip- 
ment. But  it  is  plain  to  be  seqn  that  these  matters  re- 
ceive scant  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  rate-makers. 
They  have  some  bearing,  of  course,  but  very  little.  What 
can  be  done  about  it  is,  of  course,  difficult  to  point  out. 
C^ne  may  argue  with  these  rate-makers  until  he  is  black 
in  the  face,  but  no  matter  how  reasonable  or  effective 
his  argument  it  will  do  no  good.  The  making  of  rates  is 
always  a  one-sided  process.  The  only  practical  relief 
would  seem  to  lie  in  the  direction  of  a  system  of  insur- 
ance by  the  state,  whereby  the  rates  of  each  locality  will 
be  based  upon  its  record,  its  fire-fighting  equipment, 
ability  and  expenditure.

THE  WISCONSIN  DECISION. 

The  supreme  court  of  Wisconsin  has  decided  that  the 
La  Follette  ticket  is  regular  and  entitled  to  be  designated 
1?

Those  fine  roads 
are  Just  the  thing  for  thom  and  the  wheel 
Is  Just  about  as  popular  down  there  as 
ever,  but  I  hear  that  It  is  greatly  on  tlie 
wane  in  some  other  portions  of  the  coun- 
try. It's  no  unusual  thing  to  see  auto- 
mobiles with  a  string  of  .several  signs 
hanging  down  behind,  touring  the  cape.

How    Stephens  Would   Have   Eaten 

Them. 

Nashville  Banner:  Few  men  possessed 
more  tact  and  wit  when  on  the  hustings 
than  did  Alexander  U.  Stephens,  of  Geor- 
gia. Though  small  in  size,  he  had  a  won- 
derfully prolific  brain  and  was  regarded 
as  an  exceptionally  brilliant  orator.  A 
Georgian  tells  this  story: 

"Mr.  Stephens  was  slated  for  a  joint  de- 
bate with  Ranee  Wright  during  a  presi- 
dential campaign.  Wright,  by  way  of  a 
tale,  said  that  Stephens  had  said  he  could 
eat  himself  (Wright)  for  breakfast,  Ben 
Hill  for  dinner  and  Bob  Toombs  for  sup- 
per. 

"Mr.  Stephens  po.ssessed  very  little  stor- 
age room  in  his  stomach,  and  when  it 
came  his  turn  to  reply  he  said  that  he 
denied  th^t  he  had  made  any  such  asser- 
tion. 'If  I  had  contemplated  any  such 
feast,"  said  Mr.  Stephens.  'I  certainly 
would  have  changed  the  order.  I  would 
have  taken  Ben  HtU  for  my  breakfa.st. 
Bob  Toombs  for  dinner  and  my  friend 
Ranee  Wright  for  supper.  My  mother 
taught  me  from  early  infancy  to  eat  a 
light  supper,  and  so  I  Would  have  tipped 
off   with   Wright.' 

"The  answer  completely  snuffed  out  the 
good  Impression  Col.  Wright  had  made."

Distinguish  the  Russian 

Amazons  From  Other 

Women  In  Town. 

Berlin,  Oct.  6.— A  letter  from  Russia 
says  the  patriotic  feelings  of  the  Russian 
women  are  being  worked  up  to  such  an 
extent  by  the  war  with  Japan  that  it 
has  been  nearly  impossible  in  many  places 
to  keep  the  women  from  going  to  the 
front. 

At  Nikolik-ITssurlsk  an  amazon  corps 
has  been  formed,  consisting  of  tliirty-flve 
well-drilled  and  well-armed  young  women, 
commanded  by  Nadastchda  Trestschow, 
wife  of  a  high  railroad  official.  These 
women  spend  several  hours  every  day 
perfecting  themselves  in  shooting,  and 
are  al!  expert  riders,  who  can  hit  the 
bull's  eye  at  100  yards  while  going  on  a 
gallop. 

The  mayor  of  the  city  who  Inspected  the 
corps  declared  himself  exceedingly  well 
pleased  with  the  proofs  of  efficiency 
shown  by  the  women,  but  declared  that 
they  must  wear  some  sign  whereby  thev 
may  be  recognized  in  lieu  of  uniform.  The 
next  day  all  the  women  appealed  at  the 
drill  with  garters  around  their  left  arms. 
The  unmarried  women  have  sworn  on 
the  cross  that  they  will  not  wed  until 
the  war  has  been  won  by  the  Russians. 


KILLING  HAUNTED  HER. 

Woman    Tells    Officers    of 
Murder  In  Missouri. 

Holden.  Mo.,  Oct.  6.— Mrs.  Anna  J. 
Bentley  whose  home  is  in  Tennessee, 
yesterday  took  Sheriff  Hughea,  of  Cass 
county,  to  an  abandoned  house  near 
here  where  the  dead  body  of  a  man 
was  found  in  a  well.  Mrs.  Bentley 
told  the  sheriff  that  she  had  witnessed 
the  man   killed  four  months  ago. 

The  body  was  that  of  Carl  Mf.ler 
and  Mrs.  Bentley  states  that  he  was 
killed  by  a  man  with  whom  she  was 
traveling  from  St.  Louis  to  Kansas  In 
a  buggy.  She  declares  that  at  War- 
rensburg,  Mo.,  they  met  Miller  and 
that  as  he  had  a  tearrr-of  horses  and 
a  large  wagon  they  induced  him  to 
allow  them  to  accompany  him  as  he 
was  driving  In  their  direction. 

Mrs.  Bentley  says  after  Miller  had 
been  killed  her  companion  declared 
that  he  would  also  kill  her  unless  she 
swore  not  to  reveal  the  crime  during 
her  life.  She  claims,  however,  that 
the  killing  has  haunted  her  day  and 
night  and  that  she  felt  it  was  her  duty 
to  tell  the  story  to  the  officers.  Mrs. 
Bentley  also  asserts  that  she  was  un- 
able to  escape  from  her  companion 
until  the  first  of  this  week.

It  was  in 
leply  to  one  sent  by  the  as.sociatlun 
last  week  denouncing  the  action  of 
the  local  steamboat  inspectors  in  plac- 
ing the  blame  for  the  disaster  on  the 
Slocum's  officers  and  crew,  and  askln,^ 
for  Immediate  action. 

Secretary  Ivoeb's  reply  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  commission  appointed 
by  the  president  is  expediting  its  re- 
port and  that  "Absolute  justice  will  be 
done." 


COMES  TO  GET  POINTERS 
ON  RUNNING  RAILROADS. 

San  Francisco,  Oct.  6.— Yoshlo  Kano- 

shlta,  who  fills  the  Important  post  of 
general  passenger  agent  of  the  Imper- 
ial government  railways  of  Japan,  is 
a  guest  at  the  Palace.  He  has  come 
here  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  Am- 
erican railroad  methods  In  so  far  as 
they  apply  to  passenger  department 
affairs,  and  expects  to  spend  two  year? 
In  this  country  and  Europe  before  re- 
turning to  Japan.  The  purpose  of  his 
visit  is  to  familiarize  himself  with  up- 
to-date  methods  of  handling  passen- 
ger traffic;  with  a  view  to  raising  the 
standard  of  service  on  the  Japanese 
lines. 


New  York,  Oct.  6.— Last  year  nearly 
10,000  persons  were  killed  and  moro 
than  76,000  Injured  in  railroad  acci- 
dents In  the  United  SUtes.  The  num- 
ber of  lives  lost  exceeded  by  more 
than  1000  than  that  of  any  other  year 
since  the  Interstate  commerce  commis- 
sio  nbegan  to  keep,  the  account.  This 
year's   record   already   is  appalling. 

The  interstate  commerce  commission 
\a  greatly  concerned  over  this  increa.se 
In  casualties  on  the  rails.  In  the 
opinion  of  important  members  of  the 
commission,  summed  up,  the  causes 
of  the  Increasing  number  of  railway 
disasters   are; 

1.  Increase  of  traffic  beyond  the  cap- 
acity of  railroad  equipment. 

2,  The  constant  and  almost  criminal 
effort  of  railroad  managers  to  render 
service   beyond    their   facilities. 

3.  Indifference  and  carelo.ssness  of 
railroad  employes  due  in  a  majority  of 
cases   to  compulsory  overw"ork. 

4.  Roadbeds  of  insufficient  construc- 
tion for  the  constantly  increasing 
weight  of  rolling  stock. 

5.  Single  tracks. 

Of  last  year's  9840  fatalities  in  rail- 
way accidents,  3606  were  employes  and 
355  were  passenger  patrons  of  the  rail- 
roads. A  significant  fact  is  that  of  the 
remaining  5879,  5000  were  reported  kill- 
ed while  trespassing  on  railroad  prop- 
erty. .Some  argue  that  there  should 
be  a  law  in  force  in  this  country,  sim- 
ilar to  that  of  England,  whereby  per- 
sons are  prohibited  from  walking,  or 
otherwise  trespassing,  on  railroad 
property. 

"This  tremendous  loss  of  life  in  rail- 
road  disasters  is  appaling  to  think  of," 
said  Chairman  Martin  A.  Knapp  of  the 
Interstate  commerce  commission.  "On? 
of  the  hopeful  signs  is  the  increased 
agitation  In  the  newspapers  for  great- 
er safety  for  the  traveling  public  and 
more  adequate  legislation  to  prevent 
this  slaughter." 

The  figures  .showing  the  number  of 
fatalities  in  collisions  alone  .show  a 
constant  Increase  in  tlie  last  five  years 
and,  as  compiled  by  Secretary  Mosely 
of  the  commission,  are  as  follows:

The  record  for  the  present   year,   as 

shown  by  the  reports  made  to  the  com- 
ml.s.sion  under  the  requirements  of  the 
accident  law  of  March  3,  1901,  shows  no 
diminution  of  fatalities.  For  the  first 
three  months  there  were  221  killed  and 
2,797  Injured  In  ralhvav  cata.strophe3. 
There  are  the  only  figures  complied  for 
the  current  year  by  the  commission. 

A  railroad  president,  v.ho  refused  to 
allow  his  name  to  be  published,  stat- 
ed as  an  additional  cau;^  for  an  in- 
crease of  accidents,     "unmn  labor" 

When  asked  to  explain  this  he  said 
that  unionism  in  the  railroad  service 
had  not  only  bred  Independence,  but 
Indifference.  As  a  result  of  this,  he 
continued,  union  employes,  feeling  that 
they  would  not  bp  discharged  except 
for  the  most  serious  offences,  had  be- 
come careless  in  their  .service  to  the 
railroads,   atid   therefore  to   the   public. 

,«;opretary  Mo.sely  of  the  commission 
said  that,  first  of  all,  he  attribute  1 
the  increase  in  fat.ilities  to  the  gre.at 
strain  put  on  railway  equipment  and 
railway  employes,  caused  by  the  erf^a: 
and  constant  increase  In  railway  traffic. 
Mr.  Mosely  advocated  the  extension  of 
the  block  system  of  railway  signaling, 
saying  he  believed  It  would  do  much 
to  stop  the  increase  of  catastrophies. 
The  roads,  declared  Mr.  Mosely,  were 
trying  to  do  too  much  on  single  tracks. 
The  hours  of  work,  he  declared,  should 
be  made  shorter,  as  engineers,  on  ac- 
count of  working  too  long  at  a  stretch, 
often  fall  to  remember  train  orders, 
and  firemen  frequently  fail  to  prompt 
them.  As  an  additional  precaution, 
Mr.  Mosely  would  eliminate  from  the 
service  all  inexperienced  train  dis- 
patchers and  all  young  pensons  cr.n- 
nected    with    this    branch    of   railroad- 


ing, believing  that  they  do  not,  as  a 
!  rule,  realize  the  responsibilities  of  their 
positions.  He  emphasized  the  ad- 
vantages of  double  tracking  and  aver- 
red that  railroads  have  not  been  pay- 
ing sufficient  attention  to  the  main- 
tenance of  their  equipment,  so  far  as 
related  to  safety  appliances,  and  that 
50  per  cent  of  the  air  brake  law  went 
unheeded.

Tenders  His  Resignation 
as  County  Superinten- 
dent of  Scliools. 


Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners Appoint  S.  W. 
Gilpin  to  Office. 


The  board  of  county  cominissioners 
met  In  re&ular  session  yesterday  after- 
noon, trom  2  o'clock  until  nearly  7 
o'clock,  and  then  adjourned  until  Oct. 
19,  at  which  time  bids  will  be  busmitted 
to  the  comm^s^^ioners  for  the  printingr 
supplies  necessary  at  the  coming:  gen- 
eral election. 

County  Superintendent  of  Schools  A. 
T.  Park  sprung  a  surprise  by  tendering 
his  resignation  from  the  office  he  now 
holds.  In  his  letter  to  the  board  Mr. 
Park  thanked  it  for  courtesies  exten- 
ded him  during  the  two  terms  he  has 
served,  briefly  told  of  the  progress  that 
has  been  made  In  raising  the  rural 
schools  of  the  coimty  to  a  higher  stan- 
dard, and  recommended  that  VV.  S.  Gil- 
pin, the  Republican  nominee  for  county 
superintendent  of  schools  at  the  com- 
ing election,  be  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  until  the  end  of  the  present 
term. 

Mr.  Park  stated  no  reason  in  his 
letter  why  he  wi«hed  to  resign,  with 
only  three  months  more  to  serve,  but 
word  was  passed  around  at  the  court- 
house that  he  has  been  offered  a  posi- 
tion which  will  give  him  an  opportunity 
of  traveling  In  the  West  for  the  coming 
year,  after  which  time  he  expects  to 
settle  down  in  the  law  business. 

By  resolution,  the  board  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  I'ark  and  appointed 
Mr.  Gilpin  to  till  the  vacancy.  Mr. 
Gilpin  is  thus  far  the  only  candidate 
before  the  people  for  election  this  fall, 
so  that  his  appointment  to  the  otTice  at 
this  time  will  in  no  way  work  harm 
to  the  interests  of  the  county  schools. 
«    *    * 

An  Important  measure  pa.-'sed  by  the 
boara  yesterday  was  the  raising  of  the 
county  wolf  bounty  from  $7.r.O  on  full 
grown  animals  to  J12..'>0,  and  the  bounty 
of  $1  on  cub  wolves  to  $2.  The^se 
amounts  are  to  be  paid  in  addition  to 
the  amount  paid  by  the  Ptate  for  each 
animal  killed.  This  will  make  the  en- 
tire bounty  to  be  paid  by  both  the 
state  and  county,  this  winter.  $20  for 
full  grown  wolves  and  $3  for  cubs.  The 
increased  bounty  paid  by  the  county 
will  remain   in  effect   until  next   April. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  board  were 
in  favor  of  raising  the  bounty,  for  the 
reason  that  reports  from  various  dis- 
tricts indicate  that  the  wolves  will 
probably  be  plentiful  this  coming  win- 
ter, and  livestock  is  likely  to  suffer  in 
the  outlying  settlements.  Last  winter 
there  were  a  large  number  of  the  anl- 
mais  killed,  but  strong  protest  was 
made  by  the  hunters  of  the  small  profit 
becau.'^e  of  the  heavy  expense  to  which 
they  are  put  in  following  up  the  red 
tape  methods  neces.sary  to  get  their 
money.  Possibly  some  relief  will  be 
asked  at  the  hands  of  the  next  legis- 
lature.

Schmitt,  commissioner  of  parks  for  the 

I  borough  of  Bronx,  of  Greater  New 
York,  and  the  five  membei-s  of  the  civil 
service     commission,   were     summariiy 

I  removed  from  office  yesterday  by  Mayor 
McClellan.  The  removal  was  made 
after  an  investigation  of  charges  laid 
before  the  mayor  by  the  Civil  Service 
Reform  association.  These  charges 
allege  that  .Schmitt  exploited  positions 
in  ills  department  for  political  pur- 
poses by  di.scharging  certain  employes 
and  employing  others,  in  violation  of 
the  civil  service  rules,  "with  the  co- 
operation of  the  civil  service  commis- 
sion." The  men  removed  from  office 
besides  Schmitt  are  John  H.  McCooney, 
president  of  the  board,  and  his  col- 
leagues, Jerome  Siggel,  Eugene  F. 
O'Connor  and  E.  A.  Crowninshield.  Val 
Bell,  the  other  member  of  the  board, 
had  already  resigned. 

Half  .an  hour  after  these  officials 
were  removed,  the  appointment  of  ,a 
new  board  was  announced,  with  Bird 
S.  Coler,  former  comptroller,  as  presi- 

:  dent.  Mr.  Coler's  colleagues  are  Al- 
fred  Talley.  a  lawyer,  and  liose  Apple- 
ton,  of  Brooklyn. 

The  president  of  the  board  is  the  only 
salaried  member  and  receives  $6000  per 
year.

"The  Supremacy  of  the  Spiritual" 
was  the  subject  of  the  annual  sermon 
delivered  by  Rev.  L..  H.  Hallock,  of 
Minneapolis,  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Congregational  association  of 
Minnesota  at  the  Pilgrim  Congrega- 
tional church  last  night.  Possessing 
a  keenly  intellectual  face,  with  a 
positive  and  convincing  way  of  speak- 
ing, Rev.  Hallock  made  a  profound 
impression  on  his  hearers. 

The  sermon  was  not  a  long  one.  It 
dealt  with  the  relation  of  the  sptritual 
to  the  material,  and  was  a  warning: 
to  church  people  to  keep  from  paying 
too  musch  attention  to  the  material, 
to  the  neglect  of  the  spiritual.  In 
his  introductory  remarks  he  said  that 
every  tangible  visible  thing  has  some 
intangible,  invisible  part,  which  ex- 
isted before  the  thing  itself,  and  may 
continue  to  exist  after  the  other  has 
ceased  to  be. 

"The  like  of  it  you  never  saw.  It 
appears  that  it  is  about  to  blossom. 
Which  will  it  be,  a  briar  or  a  rose? 
It  will  be  whatever  it  was  in  the  mind 
of  its  creator. 

•■Jesus  Christ  was  the  vipible  in 
which  temporarily  appeared  the  invLs- 
ible  God.  Creation  of  all  things  in 
the  beginning  was,  is  now  and  always 
will  be  the  temporary  manifestation 
of  the  eternal  God.  We  cannot  see 
this  spiritual  manifestation.  All  that 
is  apparent  to  us  in  the  expression  of 
the    invisbile. 

"Things  unseen  are  as  a  rule  eter- 
nal. It  is  possible  to  study  the  ma- 
terial to  the  loss  or  gain  of  what  they 
signify.  Too  many  are  studying  it 
to  the  loss  of  the  spiritual.  When 
forms  takes  precedence,  to  the  forget- 
fulness  of  the  spirit  of  God  within  it, 
we  begin  to  degenerate.  There  is 
great  danger  of  our  becoming  de- 
generate idolater.s. 

"The  big  railway  locomotives  place! 
at  the  World's  fair  at  St.  Louis  for 
exhibition  purposes  only  are  but  de- 
monstrations of  deg-eneracy.  Too 
many  churches  have  an  inclination  to 
pattern  after  these  engines,  and  stand 
out  for  exhibition  purposes  only.  Tliey 
are  beautiful  to  look  upon,  but  with- 
out the  fire  and  coal  and  steam  to 
make  them  go  are  without  power,  and 
therefore  are  u.seless  except  as  an  or- 
nament. When  the  r.inchmen,  the 
florist,  or  the  man  with  an  orchard 
forgets  all  In  an  attempt  to  bring 
about  a  fine  display,  to  please  the  eye 
alone,  he  begins  to  fail,  and  so  it  is 
with  the  church.  When  the  church 
falls  to  couple  onto  the  Divine  spirit, 
to  be  itself  the  channel  through  which 
the  spirit  of  Go<l  shall  perform  its 
use.s,   it  fails. 

"The  all  important  question  before 
us  today  is  whether  we  can  retain  for 
our  organization  the  great  power  of 
the  spirit  of  God.  There  is  a  prevail- 
ing temptation  in  Christian  Endeavor 
circles  and  the  chur<h  to  forget  the 
Divine  spirit  and  build  within  itself. 
A  church  may  have  magniflcent  ap- 
pointments, but  what  is  needed  is 
power  from  on  high  to  make  it  do  its 
work  successfully  and  continue  to  ex- 
ist. 

"The  unseen  which  Is  eternal  can 
alone  give  the  church  power  to  glorify 
God  and  to  serve  men." 

An  address  was  also  delivered  by 
Rev.  R.  P.  Herrlck.  of  Minneapolis, 
who  took  as  a  subject  "Are  the  t^hild- 
ren  All  In?"  meaning  in  the  kingdom. 
He  said  that  this  was  the  children's 
age.  It  is  only  within  the  last  cen- 
tur>'  that  much  attentiwi  has  been 
given  to  the  child.  Now  it  holds  an 
important  place  in  literature.  He  said 
that  today  the  production  of  books  for 
the  children  equals  or  exceeds  the  pro- 
duction of  the  press  for  any  other  one 
line. 

The  religious  needs  of  the  children, 
he  believed,  are  the  most  profound  of 
any,  and  said  that  the  spiritual  de- 
velopment of  the  child  is  more  import- 
ant than  the  development  of  its  edu- 
cational and  physical.  He  spoke  of 
the  wonderful  precision  with  which  the 
child's  mind  grasped  the  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  Christian  church  and 
said  that  the  little  children  were  the 
great  responsibility  of  the  age,  for  the 
future  depends  upon  the  training  they

Holds  Sessions.

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Union  con- 
vention was  held  yesterday  afternoon 
at  2  o'clock  at  the  Pilgrim  church  i-nd 
the  program  was  delivered  before  the 
association.  The  president.  Miss  Cath- 
erine W.  Nichols,  presided  and  after 
a  short  devotional  service,  a  bright  and 
interesting  paper  was  read  by  Mrs. 
Alexander  Mtlne.  The  subject  was 
"An  Intelligent  Appreciation  of  Mis- 
sions Essential  to  the  Best  Christain 
Growth.  "  Mrs.  W.  J.  Conard.  of  Park 
Piapids  read  a  paper  on  "As  Seen  en 
the  Field"  which  dealt  with  the  condi- 
tions of  Christian  growth  and  worship 
in  a  new  country.

PRICES  SHOW 
IMPROVEMENT 


Marked  Betterment  Dis- 
cernible In  tlie  Pig 
Iron  Market. 

Cleveland,  Oct.  6.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review,  in  its  weekly  review  of  the 
iron  market,  says: 

Gauged   by  pig  iron   alone,    the   iron 

market  improvement  has  made  further 
progress.  Not  as  marked  betterment  is 
discernible  in  finished  material  de- 
mand, but  developments  there  are  en- 
couraging, with  prospects  that  the 
larger  scale  of  mill  operations  will  last 
well  toward  the  end  of  the  yeai*.  It 
need  hardly  be  said  that  the  railroads 
will  be  the  deciding  factor  in  the  iron 
market  of  the  next  three  monihs. 

Prices  show  more  firmness,  and  in  the 
case  of  Northern  furnaces,  there  has 
been  a  general  coming  up  from  the 
minimum  of  $11.50  for  No.  2  foundry  to 
$11.75,  while  $11. So  and  $12  are  now 
commonly  held.  The  Southern  fur- 
naces are  increasing  production  slight- 
ly and  at  the  .same  time  cutting  down 
stocks  somewhat,  so  that  $9.50  Bir- 
mingham may  be  considered  more  tho- 
roughly established  than  at  any  time 
this  year. 

The  situation,  apart  from  pig  iron,  is 
better  in  a  number  of  lines. 

Indications  point  to  a  heavier  ship- 
ment of  Lake  Superior  ore  this  year 
than  has  been  counted  on  at  any  time 
by  authorities  in  that  trade.  It  seems 
certain  that  the  Steel  corporation  will 
continue  its  policy  of  carrying  a  good 
reserve  on  L^ke  Erie  docks  and  in 
furnace  yards.  The  September  move- 
ment on  the  lakes  exceeded  that  of 
September,  1903.  by  over  1.000,000  tons, 
and  if  only  the  October  and  Novemb«^r 
movement  of  last  year  are  duplicated 
this  season,  the  total  will  be  close  to 
18,500,000  tons,  as  against  predictions 
early  in  the  year  of  14,500,000  tons.

Ne\v  York,  0:_'t.  6.— Reports  from  the 
railnay  camjianies  sliows  imrcasing 
business  In  all  directions,  but  nothing 
Is  more  interest  ins  than  the  news  from 
the  extreme  Northwest  that  more  than 
IS.COO.OOO  bushels  of  vheat  are  to  be 
transferred  by  rail  across  the  contin- 
ent to  the  Atlantic  ports,  and  the  pre- 
paration for  this  shipment,  together 
vith    the    Jictivity    manifested     in    all 

branches  of  business  in  Nevada,  Utnh, 
Idaho  and  Montana,  has  made  a  s-  r- 
ious  scarcity  of  freight  cars  on  the 
railroads  of  that  section.  All  sections 
of  the  liocky  Mountain  region  ar^ 
growing  and  developing  at  a  remark- 
able rate,  so  that,  outside  of  the  masj- 
mflcent  agricultural  prospects,  there  is 
a  ino.^t  encouraging  future  for  t'.iose 
states. 

The  Cripple  Creek  strike  and  the  par- 
uly.vib  of  bi'sines.s  in  that  immediaie 
eection  are  the  only  dl.?couraging 
evtnts  of  the  past  two  years,  and  the 
difliculties  experienced  in  that  imine  M- 
ate  resion  (\vc,  it  is  hoped,  very  ncirly 
at  an  end.

The  Canadian   railroads   report  pro.s- 
pects  very   bright  and  expect  to  sh'ire 
in    th^proJits    resulting    from    a    la:?:- 
transportation   )f  wheat  from  the  West- 
ern provinces  of  the  Dominion. 

In  several  communications  before  ill's 
references  was  made  to  the  great 
g!Owth  of  our  foreign  trade,  and  or.? 
vf-ry  forcible  evidence  of  the  manner 
in  which  American  manufacturers  are 
ab.v-orbing  the  orders  of  the  world  i.^ 
contained  in  the  pages  of  the  St. 
James  Gazeite,  of  London,  in  which  it 
Bcores  the  English  manufacturers,  who 
have  just  lost  an  order  for  100  stool 
cars  of  a  total  value  of  £1(»0.000.  This 
order  was  given  by  Mr.  Yerkes.  and 
was  placed  with  the  American  Car  ai  d 
Foundry    company,    of    New    York,    in- 
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Btead  of  with  British  firms.  Mr.  Cliap- 
nian,  chief  engineer  of  Mr.  Yerkes,  gave 
the  following  explanation,  in  his  iniei- 
view  with  the  representatives  of  the 
English  paper: 

■•The  cars,"  said  Mr.  Chapman,  "are 
for  the  Baker  Street  and  Waterh.o 
Tube  railway,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  promise  made  by  Mr.  Yerkes,  that 
all  the  material  for  the  underground 
railways  with  which  he  was  connected, 
should  be  ordered  in  England,  we  tried 
our  utmost  to  get  the  care  made  hei  e, 
before  placing  the  orders  in  America. 
We  asked  the  firais  that  were  likely  to 
do  th;;-  kind  of  work  to  send  quotations 
One  of  them  was  a  Leeds  linn  (the 
Leeds  Forge  company),  which  turn* 
out  steel  wagons  and  steel  trucks.  W* 
supplied  them  with  all  the  necessary 
partieulars  of  what  we  wanted.  TRey 
talked  a  lot,  but  when  we  got  down  to 
rock  bottom  business  they  .said  they 
could  not  quote.  We  were  not  more 
successful  on  the  contin'^nt.  The  Ger- 
mans,  even,   oould   not  supply   u.-». 

•The  fact  is  that  neither  the  British 
nor  the  German  tirms  know  much 
about  this  class  of  work,  whereas  in 
America  they  are  turning  it  out  by  the 
hundreds.

'If,"  said  Mr.  Chapman, 
"we  can  get  them  made  in  England 
we  will,  but  if  not  we  must  go  to  Am- 
erica."

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No  question  has  had  more  thrashing 
out  than  the  problem  as  to  whether  or 
not  brilliant  men.  commonly  termed 
"geniuses,"  make  the  women  happy 
whom  they  marry.  A  review  of  the 
niatrlmonial  experiences  of  gcniusea 
would  seem  to  assert  that  the  negative 
answer  is  the  right  one.  It  cannot  be 
said,  however,  that  It  would  be  right  to 
advise  a  young  woman  who  is  consider- 
ing a  proposal  of  marriage  from  a 
genius  that  she  should  frown  upon  his 
suit  and  take  a  less  brilliant  lover.  After 
all.  such  advice,  even  If  given  by  an  In- 
spired agency,  would  doubtless  be  ut- 
terly unheeded.  Yet  the  genius,  as  his- 
tory proves,  is  an  habitually  bad  hus- 
band. 

This  does  not  mean  that  he  is  cruel  or 
unfaithful  or  that  he  beats  his  spouse. 
No;  genius  in  married  life  has  not  al- 
ways taken  this  course,  although  Dick- 
ens was  charged  with  cruelty  by  his 
wife,  and  Mrs.  Carlyle  said  her  husband 
was  a  man  "whom  no  sane  woman  could 
bear  to  live  with  a  month."  Socrates 
has  made  his  wife  Immortal  as 
"Xantippe,"  with  whom  he  fought 
duily  and  was  always  worsted.  Napo- 
leon was  divorced  and  hated  his  second 
wife,  who  loathed  the  Corsican  cordially. 
George  IV.  hated  Queen  Caroline,  and. 
Indeed,  genius  and  royalty  seldom  seem 
to  have  known  the  blessings  of  a  "Home. 
Sweet  Home." 

The  reason  why  a  genius  seldom  or 
never  makes  his  wife  happy  Is  not  hard 
to  find— he  doesn't  have  the  time.  A 
genius,  in  the  first  place,  Is  never  home 
much;  he  is  being  feasted  or  Is  makins 
speeches  or  else  is  hard  at  work  pegging 
at  his  opera  or  his  great  book  or  ad- 
dressing congress.  A  genius  is  not  a 
loafer.  Nowadays  the  professional 
genius  is  a  hardworking  Individual.  He 
s  filled  with  great  plans,  great  thoughts, 
and  never  has  time  to  chuck  his  wife 
under  the  chin  and  admire  her  spring 
bonnet. 

Yet  a  man  must  do  this  to  make  his 
wife  happy,  and  he  must  stay  at  home 
and  help  with  children  and  entertain  his 
wife's  less-gifted  friends  If  home  Is  to 
he  a  cheerful  place.  A  genius  does  not 
make  a  good  husband  from  the  view- 
point of  the  lady  he  marries,  and  it  Is 
her  opinion  that  counts  the  most.  The 
one  consolation  Is  ihat  most  women 
need  not  worry  over  their  chances  of 
marital  unhappiness  on  this  score. 
Geniuses  are  even  more  scarce  than 
good  husbands.

New  York.  July  — 

What  curious  little  fad  will  next  at- 
tack the  feminine  world  it  would  be 
difficult  to  say.  but  for  the  present 
wom.en  are  very  busy  learning  the  art 
of  the  French  danseuse.  No  buck  and 
wing  or  fancy  skirt  manipulations  will 
pass  muster  nowadays.  You  must  know 
how  to  dance  on  the  tips  of  your  toes 
Just  for  your  own  satisfaction  and  the 
entertainment  of  a  select  number  of 
youn  friends. 

The  way  the  fad  started  Is  said  to 
have  been  through  the  private  exhibi- 
tion to  her  Intimate  friends  given  by  a 
p<-pu!ar  girl  who  had  been  spending  the 
winter  and  spring  over  in  Paris,  and 
there  had  met  one  of  the  finest  pre- 
mieres trtat  the  French  stage  can  twast. 
The  two  became  very  friendiy,  and 
within  a  short  time  lessons  were  given. 
The  American  girl  showed  considerable 
talent  and  a  wonde;-ul  amount  of 
natural  grace,  so.  with  a  little  encour- 
agement, she  was  moved  to  devote  a 
good  deal  of  time  to  perfecting  herself 
In  ihc  art  of  the  toe  dancer. 

Of  all  the  graceful  movements  that 
come  under  the  liead  of  dancing  none  is 
more  difficult  than  the  regu.ar  toe  bal- 
tet  dancing.  One  must,  of  course,  ex- 
cept lu  this  statement  the  danse  du 
ventre,  for  which  girls  have  to  be 
trained  for  years.  In  me  first  place, 
only  a  woman  with  unusual  strength  of 
limb  can  du  much  at  the  dance.  The 
French  method,  though  the  hardest,  Is 
th«  generally  approved  one.  Instructors 
ot  tiJ"  «tyle  dwell  upon  the  beauty  and 
Importance  of  the  arch  which  is  so 
dliiicult  to  make,  and,  above  all,  to 
nisUctiin.  In  order  to  acquire  it  with 
ea^e  beginners  are  put  through  a  spe- 
cial cou'se  of  exercises  that  harden 
Mx^  moscles  of  the  legs  and  strengthen 
the  JLnkles.  The  movenieuts  resemble 
tl-e  ordinary  ones  to  give  balance,  for 
th'?i'-  object  is  essentially  the  same.  It 
is  i:oce£»jary  to  have  an  easy  and  grace- 
ful poise  of  the  body  befcre  the  toe 
dancing  Id  commenced. 

'I'he  fiiat  exercise  is  to  stand  on  the 
bails  ot  the  feet  with  the  hands  out- 
ttrotcliiftd  at  the  sides.  Next  the  pupil 
U  laug.1t  iow  to  rise  slowly  upon  the 
or.ds  of  her  toes  and  to  sink  back  on 
tfc.»  balls  of  her  feet  again  without 
swaying  or  breaking   the  rythm   of   the 

movamcnt.     Time   and    time    again    the 


attempt  must  be  made  before  the  novice 
Is  actually  able  to  reach  the  ends  of 
her  toes  In  the  proper  manner.  It 
sounds  rather  easy  to  do,  but  experi- 
ence proves  this  to  be  far  from  the 
case.  As  a  variation  of  this  exercise 
one  that  brings  the  body  Into  a  sitting 
posture  Is  advised.  The  whole  figure 
is  raised  on  the  toes  and  then,  Instead 
of  being  brought  to  the  ball  of  the  feet 
again,  while  still  erect  the  knees  are 
bent  and  the  person  assumes  a  sitting 
position  still  balanced  on  the  tips  of  the 
toes.  This  is  decidedly  hard  to  do,  as 
you  win  discover  the  first  time  you  try 
It.  but  nothing  could  possibly  be  a  bet- 
ter aid  to  the  acquiring  of  poise  than 
this  particular  movement.  The  knees 
are  spread  apart  and  the  hands  may  t>e 
extended  horizontally  at  the  sides,  or 
they  may  l>e  placed  on  the  hips.  On  the 
same  principle  that  the  pole  aids  in 
keeping  the  balance  on  a  tightrope  the 
extended  arms  serve  to  keep  the  body 
from  toppling  over  in  this  exercise. 

These  are  only  the  preliminaries  of 
the  dancing  lesson,  and  the  number  of 
lessons  devoted  entirely  to  them  be- 
fore the  real  dancing  is  begun  depends 
entirely  upon  the  pupil.  There  Is  one 
thing  that  I  can  slate  positively,  and 
that  is  that  a  woman  who  has  passed 
her  twenty-fifth  year  will  find  It  rather 
hard  to  get  the  steps,  while  a  woman 
over  30  might  as  well  give  up  at  the 
first.  This  is.  of  course,  generally 
speaking.  The  same  rule  holds  true  In 
ballet  or  fancy  dancing  that  is  said  to 
be  true  in  golf,  and  that  la  that  a 
woman  past  30  lacks  the  right  amount 
of  suppleness  to  ever  be  great,  at  the 
Scotch  game.  This  is  said  of  the  French 
accomplishment  of  fine  dancing.  It 
takes  young,  lithe  limbs  to  be  made  to 
assume  unusual,  if  not  quite  unnatural, 
positions.  . 

After  the  exercises  have  been  mas- 
tered so  that  the  pupil  shows  ease  and 
freedom,  as  well  as  quickness,  she  Is 
mstructed  in  the  art  of  balancing  her- 
self first  on  the  toes  of  both  feet,  then 
on  the  toes  of  each  foot  separately. 
Fancy  steps  and  gay  dances  soon  fol- 
low, but  It  takes  a  little  time  to  master 
this  second  step.  For  this  part  of  the 
lesson  the  pupil  Is  put  into  the  regula- 
tion harness,  which  consists  of  satin 
practice  slippers,  that  are  very  soft  and 
perfectly  flat  on  the  sole.  The  toes  ire 
well  stiffened  and  braced,  while  the  tips 


are  fitted  with  a  thick,  round  piece  of 
wood,  on  which  the  body  is  balanced. 
Connected  with  this  toe-piece  and  ex- 
tending the  entire  length  of  the  flex- 
ible sole  Is  a  curved  band  of  steel,  which 
is  a  wonderful  help  in  retaining  the  de- 
sired arch  and  pose. 

One  essential  thing  about  the  slippers 
is  the  fit;  they  must  be  very  tight  at 
the  toes,  for  upon  thi.=  feature  depends 
the  ease  with  which  the  dancer  is  able 
to  balance  herself  on  the  tips.  As  soon 
as  the  arch  is  made  and  the  body  la 
raised  up  on  the  toes  the  steel  band 
keeps  the  sole  rigid  and  the  tightness  of 
the  slipper  toes  will  not  permit  any 
bulging  or  bending,  so  It  is  almost  as 
difficult  to  come  down  from  the  lofty 
perch  as  it  is  to  rise  to  it. 

It  Is  commonly  known  that  profes- 
sional ballet  dancer's  toes  are  very  flat 
across  the  ends  and  of  the  same  length. 
They  are  certainly  not  things  of  l>eauty 
from  the  artists'  point  of  view,  but 
those  who  go  In  for  the  dancing  fad  do 
not  expect  to  become  hardened  prac- 
tlcioners  of  the  diversion.  The  little 
dancing  that  a  society  woman  does  In 
practice  and  for  the  amusement  of  her- 
self and  friends  will  not  mar  the  beauty 
of  her  feet.  It  may  give  her  greater 
leg  development,  but  even  this  will  not 
be  so  very  noticeable  unless  the  danc- 
ing is  carried  to  an  extreme.  Little 
callous  spots  may  form  as  the  result  of 
dancing,  but  even  these  are  not  painful 
and  soon  disappear  unless  the  dancing 
is  indulged  in  continuously.  It  Is  great 
fun,  as  all  the  young  girls  assert,  and 
the  lessons  tend  to  impart  grace  and 
lissomness.  all  of  which  are  qualities 
that  the  feminine  world  strive  for. 

It  takes  very  little  time  to  finish  up 
a  pair  of  dancing  slippers.  One  appear- 
ance is  all  that  a  pair  can  make  on  dress 
occasions,  and  then  these  must  be  rele- 
gated to  the  practice  hour.  The  satin 
becomes  frayed  and  soiled.  This  Is  one 
feature  that  adds  to  the  expense  of  the 
fad.  and  then  these  slippers  have  to  t>e 
made  to  order,  as  a  rule,  so  that  the 
cost  is  no  insignificant  sum.  Fads,  bow- 
ever,  would  never  l>e  popular  fads  with 
the  smart  set  If  they  did  not  cost  a  lot 
of  money,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that. 
as  a  general  thing,  there  is  almost  in- 
variably some  beneficial  results  from 
a  novel  exercise  or  notion  ttiey  take 
up.  They  find  it  a  waste  of  time  if  there 
Isn't  some  good  to  come  out  of  what- 
ever they  do  in  the  way  of  pleasant  rec- 
reation and  entertainment. 


New  Lands  Found. 


In  regions  still  incompletly  explored  or 
inadequately  suirveyed,  such  as  the  Arctic 
lands,  it  is  necessary  from  time  to  time, 
to  revise  our  Ideas  as  to  the  number  and 
extent  of  the  Islands.  These  changes 
are  the  result  both  of  new  discoveries 
and  of  more  exact  surveys.  Sometimes 
the  changes  amount  to  only  a  few 
square  miles,  as  In  the  Spltzbergen 
group  within  the  past  15  years,  where 
the  latest  results  are  chiefly  derived 
from  new  sur\-eys  of  the  hitherto  little- 
known  Islands,  King  Charles  and  Abel 
Islands  and  the  Swedish  Foreland. 

Then  again,  the  new  computations  of 
area  differ  widely  from  those  made 
^earlier,  as  in  the  case  with  Franz  Josef 
Land.  Fifteen  years  ago  the  total  area 
of  these  Islands  was  computed  to  be 
about  19,150  square  miles,  but  the  later 
explorations  of  the  British  and  Italian 
expeditions  showed  that  some  of  the  re- 
ported lands  were  mythical,  the  pioneer 
explorers  having  mistaken  areas  of 
heaped-up  sea  Ice  for  land  masses;  and 
some  of  the  lands  .were  not  nearly  so 
large  as  they  were  supposed  to  be.  The 
area  of  the  Islands  is.  In  fact,  less  than 
one-half  as  great  as  was  formerly  sup- 
posed. 

Dr.  Herman  Wagner,  of  Gottlngen 
University,  has  Just  published  his  new 
measurement  of  the  Islands,  based  upon 
the  map  of  the  Italian  expedition.  He 
gives  the  total  area  at  about  7.690  square 
miles. 

We  know  so  little  of  most  of  the  is- 
lands north  of  our  own  continent  that 
no  attempt  to  comtnrte  their  area  has 
been  regarded  as  very  satisfactory.    But 


Captain  Sverdrup  was  able  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  Parry  archipelago  to  outline 
all  the  coasts  of  some  of  these  Islands, 
to  map  the  wholly  unknown  western 
coast  of  EUesmere  Land,  and  also  to 
discover  a  number  of  new  Islands.  The 
area  of  all  these  lands  has  Just  been 
computed  by  Dr.  Wagner  at  126,160 
square  miles,  of  which  EUesmere  Land 
embraces  78,665  square  miles.  The  Is- 
lands are  those  that  have  long  been 
deslgmated  on  our  maps  as  North  Deven. 
Coburg,  North  Kent,  Graham,  North 
Cornwall,  and  the  newly  discovered 
King  Christian,  Isachaen,  Ellef-Rlngrnes, 
Amund-Ringnes  and  Helburg  Lands, 
with  small  islands  near  them.  Includ- 
ing these  Islands  at  the  eastern  end  of 
the  American  Arctic  archipelago  the 
area  of  the  entire  archipelago  is  now 
roughly  computed  at  534,000  square  miles. 
The  area  of  the  Antarctic  lands  will, 
of  course,  be  purely  conjectural  as  long 
as  the  extent  of  contlnentaly  Antarctic 
is  unknown.  The  new  Issue  of  Die 
Bevolkerung  der  Erde,  however,  quotes 
Dr.  Wagner  for  the  statement  that  the 
Antarctic  area  Is  probably  pretty  equal- 
ly divided  between  land  and  water.  We 
now  know  from  the  sledge  journeys  of 
Scott  that  Victoria  Land  is  of  great  ex- 
tent; and  the  explorations  of  Nordens- 
klold  have  shown  that  Graham  Land, 
which  was  represented  on  Larsen's  map 
of  1895  as  about  156,000  square  miles  in 
area,  is  much  larger  than  that.

Sea  Water 

In  Life. 

A  theory  has  recently  been  formu- 
lated by  M.  Quinton  in  France  that  sea 
water  is  the  natural  source  of  all  life, 
being  the  substance  from  which,  ac- 
cording to  Haeckel.  are  produced  those 
elementary  bodies  which.  In  turn,  de- 
velop into  every  other  species.  Includ- 
ing huraan  beings.  M.  Quinton  has  car- 
ried on  a  long  and  thorough  research 
On  the  properties  of  sea  water,  and 
his  results  add  support  to  the  Darwin- 
ian theory  of  the  evolution  of  species. 
He  points  out  that  the  anatomical  ele- 
ments of  living  creatures  exist  in  a 
maritime  environment,  and  that  ani- 
mal cells  and  tissues  exert  their  func- 
tions in  a  fluid  closely  resembling  sea 
water  In  its  composition.  Furthermore, 
the  same  elements  that  are  found  In 
sea  water  go  to  make  up  the  human 
body,  and  In  addition  to  those  that  were 
known  to  exist  in  the  latter  to  the 
number  of  about  15,  M.  Quinton  has 
found  traces  of  some  14  others,  such  as 
copper,  lead,  gold  and  silver.  He  has 
also  performed  experljnents  where  an 
animal  was  bled  to  exhaustion,  and 
then  injected  with  sea  water  to  supply 
the  place  of  the  blood  thus  lost,  with 
the  result  that  on  the  following  day 
the  animal  regained  its  strength,  and 
after  five  days  experienced  e  complete 
recovery.  In  addition,  the  injection 
into  animals  of  large  quautltles  of  sea 
water  has  no  toxic  effect,  whereas  the 
Injection  of  pure  water  rapidly  brings 
about  deatlu  M.  Quinton's  conclusion 
Is  that  sea  water  is  a  true  nutrient 
fluid  for  animals  or  natural  plasma. 
Tits  research  opens  up  maiiy  Interest- 
ing philosophical  and  biological  ques- 
tions in  evolution,  while  tl\e  experi- 
ments themselves  seem  to  have  a  rela- 
tion to  others  where  various  solutions 
are  employed  in  the  developraent  of 
simple  forms  of  life. 


New  Use  For 


Old  Paper. 


"New  uses  for  old  paper  are  being 
found  almost  dally  by  the  different 
trades  and  by  people  who  have  a  little 
Ingenious  turn  of  mind."  said  a  local 
Junk  dealer  this  morning.  "You  don't 
see  much  waste  paper  thrown  away 
nowadays,  and  when  you  consider  the 
great  amount  that  is  daily  accumulating 
It  seems  remarkable.  The  newspapers 
are  reeling  off  tons  of  paper  everj'  day. 
All  this  great  quantity  of  paper  must  be 
destroyed  or  used.  There  are  eager 
scavengers  of  the  city  after  every  stray 
paper  and  bundle  of  wrapping  paper.  If 
it  were  not  so  the  Street-cleaning  De- 
partment would  have  o  organize  a  spe- 
cial corps  of  men  to  collect  newspapers 
and  bum  them. 

"Most  of  the  newspapers  are  gath- 
ered up  and  converted  Into  marketable 
paper  again,  and  some  go  In  with  the 
rags  to  make  various  kinds  of  commer- 
cial material;  but.  outside  of  these  two 
lines  of  Industry,  the  paper  is  made  Into 
different  useful  articles  of  a  wonderful 
nature.  The  newspapers  are  made  of 
the  spruce  pulp,  and.  by  a  steaming 
process,  they  can  be  reconverted  Into  a 
smaller  pulp  again.  This  pulp  is  not  so 
good  as  in  the  first  instance,  and  no  one 
has  yet  found  a  way  to  make  it  posslbla 
to  use  It  over  again  for  newspaper 
work.

The  Funeral  at  Washing- 
ton Will  Be  Elab- 
orate Event. 

Washington,  Oct.  6.— Full  honors  due 
a  cabinet  officer  will  be  paid  to  the  lae 
Postmaster  General  Payne,  arrange- 
ments having  been  completed  today  £<r 

the  otTicial  funeral  to  be  held  at  11 
o'clock  tomorrow  at  Si.  John's  Epis- 
copal church  in  this  city.  A  committee 
of  arrangements  consisting  of  First 
Assistant  Postmaster  General  W.vnne, 
J.  H.  Micheal,  chief  clerk  of  the  staie 
department  and  Major  Charles  ilt- 
Cawky,  United  states  marine  corpc, 
met  at  the  state  department  today  and 
perfected  details.  The  seating  plan  £  t 
the  church  practically  follows  that 
adopted  for  the  funeral  a  year  ago  of 
the  late  .Sir  Micheal  Herbert,  the  Brit- 
ish ambassadur,  provision  being  made, 
however,  for  the  seating  of  the  repre- 
sentation of  fifty  officials  from  the 
posiofTice  department.  The  president 
and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  will  occupy  seats 
immediately  in  front,  adjoining  those 
of  the  family.  The  invitation  list  will 
include  the  entire  diplomatic  corps, 
officials  of  the  executive,  legislative 
and  judicial  branches  and  district  of 
Columbia.  Officers  of  the  army,  navy 
and  marine  corps  on  duty  in  t'  is  city 
have  been  ordered  to  attend  in  fall 
uniform. 

Orders  have  been  issued  for  the  mili- 
tary escort.  As  an  additional  mark  of 
respect  Assistant  Secretary  of  War 
Oliver  today  ordered  the  division  and 
department  commanders  of  the  army 
to  half  mast  the  tlags  at  all  the  mili- 
tary posts  and  stations  from  the  time 
of  the  receipt  of  the  order  until  3 
o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon,  when  the 
remains  will  be  borne  away  from  th" 
national  capitol. 


Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced by  the  Northern  Pacific  road  in 
getting  its  new  branch  track  in  order  on 
St.  Croix  alley.  The  trouble  is  not  yet 
over,  but  Patrick  J.  Mungavln,  roadmas- 
ter  for  the  company,  is  working  on  the 
line  with  a  force-  of  men  and  trying  to 
straighten  out  the  muddle,  incidentally 
the    track. 

The  principal  trouble  has  been  that 
some  of  the  telephone  poles  of  the  Zenitli 
City  company  are  in  the  way  of  the  rail- 
road's piogress  and  it  has  been  necessary 
to  do  considerable  negotiating  to  get  this 
part  of  tlie  trouble  adjusted,  for  the  teie- 
phon  company  held,  and  it  is  said  right- 
ly, that  the  city  had  given  it  a  franchise 
to  put  Its  poles  in  the  spots  they  occupy 
and  that  the  city  had  no  right  to  award 
tiie  same  ground  to  some  other  corpora- 
tion in  a  second  ordinance.  There  are 
half  a  dozen  or  more  poles  between  the 
railroad  and  Sutphin  street  and  these  are 
too  close  to  the  right  of  way  which  was 
picked  out  by   the  company. 

Not  only  this  but  the  residents  of  Sut- 
phin street  have  endeavored  to  have  the 
railroad  people  enjoined  from  g-itting  the 
track  across  that  street  as  its  ordinance 
permits,  and  this  matf^er  is  still  unsettled. 
But  there  was  no  real  trouble  with  the 
telephone  company,  save  that  the  hitch 
made  it  rather  disagreeable  for  both  sides. 

A  compromise  was  effected  by  the  rail- 
road company  agreeing  to  shift  its  raits 
away  from  the  poles  for  about  half  the 
distance  and  the  telephone  company  ex- 
pressing its  willingne.ss  to  move  its  "poles 
the  other  half.  That  is.  the  railroad 
company  for  about  one  block  vrill  move 
the  tracks  so  that  trains  will  clear  the 
poles,  and  the  poles  along  the  other  block 
will  be  .shifted  by  the  owners,  so  that  the 
work  is  divided  without  cither  concern  do- 
ing more  than  is  necessary. 

There  have  been  all  sorts  of  conferences 
on  about  the  work,  between  the  road- 
master  and  Superintendent  Blanehard,  of 
the  Northern  Pacific,  and  Mr.  Blanchard 
and  City  Engineer  McGilvray,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  confabs  with  the  telephone 
company  by  the   railroad  men. 

But  the  railroad  company  hopes  in  time 
to  get  the  matters  fixed  satisfactorily  to 
all  concerned,  even  to  the  pacilioalion  of 
the  tenants  along  the  line,  who  are 
wrought  up  because  the  track  has  been 
put  on  ties  that  rePt  on  the  alley,  and 
are  not  sunk  tiush  with  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  thus  making  It  quite  a  step  up  for 
them  to  get  over  the  track.  The  railroad 
has  agreed  to  put  crossings  in  for  in- 
dividuals at  certain  points,  but  cannot  do 
this  until  the  track  for  the  entire  dis- 
tance is  properly  completed.  At  Sutphfii 
street  the  company  has  fixed  the  track 
wltli  a  surface  cros.-iing,  which  it  expects 
to  keep  there  until  the  question  of  Its 
rights  over  the  thoroughfare  Is  settled. 

In  the  meantime  Superintendent  Dlanch- 
ard  has  left  the  city.  It  i.«  .said  that  he  Is 
out  on  a  l)ridge  inspe'tion  tour  over  the 
entire  600  miles  of  track  that  compose  his 
division,  but  on  the  other  hand  some  are 
guessing  that  his  absence  is  to  escape 
the  i>erp!exing  problem  of  the  branch 
down   St.    Croix   alley. 


Hal   Bell    Brin§:s    Suit 
Against  Mayor  of

New  York,  Ocu  6.— Mayor  McCIellan 
today  was  served  with  a  summons  in 
a  suit  for  criminal  libel  brought 
against  him  by  Hal  Bell,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  municipal  civil  service 
commission.  Mr.  Bell  asks  for  $100,000 
damages.  The  suit  is  brought  against 
Mr.  McCIellan  as  an  individual  and 
not  as  the  head  of  the  city  government. 

Mr.  Bell  resigned  from  the  civil  ser- 
vice commission  several  days  ago,  and 
his  resignation  was  accepted.  When

RATES  ARE  STEADY. 

Taken  to  Be   Sis:n    of   Good 
Business. 

Railroad  men  call  attention  to  the  ex- 
cellent standing  of  the  rate  situation  at 
the  present  time,  and  attribute  it  to  good 
tim«='s.  They  say  that  when  busines.s  i.^ 
very  dull,  that  is  the  time  when  the 
agents  are  tempted  to  get  a  little  bt  neath 
each  other's  figures  for  carrying  freight, 
but  that  when  there  is  a  good  share  of 
business  on  the  market  for  everybody 
that  the  rates  are  not  a  subject  of  con- 
tention. 

'"Even  down  in  old  Texas  the  rates  are 
holding  steady,  "  said  one  of  the  oldest 
local  railroad  m«m  this  morning.  "Texas 
is  u.-5ually  a  bloody  battle  ground  for  the 
enterprising  agents  to  do  their  worst 
cutting  and  for  Texas  to  be  quiet  on  the 
rate  question  is  very  unusual.  Years  ago 
It  was  especially  the  ca.«e  that  Texas  was 
busy  on  cutting  rate.>^— that  is  the  eastern 
lines.  This  was  brought  about  by  two 
principal  steamer  lines  plying  from  the 
eastern  coast  points  to  the  Gulf,  who 
were  able  to  get  about  all  the  time  freight 
that  was  on  the  market  unless  the  rail- 
roads would  use  lower  rates,  and  this  the 
railroads  usually  do. 

"During  the  Spanish-American  war  a 
great  many  vessels  which  these  steamer 
lines  used  were  sold  to  the  government 
for  transport  .purposes,  and  I  guess  the 
lines  never  had  new  equipment  to  take 
the  place  of  them.  At  any  rate  the  rate 
situation  was  bettered  by  the  removal  of 
these   boats   from   the   mar'K-t."

The  Services  Were  Marked 

By  an  Impressive 

Simplicity. 


Brilliant  Uniforms  of  Offi- 
cials Failed  to  Relieve 
Somberness. 


Remains  Conveyed  to  Mil- 
waukee Where  Burial 
Will  Occur. 


"Washington,  Oct.  7.— Although  an 
unotflctal  funeral,  the  services  in  St. 
John's  church  today  over  the  body  of 
the  late  Henry  C  Payne,  postmaster 
general,  were  marked  by  impressive 
simplicity.  Official  "Washington  filled 
the  nave  of  the  church,  and  brilliant 
as  were  the  uniforms  of  the  large  rep- 
resentation from  the  army,  navy  and 
marine  corps,  the  solemnity  of  the 
scene  was  only  enhanced  by  the  sharp 
contrast  of  color  with  the  deep  mourn- 
ing of  the  familj'  and  personal  friends 
of  the  dead  cabinet  ofllcer. 

Side  by  side  with  Mrs.  Payne  sat 
Prtsulent  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt,  both  in 
deep  mourning.  In  half  an  hour  the 
funeral  procession  was  winding  ils 
way  slowly  down  Pei^nsylvania  avenue, 
escort'-'d  by  the  postal  carriers  of  the 
city  of  Washington,  in  uniform,  to  the 
Pennsylvania  station,  whence  the  body 
will  be  taken  this  afternoon,  at  3:30 
o'clock,  on  a  special  train  to  Mil- 
waukee. The  interment  will  be  in  that 
city,  the  home  of  Mr.  Payne. 

By  10  o'clock  this  morning,  an  hour 
before  the  services  were  to  begin, 
mounted  policemen  grouped  tViemselves 
along  the  street  for  a  block  above  and 
below  the  church  to  keep  back  the 
rapidly  gathering  crowd  of  people  along 
the  sidewalks.  The  dc>ors  of  the  church 
were  opened  at  10:30,  and  those  attend- 
ing were  s^-ated  by  the  following  ush- 
crr:

Say  the  Government  Can 

Rent  Dredge  and  Do 

Work  Cheaper. 

The  prospect  of  interrupted  work  on 
account  of  stormy  weather  was  the 
cause  of  the  lack  of  bids  for  the  dredg- 
ing work  for  the  government  at  Su- 
perior entry  this  fall.  The  government, 
tiircugh  the  local  engineer's  office,  ad- 
vertised for  bids  for  the  work  of  dredg- 
ing out  a  trench  on  the  lake  bed,  from 
the  end  of  the  constructed  portion  of 
the  new  concrete  pier  outward.  The 
trench  is  to  be  about  450  to  500  feet 
long,  and  some  21,500  cubic  yards  of 
material  are  to  be  removed  and  placed 
back  of  the  portion  of  the  pier  already- 
constructed,  as  a  filling. 

Only  one  dredging  concern  came  for- 
ward with  a  bid  for  the  contract,  and 
this  was  refused,  because  higher  than 
the  government  engineer's  estimate, 
or  for  more  money  than  there  is  avail- 
able for  the  work. 

One  of  the  local  dredging  men,  in 
speaking  of  the  proposed  work  said 
yesterday  afternoon:  "The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  the  dredging  companies 
are  not  at  all  anxious  to  get  that  gov- 
ernment contract  in  the  laice  at  Su- 
perior entry.  I  hardly  expect  that  the 
government  will  have  anv  Ijetter  suc- 
cess if  ii  readvertises  for  bid.s. 

"It  is  getting  along  toward  a  season 
of  the  year  when  the  weather  is  very 
uncertain,  and  the  ctmcern  which  puts 
its  big  dredges,  costing  thousands  of 
dollars,  out  there  in  the  lake  on  what 
may  be  termed  a  comparatively  small 
Job,  will  be  taking  a  risk  that  none  of 
us  care  to  accept. 

"Although  the  contract  would  oc- 
cupy a  short  time,  possibly  a  week  or 
ten  days  if  the  dredges  could  work 
without  any  interruption  there  are  too 
many  chances  to  be  taken  on  tho.se 
interruptions,  and  the  delays  are 
costly,  more  so,  in  fact  than  the  com- 
pensation to  be  received  for  the  work. 
If  the  government  was  willing  to  pay 
more  for  the  risk  on  the  work  it  would 
probably  have  no  difflculty  in  getting 
the  contract  placed,  but  if  it  intends 
to  pay  only  the  actual  cost  of  what 
the  %vork  could  be  done  for  under  cir- 
cumstances where  the  weather  would, 
have  no  Influence  on  the  work  as  in 
the  bay,  then  the  dredging  companies 
are  not  going  to  take  any  risks.  What 
object  is  it  to  us  to  put  a  dredge  out 
there  in  the  lake  to  work  a  day,  or  part 
of  a  day,  and  then  have  to  lay  up  from 
two  days  to  a  week  for  a  storm  to  sub- 
side. 

'It  seems  to  me  that  the  be.««t  and 
cheapest  way  for  the  government  to 
get  the  work  done  this  fall,  as  I  un- 
derstand it,  must  be  In  order  not  to 
have  the  work  of  concrete  laying  In- 
terrupted next  season.  Is  for  it  to  do 
the  work,  that  is.  hire  a  <Tredge,  paying 
for  its  v.-ork  by  the  hour.  There  are 
plenty  of  dredges  lying  Idle  here  now, 
and  no  trouble  would  be  Incurred  In 
renting  jne.  By  p.aying  for  the  work 
by  the  hour  the  govemment  would 
only  be  paying  for  the  actual  time  the 
dredge  is  in  operation.  If  the  weather 
is  stormy  for  .several  days,  so  that  the 
work  had  to  be  knocked  off,  the  gov- 
ernment would   be  under  no  expense."

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INDIGNATION  GROWS 
OVER  RATE  ADVANCE 


Inspector  McLeran's  **De- 
fense"  of  Raise  Vigor- 
ously Dissected. 


Duluth  Shows  Up  Magni- 
ficently as  to  fire  Pre- 
vention Expenditure. 


It  is  probable  that  a  meeting  of  prop- 
erty holders  who  carry  insurance  to 
protest  against  the  raise  in*  insurance 
rates  which  has  been  made  through 
the  Duluth  inspection  bureau,  will  be 
held  at  the  Commercial  club  next  Fri- 
day night,  a  week  from  tonight.  In- 
stead of  Tuesday  night  next  as  waq 
first  announced. 

The  intention  was  for  the  public  af- 
fairs committee  of  the  club  to  hold  an 
enttrtalnnient  for  the  club  menibeis 
a  week  from  tonight,  but  with  the  lai.-- 
ing  of  the  question  of  the  increased  in- 
surance rates  and  the  prospect  of  a, 
meeting  on  this  subject.  It  is  likeiy 
that  buih  occasions  will  be  combined  i 
and  the  remonstrance  meeting  and  the 
entertainment  held  at  one  and  the 
same    time. 

The  argument  of  Inspector  J.  13.  M-:- 
Leran,  of  the  Duluth  inspection  bureau, 
that  the  heightened  assessment  is  one 
concerning  local  conditions  only  is  con- 
tradicted on  every  hand  by  the  people 
who  pay  the  premiums,  and  some  of 
the  insurance  men  as  well.  These 
make  the  assertion,  as  already  stated 
in  The  Herald,  that  the  losses  of  the 
insurance  companies  in  the  Baltimore, 
Toronto  and  Rochester  fires  have  maie 
the  companies  feel  the  necessity  of  re- 
imbursing themselves  for  these  losses 
at  the  expense  of  Duluth  and  other 
places  where  the  losses  have  been  veiy 
small.  When  told  that  insurance  men 
as  well  as  merchants  were  complain- 
ing to  this  effect,-  lilspector  McLeran 
insisted  that  the  insurance  men  tiiat 
made  the  assertion  were  unfamijiar 
with  the  situation,  and  that  the  local 
conditions  weie  at   fault. 

The  belief  is  generally  held  that  the 
companies  have  made  the  advance  for 
the  express  purpose  of  recouping  thf^m- 
selves  for  the  losses  in  the  big  cunllag- 
rations,  and  instead  of  acknowledging 
that  as  the  cause,  are  attempting  to 
attribute  their  action  to  local  condi- 
tions. 

Chief  John  T.  Black,  of  the  Duluth 
fire  department,  this  morning  furnisi^- 
ed  some  estimates  of  what  it  wouM 
cost  to  augment  the  fire  department  in 
the  way  outlined  by  ihe  recommend- 
ations of  the  Duluth  inspection  bureau. 
From  the  estimates  given  by  Chief 
Black,  which  he  did  not  claim  as  act- 
ual, but  approximate  cost,  as  near  as 
could  be  estimated,  the  outlay  of  |lb.^,- 
275  would  be  required  for  the  addition- 
al equipment. 

The  tireboat  suggested  would,  wiih 
its  equipment,  ready  to  be  nnanneJ, 
cost  about  1100,000,  and  two  engines 
would  be  $12,000  each,  two  hose  wagons 
$1800  each;  500tt  feet  of  hose  $5000;  two 
sets  of  three  horse  and  three  sel.s  of 
two  horse  harness  $625:  five  horses  $200 
each;  two  lots  at  $-000  each  and  two 
buildings  to  go  on  same  at  $7000  each; 
furniture  $400  each. 

For  maintenance  the  fire  boat  wouid 
require  seven  men  whose  salaries  and 
food  would  be  about  $700  per  monih 
and  the  Youghiogheny  coal  needed 
would  likely  be  an  average  of  a  ton  a 
day  at  $4  per  ton:  ten  men  for  each 
of  two  companies  required  for  an  en- 
gine and  hose  wagon,  $730  per  month 
for  each  company;  maintenance  of  hve 
horses.  $14  per  month  each;  geneial 
supplies  for  each  company  $600  per 
year.  . 

Chief  Black  gave  the  expenses  of 
manning  and  maintaining  the  fire 
companies  from  experience  in  handling 
the  local  department,  and  the  figures 
he  gave  on  cost  of  horses,  feeding,  etc., 
are  all  nearly  actual  as  can  well  be 
asked.  He  particularized  that  the  esti- 
mates on  the  cost  of  new  houses  and 
the  l'J*'^s:  for  the  same  might  be  a  little 
over  or  under. 

"As  to  the  cost  of  a  fireboat.  which 
I  place  at  $100,00o."  said  he,  "that  figure 
is  based  on  the  investigation  which  I 
made  while  at  Milwaukee  recently, 
where  I  visited  the  chief  of  the  Mil- 
waukee department  and  made  inquiry 
especially  with  regard  to  the  cost  of 
this  feature  of  the  work  there.  On  an 
average  a  good  fire  boat.  I  learned, 
took,  without  running,  a  ton  of  coal  a 
day  to  maintain.  When  rvmning  the 
furnaces  would  use  mucli  more  than 
tills    amount    of   fuel. 

"But     the    last    boat    bought     by    the 
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Milwaukee  department,  which  has  two 
pair    of    pumps    and     a     single    boiler, 
would    use    only    1100   pounds    per    day, 
while   not   running.     But   in   a   general 
way  1  think  a  ton  a  day  for  a  tireboat 
would  cover  the  average  when  running  I 
and    when    lying   ready.      The   estimate  j 
on  coal  1  cannot  give  from  any  know! 
edge,  and  I  did  not  ask  the  cost  of  coal  ! 
thter.     They  get  their  coal  very  cheap,  | 
though,   as  it  is   landed  at  the  water's 
edge  and     there  is  no  charge  for  haul- 
ing. 

In    Milwaukee    they    have    a    piping 
system   which   is   operated   by   the   tire-  j 
boats   independently  of  the   city   water  I 
mains.     These  pipes  run  from  the  river  j 
up    into    the    city    for    maybe    ten    or  \ 
twelve   blocks,   and  from   the   hydrants  | 
at    this   distance    from    the    river    there 
may  be  nearly  half  a  mile  farther  that 
the  hose  is  stretched,  so  that  the  boats 
often  pump  water  for  a  mile  and  a  half 
from    the    river.      The    hydrants    have 
electrical  connection  with  the  boats,  by  | 
push  buttons,  and  these  enable  the  men  [ 
at    the   hydrant    to  give    the    signal    to  ; 
the  boats  as  to  when  to  pump  or  stop,  j 
and   when   to   raise   or   lower  the   pres-  j 
sure. 

"The  estimate  which  I  made  of 
maintaining  the  fireboat  is  as  near  as  [ 
I  could  give  it.  Seven  men  would  be  j 
about  as  few  men  as  could  be  used  for  i 
properly  running  the  boat,  which  would  , 
be  in  commission  only  about  nine  | 
months  of  the  year.  In  the  large  cities  , 
where  there  are  twelve  or  fourteen  men  '. 
to  a  boat,  the  men  can  go  home  for . 
their  meals,  but  in  Duluth,  if  seven 
men  were  all  that  were  on  the  boat.  It  [ 
would  be  necessary  to  feed  them  on  i 
the  boat."

The  statement  issued  by  Inspector  J. 
B.  McLeran  in  justification  of  the  ad- 
vance made  in  rates  is  being  dissected 
with  a  vengeance  by  those  who  believe  i 
the  action  of  the  companies  unjust  and 
simply  designed  to  make  the  country  | 
pay  for  los.ses  sustained  in  conflagra-  j 
tions,  regardless  of  whether  conditions  1 
justify  the  advances  in  the  cities  where  j 
they  are  made  or  not.  | 

An  analysis  of  Mr.  McLeran's  state- 
ment is  held  to  show  that  fully  half  of 
the  conditions  which  he  alleges  should 
oiierate  in  favor  of  an  advance  in 
rates  cannot  apply  to  the  district  in 
which  the  advance  is  made.  He  says, 
first,  that  the  6-inch  main  on  Railroad 
street,  from  Sixth  to  Eighth  avenues 
west,  should  be  replaced  with  a  12-lnch 
main  from  .Sixth  to  Twelfth  avenues 
west.  As  the  raise  is  not  made  appli- 
cable west  of  Sixth  avenue  west,  how- 
does  that  apply? 

The  second  point  is  that   the  pumps 
and    boilers    at    the    Fifteenth    avenue 
east   station   should   be   tested   for   sev- 
eral   hours    at    least    once    every    six 
months.     Manager  Case  says  that  sta- 
tion has  always  been  ready  to  start  up 
on  less  than  a  day's  notice,  ten  hours  , 
being   given     as     the     necessary   time.  '■ 
About  three  weeks  ago  U  was  started  , 
up.   and  though   it  had   not   been   oper-  ' 
ated  for  five  years,  but  fourteen  hours  ' 
were  required      to      get      it      pumping 
smoothly.     The    reservoir   is    ample   to 
care   for   the   city's   needs   for   a   much 
longer    period    than    that.      The    reason  , 
that  the  pumps  are  in   shape  to  be  so  i 
quickly  put  in  service  is  that  the  chief  [ 
engineer  keeps    them    under    constant  , 
surveillance.  [ 

A  third  point  that  a  re.servoir  should  j 
be  maintained  at  West   Duluth   can   in 
no  way  apply  to  the  district   in  which 
the  advance  Is  made.  1 

For  the  above  "points,"  Mr.  McLeran 
says,  an  advance  of  5  per  cent  is  made. 
Not  one  of  them  applies.  | 

The   second  charge  of  5   per  cent   is 
made    for    two    reasons.      The    first    is, 
that  new  steamers  and  additional  com-  ' 
panles   are   needed   at  Fourteenth   ave- 
nue east  and  Sixth   street   and   Fourth 
avenue   east.

Iteading.  Davton,  Portland,  Scranton,  and 
St.  Joseph,  Mo.  Of  tluse  cities  the  two

Former  Verdict  Set  Aside 

Because  of  Court's 

Error. 

Among  the  civil  <mseg  of  interest,  for 
jury  trial,  this  term  of.  court  is  that  of 
William  Shea,  one  of  the  Cedar  laland 
lake  settlers  against  the  Cloquet  Lum- 
ber company,  and  H.  C  Hornby,  lor 
$25,000    damages    for    alleged    ma'iciou.s 

prosecution.  TITe  case  was  started  for 
trial  yesterday  afternoon  and  testi- 
mony for  Mr.  Shea  is  being  introduce  1 
this  afternoon. 

The  suit  is  not  a  new  one,  having 
come  up  for  trial  iA  the  January  term, 
1903,  at  which  time  Mr.  Shea  was 
awarded  a  verdict  of  $4000.  The  lum- 
ber company  moved  for  a  new  trial, 
but  this  was  denied.  An  appeal  Irom 
the  decision  was  taken, to  the  state  su- 
preme court  and  the  verdict  was  ;.et 
aside,    the   supreme   court  sending   the 


case  back  for  a  new  trial,  on  the 
ground  that  the  lower  court  erred  be- 
cause it  instructed  the  jury  that  the 
defense  of  advise  of  counsel  In  a  ca^c 
for  damages  for  malicious  prosecution, 
to  be  a  defense  must  be  honestly  given 
by  the  attorney  consulted. 

The  action  originally  was  ba.^ed  on 
the  arrest  and  imprisonment  of  Mr. 
Shea  as  the  result  of  an  action  brought 
against  him  by  the  lumber  company, 
charging  him  with  threatening  to  shoot 
Peter  Campbell,  one  of  its  employr't?, 
who  was  cutting  timber  on  land  over 
which  there  was  a  dispute  between 
the  lumber  company  and  the  settler?. 
When  the  case  was  brought  to  trial 
Mr.  Shea  was  acquitted. 

In  one  way  the  damage  action  is_an 
echo  of  the  famous  Cedar  Island  lake 
litigation  which  went  through  the  low- 
er courts  clear  up  to  the  United  Suitos 
supreme  court,  involving^  years  of  liti- 
gation. 

RADIUM  AND  SOLAR  HEAT. 

Discovery  Throws  New  Lis:ht 
Upon  Age  of  the  Earth. 

The  di.scovery  of  radio  activity  makes 
it  necessary  to  reconsider  our  estimates 
of  the  time  during  which  the  earth  can 
have  been  fitted  for  the  abode  of  living 
beings,  says  the  National  Review. 

Consider  first  the  sun's  heat.  We  know 
that  the  sun  Is  Incandescent— that  it  is  a 
glowing  white  hot  body.  It  has  be  >n  grlv- 
ing  off  heat  for  countless  ages  Now, 
how  can  this  heat  supply  be  kept  up? 
Why  does  the  sun  not  cool  down,  owing 
to  the  loss  of  its  primeval  heat? 

The  most  obvious  answer  would  be  that 
this  does  happen,  but  that  the  cooling  of 
so  large  a  body  is  too  slow  to  be  notice- 
able even  in  very  long  periods  of  time. 
That  might  seem  at  first  sight  to  be  a 
plausible  solution  enough.  But  calculation 
conclusively  proves  that  It  Is  Insufficle.nt. 
The  heat  which  is  stored  up  In  .a  white 
hot  body  would  very  soon   be  exhausted 


if  It  gave  out  heat  at  anythlnk   llge  the 
rate  the  sun  does. 

The  eam<'  reason  prevents  our  suppos- 
ing that  combustion  can  account  f6r  the 
output  of  solar  heat. 

Until  lately  the  theory  advanced  by  Von 
Helmholtz  ha.s  held  the  field.     He  showea 
that  if  the  sun  was  assumed  to  be  steadi- 
Iv   contracting  to  smaller  dimensions.   If. 
lii   fact,   the  outer  parts  were   assumed   to 
be    falling   down    on    the    Inner    ones,    en- 
ough heat  would  be  generated  in  the  pro-

It    will    readily   be    understood    that    cal- 
culations of  this  kind  are  affected  by  con- 
j  sidrrable*  sources    of       uncertainty,       hut 
j  when  due  allowances  have  been  made  for 
j  these   It  seems   impossible  to   admit   that 
this  .source  of  heat  can  keep  up  the  supx- 

?ly  for  more  than.  say.  fifty  million  years, 
ndeed,    very   high   authority  puts   it   low- 
er  than  that. 

Fifty  million  years  is  a  long  time, 
judged  by  human  standards.  But  there 
are  strong  reasons  for  regarding  It  as  an 
Insufficient  alowance.  The.se  are  partly 
geolokical.    partly   zoologicil. 

The  earth',s  surface  is  composed,  in  the 
main,  of  stratified  rocks,  that  is,  of  lay- 
ers of  consolidated  mud.  deposited  one  on 
■  top  of  the  other.  These  layers  extend  to 
I  an  enormous  thickness,  as  we  are  able  to 
'  see  when  we  examine  cases  where  some 
•  of  the  lowest  ones  have  been  brought  to 
I  the  surface  by  upheaval.  We  can  form 
I  some  idea  of  the  gigantic  period  which 
I  the  deposition  of  these  layers  would  take 
I  If  we  examine  cases  where  the  process 
i  is  now  In  operation.  The  prevalent  opin- 
I  ion  is  that  fifty  million  years  is  quite  an 
.  Insufficient  allowance  of  time.  All  but 
the  very  lowest  of  the  stratified  recks 
I  (and  perhaps  even  the  very  lowest)  con- 
'  tain  fossils;  thus  it  Is  certain  that  the 
]  earth's  surface  was  fitted  for  the  abode 
!  of  Animal  life  at  the  time  they  were  de- 
!  posited.  In  other  words.  Its  temperature 
I  cannot  have  then  been  widely  different 
'  from  what  it  now  Is.  and  the  sun  must 
I  have  been  shining  then  with  much  the 
1  same  brilliancy  that  it  does  now,  so  that 


geological  evidence  seems  to  require  a 
much  older  age  for  the  sun's  heat  than 
It   has  been  po.s.slble  to  account  for 

Zoology  v>oints  in  the  same  dire(  tion. 
Consider  the  extraordinary  complexity  of 
structure  of  the  bodies  of'the  higher  anl- 
mal.s,  and  especially  of  the  human  body; 
consider  furtlier  the  fact  that  not  the 
slightest  essential  alteration  of  develop- 
ment of  that  structure  has  bCHu  observed 
to  take  piace  during  historical  periods, 
and  it  will  he  admitted  tliat  no  small  al- 
lowance of  time  is  ref|uired  for  the  Dar- 
winian process  of  natural  selection,  by 
which  the  most  complicated  types  of  lif«j 
are  believed  to  have  been  developed  from 
the  simplest. 

Now  that  the  development  of  heat  by 
Radioactive  change  has  been  recognize  1 
it  Is  possible  to  understand  how  tlie  sun's 
heat  can  have  continued  for  much  longer 
periods  than  formerly  inleligihie.  for  the 
present  output  of  solar  heat  would  be 
tolerably  wel  accounted  for  if  the  sun 
contained  as  much  radium  as  pitchblende 
does.  The  radium  precent  at  anv  one  mo- 
ment would,  it  Is  true,  have  only  a  limit- 
ed life;  it  is  necessary  to  assume  the  con- 
stant evolution  of  radium,  or  of  somo 
other  radioactive  element  unknown  to  u<, 
as  in  pitchblende  and  other  similar  min- 
erals. A  thousand  million  years  heat  can 
without  improbability  be  thus  accounted 
for. 

The  hypothesis  that  radioactive  process- 
es are  at  work  in  the  sun  is  not  alt"geth<r 
without  confirmation,  though  we  hav^  no 
direct  proof  of  it,  for  helium  Is  abundant 
in  the  sun ,  and  helium  is.  so  far  as  wa 
know,  e*5sentially  a  product  of  radioac- 
tive change.

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THE  GAME 
LAWS 

Copies  of  Summary  Issued 

By  Government  Being 

Received. 


Forty-Two  Slates  and  Ter- 
ritories Prohibit  Sale 
of  Game. 


Coplea  of  a  summary  of  the  game  laws 
of  the  I'nited  States  and  Canada  for 
1904.  issued  by  the  I'^nited  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  a  series  of  farm- 
ers' bulletins,  are  now  being  received  in 
Duhith. 

The  summary  is  similar  in  scope  to  the 
bulletins  Issed  in  1902  and  1903,  and  in- 
cludes the  changes  made  in  the  game 
laws  during  the  present  year.  The  in- 
troduction states  that  the  object  of  the 
present  bulletin  is  to  bring  together  In 
condensed  form  the  regulations  now  in 
force  relating  to  seasons,  shipment  and 
sale  of  game,  and  requirements  regarding 
licenses,  both  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Its  purpose  Is  not  to  quote  any 
of  the  laws  or  cover  all  the  subjects,  but 
merelv  to  present  in  convenient  form 
those "  provisions  which  primarily  affect 
the  shipment  and  trade  in  game,  and 
which  arc  most  important  in  connection 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  Lacey  act. 
which  regulates  the  importation  of  game 
and  its  shipment  from  one  state  to  an- 
other. 

Sixteen  states  and  territories  and  sev- 
eral provinces  of  Canada  have  held  legis- 
lative sessions  during  19y4.  In  all  except 
Georgia.  South  Carolina.  West  Virginia, 
and  the  territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico,  more  or  less  important  changes 
were  made  in  the  game  laws.  The  en- 
forcement of  the  laws  was  made  more 
effective  bv  the  adoption  of  search  laws 
In  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  and  by  pro- 
viding for  new  or  more  efficent  waiden 
service  in  Kentucky,  Maryland,  New 
York  and  Ohio. 

Louisiana  and  Ohio  added  shore  birds 
to  their  lists  of  protected  game.  New 
York  cut  off  spring  shooting,  and  Massa- 
chusetts materially  shortened  her  sale 
season.  Iowa  added  snipe  to  the  game 
list,  and  New  Jersey  upland  plover. 

During  the  year  the  subject  of  state 
game  preserves  had  been  brought  promi- 
nently to  public  notice  by  the  act  ol"  con- 
gress granting  certain  lands  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota  for  forestry  purposes,  the 
establishment  of  the  Calskill  park  by  New 
York,  and  the  action  of  the  fish  and  game 
commission  of  Indiana  in  stocking  the 
state  forest  preserves  at  Henry vi lie  with 
Mongolian  pheasants.  This  preserve  is 
about  three  miles  long,  more  than  a  mile 
wide,  is  intersected  with  high  hills  and 
deep  valleys,  and  covered  with  heavy  for- 
est. 

The  close  seasons  in  the  states  vary 
greatly,  both  as  regards  the  species  of 
game  and  the  dates.  Very  little  uniform- 
ity obtains  in  this  regard.  Forty-two 
state**  an*  territories  and  most  ot  the 
prf>vlnct«<<)f  Canada  now  prohibit  the  sale 
of  all  or  ct-rtain  kinds  of  game  at  all 
sea.sons.  In  Arizona,  Arkansas,  Colorado, 
Hawaii,  Minnesota.  Michigan,  Montana, 
New  Mi'Xico  and  Texas  tlie  sale,  and  in 
Nevada  the  resale  of  game  is  prohibited; 
in  Idaho  and  South  Dakota,  of  all  big 
game:  in  California,  Washington  and 
Manitoba,  of  all  big  game  and  upland 
game.  In  a  few  instances  prohibitions 
against  the  sale  of  certain  game  are  so 
general  as  to  afford  protection  over  a 
considerable  area  in  adjoining  states. 
But  thirteen  states  and  Alaska  permit 
export  of  game  intended  for  propogatiun. 
Only  six  states  east  of  the  Mississippi 
permit  such  shipments,  while  some  of 
tho.se  in  the  Southwest  which  are  able  to 
furnish  birds  for  re-stocking  depleted 
covers  maintain  the  same  stringent  pro- 
hibition of  shipment  of  live  birds  that 
holds   in  the  case  of  the  dead  game.

There  will  be  no  breach  of  promise 
suit  and  no  reconciliation. 

"McCalman  may  change  his  mmd," 
says  Miss  lllchie's  brother,  "but  my 
sister  will  never  change  hers.  She 
has  done  with  him  forever,  and  we 
shall  assist  her  to  forget  the  past  as 
quickly  and  completely  as  it  is  hu- 
manely possible." 

One  of  the  most  singular  features  cf 
the  case  is  the  extraordinary  pains 
taken  by  the  faithless  lover  to  give 
publicity  to  his  own  perfidy.  He  call- 
ed personally  at  prominent  newspaper 
offices  before  his  flight  and  announced 
his  intention  of  dodging  the  matrimon- 
ial noose.  But  with  that  singular  lack 
of  appreciation  of  opportunities  to  ob- 
tain news  which  is  characteristic  of 
British  journalists,  he  was  not  asked 
to  give  any  explanation.  Nor  was  any 
gratitude  shown  him  for  his  valuable 
"tip"  In  the  comments  made  on  his 
conduct. 

McCalman  adopted  a  more  discreet 
method  of  conveying  the  tidings  of  h's 
hymeneal  renunciation  to  the  brides 
family,  perhaps,  because  he  feared  the 
possible  consequences  of  an  encounter 
with  Miss  Richie's  big  brother.  Just 
before  he  skipped  he  mailed  a  icUer 
to  Sir  James  telling  him  that  he  had 
decided  not  to  marry  his  daughter.  He 
had  been  expected  to  take  lunch  that 
day  at  the  Mansion  house,  the  stately 
official  residence  of  the  lord  mayor,  but 
to  the  surprise  of  the  household  he  ai.1

ed upon  to  make  a  handsome  s::ttie- 
ment  on  his  daughter.

Had   Ri§:lit  To^Have    Face 
Blemislies  Removed. 

Lansing,  Mich.,  Oct.  7.— Tlic  supreme 
court  has  affirmed  the  judgment  of  "no 
cause  of  action"  in  the  case  of  Martin 
Meyer  against  Annie  M.  Knott,  wlio  was 
first  reader  of  the  Detroit  Christian  Sci- 
ence cliurcii. 

eMrey  bargained  for  instruction  in  heal- 
ing, for  which  he  was  to  pay  $100.  but 
he  claimed  in  his  suit  that  Mrs.  Knott 
was  not  a  true  and  conscientious  believer 
in  the  faith  because  she  had  accepted 
the  treatment  of  a  physician  for  the  re- 
moval of  superfluous  hairs  from  her  face. 

Meyer  urged  that  superfluous  hair  was 
a  disease  which,  in  Christian  Science, 
material  treatment  should  not  be  re- 
ceived, but  the  court  said: 

"Apart  from  the  consideration  that  this 
departure  from  the  true  faith,  if  it  be 
such,  occurred  two  years  before  the  con- 
tract with  plaintiff,  thus  leaving  ample 
time  for  defendant  to  mature  her  faith, 
we  deem  it  sufficient  answer  to  the  con- 
tention that  if  it  be  conceded  that  super- 
fluous hair  is  a  disease,  It  is  also  regard- 
ed as  a  facial  blemish.  Some  conceal  it 
by  face  powder,  some  have  it  removed." 

The  court  said  that  in  this  case  it  was 
not  done  as  a  treatment  for  di.sease,  but 
as  a  means  of  making  herself  more  pre- 
sentable. "We  think  this  does  not  show 
that  defendant  was  guilty  of  fraud."

Chicago,  Oct.  7.— Four  hold-up  men 
were  sentenced  to  the  state  peniten- 
tiary for  life  yesterday.  This  makes 
eight  such  convictions  and  sentences 
in  Chicago  within  a  w-eek.

NEEDED 

Taxpayers  Want  May  and 
October    Tax    Settle- 
ments Advertised. 


County  Commissioners  Not 

Authorized    to  Maiie 

Such  Expenditure. 


"If  the  members  of  the  leffislature  if 
the  state  of  Miniie.<50ta  could  know  how 
strong  a  gK-ntlruont  there  is  amongr  the 
taxpayers  of  this  county,  at  least,  for 
a  law  which  will  give  the  county 
boards  of  commissicners  authority  to 
advertise    ihe    final   day   for    the   i>ay- 


ment  of  realty  taxes  in  May  and  Oct- 
ober, there  would  be  something  doir^ 
along  that  line,"  declared  Treasurer 
Whipple  yesterday. 
'  "The  law  provides  for  a  realty  tax 
settlement  twice  a  year,  in  October 
and  May.  Formerly  the  county  ccm- 
niissioners  directed  the  county  treas- 
urer to  advertise  such  dates  in  the 
kiea>  papers  a  few  days  before  the 
time  for  settling  without  a  penalty,  ar- 
rived. Half  pages  were  taken  in  the 
papers  and  the  largest  type  was  used. 
"The  result  was  remarkable.  There 
wag  such  a  rush  of  the  belated  ones 
to  get  in  before  the  penalty  was  at- 
tached that  the  treasurer's  offlee  was 
nearly  swamped   with   work. 

"What  were  the  results  of  this  ad- 
vertising, which  cost  the  county  only 
a  few  dollars?  The  taxpayers  were 
saved  money  which  In  the  aggregate 
amounted  to  a  large  amount.  The 
county  was  enabled  to  procure  prompt- 
ly more  money  from  taxes  and  for 
Immediate  use  so  that  everybody  was 
benefitted,  all  for  a  few  dollars  spent 
in   advertising. 

"That  plan  was  working  fine  and  the 
taxpayers   liked    it,    but    the   state    ex- 
aminer  decided    that    the   county   com- 
missioners were  not  authorized  to  make 
any   such   expenditure  and    the  adver- 
I  tising  has  been  cut  off. 
j     "What  is  the  result?       The  treasur- 
I  er's  office  has   been  getting  the  curses 
I  for  it.       Taxjjayer  after  taxpayer  has 
'gone    in      there      wrathy     becau.se      he 
i  thought    the    treasurer    ought    to    have 
/  advertised  the  dates  of  tax  settlements. 


The  taxpayers  claimed  that  they  had 
dfpended  on  seeing  the  advertisement 
in  the  paper  and  when  they  had  to  pay 
their  tax  penalty  attached  they  had  a 
big  kick  to  make.  nie  treasurer  nor 
the  county  commissioners  are  not  to 
blame.  They  are  just  as  willing  to 
have  the  matter  advertised  a.s  the  tax- 
payers are  to  see  the  ads,  but  if  the 
public  examiner  is  correct,  it  is  the  law 
which  Is  to  blame  and  the  legislature 
should  be  asked   to  fix   it   up, 

"All  that  is  necessary  is  an  act  au- 
thorizing the  commissioners  to  adver- 
tise the  tax  settlements  if  in  their 
judgment  such  settlements  should  be 
advertised.  If  the  legislators  should 
be  afraid  the  commlselonei-s  would  be 
too  liberal  they  might  also  fix  the  ad- 
vertising rate  as  they  have  done  in 
other   cases. 

"I  do  not  believe  that  the  taxpayers 
and  the  county  officials  of  St.  Louis 
county  stand  alone  in  this  matter,  In 
fact  I  have  talked  with  the  officials 
In  other  counties  who  are  all  heartily 
In   favor  of  the  same  plan. 

"I. believe  that  this  is  a  matter  that 
the  state  papers  should  agitate.  Of 
course  it  might  be  charged  by  some 
that  the  papers  are  interested  because 
they  desire  the  advertising,  but  I  hard- 
ly think  the  class  of  citizens  who 
believe  In  real  economy  would  take 
that  view,  In  fact  I  know  that  the 
mass  of  taxpayers  desire  the  advertis- 
ing regardless  of  what  the  minority 
might  say  about  the  r.ewspapers.  The 
only  way  they  can  get  It  Is  to  have 
the  law  passed  which  I  have  mentioned 
and  the  taxpayers  don't  care  who  agl- 


I  tates  it  just  so  they  are  given  the  op-

GETS 

Direct  Steamer  Line  From 

Dublin  to  Treporl, 

France. 


Great   Benefit   to  Irish 

Industries  Expected 

From  Line. 


New  Tork.  Oct.  7.— A  London  cable  to 
the  World,  says:  The  most  important 
development  of  the  industrial  revival 
movtnient  has  just  been  announced— the 
opening  up  of  direct  communication  be- 
tween Ireland  and  the  European  con- 
tinent. For  nearly  a  hundred  years  Ire- 
land's trade  with  France  and  other  Eu- 
ropean countries  has  been  conducted 
wholly  througli  England— that  is.  Eng- 
land played  the  part  of  the  middleman 
and  took  most  of  the  profits.  Irish  laces, 
Irish  cloth,  Irish  horses  or  any  other 
Irish  product  for  which  there  Is  a  Eluro- 
pean  market,  were  sold  to  an  agent  In 
Enehmd  and  shipped  thither  from  Ire- 
land. The  agent  resold  to  the  French 
or  other  consumer,  after  putting  on  a 
hnnd.some  profit  for  his  trouble. 

Two  English  steamship  companies  and 
two  Englislj  railways  levied  also  their 
freight  on  the  Irish  article,  and  by  the 
time  it  reached  the  consumer  the  retail 
price  was  increased  to  twice- sometimes 
three  times— what  Its  retail  price  was  in 
Ireland.  Owing  to  this  fact  and  to  the 
discouragement     the   Ehiglish     middlemen 


gave  those  Industries  which  might  com- 
pete against  their  own  In  the  continental 
market,  Ireland  suffered  severely. 
Among  her  cities  Kilkenny,  Limerick  and 
Galway  were  especially  hard  hit,  and  her 
existence    as    an    Industrial    nation    or    a 

political  entity  became  almost  unknown 
on    the   continent. 

For  the  last  three  years  a  few  Irish- 
men and  Irishwomen  have  been  working 
earnestly  to  change  this  sad  state  of  af- 
fairs by  inducing  a  French  company  to 
run  a  direct  line  of  steamers  to  Ireland. 
Latterly  they  received  the  powerful  as- 
sistance of  the  newly  appointed  French 
consul  In  Dublin,  who.  unlike  his  prede- 
cessor, is  an  active  and  energetic  man 
and  :i  sympathizer  with  the  Irish  cau.-^e. 
The  result  is  that  the  long-desired  line 
of  steamers  will  begin  running  on  Oct.  1 
between  Dublin  and  Treport  in  Normandy, 
a  port  only  two  and  one-half  hours'  rail 
journey  from  Paris.  A  reduction  of  from 
30  to  50  per  cent  in  the  price  of  many 
French  articles  sold  In  Ireland  and  a 
saving  in  freightage  of  over  50  per  cent 
on  most  of  the  Irish  goods  sold  in  tiie 
French  market  will  result,  and  a  large 
increase  in  the  volume  of  Iri.sh  trade 
with  France  is  anticipated.  France's  quid 
I'ro  f4Uo  will  be  foimd  in  securing  for  her 
products  part  of  the  market  in  Ireland 
at  present  monopolized  by  the  English 
and  Germans. 

The  criticism  which  has  been  directed 
on  the  action  of  those  Irish  ecclesiastics 
who  import  the  building  materials  and 
decorative  work  used  in  their  churches 
is  having  a  salutary  effect.  The  new 
bishop  of  Killaloe.  in  appealing  for  funds 
for  his  new  cathedral,  promises  that  home 
materials  shall  be  used  in  its  construction, 
and  that  Irish  art  shall  adorn  it.  Speak- 
ing at  Castlebellingham  on  Sunday  last 
Cardinal  Logue,  who  was  censured  for 
his  neglect  of  Irish  materials  and  Irish 
worlimanship  In  connection  with  the  Ar- 
magh cathedral,  professed  himself  in 
thorough  sympathy  with  the  movement 
which  sought  to  resuscitate  Irish  indus- 
tries and  restore  the  language  and  cus- 
toms of   the  country. 

The  British  army  has  been  providing 
considerable  amusement  for  the  people  in 
the  midlands  of  Ireland  during  the  past 
week,  where  it  was  planned  to  carry  out 
maneuvers  on  a  large  scale.  On  the  fhst 
day  the  baggage  wagons  took  the  wrong 
road,  and  the  drivers  realized  the  fact 
only  when  they  had  penetrated  almost 
into  Connaught.  In  the  meantime  the 
soldiers  were  obliged  to  sleep  in  the  open, 
in  the  min.  and  go  without  rations.  When 
the  baggage  was  recovered  the  contending 
forces  began  to  miss  their  way  and  travel 
in  wrong  directions.  Later  on  the  right 
wing  of  one  army  mistook  its  left  whig 
for  "the  enemy"  and  annihilated  it,  and 
the  other  army  got  so  inextricably  mixed 
up  in  Itself  tliat  the  operations  had  to 
be  suspended. 
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Topeka,  Oct.  7.— The  second  cainel 
hunt  ever  made  In  America  has  b<ie>n 
arranegd  for  Arly  in  November  Ly 
"Willie"  Sells,  a  Topeka  showman.  The 
first  hunt,  more  than  tweney  years  ago, 
was  directed  by  W.  A.  Sels,  the  father 
of  the  Topeka  man,  and  resulted  In  the 
capture  of  nineteen  wild  camels. 

The  coming  hunt  will  cover  the  des- 
erts of  Arizona  and  Northern  Mexico. 
Mr.  Sells  says  he  has  received  a  reiioit 
from  there  within  the  last  month  ihat 
several  camels  have  been  seen.  One 
of  these  reports  from  a  railroad  sur- 
veyor had  it  that  the  number  of,  wild 
camels  in  the  deserts  of  Mexico  n.ust 
number  1200.  Mr.  Sells  does  not  credit 
this  report,  })ut  he  believes  that  there 
is  a  large  herd  in  that  part  of  the 
country. 

The  camels  now  running'  wild  In  the 
Southwestern  deserts  are  the  descend- 
ants of  animals  brought  to  this  country 
forty  years  ago  by  the  government,  to 
be  used  as  an  experiment  on  the  Amer- 
ican deserts.  It  was  found  that  chere 
was  too  much  mountain  climbing  to 
make  the  use  of  the  animals  practic- 
able and  they  were  turned  loose  to 
shift  for  themselves.  Later  a  French- 
man brought  a  small  herd  to  uso 
across  Arizona  deserts  and  was  fa'riy 
successful  in  his  business  until  the 
trans-continental  railroads  were  built. 
He  then  turned  his  animals  into  the 
desert. 

The  nineteen  camels  captured  by  W. 
A.  Sells  were  brought  to  Topeka  and 
quartered  on  his  farm  East  of  heie. 
It  took  nearly  a  year  to  break  the 
camels  so  they  could  be  used  for  exhi- 
bition purposes,  but  they  were  fine 
looking  animals,  and  many  of  them  are 
now  in  use  in  the  old  Sells  circus. 

"Willie"  Sells  has  another  plan,  the 
execution  of  which  depends  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  upon  the  success  of  his 
camel  hunt.  He  proposes  to  establish 
on  his  land  in  Kearney  county  the  only 
camel-breading  ranch  in  America,  and 
the  only  ostrich  farm  in  Kansas.  When 
the  litigation  over  the  will  of  Sarah 
Ann  Sells  was  adjusted  here  this  week, 
Mr.  Sells  received  $125,000  in  money  and 
property.  Among  other  farms  was  one 
of  2140  acres  along  the  south  side  of 
the  Arkansas  river  in  Kearney  count:' 
That  is  nearly  valueless  except  for 
grazing  purposes.  Mr.  Sells  has  in- 
spected this  farm  and  decided  that  It 
will  be  a  good  place  to  experiment  I'l 
raising  camels  and  ostriches  for  mark- 
et.    He  said: 

"I  believe  camel  raising  would  be  a 
profitable  industry  in  this  country. 
They  are  much  more  valuable  than 
elephants.  In  some  of  the  countries 
from  which  we  have  been  getting  cam- 
els there  is  now  a  heavy  export  duty, 
and  in  others  they  cannot  be  taken 
from  the  country.  It  is  difficult  to  get 
anything  but  the  little  racing  camel  of 
Asia.  I  am  anxious  to  capture  a  few 
of  these  Arizona  camels  as  a  nucleus 
for  my  herd,  but  will  try  It  with  Im- 
ported animals  if  the  hunt  Is  unsuc- 
cessful. The  Arizona  camels  have  be- 
come acclimated  and  have  learned  how 
to  bring  up  their  young  in  our  country. 

"I  believe  we  will  be  successful  in  our 
search.  I  was  a  member,  although 
only  a  boy.  of  the  other  party  which 
captured  some  of  these  animals.  We 
left  the  railroad  at  Gila  Bend  in  sout- 
hern Arizona  and  went  northward  Into 
the  cactus  plains,  a  desert  In  Yuma  and 


Maricopa  counties.  It  was  difficult  to 
get  to  the  pasture  of  the  cameld,  as 
they  can  live  so  much  further  from 
water  than  a  horse.  We  carried  water 
and  provisions  enough  to  last  us  sev- 
eral days.  When  we  got  into  the  desert 
we  found  that  the  native  hor-ses  would 
not  go  nearer  the  camels  than  300  yards 
It  was  necessary  to  return  here  and 
bring  several  camel  horses  out  with  us. 
With  these  and  a  few  halfbreeds  for 
ropers  we  captured  all  we  needed.  I 
am  satisfied  that  there  ai-e  other  camels 
in  those  deserts  and  I  believe  I  Know 
as  much  about  capturing  them  as  any- 
body." 


NEW  FOE  TO  BOLL  WEEVIL. 


Guatemalan    Turkey  Makes 
a  Living:  on  Them. 

Washington,  Oct.  7.— The  Guatemalan 
turkey  is  the  latest  discovered  foe  to  the 
cotton  boll  weevil,  and  the  department  of 
argriculture  will  at  once  begin  the  impor- 
tation of  thousands  of  these  birds  for  dis- 
tribution throughout  the-  plantations  of 
the  infected  zone.  Secretary  Wilson  said 
to  the  Post-Dispatch  correspondent  to- 
day that  the  ("Juatemalan  turkey 
was  a  species  of  Amercican  bird  which 
has  been  domestlcatod  in  the  little  Central 
American  country  and  that  it  fed  cniefl.v 
upon  the  cotton  boll  weevil. 

"Our  agents  in  Guatmala  have  recently 
discovered  in  their  study  of  tlic  life  his- 
tory of  the  ants  and  the  boll  weevil  that 
the  turkey  of  that  country  is  a  great 
enemy  to  the  weevil,  and  I  propo.se  to 
give  it  a  trial  In  the  United  States.  The 
turkey  of  Guatemala  Is  somewhat  smaller 
than  our  own  variety,  and  it  is  very  tame. 
Also  it  Is  very  good  for  food.  In  fighting 
the  weevil  the  department  will  spare  no 
expense." 

Secretary  Wilson  denied  that  experi- 
ments with  the  ants  Imported  from  Guat- 
emala had  been  disappointing.  He  said 
the  study  of  the  little  ant  would  be  con- 
tinued as  assidiously  as  ever,  and  that 
those  brought  to  this  country  bad  met 
expectations.  , 

"The  departmem  is  advising  the  culti- 
vation of  early  cotton.  The  early  cotton 
is  out  of  the  way  before  the  weevil  gets 
to  It.  and  consequently  is  uninjured.  It  is 
the  late  cotton  that  suffers.  Cotton  has 
been  troubled  considerably  with  rotting 
at  the  roots,  and  the  department  is  experi- 
menting with  different  plants,  hoping,  by 
hybridizing  and  by  .-^electing  plants  that 
are  Immune,  to  overcome  it.  If  the  plan- 
ters will  burn  over  their  cotton  fields 
in  the  fall,  after  the  crop  Is  gathered,  a 
great  manv  weevils  will  be  destroyed. 
This  will  diminish  tlie  number  that  will 
he  ready  to  begin  next  season  and  with 
the  ants  and  the  turkeys  we  may  get  rid 
of  these."

For  a 
while  she  enjoyed  the  delights  of  adula- 
tion of  'all  Paris.  '  Then  her  father,  wlio 
did  not  like  it,  took  her  to  his  then  home, 
Denver. 

Soon  after  that.  Miss  Baxter's  engage- 
ment to  Gerald  Hughes,  young  and  rich 
and  socially  favored,  was  announced.  Miss 
Baxter  went  so  far  as  to  have  her  trous- 
si-au  made. 

Then  slie  suddenly  left  Denver  for 
Monterey.

OUITS  JOB  BUT 
GETS  $8r5,000 


Chicago,   Oct.   7.— Eight  hundred  and 

seventy-five  thousand  dollars  for  nine 
months'  work.  Almost  any  man  i:i  the 
country  would  want  to  hold  a  job 
which  paid  that,  yet  Lenor  Fre.sne  1 
Loree,  the  highest  salaried  railioad 
president  in  the  world,  suddenly  resign- 
ed as  executive  of  the  Rock  Islanu  sys- 
tem which  paid  him  $75,000  a  year. 

Of  course  it  took  more  than  hLs  year- 
ly salary  to  earn  nearly  a  million  dol- 
lars in  nine  months.  But  the  saiarv 
was  only  an  incident  in  connection 
with  the  contract  he  has  with  the  rail- 
road. 

Nine  months  ago  he  left  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  railroad,  of  which  In  was 
president,  to  take  the  same  office  with 
the  Rock  Island.  Then  he  made  the 
famous  contract. 

It  gave  his  a  bonus  of  $.'500,000,  j.  sal- 
ary of  $75,000,  and  further  provided  that 
if  he  left  the  Rock  Island  before  tie 
contract,  which  was  for  five  year.',  ran 
out,  he  would  still  receive  his  salary 
for  the  rest  of  the  period. 

Also  even  if  he  dies  before  the  full 
five  years  expire  his  widow  will  receive 
$75,000  annually  until  the  time  of  the 
contract  is  up. 

Robert  Mather,  former  vice  president 
of  the  company,  who  five  years  ag«j  ;\os 
an  attorney  in  this  city,  was  elected  to 
fill  Mr.  Loree's  place. 

Through  his  resignation,  however 
Mr,  Loree  does  not  necessarily  loso  the 
kingly  salary  he  drew  for  a  few  mouchs 
as  chief  of  the  Rock  Island. 

When  he  left  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
railroad  to  become  president  of  the 
Chicago-Rock  Island  he  made  a  five 
years'  contract  for  $75,000  a  year  and 
received  a  cash  bonus  of  $500,000. 

By  the  terms  of  this  contract  hi.i  sal- 
ary will  continue  during  the  life  of  the? 
contract. 

Friction  with  owners  of  the  Rock  Is- 
land properties  cau.sed  Mr.  Loree's  resi- 
gnation. It  came  only  after  a  series 
of  stormy  sessions. 

He  had  been  made  president  of  the 
company  to  effect  more  complete  cr- 
ganization.  After  nine  months  at  the 
head  of  its  affairs  he  was  practicahy 
charged  with  disorganization  of  tiie 
company. 

At  the  final  conference  were  William 
H.  and  James  H.  Moore.  D.  G.  Reid. 
chairman  of  the  Rock  Island  board: 
Robert  Mather,  vice  president  and  gen- 
eral counsel  of  the  road;  Mr.  Loree  an  J 
B.  F.  Wlnchell,  president  of  the  Rock 
Island   Railway  company. 

Mr.  Loree  got  his  railway  training 
with  the  Pennsylvania.  He  tried  to  in- 
troduce Eastern  methods,  but  they  m-^t 
with  disfavor  by  the  owners  of  the 
road. 

Mr.  Winchell's  policy  was  diametric- 
ally opposed  to  Mr.  Loree's.

piles,  f»rlven  under  the  soil  four  centuries 
ago,  had  become  rotten  and  this  was  the 
princapl  cause  of  the  collap.';e.  The  ar- 
chitects have  now  laid  a  nrw  foundation 
of  piles  and  filled  all  tiie  interstice.^  with 
cement,  thus  forming  a  n«'w  foundation 
wliich,  it  is  caliulattd,  will  be  of  suffi- 
cient strength  to  sustain  thiee  times  the 
weight  of  the  proposed  building. 

The  mayor  of  Venice  and  the  architects 
in  charge  of  the  work  have  been  floodei 
with  lettcr.s  containing  suggestions,  most 
of  which  came  from  American  archlt'^ts 
advocating  a  stoel  foundation.  This, 
however,  was  found  impiactic.tlile.  owin?

Nelson  stated  in  his  letter  that  he  had 
been  searching  for  Luddeken  since  the 
death  of  Capt.  Watkins,  two  years  ago, 
and  that  he  had  despaired  of  finding 
him,  when  the  fish  commission  firm 
had  told  him  of  an  August  Luddeken 
in  East  St.  Loui.«i.  A  telegram  brought 
Nelson  to  St.  Louis,  where  he  met 
Luddeken  and   identified  him. 

Nelson  said  he  was  also  a  bene- 
ficiary under  Capt.  Watkins  will  to  the 
extent  of  a  thousand  pounds  and  in- 
timated that  he  had  set  out  on  his 
search  for  Luddeken  so  that  all  the 
provisions  of  the  will  could  be  cani-d 
out.  He  had  investigated  half  a 
hundred  August  Luddekens  who  spell- 
ed their  names  similar  to  that  of  the 
Luddeken  he  wanted,  but  none  of  them 
had  been  sailors  imder  him  or  Capt.

Luddeken  was  sorting  fish  into  heaps, 
according  to  their  size,  when  he  was 
seen  by  a  reporter,  and  he  did  not  stop 
his  work  as  he  told  the  story  of  the 
incident  which  led  to  the  legacy. 

"EiglKteen  yearjS  ago  last  May,  I 
was  a  seaman  on  the  barkentine  W^est- 
gate  cf  American  register,  although  her 
captain,  E.  Watkins,  was  an  English- 
man. 

'We  were  rounding  the  Horn  when 
we  ran  into  a  terrific  gale.  The  ship 
was  none  too  full-handed  and  during 
the  night  when  all  hands  were  on  deck, 
they  were  called  forward  by  the  cap- 
tain, leaving  me  and  another  shipmate 
at  the  wheel.  Suddenly  above  the 
howl  cf  the  storm  through  the  rigging, 
1  hear  da  voice  call  my  name. 

••  'Luddeken,  Luddeken,  Ludeken,'  it 
said  plain  as  day,  louder  and  louder 
each   time. 

"I  started  forward  on  the  run,  al- 
though I  staggered  from  the  pitching 
of  the  ship.  The  night  was  black 
as  ink  and  as  I  ran  a  fiash  of  light- 
ning burst  just  ahead.  By  its  flame  \ 
I  saw  a  wave  almost  upon  us.  It 
towered  high  as  the  main  yard,  and  as 
I  was  on  the  open  deck  with  nothing  to 
cling  to  that  would  keep  me  from  be- 
ing washed  into  the  sea  and  drowned, 
I  made  a  jump  for  the  cabin  hatch- 
way and  grabbed  for  the  railing  of  the 
Bteps.  I  twined  my  leg  around  the 
banister  and  knew  that  the  entire 
cabin  steps  would  have  to  go  with  me 
if   I    was    washed    away. 

"The  wave  brolie  on  the  deck  and  T 
felt  a  body  strike  me  as  it  was  being 
washed  overboard  in  the  mountain  of 
water.  Instinctively  I  clasped  both 
arms  about  it.  letting  go  my  hold  on 
the  railing,  but  my  foot  was  still  be- 
tween  the  banisters. 

"I  felt  something  snap  in  my  leg  and 
then  I  knew  no  more  until  I  woke  to 
find  myself  in  the  captain's  cabin  with 
the  surgeon  bending  over  me.  My 
Kg  was  broken  to  a  pulp  almost,  and 
the  rest  of  the  voyage  1  was  a  pass- 
enger. 

•It  sec-ms  that  I  had  caught  capt. 
"U'atkins  as  he  was  about  to  be  washed 
into  the  sea  where  no  beat  could  have 
lived  ten  seconds.  When  the  wave 
had  passed  I  was  found  lying  on  the 
steps  with  my  leg.  or  what  was  left 
of  it.  still  twined  in  the  banisters  and 
the  uncon.scious  bc»dy  of  the  captain 
in   my  arms. 

"I  was  unable  to  ship  again  after 
the  ship  reached  Liverpool,  so  I  went 
to  a  Sailors'  Home,  where  my  injury 
healed    and    I    was    finlly    discharged 

"That  was  eighteen  years  ago  and 
soon  afterwards  I  quit  the  sea.  I 
went  to  Germany  and  finally  to  th.' 
United  States,  where  I  first  settled  in 
Quincy,  III. 

"There  I  went  to  school  and  after  I 
had  som.e  little  education  I  came  to  St. 
Louis  and  then  to  East  St.  Louis,  where 
I  opened  this  market. 

"I  had  no  idea  that  Cpat.  W^atkins 
was  dead  or  that  he  intended  to  leave 
me  anything,  although  he  said  more 
than  oiice  that  I  had  siivi-d  his  life  anil 
that  he  would  do  something  handsome 
for  me.  I  did  not  bank  on  his  doing 
go.  but  have  earned  my  living  by  work- 
ing  right   along. 

••What  will  I  do  with  the  money" 
Well,  it's  pretty  hard  to  lay  out  to 
expend  $25,000  in  a  few  minutes,  but 
j.art  of  it  at  least  I  shall  use  in  e3- 
tabli.shing  a  model  fish  market  that 
will  lav  over  evei-ything  in  this  part 
of  the  country.  I  know  the  fish  busi- 
ness and  make  a  fair  living  at  it  and 
1  onlv  have  bet  n  waiting  for  a  chance 
to  expand.  The  market  I  shall  build 
will  be  a  beauty  and  I  can  tell  you 
more  about  it  after  I  have  the  money 
and   have  talked   to  an   architect. 

Mr.  Nelson  was  the  first  officer  on 
the  Westgate  and  when  we  met  in 
St.  Louis  last  week  he  remembered 
me  immediately,  although  I  was  only 
15  years  old  when  I  saved  Capt.  Wat- 
kins. This  is  fortunate  for  me  as 
I  had  cnly  my  disiharge  from  the 
Liverpool  ho.spital  as  evidence  of  my 
Identity. 

"I  shall  go  to  England  to  be  In 
Liverpool  on  Nov.  15,  when  the  legacy 
will  be  paid.  Then  I  shall  go  to  Ger- 
many, visit  my  old  home  and  come 
bj'ek  here  to  set  up  my  model  fish 
market. 

"The  peculiar  thing  about  it  all  Is 
tliat  I  could  never  find  anyone  who 
called  my  name  that  night  of  the 
storm.  No  one  else  heard  a  call 
although  the  voice  was  very  loud  to 
overeome  that  howling  gale.  Maybe 
I  was  called  to  be  in  that  exact  spot 
at  the  nionK'P.t  the  captain's  body 
UOUlU  ".va.-'h  past  mc.      At  any  rate,  I 


was  there  and,  if  I  get  the  legacy,  I 
shall  be  $25,000  richer  for  a  broken  leg 
that   is  as  good  aa  it  ever  was. 

DOINGS  IN 

MICHIGAN 

Logging:  Operations  Will 

Be  Active  tlie  Coming 

Winter. 

Gladstone— William  Moss,  of  Iron  River, 
has  purchased  the  timber  on  forty  '•for- 
ties" from  W.  S.  Prickett,  of  Sidnaw. 
The  lands  are  In  the  Paint  river  region, 

tributary  to  the  Menominee,  and  are  tim- 
bered principally  with  hemlock  and  ce- 
dar. Mr.  Moss  will  establish  two  camps 
on  the  Paint,  four  miles  from  Amasa,  and 
will  cut  about  S.OOO.uuO  feet  of  timber 
this  winter.  The  Spies  Lumber  company 
of  Menominee  will  operate  one  camp  In 
the  Perch  lake  country,  out  from  Iron 
River,  this  season,  putting  in  a  million 
and  a  half  feet  there.  About  the  same 
amount  will  be  cut  at  a  camp  to  be 
operated  in  the  Paint  river  distiict  by 
the  Sawyer-Goodman  company  of  Mari- 
nette. 

The  O.  C  Lumber  company,  operating 
the  Sturgton  mills,  out  from  Iron  Moun- 
tain, has  finished  its  seas-on's  sawing  of 
lumber  but  will  continue  to  cut  shingles 
and  ties  until  the  millpond  freezes  over. 
The  product  this  year  will  be  about  6,000,- 
im  feet  of  lumber,  2,000,000  shingles,  60,000 
cedar  posts  and  1:1,000  poles.  The  com- 
pany will  operate  four  logging  camps  on 
the   Sturgeon   river. 

It  Is  estimated  that  from  8000  to  10,000 
cords  of  cord  wood  will  be  cut  in  the 
district  immediately  adjacent  to  Iron 
River.  Several  hundred  men  will  be  cm- 
ployed.  A  cut  even  larger  will  be  made 
in  the  woods  in  the  Crystal  Falls  district. 

Hoose  &  King,  of  Iron  Mountain,  will 
operate  a  logging  camp  at  Three  lakes, 
on  the  South  Shore  railroad,  this  winter. 
It  is  expected  to  cut  half  a  million  feet 
of  pine,  100,000  feet  of  birch.  4000  cords  of 
spruce,  10,000  cedar  posts  and  400o  cedar 
ties. 

Pine,  hemlock  and  spruce  will  be  cut  by 
Joseph  Liegols,  a  jobber  of  Wausaukee.

Sensational  Escape  From 

Penitentiary  at  Sioux 

Falls. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Sioux  Falls— One  of  the  most  sensational 
and  wholesale  escapes  in  the  history  ol 
the  Sioux  Falls  penitentiary  occurred 
Thursday,  when  seven  desperate  prisoners 
made  a  break  for  liberty.  The  escape  was 
made  from  a  new  building  in  the  course  of 
construction  at  the  penitentiary.  The 
alarm  was  promptly  given  and  every 
available  guard  and  attache  of  the  prison 
was  speedily  in  pursuit.  After  an  exciting 
chase  two  of  the  fugitives,  James  An- 
drews and  Thomas  Burns,  both  under 
sentence  of  twelve  years  for  highway  rob- 
bery, were  captured.  Two  of  the  remain- 
ing five  were  wounded  by  a  fusillade  of 
shots  which  were  fired  after  the  escap- 
ing prisoners.  The  two  wounded  men 
dropped  to  the  ground,  and  for  a  brief 
time  it  was  thouKht  they  had  been  killed, 
but  they  managed  to  regain  their  feet  and 
escajie.

A  RECORD  RUN. 

English  Express  Travels  Lon? 
Distance  Without  Stopping. 

A  new  record  in  railroad  traveling  has 
been  established  by  the  Great  Western 
railroad  of  Great  Britain,  says  the  Scien- 
tific American.  On  July  1  a  regular  non- 
stop daily  train  service  was  established 
between  the  London  terminus  at  Pudding- 
ton  and  PU-mouth.  The  distance  is  l'46 
miles  and  the  Cornishman  Limited  ex- 
press is  scheduled  to  cover  the  journey  In 
each  direction  in  165  minutes  without  a 
single  stop.  This  supplies  an  average 
.speed  of  55.69  miles  for  the  journey.  This, 
therefore,  constitutes  the  longest  non- 
stop railroad  run  in  the  world. 

Ever  since  the  year  18J><J  this  railroad 
has  retained  such  an  non-stop  record,  for 
in  that  vear  the  railroad  company  initiat- 
ed a  through  non-stop  train  from  Lon- 
don to  Exeter.  194  miles,  covered  in  three 
hours  fortv-five  minutes.  During  the 
subsequent  years,  however,  this  run  has 
been  increas'ed  to  three  hours,  thirty  min- 
utes, equal  to  an  average  speed  of  51.7 
miles  per  hour.  In  the  recently  inaugu- 
rated run,  however,  the  time  between 
the.'^e  two  points  has  been  still  further  re- 
duced bv  five  minutes,  increising  thereby 
the  average  speed  to  56.7  miles  per  hour. 
Hitherto  this  railroad  has  not  been  able 
to  make  the  journey  a  non-stop  one  be- 
vf.nd  ti:xeter.  owing  to  the  absence  of  the 
water  trough  between  the  tracks  from 
which  to  replenish  the  engines  water  sup- 
plv.  Now,  however,  a  trough  has  been 
laid  down  at  Starcroas,  between  Exeter 
and  Plvmouth.  Furthermore,  the  coal  ca- 
pacity of  the  engine  has  been  considerably 
increased,  and  larger  lubricating  boxes 
can  contain  a  sufficient  supply  for  the  en- 
tire journey. 

MeTitorious  though  this  run  of  246  miles 


In  265  minutes  Is,  yet.  If  the  necessity 
arises,  the  speed  can  be  con.<!iderabIy  ac- 
celerated. This  fact  was  demonstrated 
on  Mav  9  last,  with  the  mail  train  run  in 
connection  with  the  North  German  Lloyd 
liner  Kronprinz  Wilhelm.  On  this  occa- 
sion the  train  covered  the  distance  of 
246%  miles  from  the  dock  at  Plymouth  to 
Paddington  in  the  remarkably  short  time 
of  3  hours  and  46  minutes.  The  run  how- 
ever, was  not  a  non-stop,  aa  a  mail  van 
was  detached  and  cnglneB  changed  at 
Bristol,  necessitating  a  halt  of  3  minutes 
43  seconds,  which  slay,  however  was  in- 
cluded in  the  time  of  the  run.  The  aver- 
age speed  on  this  occasion,  was  b5.49  miles 
!per  hour  for  the  whole  journey,  and  the 
hast  36  miles  of  the  run  to  Paddington 
jwas  covered  at  the  rate  of  <9.1i  miles  per 
hour.  On  the  occasion  of  the  trial  run  of 
the  Cornishman  Limited  expres.s  a  new 
record  wa.-?  made  between  London  and 
Bath,  the  107  milts  being  completed  in  102 
;  minutes. 

The  road,  although  not  so  level  as  that 
between  Camden  and  Atlantic  City,  is  yet 
'comparatively    easy,    but    after       leaving 
;  Exeter    the    road    becomes    more  difficult. 
Especiallv  so  is  the  last  52  m  les  into  Ply- 
mouth, the  track  abounding  in  stiff  grad- 
llents    of    1    in    40.    with    numerous    sharp 
[curves.       which       militate       considerably 
.against  fast  tr«*-elljig. 

There  is  strenuous  friendly  rivalry      at 
present  existing,  among  the  various  Lng- 
lisli  railroad   companies   to  estabh.sh   non- 
stop records.    The  L-mdon  »na  No:thwe-t- 
'ern   railroad    Is   contemplating   the   estab- 
lishment of  a  through  non-stop  serN-lce  be- 
tween London  and  Carlisle,  a  distance  of 
299>4    miles,      Tliey  Jiave    already       made 
such  a  run  witS  a  "•special,     which  cov- 
ered the  journev  in  5  hours  43  minutes^  an 
average  spr>ed  ot  61  miles  per  hour.     W  th 
their  latest  typ^of  fnpines.  however,  this 
railroad    company  could    considerably   in- 
I  crease  this  spe^  if  desired.     On   the  oc- 
casion of  the  pdstal  congress  at  Glasgow 
'  last  year,    the   train   containing  the  dele- 
I  gates,    and   repifcse^ting   a   weight    of   450 
tons.  wa.s  hauled  over  the  401V4  miles  be- 
tween the  two  cities,  both  on  the  outward 
and  return  journeys,  without  a  stop  in  b 
hours  and  5  minutes  respectively,  at  aver- 
age speeds  of  66.9  miles  and  66  miles  per 
■hour.  ^       *  ,        ^ 

I     Already   the   Do«t   trains   running   from 
Liverpool    to  London   in    connection    with 


the  Incoming  American  mails,  three  or 
four  times  a  week,  cover  the  192  miles  in 
3  hours  \h  mhiuies.  an  average  si)eed  of 
61  miles  per  hour.  Other  noiable  long  dis- 
tance non-stop  runs  on  this  system  in- 
clude Wigan  to  Wllle.sden,  188ta  miles,  in 
3  hours  41  minutes,  average  speed  51.1 
miles  per  hour:  London  to  Stockport.  183 
miles  in  3  liours  Ife  miiiute.>,  speed  55^i 
miles  per  hour;  London  to  Chester.  179 
milcf.  In  3  hours  33  minutes,  speed  50.4 
miles  per  hour. 

The  Midland  railroad  also  ha.^  inaugur- 
ated .several  noteworthy  long  non-stop 
runs.  The  record  is  that  recently  insti- 
tuted between  London  and  Leeds,  19.S 
miles,  in  A  hours  J5  minutes;  speed,  52.8 
mlle.s  per  hour. 

The  Great  Northern  railroad,  which 
for  many  years  has  been  considered  the 
crack  fast  "railroad  of  Great  Britain,  but 
which  has  since  lo.st  its  reputation  in  this 
respect,  is  also  completing  arrangements 
whereby  it  will  be  able  to  regain  its  lost 
prestige.  Several  of  the  through  northern 
expresses  cover  the  journey  every  day  be- 
tween London  and  Wakefield.  175  mlle%is. 
in  3  hours  10  minutes  without  a  stop. 
an  average  speed  of  55.5  miles 
per  hour.  Owing  to  the  institution  by  the 
Midland  railroad  of  a  through  express 
b*tween  London  and  Leeds,  the  Great 
Northern,  which  also  serves  the  latter 
town,  is  instituting  a  similar  service,  the 
185»/i  miles  to  be  covered  in  195  minutes— 
an  average  speed  of  57.07  miles  per  hour. 

The  Great  Northern  railroad  also  pro- 
poses considerable  accelerations  in  con- 
nection with  the  East  Coast  expresses. 
For  this  purpose  mammoth  powerful  en- 
gines have  been  constructed.  These  are 
designed  by  the  railroad  engineer,  are  of 
the  compound  "Atlantic"  class,  and  repre- 
sent the  limit  of  the  dimensions  of  a  loco- 
m.otlve  of  the  normal  type  in  Great 
Britain.  Thev  have  been  specially  de- 
signed to  work  the  East  coast  route  ex- 
press trains  to  a  speed  varying  from  55" 
to  60  miles  per  hour,  with  loads  of  from 
3S0  to  400  tons   behind  tlie   tender. 

The  special  feature  of  this  type  of  en- 
gine Is  the  length  and  circumference  of 
the  boiler.  The  inside  diameter  of  the 
boiler  is  5  feet  6  inches,  and  the  length 
of  the  tubes,  representing  the  distance  r>e- 
tween  the  smoke  box  and  the  fire  box, 
IC  feet  3  Inches.  The  heating  surface, 
furnished    by   the    tubes   aggregate       28C0 


square  feet,  while  that  of  the  fire  box 
supplies  about  another  2(X)  square  feet. 
The  grate  area  is  32  s<]uare  feet.  The 
working  steam  pressure  is  about  1^5 
pounds  per  square  Inch.  The  two  outside 
cylinders  measure  18  inches  diameter  by 
24-Inch  stroke,  and  the  diameter  of  the 
four  driving  wheels  Is  G  feet  8  inches.  The 
length  of  the  engine  aiid  tender  is  58  feet 
over  all.  and  thelr^combined  weight  in 
working  order  Is  llir  tons. 

SWIMiMING  IS  HEALTHFUL. 


This  Form  of  Exercise  Said  to 
Be  the  Best. 

A    series    of   experiments,    conducted 

by  Dr.  Philip  B.  Hawk,  demonstrator 
of  physiological  chemistry  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  has  proved 
that  swimming  is  the  most  beneficial 
exorcise.  He  visited  the  dressing  room.-? 
at  the  athletic  field,  and  immediately 
before  each  athlete  left  for  his  exerci.=e 
drew  blood  from  him  by  means  of  the 
regularly  prepared  sterile  needle. 
Then,  when  the  athlete  returned  to  the 
diesslng  room,  after  running,  jumping, 
pole-vaultlnff.  or  engaging  in  water- 
polo,  the  needle  would  again  be  brought 
into  play,  and  a  second  sample  of  blood 
drawn.  Analysis  of  the  blood,  to  dis- 
cover how  far  each  exercise  increased 
the  number  of  red  corpuscles,  showed 
that  water-polo  and  other  forms  of 
swimming  resulted  in  the  largest  in- 
crease. The  swimming  exercises  were 
thus  shown  to  be  the  most  beneficial, 
for  the  greater  the  number  of  red  cor- 
puscles the  richer  is  the  blood.  Swim- 
ming resulted  in  an  average  increase 
of  21  per  cent  as  against  17  per  cent 
for  the  next  best  exercise — short-dis- 
tance ninning. 

After  one  of  these  examinations,  dur- 
ing the  athletic  season,  while  the  men 
were  in  the  pink  of  corvditlon  and  ex- 
erting themselves  to  the  utmost.  Dr. 
Hawk   found    the   following   results,    in 


round  numbers,  from  the  count  of  the 
blood  corpuscles:  Percentage  of  gain 
after  the  100-yards  dash.  25;  120-yard 
hurdles,  21.5;  half-mile  run.  18;  mile 
run,  14;  two-mile  run,  9;  broad  jump, 
six  jumps,  15;  three-minute  water-polo 
game.  27. 

The  blood  of  the  average  college- 
athlete  contains  5,600,000  red  corpuscles 
per  cubic  millimeter,  while  that  of  the 
average  man  contains  but  from  4,500,- 
000  to  5,000.000.  Elxercise  increases  the 
number  of  these  corpuscles  by  bringing 
into  circulation  a  great  number  of  cells 
that  ordinarily  lie  jnactive.  nl  addition 
to  showing  that  sv.  imniing  is  the  best 
means  of  awakening  these  corpuscles, 
Dr.  Hawk's  experiments  indicated  that 
in  all  forms  of  exercise  the  briefer 
efforts  produce  better  results  than  the 
longer  efforts.  Running  100  yards 
cau5?ed  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  red  corpuscles,  while  a  two- 
mile  run  resulted  in  an  increase  of  but 
9  per  cent.  Short  da.shes  on  a  bicycle 
produced  an  increase  of  16  per  cent; 
longer  bicycle  rides  of  but  10  per  cent.

Has  Occurred  at  the  Volcano 
of  Mount  Pelee. 

Fort  de  France,  Island  of  Martinique. 
Thursday,  Oct.  6.— (Delayed  in  transmis- 
sion.)—The  report  that  there  has  been 
a   serious  eruption  of  Mont  Pelee  is   not 

true.  There  has  been  great  activity  on 
the  mountain  during  the  last  few  days 
and  a  week  ago  the  volcano  emitted 
enormous  quantities  of  steam  and  ashe.s. 
On  Sept.  29  the  mountain  was  tlirowing 
out  steam  all  day.  forming  a  dense  cloud 
eight  or  ten  thousand  feet  high.  The 
escai)e  grew  less  violent  as  night  ap- 
proached, but  after  dark  there  were  two 
points  on  the  cone  that  was  brillia'ntly 
lighted,  while  at  the  foot  of  the  dome 
was  a  hole  from  which  fire  escaped  into 
the  valley  below,  but  not  in  sufficient 
quantities   to  occasion  damage.

least  one  month  the  opening-  of  the '. 
latest  attempt  at  the  solution  of  the 
problem  of  housing  the  city. 

The  new  house  at  312  West  Fifty- 
eighth  street,  to  be  known  as  the  Jack- 
son, Is  a  memorial  to  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Griswold.  a  prominent  member  of  the 
parish  of  Zion  and  St.  Timothy,  in 
West  Fifty-seventh  street.  The  young 
man,  who  had  just  graduated  from 
college  with  high  honors,  was  broken 
in  health  by  ovestudy  when  killed  by 
a  train  a  year  ago.  He  was  an  only 
son,  and  Mrs.  Griswold,  desiring  that 
the  memorial  to  him  should  take  some 
practical  form,  consulted  the  a.ssistant 
rector  of  Zion  and  St.  Timothys,  the 
Hev.  Dr.  Rushton. 

Dr.  Kushton  came  from  England 
thirty  j'ears  ago,  and  has  labored  in 
Canada  and  the  states,  coming  hert 
from  Chicago  about  two  years  ago. 

"It  was  in  Chicago  where  I  was  city, 
missionary  for  four  years   for  the  dio- 
cese that   my  attention   was  drawn   to 
the  need  for  boarding  houses  for  work-  I 
Ing  women,"   said   Dr.   Ruhtspn.     "The  j 
nee<i  here  is  very  much  greater. 

"The  house  is  leased  for  one  year ' 
and  I  shall  run  it  one  year  as  an  ex-  ' 
periment.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  if 
I  see  it  is  not  self-supporting,  1  shall  j 
believe  working  women  don't  want  < 
euch  places.  | 

"There's  to  be  no  red  tape  about  this  I 
place,   and   distinctly   understand,   it   is ' 
not   a  home   or   an   institution.     It's   a 
boarding   house,     and      there'll     be   no 
board  of  lady  managers.     There'll  be  a' 
woman  manager,  a  trained  nurse,  who 
will    be    a    house    mother    to    all    girls 
who   care  for  intimate  relations     with  \ 
her.  I 

"We   shall   accept  as   boarders     only  j 
girls  without  home  connections   in   the  I 
city    pnd    no    one    earning    more    than 
$12  a  week.     The  highest  price  will  be 
$6,  which  will  give  a  girl  a  large  hall 
room  to  herself.     The  lowest  price  will 
be   $3.    and   each    girl   will   find   herself , 
enjoying  such  privacy  and  right  to  be  i 


alone  as  I  should  want  my  own  daugh- 
ter to  have. 

"Boarders  will  be  encouraged  to  en- 
tertain their  gentlemen  friends  at 
home,  as  there  will  be  two  public 
rooms.  Dancing?  O,  yes!  They  may 
turn  up  or  take  up  the  rugs  any  time 
.  and  dance.  Just  understand,  no  re- 
strictions beyond  those  of  common 
sense:  also  no  oversight  of  any  girl's 
religious   beliefs. 

"Yes,  I  think  if  a  boarder  wa.«  go- 
ing to  get  married,  but  knew  nothing 
about  home-making,  there  would  be  a 
way  found  to  acquaint  her  with  the  A 
B  Cs  of  housekeeping,  just  as  she 
would  learn  in  her  own  home,  but  ad- 
vances must  come  from  the  boarders. 
I  shall  look  after  the  house  at  first, 
and  when  Mrs.  Griswold  returns  I  have 
no  doubt  she  will  call  at  times,  but 
that  will  be  the  limit  of  any  manage- 
ment. 

"Just  remember  that  to  the  girl  with 
small  pay  there  are  more  temptations 
than  to  the  girl  who  earns  plenty  of 
money.

$2,500,000. 


Sioux  City.  la..  Oct.  7.— Former  Sena- 
tor Richard  Franklin  Pettigrew  of 
South  Dakota,  has  contracted  to  collect 
about  $10,000,000  from  half  a  dozen 
Southern  slates  on  bonds  which  they 
Issued  from  25  to  40  years  ago.  If  he 
makes  the  collections  he  will  earn  a 
commission  which  is  said  to  be  fixed 
at  25  per  cent,  amounting  to  $2,500,t00. 
The  claims  are  now  owned  by  var- 
ious investors  about  the  country,  and 
represent  money  invested  in  southern 
stat-^  railroad  enterprises  in  the  early 
post-bellum  days.  The  cause  recently 
decided,  of  South  Dakota  vs.  North 
Carolina,  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
"United  States,  was  the  first  oC  the  ser- 
ies of  coming  litigations,  and  in  it,  al- 
thouijh  he  did  not  appear  as  in  any 
%vuy  concerned.  Senator  Pettigrew  won 
his  tirst  victory.  ^   ^      ... 

The  true  story  of  the  caise  of  faouth 
Dakota  vs.  North  Carolina,  which  has 
attracted  imense  attention  in  legal 
circles  ,has  never  been  printed  till 
now. 

If  tlie  legal  scheme  which  Mr.  Petti- 
grew has  worked  out  for  forcing  col- 
Itclioii  of  these  bonds  is  sustained 
In  further  cases  as  it  has  already  been 
in  that  of  the  North  Carolina  secur- 
ities, it  will  cause  serious  tinancial 
embarrassment  to  several  stales  in  the 
South.  The  principal  of  the  bonds 
■which  it  is  said  are  to  be  colected  by 
this  system  aggregates  about  IIOJKW.- 
000.  while  the  interest  on  them  will  be 
about  150  per  cent  to  this,  according 
to  the  length  of  time  it  has  been  run- 
ning. In  the  case  of  North  Dakota 
vs  North  Carolina  the  principal  of  tho 
bonds  Involved  was  only  $10,000,  but 
the  supreme  court  gave  judgment  for 
principal  and  interest,  amountlna  to 
$27,400.  On  this  basis  the  total  amount 
which  is  proposed  to  be  collected  would 
aggregate   nearly   $30,000,000. 

North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Geor- 
gia. Louisiana,  Florida  and  Missis- 
sippi are  all  reported  to  be  involved 
in  the  prospective  litigations.  Wheth- 
er an  Texas  s.-curiticj  are  concerned 
is  not  known.  It  is  expected  tliat  tho 
actions  will   be  started  soon. 

The    beginning   of   these   cases    dates 
back  to  when  Mr.   Pettigrew  was  sen- 
ator        He    learned    from    New    \ork 
people  that  there  were  held  by  bank- 
ers   and    others    in    that    city    a    large 
amount   of   state    bonds     of     southern 
states,    which    had      been      repudiated 
They   were   issued   soon   after  the  civil 
war",    under   the   carpet-bag   regime,    to 
raise    money    to   build    state    railroads. 
On  various  grounds  they  were  repudi- 
ated by  the  states.      In  the  case  of  th-^ 
North    Carolina    bonds,    as    in    most   of 
the  others,  there  was  rank  and  flagranc 
fraud  in  the  construction  of  the  roads 
and     in    the     issuance    of    the     bonds. 
In    some    cases    it    is    said    that    bonds 
■were  issued,  stolen,  and  sold,  the  states 
receiving  absolutely  nothing  in  return. 
In  other  cases  railroads  were  built  an  1 
the    state    held    the    stock.       This    was 
the  case  of  the  North  Carolina  railroad. 
The   state   still    holds    the  stock   in    its 
treasury.        The    line    Is    part    of    the 
Snutheni    Riailrnad     system,     operated 
under  a  lease  from  the  state,  and   the 
stock  is  valuable,  earning  good  regular 
dividends  for  the  state. 

The  .state  of  Georgia  issued  a  large 
amount  of  bond.s  under  similar  circum- 
stances and  afterward  declined  to  pay 
them  They  have  caused  endless 
trouble  since.  So  determined  were  the 
people  of  the  state  that  they  would 
never  be  victimized  into  paying  those 
fraudulent  securities,  that  at  one  time 
when  the  constitution  of  the  state  was 
revised  a  provision  was  actually  insert- 
ed in  It.  forbidding  any  future  legis- 
lature ever  to  pass  a  law  permitting 
the  holders  of  these  bonds  to  begin 
suit    against    the    state    on    them. 

Senator  Pettigrew  went  to  the  people 
-who  owned  some  bonds  and  said  ne 
would  like  to  try  collecting  them.  He 
got    a    40-per    cent    contract. 

^Senator  Pettigrew  had  found  an 
ancient  decision  of  the  supreme  court 
in  which  It  had  as.sumed  juri.^diction  in 
a  suit  brought  by  one  state  against  an- 
other. It  was  the  only  way  to  sue  a 
state  His  collection  contract  secured. 
he  instructed  his  clients  to  donate 
$10  OOO  of  their  North  Carolina  bonds  to 
the  state  of  South  Dakota,  in  trust  for 
the  State  university.  It  was  done. 
Schafer  Bros.,  of  New  York,  bankers, 
appeared  as  the  donors.  .  ,.    . 

Then  Senator  Pettigrew.  ■^\ho  at  that 
time  was  the  state  boss  in  South  Da- 
kota sent  word  to  Pierre,  the  state 
capital,  that  he  wanted  a  law  passed 
authorizing  the  state  to  receive  such 
donations  on  such  terms,  and  author- 
izing the  attorney  general  to  bring  suit 
or  to  emplov  counst-l  to  bring  it.  to  col- 
lect the  principal  and  interest  of  such 
serurities.  The  act  passed.  Robert  \\ . 
Stewart,  of  Pierre,  attorney  general, 
brought'  the  suit  against  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  case  was  argued  on  three  «ays 
in  April.  1903;  reargued  in  the  Novem- 
ber following:  was  further  reargued  on 
three  different  days  in  January.  1904. 
and  was  decided  on  Feb.  1.  1904.  by  a 
court  divided  five  to  four.  The  decree. 
In  favor  of  Soufh  Dakota,  orders  that 
on  the  nrst  Monday  in  January.  189S, 
100  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
North  Carolina  railroad,  held  by  the 
state  shall  be  sold  at  the  east  front 
of  the  capltol  building,  in  Washington, 
to  ?-»ti.^fv  the  Judgment. 

Tliere  will  be  a  deficiency  .ludgment 
for  the  stock  is  not  worth  nearly  so 
much  as  the  $27,400  to  which  South  Da- 
kota is  held  to  bo  entitled.  How  the 
supr'-mo  court  will  later  order  this  to 
b?  made  up  is  only  matter  of  conjec- 
ture. 

This  much  of  the  legal  proceeding  is 
matter  of  public  record.  Ry  .what  pro- 
cess Senator  Pettigrew  proposes  to  get 
the  same  Judgment  which  was  grai^ted 
In  favor  of  a  state,  extended  to  secure 
roHef  for  private  creditors,  has  not 
l>een  explained.  It  is  only  known  that 
he  Is  confident  he  has  discovered  a  way 
of  doing  it.  and  by  some  process  of  in- 
tervention.

ZOLA  LURED

Apropos  of  the  Catholic's  tendency  to 
shun  all  books  they  deem  Improper,  he 
tells  a  little  anecdote.  An  old  lady  begged 
Huysmans  to  suppress  certain  passages

He 
had  been  locked  in  a  cell  of  the  Hud- 
son county  jail  since  July  6  last,  and 
he  stood  in  imminent  danger  of  being 
sentenced  to  hard  labor  in  the  state 
prison  at  Trenton  for  live  years. 

Miss  Francis  Day,  of  the  state  board 
of  children's  guardians,  conducted  the 
investigation,  and  it  is  due  to  her  care- 
ful and  painstaking  search  that  the 
truth  has  come  out.

Lizzie  Wooden  seemed  almost  dumb

ficulty that  she  was  induced  to  speak 
about  the  accusation  she  made  against 
Golden. 

The  child  is  rather  small  for  her  age, 
but  she  seems  well  nourished  and  siie 
Is  dressed  as  if  she  were  well  care  1 
for  in  a  family  of  modest  means.  Tiie 
as4)ect  of  her  face  is  sullen — not  fierce- 
ly cr  agsre.ssi\  ely  so,  but  in  a  passive, 
apathetic  way,  as  if  all  capacuy  for 
emotion  had  been  long  ago  destrojeJ. 
Her  complexion  is  exquisitely  clear,  al- 
though very  pale  and  there  is  the 
faintest  suggestion  of  delicate  pink  in 
her  translucent  cheeks. 

Her  hair  Is  thick  and  black  and  grows 
In  profussion  low  over  her  remar/^ably 
low  forehead.  The  front  head  is  low. 
and  there  is  a  pronounced  slope  from 
the  lop  of  the  backhead  to  a  point  not 
far  above  the  eyebrows.  There  is  a 
forlorn  bit  of  decoration  in  a  faded 
knot  of  blue  ribbon  holding  tcgoibei  a 
few  ragged  locks  at  the  top  of  the  head. 
At  the  back  of  her  weazened  necit  the 
child's  hair  hangs  in  a  bunch  ol  un- 
even  locks   with   upturned   ends. 

Lizzie  Wooden's  eyes  are  remarkal-le. 
They  arc  unusually  large,  of  g.aiish 
blue  hue  and  they  come  far  forward 
in  the  socket,  as  far  as  the  verge  o'' 
the  long,   heavy,   black  eyebrows.

walls  should  inclose,  and  a  canvas  roof 
should  cover,  a  home  in  which  com- 
fort, even  luuryx,  may  be  found 
through  summer  and  winter  alike 
through  year  after  year.  Nor  would 
it  be  possible  in  the  unfortunate  sec- 
tions whose  dwellers  are  accustomed 
to  all  kinds  of  weather  except  good 
weather.  But  through  most  of  Cali- 
fornia the  tent-home  is  not  only  pos- 
sible and  economical— it  is  thoroughly 
good  for  the  health  of  both  mind  and 
bodJ^ 

At  this  very  day— right  "in  the  heart 
of  winter"— there  are  hundreds  of  fam- 
ilies in  Southern  California  established 
Avith  some  degree  of  permanency  in 
tent-homes.  f'or  some  of  them  the 
welfare  of  a  single  invalid  member, 
ordered  into  tent-life  by  some  sagaci- 
ous physician,  has  been  the  controlling 
motive:  for  others  the  necessity  to  win 
comfort  at  the  lowest  cost;  for  still 
others,  pinched  in  neither  health  nor 
pocketbook.  just  the  love  for  uncon- 
ventionality,  for  fresh  and  fragrant  air  I 
all  the  time,  and  for  the  earliest  twit- 
tered matin  of  the  birds.  In  some 
cases,  even  when  the  tourist  flood  is 
at  its  height,  families  who  have  come 
to  California  "on  trial"  would  be  at  a 
In.ss  to  find  suitable  accommodations 
if  it  were  not  for  the  possibility  of 
renting  a  vacant  lot  and  putting  up, 
'between  days,"  and  at  comparatively 
trifling  cost,  a  house  of  canvas,  lacking 
no  essential  to  make  a  joyful  home  life 
possible.  But  whatever  may  have  been 
the  cause  for  experimenting  with  the 
tent  as  a  home,  the  testimony  from  i 
most  of  the  experimenters  is  strongly  j 
in   its  favor.  ' 

A   tent-house  may   be   expensive   and  I 
elaborate  in  the  extreme,  or  It  may  be  i 
quite  simple  and  unassuming.     Such  a  j 
house,  however.      say      25      by  15  feet, 
.should  cost  at  least  $ir>0  in  order  to  be 
habitable.     Tent-honies  with  some  pre- 
tentions   to    style    are    built    with    sub- 
stantial wooden  roofs,  good  floors,  lat-  1 
ticed  windows      and      doors,  while    an  i 
outer    wainscoting,      three     feet     high,  j 
braces  the  structure  and  keeps  it  from  i 
being  top-heavy.     The  cheaper  ones  are 
made  entirely  of  cloth,  with  the  excep-  | 
lion  of  floor,  doors  and  window.    .'Some- 
times a  heavy  coat  of  paint  is  applied 
to   the   exterior  canvas   walls   to   make 
them  warmer  and  more  durable.    There 
are  usually  double  canvas  roofs,   some 
such   arrangement    being   necessary    to 
keep  out  the  heat  of  summer  and   the 
cold    of   winter.     The    double-roof   tent 
is    more    picturesque    than    the    single, 
for    the    gayly-colored    •'fly"    above    the 
main    roof    adds    a    spicy    note    to    the 
landscape. 

If  erected  in  cities,  these  tent-homes 
are  often  fitted  with  gas  heaters,  elec- 
tric lights  and  all  modern  plumbing 
conveniences.  The  interior  decora- 
tions and  furnishings  can  be  made  as 
attractive  as  taste  and  the  bank  ac- 
count vvill  allow.  In  stich  small  places 
every  inch  of  room  must  be  utilized, 
and  many  clever  schemes  for  economiz- 
ing syiace  and  condensing  household 
furnishings  are  developed.  Inner 
hangings  are  absolutely  necessary  to 
prevent  "shadow  shows"  at  night;  for 
without  them  every  movement  of  the 
occupants  can  be  seen  in  siliiouette 
with  startling  distinctness  by  any  cas- 
ual outsider.  Art,  denim,  flowered  cre- 
tonne, Egyptian  burlap,  or  Chinese  tea 
matting  makes  a  cheap  and  satisfac-

Discovered. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Randall,  who  has  been 
investigating  the  killing  of  George 
Judnlch,  the  \\'oIf  station  fermer,  who 
was  shot  a  few  days  ago,  claims  that 
the  farmer  was  not  murdered  for  re- 
venge, as  first  reported,  but  that  all 
the  indications  point  toward  his  bfing 
shot  in  mistake  for  a  deer,  by  a  hunter. 

Deputy  Randall  found  that  on  the 
day  of  the  tragedy  Judnich  and  Perleg, 
his  hired  man,  were  also  cut  hunting. 
After  the  fatal  shot  was  tired  Perleg 
claimed  that  he  saw  a  man  running 
over  to  the  spot  where  Judnich  was 
found.  He  said  he  heard  the  man 
exclaim,  "It  is  a  man,"  then  turn  and 
run   ax\ay   from   the  spot. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the 
authorities  to  locate  the  hunter  who 
fired  the  shot.  Coroner  Boyer  has 
given  warniiig  that  deer  hunters  who 
shoot  other  persons  in  mistake  for  deer 
will  be  held  responsible  and  will  be 
prosecuted  for  m:insla\ighter.  It  is 
probably  the  fear  of  prosecution  which 
led  the  man  who  shot  Judnich  to  llee 
from  the  spot  of  the  tragedy  and  keep 
his  identity  a  secret  ever  since.

'Ihe  feature  of  the  last  session  was  en 
address  by  Rev.  Samuel  G.  Smith,  of  the 
People's  church,  of  St.  Paul,  who  made  a 
point  of  the  fact  that  philanthropies  can- 
not be  maintained  m  the  best  way  with- 
out a  foundation  basic  of  the  spiritual  part 
ol  the  kingdom  of  God.  and  that  the  real 
work  ci  tne  philanthropists  is  the  out- 
growth of   their  ficrilual  life. 

He  said  that  in  iius  age  the  individual 
is  lost  in  the  collective  social  institution, 
and  all  work  is  done  through  societies.

"The  teachings  of  Jesus  were  founded 
upon  the  more  abundant  life.  The  teach- 
ings as  announced  by  the  new  doctrine 
of  the  social  kingdom  are  not  to  be  se- 
cured ov  the  by-products  of  commerce, 
but  by  Ihc  wholenes.'^  of  the  commercial 
system  Hself.  Therefore  the  human  soul 
is  rot  tlie  by-product  of  the  social  king- 
dom, hut  of  the  abundant  life  which  Jesus 
came  to  give  as  the  fruit  of  the  doctrine 
of  ren3?itance."

The  Transylvania  at  Lexing:- 
ton  Full  of  Surprises. 

Lexington.  Ky.,  Oct.  7.— The  Tran- 
sylvania for  2:12  class  trotters,  valuo 
15000,  yesterday  resulted  in  a  phen- 
omenal contest  and  was  won  by  Sweet 
Marie  in  the  three  final  heats,  the 
first  two  heats  going  to  Tiverton. 

Four  world's  records  were  made  ia 
the  Transylvania  besides  lowering  the 
event  record  and  making  the  fastest 
mile  of  the  year  on  any  track.  When 
Tiverton  won  the  first  heat  in  2:05%, 
he  lowered  the  event  record  and  made 
the  fastest  trotting  record  of  any 
horse  this  year.  When  he  won  the 
second  heat  in  2:041/^  he  again  lowered 
these  records  and  made  the  world's 
record  for  the  fastest  second  heat  in  a 
race.  Sweet  Marie  won  the  third  heat 
In  2:05.  This  established  a  world's 
record  for  the  three  fastest  heats  ever 
trotted  in  a  race  and  her  mark  Is  a 
world's  record  for  the  fastest  third 
heat  ever  trotted  In  a  race.  Sweet 
Marie  won  the  fourth  heat  in  2:0814 
and  the  fifth  heat  In  2:09,  thus  estab- 
lishing a  world's  record  for  the  five 
fastest  heats  ever  trotted  in  a  race. 
The  average  time  for  each  heat  was 
2:06,  and  eleven-twentieths.  The  first 
three  heats  averaged  2:05%.

CFMTTURT 


The  energetic  American  girl  looking 
about  for  new  worlds  to  tonciuer  is  just 
now  going  in  for  rowing  with  all  the 
enthusiasm  which  ."he  knows  so  well 
how  to  manifest  for  a  ntw  athletic  al- 
versiun.  Not  the  old- fashioned  plan  of 
rowing,  mind  you,  wherein  oavawomen 
singly  or  in  pairs  religiously  .«pent  so 
many  hours  a  day  at  the  oars  of  an 
ordSbary  rowboat,  but  the  thoroughly 
up-to-»date  form  of  the  siiort  in  wJiich 
the,; fair  rowers  form  tl  emaelves  into 
oreifs  of  regulation  size  .md  with  grace- 
ful, rythmatic  strokes  send  through  the 
waters  frail  barges  or  eholis  which  are 
In  most  respects  the  countt»rpart3  of  the 
shells  used  by  .their  brothers  iu  colUge 
racing  events. 

The  Yankee  maiden  declares  this  now 
form  of  boating  Infinitely  superio-  to  the 
old  "slow  coach"  plodding  in  a  more  or 
less  xsjmberaume  skiff.  Indeed,  many  a 
womun  who  went  in  for  rowing  as  con- 
ditions have  been  In  years  gone  by— and 
this  refers  strictly  to  rowing,  not  to 
canoeing— was  imbued  to  take  up  the 
exer^se  not  so  much  because  of  anv 
actual  enjoyment  derived  as  hy  reason 
of  the  muscle-building  induced.  The  ne'v 
plan  of  rowing  Is,  however,  quite  as 
beneficial  to  health  and  it  is  lots  more 
fun,  aside  from  the  possibilities  for  ex- 
citement opened  up  by  the  opportunities 
for  races. 

The  college  girl  Is  unquestionably  large- 
ly responsible  fur  the  entry  of  Misa 
Columbia's  daughters  into  the  field  of 
rowing  in  regular  crews.  The  collt>£;e 
girls  set  out  a  few  years  ago  to  ao  prac- 
tically everything  the  masculine  stu- 
dents did  In  the  way  of  athletics,  and 
naturally  It  wasn't  long  until  they  in- 
vaded the  nKj.st  fascinating  section  of 
the  fteld  of  aquatic  sports.  The  activi- 
ties of  the  feminine  rowers,  alike  to  the 
work  of  the  masculine  devotees  of  the 
sport,  has  for  the  most  part  taken  the 
form  of  rowing  by  eight-oared  crews,  al- 
though crews  of  four  have  been  formed 
In  many  parts  of  the  country  and  some 
young  women  have  even  gone  In  for 
single  sculls  and  pairs. 

One  of  the  most  striking  exemplifica- 
tions of  the  possibilities  of  this  era  of 
feminine  rowing  i.'?  found  at  the  interest- 
ing port  of  San  Diego  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. It  Is  generally  admitted  by  per- 
son.s  who  have  tiaveled  extensively  that 
no    bay    in    the    world    Is    so    admirably 
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fitted  for  aquatic  sports  all  the  year 
round  as  Is  the  beautiful  land-locked 
harbor  of  San  Diego,  and  thus  it  might 
appear  perfectly  natural  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  fair  sex  fortunate  enough 
to  reside  on  tlie  sliores  of  this  sheet  of 
water  should  talte  instinctive  interest  in 


rowing.  Strangely  enough,  however,  the 
women  of  tliis  climatic  paradise  turned 
their  attention  to  golf  and  tennis  ere 
they  did  to  boating  in  any  considerable 
degree  and.  Indeed.  San  Diego  became 
known  as  a  golf  and  tenni.s  center  with 
few  rivals  throughout  the  length  of  the 


Pacific  Slope.  However,  the  people  of 
San  Diego  after  years  spent  in  regarding 
the  beautiful  sheet  of  water  at  their 
doors  merely  as  a  source  of  wealth,  sud- 
denly awakened  to  tlie  fact  tliat  it  held 
magnificent  possibilities  as  a  source  of 
health. 


The  credit  for  the  discovery  belonged 
to  the  women,  who.  having  worn  the 
charm  of  novelty  from  golf  and  tennis, 
turned  to  Investigate  the  possibilities 
of  rowing.  The  fad  for  rowing  by  crews 
spread  rapidly,  until  now  there  Is 
scarcely  a  young  woman  in  the  commu- 
nity who  Is  not  a  member  of  some  one 
of  the  boat  clubs.  The  girls'  rowing 
clubs  of  San  Diego,  although  far  from 
ancient  institutions,  have  become  known 
In  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  smaU 
wonder,  for  probably  nowhere  else  In 
the  world  Is  it  possible  to  find  upward 
of  a  score  of  well-regulated,  well-dis- 
ciplined ladles'  crews  rowing  twice  or 
thrice  each  week  the  year  round  and 
maintaining  a  stroke  that  would  be  the 
envy  of  many  masculine  rowers  In  col- 
legiate organizations.  Con.slderably 
more  than  2<X»  women  are  now  full- 
fiedged  members  of  rowing  crews  In  the 
Southern  California  city,  and  all  are 
able  to  do  their  share  In  contests  In 
which  are  used  barges  40  feet  in  length 
and  with  sliding  seats. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the 
present  enthusiasm  for  rowing  In  crews 
had  its  inception  at  San  Diego  only 
about  eight  or  nine  years  ago.  when 
four  girls  formed  the  pioneer  crew  and 
gave  the  organization  the  name  "Zlac." 
formed  from  the  first  letters  of  their 
given  names.  This  pioneer  club  has 
since  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
many  members.  As  In  most  boat  clubs, 
the  membership  of  the  women's  organi- 
zations In  Southern  California  far  ex- 
ceeds In  almost  every  case  the  accom- 
modations afforded  by  the  barges  or 
boats  owned  by  the  club,  and  thus 
members  are  obliged  to  "take  turns"  In 
rowing,  but  each  organization  has  a 
sufflclcnt  number  of  barges  in  propor- 
tion to  Its  membership  to  enable  all 
membeis  to  go  out  for  at  least  two  or 
three  Intervals  of  practice  each  week, 
thus  affording  all  the  oarswomen  about 
the  same  opportunities  for  proficiency— 
a  very  Important  consideration  when  It 
comes    to    selecting    the    picked    crews 


which  are  to  represent  clubs  In  contests 
against  other  picked   crews. 

The  plan  of  having  several  crews  use 
one  boat  is  followed  to  perfection  at  the 
Normal  School  at  San  Diego,  where 
there  are  half  a  dozen  different  crews. 
Women's  rowing  crews  at  San  Diego 
and  elsewhere  do  not,  as  a  rule,  adopt 
the  plan  of  many  masculine  crews  In 
engaging  the  services  of  a  professional 
or  semiprofesslonal  coach,  but  instead 
the  work  of  training  the  fair  contestants 
in  any  race  between  oarswomen  Is  en- 
trusted to  the  oldest  and  most  ex- 
perienced members  of  the  club  or  to 
those  who  have  shown  especial  profi- 
ciency In  the  sport. 

It  Is  safe  to  say  that  no  diversion  In 
which  American  women  have  engaged 
—not  even  the  increasingly  popular 
archery— affords  more  picturesque  pos- 
sibilities from  the  standpoint  of  the  on- 
looker th.an  does  rdltlng  by  crews.  This 
is  probably  due  not  so  much  to  the  rapid 
glide  of  the  graceful  craft,  with  Its 
slender  oars  moving  in  perfect  unison, 
as  to  the  attractive  costumes  of  the 
oarswomen.  Indeed,  'rowing  by  crews 
rivals  yachting  In  the  opportunities 
which  It  opens  to  the  fair  sex  for  ef- 
fective costuming.  The  average  femi- 
nine crew  has  some  regular  uniform 
which  In  Its  general  character  Is  strongly 
suggestive  of  the  ever-popular  yachting 
suit.  Blue  and  white  are  probably  the 
most  popular  colors,  and  there  is  a  pre- 
vailing fad  for  the  use  of  small  anchois 
or  oars  In  the  ornamentation  of  the 
blouses.  Soft  white  felt  hats  or  yacht- 
ing caps  complete  the  costume. 

An  Incentive  to  the  organization  of 
girls'  rowing  clubs  Is  found  In  the  op- 
portunities opened  for  the  furnishing 
of  clubhouses  In  a  manner  dear  to  the 
feminine  heart.  One  of  the  girls'  clubs 
at  San  Diego— the  Olympia  by  name- 
has  constructed  and  furni.slied  a  cozy 
nook  that  might  profitably  be  taken  as 
a  model  by  any  other  similar  organi- 
zation in  the  country.  The  clubhouse 
itself    is    an     unpretentious,     one-story 
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frame  structure,  which  Is,  of  course, 
set  upon  piles  at  tlie  water's  edge  and 
which  was  erected  at  very  modest  cost. 
Surrounding  the  building  Is  a  broad  ve« 
randa  which  overlooks  the  bay  and, 
being  liberally  provided  with  comfort- 
able pieces  of  porch  furniture,  consti- 
tutes an  admirable  lounging  place, 
either  on  a  warm  afternoon  or  when  Il- 
luminated by  Japanese  lanterns  at 
night. 

The  interior  of  the  boathouse,  aside 
from  the  storage-room  for  the  Imrge, 
dressing-rooms,  etc.,  is  given  over  to 
one  large  reception-room,  which  Is  ad- 
mirably adapted  for  a  social  gathering 
of  any  kind.  From  the  beamed  ceilings 
are  suspended  fish  nets,  pennants,  fiags 
of  all  nations,  Japanese  lanterns  and 
other  decorative  adjuncts,  while  marine 
studies  have  places  on  the  walls.  Well- 
nigh  surroimding  the  apartment  Is  a 
wall  seat  which  is  piled  high  with  sou- 
venir pillows  contributed  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  club  and  their  friends.  As 
may  readily  be  Imagined,  tne  cost  of 
such  a  boathouse  is  not  excessive,  and, 
Indeed,  rowing  In  crews  is  a  diversion 
quite  within  the  reach  of  women  of 
very  modest  means,  for  the  costumes 
required  are  of  the  simplest  character, 
and  after  the  first  cost  of  procuring  a 
barge  there  is  very  little  expense  for 
maintenance  or  other  items. 

Boat  racing  Is  a  form  of  conrx^^tltlve 
contest  adapted  to  Indulgence  by  women 
in  a  greater  degree  than  might  be  sup- 
posed. This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  Is 
wholly  wrong  to  suppose  that  mere 
strength  of  muscle  Is  the  most  Impor- 
tant factor  In  a  boat  race.  Skill  and 
coolheadedness  play  even  more  Impor- 
tant parts  than  mere  force,  and  these 
are,  of  course,  qualities  which  not  only 
may  be  cultivated  by  women,  but  that 
It  is  highly  desirable  should  be  devel- 
oped by  every  member  of  the  fair  sex 
who  Intends  to  go  in  for  strenuous  ath- 
letics. 

At  women's  colleges,  where  rowing  in 
crews  has  been  taken  up,  the  Instruct- 
ors have  actually  been  worried  In  many 
instances  as  to  how  to  prevent  the 
young  ladles  from  overdoing  In  their 
devotion  of  the  sport,  such  is  the  in- 
terest usually  manifested.  The  girl  who 
aspires  to  a  place  on  a  college  boat  crew 
must  be  amenable  to  discipline.  In  no 
other  pastime  Is  perfect  uni-^on  of  action 
so  essential  to  victory.  The  oars  must 
enter  and  come  out  of  the  water  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  bodies  of  the  oars- 
women must  swing  back  and  forth  to- 
? ether,  or  else  the  momentum  of  the 
rail  craft  may  be  Impeded— ever  so 
little,  perhaps,  but  enough  to  lose  a 
race.  To  secure  this  absolute  uniform- 
ity of  action  requires  constant  and  sys- 
tematic drilling  and  co-operation  to  th« 
extent  of  careful  effort  on  the  part  of 
each  oarswoman;  and  the  girl  who  Is 
unwilling  to  give  this  can  scarcely  ex- 
pect to  be  chosen  as  a  member  of  a 
picked   racing  crow. 


WALDON  FAWCETT. 
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By  WAL.DON  FAWCETT. 

During  the  past  few  years  marvelous 
advancement  has  been  made  in  the 
practical,  economic  administration  of 
municipal  affairs  in  many  of  the  more 
pro.ijressive  American  cities.  The  be- 
ginning, which  has  been  made  simul- 
taneously In  a  number  of  different  lines 
of  activity,  has  undoubtedly  been  due 
very  largely  to  the  popular  agitation  of 
the  subject  of  municipal  ownership. 
The  Income  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
from  all  sources,  now  amounts  to  ap- 
proximately a  quarter  of  a  billion  dol- 
lars a  year,  and  that  of  other  cities  is 
proportionately  as  great.  As  public- 
spirited  citizens  have  come  to  realize 
to  what  an  extent  the  management  of 
the  business  affairs  of  a  great  urban 
community  overshadows  that  of  any  pri- 
vate enterprise,  they  have  hastened  to 
form  org.anlzatlons  designed,  on  the  one 
hand,  to  aid  the  public  officials  in  dis- 
covering and  securing  the  most  advan- 
tageous utilities,  and.  on  the  other,  to 
watch  over  these  servants  of  the  people 
lest  they  commit  errors  of  Judgment  or 
principle. 

The  growing  tendency  to  divorce  poli- 
tics from  municipal  Issues  at  all  elec- 
tlong  is  most  significant.  In  many  cities 
povferful  organizations  of  prominent 
find  inrtuential  citizens  have  been  formed 
with  this  avowed  purpose.  Thus.  In 
Chicago,  the  Municipal  Voters'  League 
has  rescued  much  of  municipal  ma- 
chinery from  the  grasp  of  corrupt 
spoilsmen.  The  voters  of  Providence, 
R.  I.,  have,  at  six  consecutive  elections, 
chosen  a  non-partisan  candidate  for 
naynr.  The  Democratic  city  of  Boston 
.a  under  the  direction  of  a  Republican 
mayor,  and  In  New  York,  Cleveland. 
Toledo.  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco 
campaigns  have  been  conducted  solely 
en  municipal  Issues.  , 

Stale  legislative  Interference  with 
local  affairs  at  the  dictation  of  factional 
politicians  Is  the  greatest  obstacle  yet 
remaining  to  the  adoption  of  a  liberal 
policy  in  the  provision  of  municipal 
public  utilities  designed  to  contribute 
to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  people 
ftt  large.  However,  a  few  demonstra- 
tioii.s  of  the  If-ngths  to  which  this  evil 
may  be  carried,  such  as  have  recently 
kxrcn  trlven  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 


can  be  depended  upon  to  prove  the 
strongest  possible  argument  for  reme- 
dial action;  and.  Indeed,  leagues  of  mu- 
nicipalities have  already  been  formed  In 
California  and  other  states  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  guarding  against  in- 
imical legislative  action. 

A  movement  looking  to  the  placing 
of  municipal  salaries  on  such  a  basis 
as  to  attract  to  the  service  men  of 
ability  and  experience  In  the  business 
world  has  gone  hand  In  hand  with  the 
movement  for  public  ownership  of  water 
and  ligliting  plants  and  otlier  municipal 
utilities.  On  the  generally  accepted 
theory,  also,  that  satisfactory  work 
may  only  be  accomplished  by  means  of 
first-class  tools,  there  is  manifest  in 
this  country  at  the  present  time  a  pro- 
nounced tendency  to  provide  adequate 
facilities  for  municipal  administrative 
work. 

The  city  hall  at  Phlladephla  Is  one 
of  the  most  striking  examples  of  the 
possibilities  In  this  direction.  The  con- 
struction of  this  building  extended  over 
a  period  of  30  years.  It  is  the  largest 
city  hall  In  the  world  and  cost  over 
$25,000,000  for  the  building  alone— the  of- 
fice furnishings  entailing  an  extra  ex- 
pense of  half  a  million  dollars.  Some 
idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  building 
may  be  gained  from  the  fact  that  it  is 
equipped  with  20  elevators. 

Paving  Is  one  of  the  questions  regard- 
ing which  there  appears  to  be  a  wide 
divergence  of  opinion  among  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  various  American  cities. 
In  the  larger  cities  sheet  and  block 
asphalt  is  the  most  popular  material  for 
paving  purposes,  and  many  of  the 
smaller  cities  have  introduced  It  on 
residence  streets.  It  Is  a  significant  fact 
that  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country 
only  one  has  failed  to  make  use  of  as- 
phalt. Cobblestone  has  disappeared  al- 
most entirely  from  the  streets  of  the 
more  progressive  cities,  but  brick  pav- 
ing appears  to  be  rapidly  growing  in 
popularity,   particularly  in  the  West. 

Granite  blocks  are  possessed  of  some 
advantages  not  to  be  found  In  anj'  other 
material,  and  how  large  a  factor  this 
substance  forms  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  in  the  streets  of  New  York  city 
there  are  10,000,000  square  yards  of  gran- 
ite blocks,  as  against  less  than  half  as 
much  asphalt.    Chicago.  Detroit.  Milwau- 
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kee  and  Minneapolis  are  the  only  large 
cities  which  yet  use  wooden  blocks  to 
any  extent.  As  Indicative  of  comparative 
costs,  it  may  be  cited  that  the  20  miles 
of  asphalt  paving  In  the  city  of  Ch^ago 
has  cost  an  aggregate  of  about  »S00  wcr 
as  compared  with  nearly  $600,000.  whch 
has  been  paid  for  the  17  miles  of  brick 
pavement  In  that  city. 

An  apparently  insignificant  matter,  but 
one  which  has  batlled  the  authorities  of 
many  cities  Is  the  problem  of  suitably 
designating  the  various  thoroughfares  of 
the  city.  One  hundred  citizens  of  New 
York  recently  petitioned  the  Municipal 
Assembly  to  pass  an  ordinance  compel- 
ling the  owners  of  corner  lots  to  place 
signs  of  easily  distinguishable  character 
on  their  property  giving  the  names  of 
streets  and  avenues.  In  Buffalo  and  a 
number  oi  other  cities  I'.^-re  has  boon 
adopted  a  uniform  system,  whereby 
there  are  provided  neat  Iron  posts  sur- 
mounted by  Iron  panels.  In  some  places 
organizations  patterned  after  the  Mu- 
nicipal Art  Society  of  New  York  have 
taken  up  this  question  and  are  endeav- 
oring to  secure  the  adoption  of  uniform 
street-corner  signs  and  house  numbers 
and  the  achievement  of  artistic  effects 
in  street  lamps,  police  and  fire  alarm 
boxes.  Another  excellent  crusade  In  the 
line   of   stroet  beautifying   Is   being   ac- 


complished by  a  class  of  organizations 
cf  which  the  New  York  Tree-Planting 
Association  is  the  pioneer,  and  the  ob- 
ject of  which  is  to  provide  shade  trees  on 
streets  that  otherwUe  would  be  literal 
canyons  of  brick  and  stone. 

Rapid  strides  have  l>een  made  In  re- 
cent veais  in  the  street  cleaning  of 
American  cities.  The  provision  of  power 
and  hand  street-sweepers,  the  introduc- 
tion of  well-drilled  corps  of  uniformed 
workers,  and  the  careful  apportionment  of 
city  areas  into  aistticts  to  prevent  any 
waste  of  time  or  energy  are  only  a  few 
of  the  things  wlilch  have  been  accom- 
plished. In  sonle  places  oil  has  been 
used  for  spraving  the  streets  to  lay  the 
dust,  and  In  theicltv  of  Cleveland  there 
has  been  Introduced  a  monster  electric 
sweeper  which  operp.tes  on  all  streets 
where  there  are  electric  railway  tracks 
and  which  performs  the  cleaning  ser\ice 
at  an  expense  <^t  Jus|  one-fifth  that  for- 
merly entailed. '  ,  ,  ^ 

The  city  of  Ptttsblirg  constitutes,  by 
reason  of  the  universal  use  of  soft  coal 
there,  the  most  difilcult  city  In  America 
to  keep  clean,  and  the  force  provided 
for  the  task  consists  of  over  400  men, 
who  operate  \^  sprinkling  wagonSj  20 
street  sweepers,  &>  patrol  carta  and 
empty  wagons  for  gathering  tip  the 
sweepings.    There  have  been  lately  In- 


troduced  In  the  city  of  Washington  hand 
street-cleaners,  va^h  propelled  by  one 
man,  which.  In  general  design  and  mode 
of  operation,  are  very  nearly  the  coun- 
terpart of  the  familiar  carpet-sweeper. 

The  subject  which  has  probably  been 
given  the  most  attention  from  students 
of  municipal  progress  is  that  of  smoke 
prevention.  Perhaps  the  most  unique 
plan  of  dealing  with  this  nuisance  has 
been  adopted  In  the  city  of  Cleveland. 
There  the  entire  project  Is  under  mu- 
nicipal control  and  under  the  direction 
of  a  supervision  engineer,  who  is  in  no- 
wise subject  to  political  Influence.  This 
official  has  a  number  of  assistants,  and 
his  plan  of  procedure  has  been  to  se- 
cure at  the  outset  full  and  exact  data 
regarding  the  density  and  amount  of 
smoke  emitted  by  the  chimneys  within  a 
prescribed  district.  After  a  full  record 
of  the  performance  of  a  chimney  has 
been  secured,  covering  quite  an  Interval 
of  time,  and  supplemented.  If  possible, 
with  photographs,  the  owner  Is  called 
upon  and  moral  Suasion  used  to  Induce 
him  to  abate,  or  at  least  modify,  the 
nuisance  in  the  Interest  of  civic  pride. 
Marvelous  results  have  been  obtained. 
Hundreds  of  smoke-consuming  devices 
have  Deen  Installed  at  power  plants  of 
varlbuB   kinds,   and   even   the   rallroadli 


have  manifested  a  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  contributed  their  share  to  the  gen- 
eral betterment  of  conditions  by  In- 
structing the  firemen  on  locomotives  to 
exercise  care  In  adding  fuel  to  the  fur- 
naces. 

The  matter  of  municipal  waste  dis- 
posal is  as  yet  In  Its  experimental  stage, 
but  many  attempts  have  been  made 
to  discover  the  best  method.  Probably 
the  city  of  Boston  Is  to  be  credited  with 
the  most  notable  achievement  In  this 
line.  Prior  t©  1898  the  ashes  and  refuse 
of  that  city  were  towed  to  sea,  whereas 
the  garbage  was  sold  as  food  for  swine, 
but  there  were  so  many  objections  uvg^^ 
against  some  features  of  the  plajj  '  nat 
within  the  past  few  years  It  JJ<3  been 
abandoned  in  favor  of  a  sup^^^'^or  meth- 
od. At  present  all  the  gart»^ge  which  is 
suitable  for  the  purpose  ir,  manufactured 
Into  commercial  prodtv<ts,  the  remainder 
of  the  refuse  beln^  cremated. 

The  police  ajj''^  flre  departments  of 
American  citj>^j  have  been  greatly  im- 
proved dufJ'-.g  the  past  few  years.  Over 
30  of  tt^  leading  cities  of  America  now 
havQ  ^rps  of  bicycle  police,  and  nearly 
as  ^aany  communtles  are  provided  with 
P*.ounted  police.  In  a  dozen  cities  gym- 
nasiums are  provided  In  order  that  the 
officers  may  Keep  themselves  In  perfect 


physical  condition  and  the  police  de- 
partments In  nine  cities  make  pistol 
practice  compulsory.  An  improvement 
has  been  made  In  the  remuneration  of 
the  guardians  of  the  peace,  and  in  14 
cities.  Including  the  largest  cities  of  the 
country,  patrolmen  are  now  paid  at  the 
rate  of  $1,000  or  more  a  year. 

The  general  enthusiasm  In  the  line  of 
park  Improvement  is  everywhere  mani- 
fest. The  city  of  New  York  has  a  park 
area  at  the  present  time  of  7,000  acres. 
The  area  devoted  to  parks  In  Philadel- 
phia exceeds  4,00CL  acres  and  the  cities 
of  Boston.  Baltimore  and  Chicago  each 
embraces  more  than  2.000  acres  of  public 
parks.  Perhaps  the  most  surprising  and 
gratifying  featu.-es  of  this  movement  Is 
found,  however.  In  the  disposition  on  the 
part  of  many  smaller  cities  to  make 
liberal  appropriations  for  the  provision 
of  public  breathing  spots.  Thus  Los  An- 
geles, Cal.,  now  possesses  more  than 
4  000  acres  of  parks,  or  approximately  as 
much  as  Philadelphia.  Lynn,  Mass..  has 
2,500  acres,  or  as  much  as  many  of  her 
more  populous  sisters,  and  New  Haven, 
Ct..  and  Columbus,  O.,  each  boast  of  a 
park  area  of  over  1,000  acres. 

Free  public  bathhouses  have  been  of 
Inestimable  benefit  In  many  cities.  In 
Chicago  the  three  public  bathhousoF, 
have  been  used  within  a  year  by  mp^e 
than  400,000  men,  women  and  chll^en. 
In  Buffalo  there  are  several  hanrsorae 
public  bathhouses,  which  cost  on  an 
average  $15,CKX)  each.  A  piece  of  soap  and 
a  clean  towel  is  furnisb^d  without 
charge  to  each  bather.  Ki  New  York. 
Philadelphia  and  Bot^jn  a  nominal 
charge  is  made  for  th^  use  of  the  biUh», 
but  in  Chicago  and  Pjffalo  all  the  facili- 
ties are  absolutely  free.  Many  citiw. 
notably  New  IK^rk  and  Washington, 
have  free  bathing  beaches,  which  are 
most  extensively  patronizea,  and  which 
are  patrolp^j  by  guards  furnished  by 
the  rUftf  ♦li  order  to  prevent  accidents. 

y<5ur.'g  by  machinery  Is  now  tiie  rule 
\P  rftany  American  cities,  several  differ- 
ent devices  having  been  introduced,  eftch 
of  which  has  been  demonstrated  to  be 
thoroughly  accurate.  By  this  new  scheme 
a  citizen  may.  by  simply  turning  a  ker 
or  pulling  a  lever,  vote  a  "straignt  UcK- 
et.'^^or  he  can,  by  repeating  the  operatloa, 
vote  for  each  candidate  Indlvi.iuslly. 
These  Ingenious  machines  are  so  ar- 
ranged that  a  voter  who  dlficovcrs  Of 
the  automatic  recording  device  which 
registers  his  vote  that  he  has  made  » 
mistake  may.  by  simply  turning  the  key 
In  the  opposite  direction,  unvote  his  vole 
and  be  restored  to  his  original  stntu*. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  apparatus  is  bo 
arranged  as  to  prevent   "repeating"    Of 

an  unscrupulous  voter.

Washington,  Oct.  7.— More  than  6,500,000,- 

000  postage  stamps  vdW  be  printed  during 
the  present  calendar  year.  The  exact 
figures,  as  estimated  by  the  officials,  will 
be  6,964,800,000.  Of  this  number  1,7»1,0:0,000 
will  be  made  up  of  1-cent  stamps.  3,627,- 
200,000  of  2'k,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
higher  denominations.  The  bureau  of  en- 
graving and  printing  strikes  off  20,8(iO,(iOO 
stamps  every  day.  This  average  is  kept 
up  for  the  306  working  days  in  the  year.  I 

The  daily  shipment  of  stamps  to  the 
70,(X)0  or  more  po.<^tofflces  throughout  the 
Tiiited  States  runs  from  10,000,OuO  to  7L»,- 
(HJO.OOO,  the  latter  being  the  highest  num 
ber  ever  sent  out  in  a  single  day.  About 
luO.OOO.OOO  stamps  are  always  kept  on  haiul 
ready    for   any   emergency. 

"Why,  sir,"  said  the  man  in  charge  of 
the  stamp  division  a  few  days  ago,  "we 
count  in  millions  and  billions  here.  We 
can  tell  without  difficulty  whether  the 
country  is  prospering  or  floundering  in  llie 
slough  of  adversity.  In  fact,  the  order 
sheet  for  stamps  is  an  accurate  baro- 
meter of  industrial  conditions  in  the  Unit- 
ed States.  As  a  political  argument  noth- 
ing better  can  be  advanced  than  the  un- 
usually heavy  demand  tor  stamps  during 
the  last  four  years.  Tlie  calls  upon  us 
necessitate  constant  activity.  Tlie  salej 
of  stamps  has  lumped  with  leaps  and 
bounds  since  I'm).  Li  that  year  we 
shipped  3.958,000.00<J;  in  V.m.  4,27O.O(tO.o00;  In 
VMt2.  5,135,93(MKH).  and  in  the  present  year 
we  hope  to  pass  the  C,000.(KXi.0OO  mark. 

"Uur  best  month  is  January.  Business 
picks  up  in  December  as  a  result  of  the 
iioliday    season,    but    we    reach    the    flood 

1  in  January.     August  is  tlie  slack   month, 
and  February  is  counted  among  the  dull 

I  periods.  The  demand  in  the  first  twenty 
'  days  of  every  quarter  is  unusually  heavy. 
i  and  at  such  times  our  daily  sliipments

"The  task  of   printing  and   distributing 
the   little  certificate  that  appears  on   tlie 
!  letters    in    tiie    United    Stales    mails    is   a 
I  tremendous  one.     Great   skill   Is   required 
I  in   every  branch   of  the   work.     Th<-   best 
j  plate    printers    that    can    be    obtained    in 
this  country  are  employed,  and  the  wom- 
I  en    who   examine    and    count    the    stamps 
I  are  among  the  most  expert  of  the  small 
I  army  employed  in  llie  bureau  ol  engrav- 
ing and   printing. 

•While  billions  of  stamps  are  printed  in 
a  year,  every  detail  of  the  big  job  is  done 
by  a  force  of  2<j0  men  and  women.  Each 
of  them  is  an  expert  in  his  or  her  partic- 
ular line  of  business.  Only  one  mistake 
has  been  made  in  counting  the  stamps 
during  the  last  three  years.  When  it  is 
considered  that  millions  are  counted  in  a 
day,  hundreds  of  millions  in  a  month  and 
billions  In  a  year  the  proficiency  of  the 
counters,  all  of  whom  are  women,  is 
readily  appreciated. 

"There  Is  another  fact  that  may  be 
of  Interest  to  those  who  are  not  advii-ed 
of  the  rules  governing  the  national  money 
factory  where  the  jioatage  stamps  are 
printed.  In  the  last  three  years  only  one 
sheet  of  stamp  paper  has  been  lost.  Four 
hundred  stamps  are  priiited  on  a  sheet, 
which  goes  through  the  hands  of  a  couple 
of  hundred  employes.  But  it  is  almost 
impo.isible  for  a  sheet  «f  paper  or  a 
single  stamp  to  be  Uist  or  mislaid.  Every 
scrap  must  be  accounted  for  ami  checked 
up  before   the   employes  leave  the  bulid-

"If  a  sheet  is  reported  missing  a  search 

Is  made  for  it.  If  it  is  not  found  the 
loss  must  be  made  good.  Sometimes  the 
foreman  of  the  room  in  which  the  sheet 
or  stamp  has  disappeared  pays  for  it  or 
a  collection  is  taken  up  among  the  em- 
ploves.  But,  as  stated,  the  losser.  are 
infrequent,  and  when  they  do  occur  they 
are  small,  only  one  in  the  last  three  years 
and   only   three  or   four  since  1898.  ' 

The  process  of  turning  out  a  postage 
stamp  is  similar  to  that  of  printing  a 
bank  note.  There  is.  however,  more  de- 
tail in  the  printing  of  the  stmap.  The 
engraving  re<iuires  as  much  skill  and  some

The  gumming  of  the  stamps  Is  one  of 
the  most  important  processes  It  is  done 
Ir  accordance  with  strictly  scientific  prin- 
ciples. The  room  in  which  the  process  is 
worked  out  Is  kept  as  nearly  as  po.sslble 
at  the  same  temperature  .summer  and 
winter.  This  is  accomplished  by  means 
of  steam  colls  in  winter  and  by  perhaps 
the  most  elaborate  system  of  ventilation 
in  the  United  States,  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  rooms  In  the  government  bureau 
of  standards.  ,    ,     , 

Exnertments  covering  a  period  of  years 
were  made  with  different  gums,  and  It 
was  a  long  time  before  the  chemists  were 
sucecssful.  They  finally  evolved  a  com- 
position which  fills  the  bill,  and  since  it 
has  been  used,  little  complaint  has  been 
heard  as  to  the  adhesive  quality  of  post- 
age stamps.  The  basic  constituent  of  this 
gum.  which  the  government  manufac- 
tures Is  cassava  starch.  It  contains  noth- 
ing that  is  deleterious  to  health,  and.  In 
fact  Is  pronounced  almost  "good  enough 
to  eat."  It  Is  manufactured  with  great 
care  and  cleanliness.     ,    .         ^,  . 

The  method  of  applymg  the  gum  to 
the  stamp  sheets  is  entirely  mechanical, 
except  In  the  coounting.  The  sheets  are 
fed  into  a  hopper,  where  they  pass  be- 
tween rollers,  the  lower  set  of  which  re- 
volve In  a  v^at  of  melted  gum,  This  vat 
is  dlrectlv  over  a  heater  which  Is  reg- 
ulated automatically  with  scientific  accu- 

"^^Over  these  gum  rollers  the  stamps  -pass 
on  a  continuous  chain,  which  carries  them 
through  wooden  compartments  heated  by 
hot  water  pipes.  When  the  sheets  emerge 
the  gum  Is  dry  and  they  are  ready  for  the 

*^*The*thlckness  of  the  coating  of  the  gum 
Is  a  matter  which  Is  also  determined  to  a 
nicetv  It  Is  regulated  with  regard  to  at- 
mospheric conditions  in  the  territory 
where  the  stamps  arc  to  be  placed  on  sale. 
For  example,  stamps  which  go  to  the 
humid  and  hot  climate  of  the  gulf  states 
are  so  gummed  as  to  prevent  them  from 
sticking  together.  A  different  gumming 
process  Is  emploved  for  the  stamps  sent  to 
the  dry  and  cold  Northern  latitudes 
When    the    stamp    sheets    are    prlntefl.

Everv  farmer  near  this  city  reports  that 
the  ai)ple  trees  are  loaded,  but  the  price 
so  low  that  one  could  not  make  wages 
In  picking  them  and  drawing  them  into 
the  city.  Out  of  the  huckster  wagons 
nice  selected  fall  apples  are  selling  for  30 
to  40  cents  a  bushel. 

For  a  load  of  cider  apples  the  farmers 
charge  10  to  50  cents,  which  will  make  two 
or  three  barrels  of  cider. 

There  are  thousands  and  thousands  of 
barrels  of  apples  rotting  on  the  ground,  as 
the  storms  of  last  week  blew  off  all  the 
Inferior  apples,  leaving  on  the  tree  only 
the  hardy,  perfect  apples,  which  cannot 
find  a  market.

SALT  LAKES 

In  Texas  Are  to  Be  Made 
Valuable. 

El  Paso,  Tex..  Oct.  7.— It  is  proposed  to 
utilize  the  great  salt  deposits  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  El  Paso  county,  and  a  com- 
pany is  to  be  formed  for  this  purpose  for 
T50,(.iOO  and  the  evaporation  process  fol- 
lowed. 

The  salt  lakes  have  long  been  known, 
and  part  of  the  land  still  belongs  to  the 
state  and  part  to  private  individuals.  For 
years  the  stockmen  in  the  adjoining  dis- 
tricts have  been  shipping  salt  from  the 
lake  for  their  cattle.  Along  the  shores 
of  the  water  great  deposits  of  salt  have 
accumulated,  and  this  is  gathered  up  and 
hauled  away  by  the  wagon  load.  No 
effort  ha.s  yet  been  niade  to  purify  it,  but 
cattle,  when  they  cannot  get  any  other, 
will  u.^  It,  and  .so  far  no  bad  effects  have 
followed. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  purify  this  salt 
according  to  the  usual  methods  and  place 
it  on  the  market.  To  collect  the  salt  vast 
shallow  tanks  will  be  constructed,  and 
when  the  water  evaporated  the  salt  can  be 
obtained  without  being  mixed  with  foreign 
ingredients.  It  is  stated  that  the  deposits 
are  of  imnunse  extent  and  far  superior  to 
those  so  successfully  worked  near  Colo- 
rado City.

Richard  Canfield. 

Havana,  Oct.  7.— Richard  A.  Canfield, 
Americas  foremost  gambler,  is  looking 
over  the  ground  at  Mariel,  thirty  miles 
from  here,  where,  it  is  said,  he  has  made 
arrangements  to  establish  a  great 
winter  resort  after  the  order  of  Monte 
Carlo.

THE  NEGRO'S  "BEST  FRIEND." 

A  correspondent  of  The  Herald,  a  former  resident 
of  Georgia,  whose  production  appeared  in  the  news  col- 
unuis  on  VVednesdai'  evening,  attempts  to  explain  the 
small  vote  recorded  in  Georgia  at  the  recent  state  elec- 
tion, by  pointing  to  an  editorial  in  the  Atlanta  Consti- 
tution. The  claim  is  made  in  this  editorial  that  the 
white  vote  of  the  state  is  overwhelmingly  Democratic 
and  that  the  real  contest  had  already  been  fonght  out  in 
the  primary  election,  which  occurred  earlier  in  the  sum- 
mer. Furthermore  it  is  asserted  that  the  negroes  dis- 
franchise themselves  by  faihirc  to  pay  their  poll  taxes. 

A  poor  excuse  is  better  tlian  no.e.  A  poll  tax  is  un- 
just. It  imposes  a  penalty  for  voting.  The  white  people 
of  Georgia  know  that,  and  they  impose  this  penalty  on 
purpi).-.c  to  prevent  the  negroes  from  voting,  because 
they  know  that  a  large  majority  of  them  cannot  pay  it. 
The  p<ill  tax  is  un-American.  It  is  in  effect  a  property 
qualification.  The  amount  is  small,  but  the  principle  is 
exactly  the  same  as  if  the  amount  was  large.  At- 
tempts have  been  made  to  collect  poll  tax  in  the  North. 
They  have  always  resulted  in  failure  and  have  been  al- 
most entirely  abatuloned.  The  injustice  of  a  poll  tax  is 
generally  recognized.  The  Georgian  maj'  say  thit  the 
law  applies  to  all  alike.  But  if  he  speaks  the  truth  he 
knows  that  it  is  intended  especially  to  prevent  negroes 
from  voting  and  that  in  effect  it  does  not  apply  to  all 
alike.  There  should  be  no  penaltj-  for  voting,  but  rather 
a  reward.     Georgia  exacts  a  penalty. 

The  correspondent  says  that  The  Herald  is  in  error 
on  the  race  question,  but  partly  excuses  it  on  the  ground 
♦hat  it  cannot  understand  the  question  from  a  distance. 

The  Herald  has  been  close  enough  to  Georgia  to  see 
how  the  city  of  Atlanta  treats  negro  prisoners  iti  its 
city  jail  and  to  know  that  that  treatment  is  a  disgrace  to 
civilization.  It  is  close  etiough  to  be  in  touch  with 
Georv^ia  sentiment  through  daily  perusal  of  some  of  its 
representative  newspapers  It  is  close  enough  to  the  ne- 
gro problem  to  note  the  results  of  Southern  repression 
and  injustice  on  some  of  the  colored  men  who  make 
their  way  to  the  North,  and  it  is  close  enough  to  the 
black  belt  to  foresee  that  the  time  is  soon  coming  when 
there  will  be  serious  trouble  for  the  entire  country  if 
Southern  white  men  do  not  change  their  tactics  in  deal- 
ing with  the  negro  race. 

We  are  often  boastfully  told  that  the  Southern  people 
are  the  true  friends  of  the  negro.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  point  to  one  particular  to  show  that  this  is  not  the 
tn!th.  During  1901,  South  Carolina  expended  $726,825 
for  the  education  of  183,6^0  white  children  and  only 
$21  r, 288  for  the  education  of  287,540  colored  children. 
The  educational  cost  of  each  white  child  was  $3.95 
against  74  cents  for  the  negro  child.  Really  their  edu- 
cational needs  are  greater  than  those  of  the  M-hite  child. 
Why  should  not  at  least  as  much  be  spent  on  them? 
The  school  expenditure  of  the  entire  South  for  the  past 
thirty  five  years  has  averaged  only  about  $2  a  year  for 
each  negro  child  of  school  age.  In  Massachusetts  it 
reciuircs  $25  per  year  to  educate  each  child,  and  the  ne- 
gro gets  exactly  the  same  advantage  as  the  white  child, 
a.«i  he   does  throughout  the   North. 

That  is  only  one  of  many  indictments  that  can  be 
brought  against  the  South.  But  it  is  the  strongest  one. 
^nd  it  is  the  only  one  that  is  necessary  to  prove  that 
the.  Southerners  arc  not  the  best  friends  of  the  negro. 

Furthermore,  there  arc  men  in  the  South,  in  prom- 
jnont  public  positions,  who  contend  that  even  this  small 
expenditure  for  negro  education  is  a  waste  of  monej-, 
and  advocate  the  abolishment  of  negro  schools.  And 
♦he  people  of  the  South  place  these  men  in  office  and 
keep  them  there. 

Tile  tfcrald  may  not  understand  the  race  question, 
1'Ut  it  thinks  it  understands,  and  that  is  sufficient  for  the 
present. 


witli  a  majority  of  his  colleagues,  principally  Republi- 
cans, as  the  bill  was  defeated.  In  his  speech  at  Minne- 
apolis recently-,  John  A.  Johnson  said:  "Swamp  Land 
drainage  is  a  business  proposition,  and  admits  of  no  ar- 
gument. It  is  good  policy  for  the  state  of  Minnesota 
to  convert  this  class  of  lands  into  farms  for  the  Minne- 
sota settler."  That  does  not  sound  as  though  (he  Demo- 
cratic candidate  is  opposed  to  drainage. 

Mr.  Dunn's  third  charge  is  that  Johnson  voted  against 
a  bill  to  prohibit  the  "desecration"  of  Decoration  day. 
This  bill  prohibited  sports  within  one-half  mile  of  any 
place  where  a  memorial  service  was  being  held.  In  this 
.Mr.  Johnson  voted  exactly  right.  This  is  one  of  those 
vicious  measures  that  interfere  with  the  personal  liberty 
of  the  individual.  It  is  in  line  with  the  law  in  Massachu- 
setts, which  prevents  a  magazine  from  publishing  a  pic- 
lure  of  the  stars  and  stripes  on  its  cover  and  which  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  the  flag  for  advertising.  Decoration 
day  is  not  "desecrated"  by  people  who  indulge  in  law- 
ful and  wholesome  sports.  If  some  people  do  not  care 
to  observe  Decoration  daj'  or  the  I•^Jurth  of  July  in  such 
manner  as  some  other  people  prefer  to  observcjt,  then 
they  should  not  be  compelled  to.  The  state  has  no  right 
♦o  compel  them  to.  By  attempting  to  do  so,  it  injures 
lather  than  pron-.otcs  a  feeling  of  reverence  for  the  day. 
Anything  that  is  right  and  lawful  on  one  day  ought  to  be 
equally  right  and  lawful  on  another.  Mr.  Johnson 
ought  not  to  lose  any  votes  on  account  of  his  position 
on  that  measure. 

It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  most  of  the  measures  voted 
against  by  Mr.  Johnson,  for  which  he  is  censured  by 
Mr.  Dunn,  were  defeated  by  a  Republican  legislature. 
This  is  true  as  to  the  bill  providing  for  the  publication 
dud  distribution  by  the  state  of  the  history,  organization 
;.nd  services  of  the  Minnesota  vohmteer  troops  in  the 
Spanish  war.  This  was  ccrtainl}'-  a  senseless  measure, 
and  was  no  doubt  originated  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
■permitting  somebody  to  get  his  hands  into  the  state 
treasury. 

In  common  with  the  majority  of  the  legislature,  Mr. 
Johnson  voted  for  the  sugar  bount}-  bill.  It  proved  to  be 
unconstitutional,  as  pointed  out  by  Governor  Lind,  who 
vetoed  it.  At  the  time  it  was  passed,  there  was  a  great 
hue  and  cry  as  to  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the 
farmers  of  this  state  as  a  result  of  this  bounty,  which  was 
necessary  in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  the  manufac- 
turers to  compete  with  the  tariff-protected  cane  sugar 
trust.  Bounties  are  indeed  wrong  in  principl,p,  but  any 
man  who  favors  the  present  high  tariff  ought  to  be 
.•'shamed  to  say  anything  against  bounties.  Mr.  Dunn 
supports  the  men  who  stand  pat  on  this  robber  tariff, 
which  gives  to  the  trust  manufacturers  bounties  greater 
than  were  ever  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Min- 
nesota  sugar  bounty  bill. 

Mr.  Dunn  in  opening  his  speech  claimed  credit  for 
himself  for  the  increase  in  state  revenues  from  taxation 
nnd  other  sources.  It  would  be  strange  if  these  revenues 
had  not  increased  and  it  will  be  strange  if  they  do  not 
increase  in  future,  because  of  the  growth  of  the  wealth 
of  the  state.  As  to  the  splendid  state  school  fund,  to 
which  Mr.  Dunn  points  with  great  pride,  it  may  be  said 
that  this  magnificent  fund  is  the  result  of  the  far-seeing 
wisdom  and  probity  of  better  and  abler  men  than  Mr. 
Dunn.  He  says  he  has  collected  more  money  for  timber 
trespass  than  was  ever  collected  before.  That  is  true. 
Yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  was  more  timber  steal- 
ing during  his  term  than  ever  before.  The  books  show 
that  he  should  have  collected  more  than  he  did;  they 
show  that  he  made  settlements  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  state  laws  and  they  show  that  he  never  brought  a 
single  criminal  case  against  one  of  these  persistent  tim- 
ber thieves. 


DUNN  ON  JOHNSON. 

Some  wcek.s  ago,  right  alter  J..ini  A.  Johnson  re- 
ceived the  Democratic  nomination  for  governor,  R.  C. 
Dunn,  the  Republican  nominee,  made  the  statement  that 
Mr.  Jidiuson  was  an  able,  honorable  man  and  that  if 
elected  would  make  an  excellent  governor.  .-Kt  that  time 
Mr.  ininn  had  an  idea  tliat  his  own  election  was  assured, 
so  he  could  afford  to  be  magnanimous.  But  he  appears 
to  have  changed  his  tunc.  In  a  speech  delivered  at 
Glcnwood  yesterday,  he  made  several  attacks  tipon  the 
official  record  of  the  Democratic  nominee,  and  the  piti- 
ful weakness  of  these  charges  and  their  utter  ineffective- 
ness as  campaign  a  gumcnts  are  an  indication  of  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Dunn  ^ow  finds  himself  in  desperate  straits 
and  is  really  afraid  of  his  own  defeat. 

His  first  charge  is  that  John  A.  Johtison  opposed  the 
i>oard  of  control,  v.-hich,  according  to  Mr.  Dunn's  show- 
ing, has  saved  the  state  a  considerable  amount  of  money. 
Mr.  Johnson  has  never  denied  that  he  opposed  this 
measure  and  admits  that  he  was  mistaken  in  opposing 
it.  He  now  says  that  the  board  of  control  has  com'e  to 
stay  and  if  he  is  elected  governor  he  will  give  the  board 
his  official  support  and  encouragement.  It  is  a  wise 
man  who  changes  his  mind  when  he  sees  that  he  has 
been  mistaken.  Mr.  Johnson's  opposition  to  the  board 
of  control  was  because  of  the  fact  that  he  believed  it 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  state 
and  its  institutions,  and  there  were  many  good  men  who 
stood  with  him  in  thn.t  position.  Mr.  Dunn  claims  for 
himself  all  the  credit  for  establishing  the  board  of  con- 
trol. There  were  others.  And  some  of  tl.em  were  ad- 
vocating the  board  of  control  idea  before  Mr.  Dunn  ever 
thought  of  it.  Among  its  other  virtues,  it  makes  an  ex- 
cellent political  machine  for  the  dominant  party,  and  this 
was  the  principal  reason  for  Mr.  Johnson's  opposition. 
■  Mr.  Dunn  charges  that  ^fr.  Johnson  opposes  state 
drainarr'^  because  he  voted  against  a  bill  thn.t  was  before 
fhc  lei^islaturc  in  1S99  providing  for  the  .'appointment  of 
»  dr.tinage  commission.  The  fact  is  that  a  man  may  be 
«,n  favor  of  state  drainage  and  yet  consistently  oppose 
pny  particular  measure  that  he  may  consider  inimical  to 
»h<*  state''?  welfare.     Mr.  Johnson  appears  to  h-Tve  agreed 


ROOSEVELT  VS.  ROOSEVELT. 

You  have  often  been  informed  by  Republican  organs, 
who  seek  to  justify  President  Roosevelt's  summary 
method  of  treating  Gen.  Miles  on  his  retirement,  that  the 
general  is  a  chronic  fault-finder  and  disturber.  Now 
that  Gen.  Miles  has  indicated  a  willingness  to  take  the 
stump  for  the  Democratic  candidates,  these  charges  are 
iterated  and  reiterated. 

Let  us  see  what  Mr.  Roosevelt  thought  of  Gen. 
Miles  in  1898,  when,  at  a  banquet  in  New  York  city,  he 
said,  as  quoted  by  W.  M.  Clements  in  "Roosevelt,  the 
American:" 

"All  honor  to  the  volunteer,  but  let  us  now,  in  time  of 
peace  remember  our  debt  to  the  men  of  the  regular 
army.  We  have  spoken  of  what  Gen.  Miles  did  in  the 
civil  war  when  Gen.  Grant  faced  Lee.  Now,  thank 
Heaven,  we  can  be  glad  and  proud  of  the  valor  of  the 
men  vvho  follovved  Grant  and  the  men  who  followed  Lee. 
Remember,  for  thirty-three  years  since  that  time  the 
soldiers  of  the  regular  army  have  uncomplainingly,  with- 
out expectation  of  praise  or  notice,  faced  discomfort, 
danger  and  death  warring  against  the  Indians  on  our 
frontier  and  reclaiming  a  new  country  from  the  waste. 
In  Gen.  Miles,  the  hero  of  the  civil  war,  do  not  forget 
Gen.  Miles,  tlie  hero  of  the  long  weary  campaigns  against 
the  Sioux,  the  Cheyennes  and  the  Blackfeet.  And  do  not 
forget  the  men  with  him  who  had  to  face  Arctic  cold, 
a  heat  worse  than  tropics,  hunger  and  thirst  and  the 
crudest  of  .foes  and  all  this  without  hope  of  reward 
ether  than  the  kn<')wlcdge  that  they  were  serving  the 
nation  and  upliolding  the  flag.  That's  the  regular  army; 
that's  the  sort  of  thing  they  have  been  doing  all  these 
years.  I  wish  that  you  could  realize  the  bravery,  devo- 
t'on,  and  endurance  of  pain  and  peril  of  the  American 
regular  officer  and  of  the  American  regular  soldier." 

It  would  seem  as  though  a  man  who  had  earned  such 
nn  encomium  as  to  his  courage  and  unfaltering  devotion 
to  his  country,  would  be  entitled  to  respectful  co:isider- 
ation  at  least,  when,  in  after  years,  as  head  of  the  United 
States  army,  he  saw  fit  to  make  recommendations  in  his 
official  capacity.  But  he  did  not  sanction  the  methods 
of  the  Republican  party  in  making  war  on  the  Filipinos. 
and  he  resisted  the  movement  to  build  up  a  nnlitary 
aristocracy.  Hence  he  at  once  came  under  the  ban  of 
President  Roosevelt's  displeasure  and  was  personally 
rebuked  by  the  president  on  account  of  his  telling  the 
truth  about  conditions  in  the  Philippines  in  a  report  of 
inspection,  and  was  in  such  disfavor  with  the  administra- 
tion that  he  was  treated  with  the  utmost  discourtesy. 

On  his  retirement  the  custom  of  reviewing  the  record 
of  services  was  departed  from  in  his  case  and  he  was  re- 
lieved from  active  service  in  the  following  curt  and  un- 
civil order: 

"By  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war,  the  retirement 
from  active  service  by  the  president.  .\ug.  8,  IQ03,  of 
Lieut. -Gen.  Nelson  .\.  Miles,  U.  S.  A.,  by  operation  of 
the  law,  under  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress,  ap- 
proved Jinie  3c,  1903,  is  announced.  Lieut.-Gen.  Miles 
v:\\l  proceed  to  his  home.  The  travel  enjoined  is  neces- 
sary for  the  public  service. 

"By  order  of  the  secretary  of  war, 

"H.  C.  CORBIN, 
"Adjutant-General." 

Once  the  hero  of  the  civil  war;  later  rebuked  for  elt- 
pressing  an  honest  opinion.  That  is  President  Roose- 
velt's record  concerning  Gen.  Miles.  Is  it  not  reasonable 
that  the  general  should  tl-.ink  some  other  man  better  fit- 
ted for  the  exalted  position  of  president?

SPEAKER  CANNOIV 

AS  A  DANGER. 


New  York  World:  Here  and  there  a  Re- 
publican organ  or  orator  insists  that  the 
gold  standard  Is  not.  as  Judge  Parker 
says,  "firmly  and  irrevocably  fixed."  If 
they  really  believe  this  they  should  make 
every  effort  to  defeat  the  reelection  to 
congress  of  Joseph  C.  Cannon,  speaker 
of  the  house. 

Mr.  Cannon  Is  now  a  supporter  of  the 
gold  standard,  but  In  the  past  and  for 
many  years  he  wixs  one  of  the  most  ex- 
treme of  the  free-silver  men  In  congress. 
He  voted  for  the  Bland-Allison  free  coin- 
age bill  in  1877,  .and  boasted  of  it  in  a 
speech  in  the  house  the  next  year,  say- 
ing: 

"I  am  satisfied  it  would  be  wise  legisla- 
tion not  only  to  allow  free  coinage  but 
also  to  allow  the  holders  of  silver  bullion 
to  deposit  the  same  in  the  treasury  and 
receive  from  tlie  government  of  the  I'nlt- 
ed States  coin  notes,  dollar  for  dollar, 
upon  the  basis  of  the  weight  and  fine- 
ness of  the  dollar  of  412Vi  grains  of  sil- 
ver, and  make  such  notes  receivable  for 
all    government   dues." 

Mr.  Bryan  never  went  further  than  this. 
A  year  later.  In  1879,  when  many  silver 
Republicans  had  begun  to  learn  wisdum, 
Mr.  Cannon  said  in  the  house: 

"Silver  is  Just  as  much  the  money  of 
the  Constitution  as  gold,  and  should  have 
just  the  same  treatment  In  every  respect 
as  gold." 

Mr.  Cannon  voted  to  pass  over  the  veto 
of  a  Republican  president  a  bill  providing 
for  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  "TnaKlng 
the  cheap  dollar  a  full  legal  tender  and 
giving  to  the  owners  of  the  bullion  .ill 
the  profits  of  coinage.  He  voted  for  the 
Sherman  compulsory  silver  purchase  act, 
which  brought  the  country  to  the  very 
edge  of  a  silver  basis  and  was  the  most 
active  cause  of  the  panic  of  1893. 

Is  this  a  fit  man  to  send  back  to  con- 

fress  to  safeguard  the  gold  standard? 
uppose  there  should  come  a  recurrence 
of  hard  times  and  with  them  a  renewal 
of  the  popular  clamor  for  "more  money" 
and  "cheaper  money."  Is  there  anything 
In  "Joe"  Cannon's  character  or  career 
to  indicate  that  he  would  not  yield  to  it, 
as  he  did  before? 

The  speaker  of  the  house  holds  an  office 
second  only  to  that  of  the  president  in 
power.  He  appoints  the  committees.  He 
holds  the  tiller  for  the  "steering  com- 
mittee." He  can  even  shape  the  cour.se 
of  debate.  The  gold  standard  Republicans 
owe  It  to  their  party  and  to  the  country 
to  defeat  Mr.  Cannon.

Tlie  same  argument  applies  to  all  pub- 
lic Utilities  and  even  extends  to  the  pri- 
vate industries  of  the  country,  if  aided 
bv  the  government,  a  few  men  control  the 
production  and  .sale  of  any  commodity.  If 
they  can  fix  the  price  at  which  the  pro- 
ducer must  sell  as  well  as  the  i)rlce  at 
which  the  consumer  must  buy.  why  can 
not  the  government,  or  all  the  people, 
control  such  industry  for  the  public  wel- 
fare? Is  the  coal  In  the  earth  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  people,  or  for  the  espe- 
cial glory  and  exaltation  of  a  few  men? 
Is  anv  great  natural  resource  to  be  divert- 
ed from  the  benefit  of  all  to  the  privilege 
of  a  few? 

The  trust  magnates  may  depend  upon  it 
that  the  conditions  rife  in  America  are 
not  lost  upon  the  great  masst\s.  Tempor- 
arily these  vast  coml)inalloiis  may  flourish 
because  of  the  clashing  interests  of  those 
who  are  fleeced,  hut  the  time  must  come, 
it  is  inevitable,  when  the  plundered  many 
will  square  accounts  with  the  prlvilt^ged 
few.

If  the  assertions  of  the  Austro-Hun- 
gary  consul.  A.  G.  Vieth,  of  Milwaukee, 
"Wis.,  are  to  be  depended  on  as  correct, 
Frank  .Skelez,  the  alleged  murdere  of 
Joseph  Pavelka.  who  lied  to  Austria 
and  cannot  be  reached  by  the  author- 
ities of  this  country,  may  be  punished 
by  his  own  government. 

Maks  Sever,  of  this  city,  who  is 
prominent  among  the  people  of  Aus- 
trian nationality  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  recently  sent  clippings  of  the 
Duluth  papers  containing  the  stories 
of  the  case  to  Consul  Veith,  and  the 
latter  has  written  Mr.  Sever  to  say 
that  while  the  United  States  author- 
ities cannot  secure  Skerlez's  return  to 
this  country  to-  stand  trial,  Mr.  Veith 
is  willing  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
his  home  government,  and  the  latter 
will  pro.^^ecute  Skerlez  if  the  proper 
evidence  is  furnished. 

Mr.  Veith  shows  his  interest  in  the 
matter  by  asking  for  Skerlez's  address 


and  the  address  of  the  county  attorney 
of  this  county.  He  also  asks  Mr.  Sever 
to  lake  the  matter  up  with  County  At- 
torney McClintock,  to  have  all  the  evi- 
dence, depositions  and  photographs,  if 
pos.sible.  forwarded  to  him,  to  be  in 
turn  sent  on  to  the  Austrian  govern- 
ment.

You  can't  beat  the 
average  of  chances;  and  it  al'.vays 
favors  the  man  who  runs  the  game. 

"Of  course,  in  pcker  the  hou.so  wins, 
who   ever  loses. 

"Now,  I  ask  you  again,  why  should 
I  be  crooked?  I  can  be  honest  and  still 
make  money.  It  may  seem  queer  to 
hear  a  gambler  talking  about  honesty 
and  the  ethics  of  gambling:  but  if  it 
does,  it  only  shows  how  little  you  know- 
about  gambling^. 

"Your  articles  not  only  hurts  my  pro- 
fessional pride,  but  it  also  hurts  my 
future  chances,  I'm  done  in  this  town.

A  wholesale  ma.^sacre  to  aim  at  the 
destruction  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
ground  squirrels  is  in  contemplation  by 
the  farmers  in  the  region  lying  betwei;'n 
the  city  and  Uedondo,  says  the  Los  An- 
geles  "i'imes. 

The  s<iuirrels  dangerously  infest  the 
country    this    season.      It    Is    said    that    so

I "  One  of  the  prominent  farmers  in  tiie 
bav  lands  about  Gardena  says  that  he 
estimates  that  he  loses  the  entire  crop 
from  one  acre  cut  of  every  ten  by  the 
Inroads   of   th«>  s<iuirrels. 

At  the  horticultural  commission  yester- 
day It  was  stated  that  if  this  man's  cal- 
culations are  correct  he  is  an  unusually 
hickv  farmer.  An  Instance  is  on  the  rec- 
ord "there  of  a  farmer  lolng  his  entire 
ord  there  of  a  farmer  losing  his  entire 
Long   Beach. 

The  farmers  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  they  are  wasting  their  efforts 
trving  to  struggle  w-ith  the  pest  alone; 
that  the  only  remc-<ly  Is  in  all  getting  to- 
gether  and   "slauglitering   thvm. 

Manv  plans  have  been  tried  to  get  rid 
of  them.  At  one  time  the  county  offerefl 
a  bountv  on  .s(|uirrel  hides.  It  would 
have  bankrupted  the  treasury.  They 
liave  tried  shf)oting  tliem.  rs«less.  Pol- 
son  Is  tried  with  some  success.  Carrots 
are  tilled  with  strychnine  and  covered 
with  mud  to  remove  the  smell  of  human 
hand.s. 

The  plan  that  Is  propo.<;ed  for  the  mas- 
sacre is  to  asphyxiate  the  whole  tribe  in 
one  grand  gas  smell. 

The  idea  is  advocated  by  the  horticul- 
tural commissioners.  Bi-sulphlde  of  c  ir- 
hon  Is  to  be  placed  on  cotton  balls  and 
forced  down  the  squirrel  holes,  all  holes 
Ir  the  squirrel  colony  ha\lng  been 
stopped  up  previously.  The  gas.  formed 
bv  ignition  is  heavier  than  tir  and  de^- 
cend.«  into  the  holes.  All  the  inhabiUints 
are   soon   suffoeated. 

It  is  said  the  gophers  will,  at  the  first 
smell  of  the  gas,  hurrietlly  throw  up  a 
dam  of  earth  clear  across  the  hole  and 
thus  shut  oft  the  flumes;  but  squirrels 
perish. 

As  showing  the  number  that  can  be 
reached  at  q.  single  Ignition,  a  Long 
Beach  farmer  rec'ently  tried  drowning 
them  out.  Pouring  water  Into  the  colony 
nineteen  squirrels  came  up  and  were 
kllleil  and  many  more  probably  were 
drowned   In   the   depths   of   the  hole.

Furnace   Company    Has 

Fixtures  Coming  to 

Improve  Service. 


Manager  Andrews  of  the  Zenith  Fur- 
nace company  appeared  before  the 
board  of  water  and  light  commission- 
ers, yesterday  afternoon,  at  their  invi- 
tation, to  explain  why  at  limited  times 
the  gas  furnished  the  city  has  been  of 
a  poor  quality. 

Since  the  furnace  company  has  been 
supplying  the  city  with  gas  on  its  con- 
tract, it  has  been  claimed  that  the  gas 
was  of  a  richer  <iuality  in  general  than 
that  previously  furnished  wlien  the  de- 
partment was  manufacturing  it,  but 
there  have  been  occurrences,  though 
few  and  far  between,  when  the  quality 
fell  far  below  what  was  expected.  The 
kicks  which  have  come  to  the  water 
and  light  department  have  been  on  the 
basis  of  the  limited  portions  of  time 
that  the  gas  was  not  of  the  best  qual- 
ity. 

Mr.  Andrews  explained  to  the  board 
the  conditions  existing  with  the  instal- 
lation of  the  new  plant,  and  the  steps 
that  are  being  taken  to  correct  all  de- 
fects as  fast  as  poi^sible.  His  explana- 
tion of  the  varj-ing  quality  of  the  gas, 
and  the  remedy  for  it,  was  about  as 
follows: 

"The  gas  Is  'cooked'  out  of  the  coal 
in  thirty  of  the  coke  ovens  of  the  fur- 
nace company.  Ten  of  these  ovens  are 
continually  discharging  gas  into  the 
city  mains  wjien  it  is  of  its  richest 
quality,  for  there  are  periods  in  the 
cooking  out  process  when  the  gas  is 
what  is  termed  richer  than  at  other 
times.  Whenever  a  point  has  been 
reached  where  the  gas  begins  to  be  of 
a  poorer  or  a  thinner  quality,  the  oven 
is  cut  out  and  another  one  is  cut  In, 
thus  keeping  up  the  (low,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  of  the  richest  gas.  Tlie  other 
twenty  ovens  manufacture  right  along 
gas  that  is  consumed  by  the  furnace 
company. 

This  work  of  cutting  out  one  oven 
and  cutting  in  anotlier  oven,  so  as  to 
keep  the  flow  of  the  richer  gas  as  near- 
ly eqtiable  as  possible  has  been  and  is 
now  done  entirely  by  hand,  that  is,  an 
employe  has  that  work  to  look  after. 
Mr.  Andrews  explained  that,  as  a  re- 
sult, even  though  the  employe  might 
be  skilled  in  the  kind  of  work  he  is  to 
perform,  there  are  times  when  an  oven 
IS  not  cut  out  just  at  the  right  moment 
and  the  thinner  gas  gets  into  the  pipes, 
causing  the  trouble  of  which  the  con- 
sumers complain.  This,  he  said,  might 
happen  rarerly,  but  that  so  long  as 
the  method  is  employed,  the  occasional 
lapse  of  the  richer  gas  could  be  ex- 
pected, for  the  man  in  charge  would 
hardly  be  apt  to  notice  any  trouble 
when  the  ovens  were  working  all  right, 
and  when  he  did  get  caught  with  thin- 
ntr  gas  discharging  into  the  pipes,  he 
could  not  remedy  it  instantly. 

The  company  has  taken  steps,  however, 
to  avoid  this  variance  of  the  gas  quality  ' 
in  the  future  by  means  of  automatic  cut-  I 
offs  which   win  be  attached  to   the  ov»  ns  1 
as  soon  as  they  arrive,  the  order  h;ving 
already  been  placed  for  them.     By  means 
of  the  proposed  arrangements  the  shutliiig  j 
off  of  the  gas  supply  into  the  pipes  from  ! 
one   oven   or  set  of  ovens  and  the  open- 
ing into  the  pipes  of  another  oven  will  be 
done  automatically  and  none  of  the  thin- 
ner gas  will  thus  have  an  opportunity  of 
getting   into   the   .Tianis. 

With  a  large  gas  tan'.t  at  the  furnace 
plant  In  which  the  ga.<os  discharged  could 
be  mixed  before  going  into  the  mains  all 
the  trouble  of  \arying  quality  of  gas 
would  be  overcome,  but  such  a  tank. 
It  Is  claimed,  would  cost  a  great  deal  of 
money. 

The  big  reservoir  belonging  to  the  water 
and  light  department  on  Garfield  avenue 
is  now  used  as  a  sort  of  reoCi\c  storage 
of  gas.  It  is  figured  that  of  the  total 
amount  of  pas  consumed  comes  to  the 
conusmer  direct  from  the  furnaces,  while 
not  more  than  SO.ikki  feot  comes  out  of 
the  big  reservoir,  daily. 

The  reason  for  this,  it  is  explained,  is 
because  the  gas  follows  the  iinc  of  least 
pressure  and  only  a  imall  p.irt  of  It. 
through  the  day  goes  down  tne  Garfield 
avenue  main  to  the  big  tank,  or  stand- 
pipe.  Between  the  hours  of  5  and  7  o  clock 
in  the  afternoon  when  the  gas  consump- 
tion is  the  heavie.!t  over  the  city,  gas 
is  supplied  both  from  the  furnace  direct 
and  from  the  Garfield  avenue  tank,  the 
reserve  supply  thus  making  up  for  the 
larger  consumption.  Then.  too.  when  tho 
consumption  is  not  so  heavy  as  to  draw- 
heavily  on  lh«-  furnaees.  the  supply  from 
that  quarter  Is  reduced  and  the  reserve 
supply  in  the  big  tank  is  drawn  on.

In  fact,  many  of  my  custom- 
ers prefer  eau  de  cologne  to  any  other 
spirit. 

"Once  it  gets  a  hold,  the  habit  is  dif- 
ficult to  shake  off.  You  would  be  sur- 
prised at  the  number  of  young  men  who 
take  a  'liqueur  of  cologne'  before  going 
out    for   tlie  evening. 

"Unfortunately  many  people  who  are 
subject  to  the  drink  habit,  and  from 
whom  all  wines  and  spirits  arc  kept  by 
the  doctor's  orders,  surreptitiously  pro- 
cure large  quantities  of  tlie  scent  and 
drink  it. 

"Medical  men  are  always  on  the  look- 
out for  the  smell  of  'cologne.'  if  they 
suspect  the  patient  of  suffering  from  al- 
coholic poisoning. 

"It  is  difficult  to  check  the  habit,  as 
eau  de  cologne   is   so   easy  to  procure.

"There  is  no  spirit  sold  that  equals 
the  alcoholic  strength  of  'cologne.'  Whis- 
key and  brandy  only  contain  about  5u  per 
cent  to  CO  per  cent  of  alcohol,  whereas 
'cologne'  has  no  less  than  90  per  cent.  If 
It  is  reduced  w-lth  water,  it  has  much 
the  same  appearance  as  absitnhe."

■ays  the  new  physical  culture  faddist, 
and  In  obedience  to  his  behest  thousands 
of  women  are  struggling  to  throw  a  ball 
after  the  fashion  of  the  sterner  sex.  It 
has  always  been  a  matter  of  consider- 
able chagrin  to  the  feminine  world  that  It 
could  not  toss  a  ball  like  a  man,  and  in 
games  In  which  it  Is  necessary  to  play 
with  a  ball  there  has  existed  a  secret 
longing  to  make  that  little  refractory 
sphere  rise  in  the  air  as  though  it  has 
been  shot  from  a  masculine  hand.  A 
very  few  women  learned  to  throw  a  ball 
man-fashion  In  their  Tom  Boy  days,  but 
these  can  be  counted  upon  the  fingers 
of  one  hand  in  each  crowd  of  players, 
whether  they  are  devotees  of  tennis,  golf, 
handball  or  squash. 

"When  the  girl  of  the  day  has  a  chance 
to  practice  ballplaying  out  in  the  open, 
•he  goes  at  it  with  much  vim,  but  she 
Is  supplementing  these  outdoor  lessons, 
under  the  tutelage  of  some  other  girl's 
big  brother,  by  feebler  but  effective  at- 
tempts at  throwing  a  ball  Indoors.  For 
this  purpose  she  chooses  a  harmless 
sphere  of  rubber  and  she  takes  the  hour 
Just  before  her  morning  tub  to  go 
through  the  motion  necessary  to  get  the 
proper  mannish  swing.  The  advantage  of 
this  little  physical  culture  exercise  is 
that  It  gives  her  grace  of  movement, 
lltheness,  quickness,  and,  as  the  girl  of 
the  period  Insists  upon  being  ambidex- 
trous,   she    develops   a   pretty   curve    in 


both  her  shoulders,  gives  an  added 
breadth  to  her  back  and  acquires  a  won- 
derful amount  of  strength  In  her  usually 
delicate  wrists.  Faddists  on  the  subject 
declare  that  15  minutes'  practice  with  a 
ball  the  first  thing  in  the  morning  will 
do  quite  as  much  for  the  feminine  figure 
as  fencing  will,  and  It  has  long  been 
generally  conceded  that  there  Is  no  bet- 
ter exercise  than  that  with  foils  for 
gaining  grace,  suppleness,  quickness  and 
health.  It  requires  so  much  special  para- 
phernalia and  space  to  be  able  to  fence, 
and  then  this  exercise  Is  seldom  recom- 
mended for  an  anti-breakfast  one. 
whereas  ballplaying  can  be  tried  imme- 
diately upon  getting  out  of  bed. 

Only  a  man  can  give  the  first  lesson 
In  ball-throwing  with  success,  unless  the 
Instructor  happens  to  be  a  woman  who 
has  learned  the  secret  of  that  position 
of  the  arm  and  body  which  at  once  pro- 
claim the  man  when  she  was  In  pina- 
fores and  plg-tnils.  It  Is  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  get  a  woman  to  lift  the  ball  up 
and  out  as  a  man  does,  and  even  after 
she  succeeds  In  getting  the  proper  posi- 
tion she  follows  with  a  weak  throw.  In 
a  little  while,  however,  strength  comes, 
but  the  essential  point  is  the  position. 


First  there  is  the  upper  throw,  then  the 
under  and,  hardest  of  all,  the  straight- 
away. It  la  amazing,  as  well  as  amus- 
ing, how  much  interest  women  are  tak- 
ing in  this  manly  sport,  and  how  eager- 
ly they  work  to  get  the  motion  that  at 
once  qualifies  them  for  a  nine,  if  they 
had  any  desire  to  really  play  ball.  It 
must  not  be  imagined  that  the  women 
who  are  learning  to  handle  a  ball  with 
the  skill  of  the  opposite  sex  have  any  de- 
sire to  show  off  on  a  diamond  or  are  any 
more  mannish  than  their  most  devoted 
admirers  would  like  to  see  them.  The 
idea  doesn't  go  beyond  gaining  grace, 
beauty,  strength  and  expcrtness  that 
will  stand  them  In  good  stead  in  all  sorts 
of  wholesome  outdoor  games.  A  woman 
who  can  toss  a  ball  like  a  man  will  use 
her  driver  to  far  better  advantage  than 
If  she  could  throw  only  In  the  weak  femi- 
nine way,  and  In  tennis  the  advantage 
Is  even  greater. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  those  who 
handle  the  tennis  racquet  with  the  best 
results  have  a  decidedly  mannish  method 
of  tossing  balls.  And  many  a  game  haa 
been  won  Just  for  this  very  reason. 

The  main  point  about  the  new  physical 
culture   fad   Is   its  simplicity,   ease   and 


adaptability  to  the  early  morning  exer- 
cise.    Most     women     have     a     distaste 
for  going  through   movements   that  ap- 
parently mean   nothing  to   them,    but   If 
they  have  a  ball  in  their  hands  and  can 
throw   it   In   the   various   ways   possible, 
and    at   some   given   point,    the   spirit   of 
contest   is  aroused,   and   they  go  at   the 
exercise    with    twice    as    much    vim    and 
energy   as    they    would    put    Into   dumb- 
bell   or    Indian    club    exercises.    Strong, 
broad  shoulders  and  wrists  that  are  firm 
as  steel,  though  neither  thick  nor  mas- 
culine In  appearance,  appeal  to  the  femin- 
ine mind  far  more  than  do  a  set  of  ex- 
ercises  that    are    unattractive    in    them- 
selves,  and   seem   to   have   no   beneficial 
results  whatsoever.    Women  want  their 
medicine  put  up  In  the  most  attractive 
forms  possible,  and  for  this  reason  those 
physical   culturists   are   most   successful 
who  find  a  novel  peg  upon  which  to  hang 
their  mantles  of  good  health.

Most  remarkable  are  some  of  the  fea- 
tures of  different  kinds  of  trees,  and  ec- 
centric vegetation  is  confined  to  no 
tropic  or  zone  or  country,  but  can  be 
met  with  the  world  over.  Thus  in  Mada- 
gascar is  to  be  found  a  tree  known 
there  as  the  "traveler's  tree"  because  of 
its  beneficent  quality  of  providing  a  sup- 
ply of  pure,  fresh  water  on  demand  to 
the  weary  and  thrlsty  wayfarer  In  that 
far-off  land.  This  useful  tree  has  the 
appearance  of  a  huge  fan  with  a  rather 
unwieldly  handle.  The  body  of  the  tree 
rises  some  30  feet,  at  which  height 
leaves  radiate  from  opposite  sides  of  the 
stem.  Those  leaves  are  eight  feet  long 
and  stand  on  a  leaf  stalk  six  feet  In 
length,  and  there  are  from  20  to  84  of 
these  leaves  on  a  single  stem,  spread- 
ing out  like  an  open  fan.  In  the  dry 
season,  when  all  seems  arid  and  parched, 
the  traveler  or  domiciled  native  has  but 
to  pierce  one  of  these  trees  Just  at  th» 
point  where  the  fanlike  crest  has  its  be- 
ginning, and  out  will  fliow  copious  pure, 
fresh  water,  and  as  cool  as  if  It  It  had 
been  raised  in  the  "old  oaken  bucket" 
from  the  depths  of  a  well. 

Radium   and    Beat. 

To  what  extent  radium  Is  responsible 
for  the  heat  of  the  earth  is  one  of  the 
philosophical  questions  now  Interesting: 
scientists.  Professor  Rutherford,  before 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institu- 
tion of  London,  said  that  he  believed 
the  amount  of  radium  present  and  uni- 
formly distributed  throughout  the  earth 
to  be  sufficient  to  account  for  all  the 
heat  lost  from  that  body.  In  this  event, 
the  cooling  of  the  earth,  so  that  ulti- 
mately it  will  become  uninhabitable,  aa 
was  calculated  by  Lord  Kelvin,  will  »** 
postponed,  and  a  few  million  more  years 
will  be  afforded  for  the  various  forms  of 
animal  life.  Such  a  possibility  was  doubt- 
less anticipated  by  Lord-JCelvIn  himself, 
for  In  his  calculations  he  Inserted  "pro- 
vided no  new  form  of  heat  Is  difeoov- 
ered.'*  This  Is  now  held  to  exist  In  the 
I  minute  quantities  of  radium  which 
;  are  widely  and  universally  distributed 
I  over  th<?  earth,  and  which  may  account 
I  for  the  gradual  Increase  of  temperature 
as  the  interior  of  the  earth  Is  ap- 
i  proached. 


Foreign  Ideas  In  Fashionable  Costumes. 


For  a  driving  coat  a  member  of  the 
•mart  set  has  introduced  one  of  the  most 
striking  and  original  garments  seen  dur- 
ing the  season.  It  Is  a  loose  Chinese 
coat  of  silk,  trimmed  with  embroidery, 
and  was  worn  by  Mrs.  Norman  White- 
house  at  one  of  the  country-  horse  shows. 
The  coat  covered  a  linen  summer  frock 
to  within  about  10  Inches  of  the  bottom 
of  the  skirt.  The  material  was  a  thm 
brocaded  silk  such  as  orientals  use  for 
their  ceremonious  apparel.  The  dull  blue 
tone  was  relieved  by  wide  bands  of  fine 
Chinese  embroidery.  In  which  blue  pre- 
dominated. This  handwork  edged  the 
wide  flowing  sleeves,  formed  a  circular 
flat  band  around  the  neck  and  extended 
down  the  left  side  of  the  front,  where 
the  coat  fastened  with  regular  loops  and 
buttons  made  of  silk  cord,  Chinese  fash- 
Ion. 

The  charm  of  this  garment  lay  in  Its 
orisinallty  and  the  fact  that  It  was  a 
genuine  Chinese  coat,  and  not  something 
built  over  here  after  the  style  of  an  ori- 
ental coat. 

Many  women  are  using  these  richly 
embroidered  coats  of  various  lengths  for 
matinees  and  peignoirs.  The  sliort  coats 
that  come  to  the  curve  of  the  hips  are 
dainty  and  convenient  for  morning  wear, 
and  are  much  prettier  than  the  short 
kimonos,  for  the  lines  are  better  adapted 
to  the  abbreviated  length  and  to  the 
feminine  figure.  Often  these  garments 
are  Americanized  by  the  use  of  lace  ruf- 
fles to  edged  sleeves  and  front,  but  U 
Is  needless  to  say  that  such  a  trimming 
spoils  the  effect  of  the  coat  entirely  and 


[  makes  a  woman  look  ludicrous  In  It.  It 
she  must  have  flufflness  let  her  choose 
an  up-to-date  lounging  coat  and  leave 
these  handsome  and  quaint  affairs  a» 
they  are. 

Dainty   silk   petticoats   are    worn    with 

these  fancy  negligees  and  a  bit  of  lace 

frilling  or  chiffon  ruffling  does  not  spoil 

their  charm. 

The    feminine    world,    which    was    1m- 

i  pressed  with  the  oddity  and  attractive- 
ness of  the  Chinese  driving  coat,  are 
now  wondering  If  those  oriental  wadded 
affairs  will  be  seen  during  the  autumn 
and  winter.  Their  commodiousness  and 
comfort  would  be  a  strong  recommenda- 
tion In  fclr  fnvnr.  at  any  rate,  but 
their  bulk  might  not  appeal  to  the 
woman  who  has  a  pride  In  the  triraness 
of  her  figure. 

Coats  and  lap-robes  to  match  are  one 
of  the  latest  fads  of  the  horsewoman. 
For  early  fall  she  will  wear  a  long 
driving  coat  of  thin  silk  and  have  a 
square  of  the  same  material  neatly 
tucked  over  her  knees.  When  the 
weather  grows  colder  cloth  will  take 
the  place  of  the  silk  and  the  long  loose- 
fitting  tailor  garment,  with  its  laprobe 
to  match,  as  well  as  gloves,  veil  and 
hat  all  of  the  same  shade  will  give 
the  youthful  whip  a  very  smart  appear- 
ance. Sometimes  these  laprobcs  are 
decorated  with  a  modest  monograni 
made  of  the  cloth  cut  out  In  the  proper 
design  and  stitched  flat.  It  is  considered 
much  better  form  not  to  have  any  con- 
si-ifuous  ornamentation. 
White    sets    consisting    of    plain    toi>- 


coat  and  laprobe  are  quite  the  swcllest 
of  all  and  are  liked  for  cold  days  quite 
as  well  as  for  any  other  time.  The 
cloth  Is  of  a  heavy  quality,  so  that  H 
provides  sufficient  warmth.  Before  chill 
autumn  realiy  sets  in,  however,  the  fash- 
ionable woman  who  drives  Is  wearmg 
very  coarse  and  heavy  linen  crash  coats, 
with  a  lap  covering  to  match.  These 
are  sometimes  bound  around  the  edge 
with  a  broad-stltched  hem  or  linen 
tape.  Nothing  fancy  mars  the  trlmness 
of  the  getup. 

Waterproof  fabrics  that  have  sufficient 
warmth  to  make  them  suitable  for  this 
purpose  are  made  up  Into  coats  and 
robes  for  showy  drives.  It  Is  not  a  bad 
Idea  to  provide  oneself  with  such  an  out- 
fit to  keep  on  hand,  for  there  are  al- 
ways times  when  such  protection  against 
rain  is  needed  In  country  driving. 

Whatever  the  color  chosen  for  coat 
and  robe  it  must  be  matched  by  the  reel 
of  the  apparel.  Not  a  single  note  la 
permitted  to  clash  with  the  color  sym- 
phony. Women  with  reddish-brown  hair 
are  partiitl  to  a  cloth  of  the  same  rare 
shade,  and  blonde-haired  beauties  like 
all  white  or  fox-brown,  which  Is  a 
stunning  color  for  liglit  hair  and  fair 
skins. 

Still  another  utilization  of  foreign  cos- 
tume Ideas  is  the  adoption  of  a  veil 
that  conceals  the  lower  part  of  the  face, 
leaving  the  eyes  and  forehead  exposed. 
This  has  been  Introduced  within  the 
last  few  days  at  Newport,  and  Is  already 
In  high  favor  among  the  tennis  and  goif 
players,  who  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  a  thick  coat  of  tan  and  sun- 
burn Is  not  as  desirable  aa  It  was  con- 
sidered to  be  last  summer.  Heavy  chif- 
fon veils  now  stand  between  beauty  and 
a  ruined  complexion. 

A  wide  veil  Is  brought  straight  around 
the  face,  with  Its  upper  edge  commg 
Just  below  the  eyes  and  the  lower  falls 
loosely  on  the  chest  and  shoulders.  At 
the  back  the  veil  Is  caught  below  the 
batbrlm  with  a  fancy  pin.  Aa  the  hair 
is  worn  In  a  low,  flat  braid  by  most 
young  women  now,  it  Is  an  easy  matter 
to  secure  the  veil  at  the  back  without 
any  difficulty.  This  one  fastening  aiif- 
flces,  but  the  upper  edge  must  be  taut 
to  keep  the  veil  from  slipping  down. 
While  the  unconflned  lower  part  admits 
a  certain  amount  of  air,  It  la  by  no 
means  an  easy  matter  to  get  all  the  air 
one  needs  when  playing  a  violent  game, 
such  as  tennis.  This  la  the  one  objec- 
tion to  the  new  complexion  guard.  A 
broad-brimmed  aallor  hat  la  uaually 
worn  during  the  game,  ao  that  while 
the  forehead  la  exposed  It  escapee  the 
direct  rays  of  the  sun  by  reaaon  of  the 
shade  caat  by  the  brim.

Of   late   there   —-.s   been   a   noticeable 
tendency  among  the  smart  set  to  veil 


their  faces  completely  when  enjoying 
these  outdoor  sports.  There  Is  such  an 
unusual  change  -rom  the  careless  disre- 
gard for  the  effects  of  the  sun's  raya 
that  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  the 
cause  of  the  change.  Evidently  the 
beautiful  women  of  the  day  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  coat  of  rich 
tan  is  not  wholly  desirable.  It  looks 
rather  odd.  to  say  the  least,  to  see  a 
vigorous  game  of  tennis  or  golf  being 
played  by  heavily  veiled  women.  Those 
who  go  In  for  systematic  face  protec- 
tion choose  .lutomobile  veils  that  en- 
tirely cover  the  face,  but  are  fastened 
loosely  around  the  throat.  There  la  no 
chance  for  air  to  get  In.  except  through 
the  meshes,  for  flowing  veils  might  not 
be  a  perfect  protection  against  the  bug- 
bear tan. 

One  of  the  prettiest  no  ^ns  for  mak- 
ing a  separate  blouse  of  white  material 
is  to  have  for  a  foundation  either  moua- 
seline  de  sole  or  Brussels  net.  and  to 
sew  upon  this  row  upon  row  of  Inch- 
wide  Valenciennes  lace  slightly  fulled. 
so  that  the  blouse  la  a  masa  of  tiny 
ruffles.  In  some  CdSea  such  a  garment 
has  been  even  more  beautified  by  set- 
Ing  the  flat  edging  upon  a  narrow  In- 
sertion, and  then  rufflilng  the  whole 
ever  so  slightly.  If  these  rows  of  lace 
are  made  full,  the  blouse  looks  bunchy 
and  lacka  grace. 

One  young  woman  la  apendlng  her 
summer  mornings- that  la,  a  email  por- 
tion of  them— fashioning  a  winter  din- 
ner dress  In  this  way.  The  blouae  la 
aolld  ruffles  upon  the  finest  of  white 
net.  and  the  demltralned  akirt  haa  a 
very  deep  and  Irregularly  ahaped  flounce 
entirely  overlaid  Tvlth  tiny  frills.  Thla 
aklrt  flounce  Is  circular,  and  the  nar- 
row edgings  of  lace  are  put  on  almost 
without  fulness,  so  that  the  circular 
and  flat  effect  la  retained.  Wide  bands 
of   lace  Insertion  to  match   the  narrow 


edging  are  utilized  for  vertical  bands  to 
cover  the  gorea  of  the  skirt,  and  then 
the  skirt  la  brought  Into  the  belt  with 
very  email  gathers  that  simulate  a 
yoke. 

With  this  gown  1.^  to  be  worn  a  rib- 
bon sash  that  will  have  no  small  share 
In  the  success  of  the  creation.  Ribbon 
about  five  Inches  wide  has  been  chosen- 
white  in  this  case— yet  the  wearer  la 
arranging  for  several  sashes  of  various 
colors  to  give  a  change  occasionally. 
Seven  or  eight  yards  are  required,  and 
the  first  step  in  making  Is  to  shape  a 
girdle  with  shlrrlngs  in  front  and  at 
the  back,  well  boned  and  well  fitted, 
and  havmg  a  deeper  point  in  front  than 
at  the  back.  The  closing  at  the  back  la 
concealed  under  a  twin  of  ribbon,  and 
then  from  this  point  there  depends  two 
strips  of  the  ribbon,  which  have  been 
lalu  in  the  smallest  vertical  plaits,  ao 
that  the  strips  are  acarcely  more  than 
an  Inch  and  a  half  wide.  These  are  al- 
moat  a  foot  In  lengt...  and  then  from 
the  lower  end  they  suddenly  spread  out 
Into  loops  of  the  rr.4oneven  longer  than 
the  length  of  the  plaited  strips.  From 
under  these  loops  fall  two  enda  of  the 
ribbon,  one  very  short,  perhaps  not 
more  than  four  laches  long,  and  the 
other  flowing  out  almost  to  the  bottom 
of  the  skirt.  Where  the  plaited  strip 
of  ribbon  emerges  Into  a  wide  loop 
there  la  a  twisted  knot  of  the  ribbon  to 
hide  the  sudden  change. 

A  nimble-fingered  woman  can  fashion 
several     of     theae     aashes      with     very 
trifling  expense  and  the  happiest  result, 
for    there    la    something    about    the    ar- 
rangement   of    the   ribbon    In    this    way 
that   la    eminently    becoming    to   almost 
all    flgurea,    and    eapeclally    to    slender 
ones.    The  pointed  ahape   of   the   girdle 
glvea  pretty  Unea  to  the  waist,  and  then 
the  Blender  beginning  of  the  sash,  with 
j  a  sudden  widening,  accentuate  the  sllra- 
nesa  of  the  belt. 
Soft  ribbons  are  more  effective   when 
i  made  after  this  model,  but  already  fancy 
affairs  are  being  seen. 


with  the  orange  stick,  around  which  a 
bit  of  cotton  has  been  twisted  and  then 
dipped  In  peroxide  of  hydrogen.  It  la 
possible  to  get  the  cuticle  down  to  a 
smooth,  even  rim  without  a  break  by 
the  use  of  the  cotton  and  orange  stick, 
whereas  the  use  of  a  steel  Instrument 
almost  invariably  spoils  the  outline  of 
the  nail,  and  not  Infrequently  makes  the 
skin  sore  and  tender.  With  the  stick 
the  skin  is  gently  pushed  back  until  the 
white  moons  show  distinctly.  Peroxide 
is  excellent  for  getting  rid  of  any  loose 
bits  of  skin  and  it  keeps  the  finger  tips 
in  a  good  and  thoroughly  purified  state. 
Next  a  good  cold  cream  is  applied  to 
the  edges  of  the  skin  and  the  tops  of 
the  nails.     A  cream  without  perfume  Is 


far  better  than  a  scented  one.  for  the 
reason  that  the  alcohol  In  the  perfume 
dries  and  cracks  the  nails.  When  the 
cream  has  had  time  to  soften  the  skin 
j  sufficiently  the  fingers  should  be  wash- 
ed with  warm  water  and  soap,  and  after 
being  dried  a  little  polishing  powder 
should  be  laid  on  each  nail  and  then  a 
buffer  used  with  firmness  and  quickness 
until  the  nails  take  on  a  pretty  polish. 
It  Is  not  considered  good  form  to  wear 
a  very  high  polish,  and  for  that  reason 
It  Is  better  to  polish  the  nails  oftener, 
but  less  vigorously,  than  was  once  con- 
sidered correct.  If  the  nails  lack  that 
pinkish  tint  which  Is  so  pretty  and  de- 
sirable, then  a  pink  cold  cream  will  ink- 
part  a  good  color  to  the  nails. 


Manicuring  Without  Instruments. 


There  Is  a  decided  trend  toward  a  less 
vigorous  use  of  Instruments  In  the  art 
of  manicuring  nowadays.  Until  recently 
the  professional  manicure  was  supplied 
with  a  whole  kit  of  tools  which  sne 
deemed  it  necessary  to  use  In  order  to 
give  a  good  treatment  to  the  nails  of 
the  fashionable  woipen.  .  Now,  however, 
the  art  has  developed  Into  such  a  slmpie 
one  that  It  Is  comparatively  easy  lO 
manicure  oneself.

Scissors  should  not  be  used,  as  they  are 
apt  to  hurt  the  fingers  or  make  the  enus 
uneven.  When  the  corners  are  nicely 
ahaped  and  no  rough  edges  are  left  the 
fingers  ahould  be  well  soaked  In  warm 
water  to  loosen  up  the  cuticle  around 
the  nail  and  make  It  easier  to  handle.

Occasionally  may  be  noted  a 
regular  lifting  up  and  setting  down  of  tne 
fore  feet,  one  leg  after  another,  with  al- 
most rhythmic  motion.  The  antennaa 
also  have  a  gentle,  quivering,  apparently 
involuntary  movement.  almost  like 
breathing."  The  .soundness  of  slumber 
was  fre<iuetly  proved  by  applying  the 
feather  end  of  a  quill.  The  feather-tip 
is  lightly  drawn  along  the  back,  strok- 
ing "with  the  fur."  There  is  no  motion. 
Again  and  again  this  action  is  repeated, 
the  stroke  being  made  generally  heavier.

Kharkoff.  Russia,  Oct.  S.— A  touching 
scene  was  witnessed  here  when  Gen. 
Dragomiroff.  former  governor  general  of 
Kieff,  bid  farewell  today  to  the  famous 
Fourteenth  division,  which  he  led 
across  the  Danube  at  the  time  of  the 
Russo-Turkish  war.

New  York,  Oct.  8.— George  Heath,  an 
American,  driving  a  foreign  machine 
and  representing  the  automobile  club 
of  France  today  won  the  William  1'.. 
Vanderbilt,  Jr.,  cup  in  the  300  miie 
road  race  held  on  Long  Island  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Automobile  club  of 
America.  He  won  by  the  narrow  mar- 
gin of  one  minute  and  twenty-eight 
seconds.  The  contest  cost  one  life  and 
at  least  four  persons  were  injured,  none 
of  them,  however,  fatally.  The  fatal 
accident  occurred  to  the  car  of  George 
Arents,  Jr.,  a  wealthy  New  Yorker,  and 
the  man  killed  was  Rarl  Menzel,  his 
machinist.  Arents'  car  was  No.  5  and 
he  was  driving  at  a  tremendous  speed 
when  just  as  he  approached  a  sharo 
curve  on  the  Hempstead  road,  a  front 
tire  slipped  and  the  great  sixty  hoi>:e 
power  machine  went  over.  Both  Arents 
and  Menzel  were  hurled  with  iremonu- 
ous  force  to  the  roadway.  Both  were 
picked  up  unconscious  and  hurried  to  a 
hospital,-  where  Menzel  died  in  a  short 
while.  Mr.  Arents  injuries  are  said 
not  to  be  of  a  serious  character.  All 
of  those  injured  were  connected  In 
some  way  with  the  race  most  of  them 
being  helpers.

Bursted  tires,  broken  parts  of  mach- 
inery and  other  mechanical  derange-  ' 
ments  were  the  causes  for  the  most  of 
the  dropping  out.  Gabriel,  the  noted 
French  driver  who  was  looked  upon 
as  a  likely  winner,  was  well  in  the  lead 
in  the  first  three  laps,  but  he  was  gra- 
dually overhauled  and  passed  and  jn 
the  seventh  lap  when  he  broke  a 
crank  shaft  he  dropped  out  of  the  race. 
When  there  were  but  two  rounds  lc;t 
of  the  ten  required  to  finish  the  300 
miles  it  was  evident  that  the  contest 
lay  between  Heath  and  Albert  Clem- 
ent, who  also  drove  an  imported  car, 
and  represented  the  Automobile  club 
of  France.  Clement  finished  second  and 
H.  H.  Lyttle,  driving  an  American  car 
was  third.  His  car  was  of  but  iweiily- 
four  horse  power  while  Heath  dr^jve 
a  ninety  horse  power  car  and  Clem- 
ents an  eighty. 

Heath,  the  winner,  covered  the  300 
miles  In  five  hours,  26  minutes,  45  sec- 
onds; and  Clements,  the  second  man, 
in  5  hours  28  minutes  and  3  setonds. 
Clement  entered  a  protest  agamst 
Heath  being  declared  winner  on  the 
ground  that  his  time  had  not  been 
taken  according  to  the  conuititns 
which  were  to  govern  the  race.  After 
the  protest  had  been  received  the  de- 
cision ddaring  Heath  the  winner,  Wc", 
withdrawn.  A  final  decision  will  be 
reached  later  in  the  day. 

New  York,  Oct.  8.— Promptly  at  6 
o'clock  this  morning  the  first  car  shot 
away  from  W"estbury,  Long  Island,  in 
the  300-mile  automobile  race  for  the 
Vanderbilt  cup.  The  racers  started 
as  follows:

Thomas  and  W.  G.  Brokaw  wore  out 
of  the  race  before  the  end  of  the  fourth 
lap.  the  first  from  broken  springs  and 
the  second  becau.se  of  a  shattered  axle. 
Although  many  miles  behind  some  of 
the  cars  the  real  leader  in  the  race  up 
to  the  end  of  the  third  lap  was  iY\(^ 
imported  car  No.  15,  driven  by  Tesie. 
Starting  twenty-six  minutes  after  hte 
fii'st  car  got  away 
culed  the  cour.se  at 
The  first  three  laps 
covered    in    2.">.4S. 

Alfred  G.  Vanderbilt's  car.  No. 
which  was  unable  to  start  with 
others  because  of  a  slight  accident, 
repaired  and  sent  away  more  than 
hours  late.

No  Opponents  Yet  To  Republican  Leg- 
islative Nominees  In  This  County* 

Simon  Qark  Denies  Being  Promised  Reappointment  As 

Surveyor  General  of  Logs — Heatwole's  Turn-down 

By  Dunn  Continues  To  Qeate  Talk, 


Up  to  this  time  there  have  been  no 
interesting  develapments  in  the  legis- 
lative campaign  in  the  Forty-ninth, 
Fiftieth  and  Fifty-Hrst  districts,  and  li 
Icoks  very  much  as  though  there  would 
have  to  be  considerable  hustling  done 
if  any  opposition  is  to  develop.  No 
one  has  been  named  to  take  up  the 
contest  against  the  Republican  nom- 
inees,   -who   had    no   opposition    in    the 

filing  nor  up  to  now.  although  theri 
lias  been  continued  discussion  of  this 
feature  of  possibilities. 

The  Evening  Herald  is  accused  by 
th«  I-<abur  World  with  having  killtd 
an  independent  legislative  ticket  In  th-i 
FifUetii.  This  is  considered  to  be  th-i 
district  In  which  there  is  mure  pos.?- 
ibility  of  doing  good  independent  wur,c 
than  any  other,  and  W.  E.  McEweii. 
editor  of  the  L^ibor  World  and  Demo- 
cratic alderman  from  the  Eighth  ward, 
was  one  of  the  candi-lates  .spoken  of 
in  connection  with  possible  independ- 
ence. It  was  stated  by  The  Herald 
that,  according  to  its  information,  Mr. 
McEwen.  if  he  were  to  run,  would  bo 
for  Moses  E.  Clapp  for  United  States 
senator. 

The  mention  in  the  Labor  World 
does  not  give  the  name  of  the  candidate 
or  candidates  to  whom  it  has  reference, 
nor  does  it  deny  that  such  a  pledge 
■would  be  given,  but  delicately  circum- 
locutes  as  folluvvs: 

'"The  Evening  Herald  has  practic- 
ally killed  any  attempt  of  landing  an 
independent  legislative  ticket  in  the 
field  this  fall.  It  stated  in  a  lecen'. 
issue  that  one  of  the  candidates  who 
was  being  urged  to  run  had  pledged 
himi?elf  to  the  candidacy  of  Moses  E. 
Clapp  for  re-election  to  the  United 
States  senate.  While  there  would  be 
little  harm  In  a  pledge  of  this  kind  in 
a  Republican  district,  it  would  be  very 
Impolitic." 

Why  The  Herald  should  be  accused 
of  killing  pro.'jpects  of  the  oppositian 
does  not  appear  from  the  World's 
statements,  but  it  is  more  likely  that 
the  editor  ha.s  sized  up  the  situation 
and  finds  it  practically  impossible  to 
run  on  account  of  the  intervention  o£ 
provisions  ot   the  election   laws. 

In  order  for  a  candidate  for  the 
legislature  to  file  by  petition,  he  must 
have  signers  to  the  number  of  one- 
tenth  of  those  who  voted  in  the  dis- 
trict at  the  preceeding  general  election. 
Not  only  that  but  all  the  signers  must 
be  people  who  did  not  vote  at  the 
primaries  and  they  must  sign  the  peti- 
tion before  a  notary  public. 

In  the  Fiftieth  there  were  about 
3050  votes  cast  at  the  last  general 
election  and  at  the  primaries  about 
2400.  This  would  make  it  necessary 
to  get  more  than  ,300  voters  names  on 
the  petition  and  these  300  would  have 
to  be  sought  from  among  the  6*X»  odd 
who  did  not  vote  at  the  primaries. 
To  get  out  the  election  rolls,  compare 
them,  determine  the  people  who  did 
not  vote  at  the  last  primaries  who  did 
vote  at  the  preceding  general  election 
and  hunt  up  half  of  them  would  in- 
volve no  small  amount  of  time,  labor 
and  expense,  and  the  work  would  all 
have  to  be  done  prior  to  the  ISlh  of  thi-s 
month,  which  is  the  limit  of  time  set 
by  law  in  which  an  independent  can- 
didate may  declare  himself  legally  and 

get  Into  the  fight.

In  the  Forty-ninth  there  Is  little 
chance,  If  any.  of  any  opposition  to  the 
present  candidates.  Patrick  E.  Dowl- 
ing.  the  Eveleth  Star  editor,  and 
Joseph  Saarl,  the  Sparta  aspirant. 
Both  these  gentlemen  being  from  the 
range,  and  the  candidate.s  in  the  Fif- 
tieth being  from  the  city,  is  supposed 
to  be  a  condition  which  precludes  a 
protty  fight  which  might  have  ensued 
If  there  had  been  a  city  candidate 
named  for  either  place  in  the  Forty- 
ntnfh.  The  reason  is  that  the  range 
is  rather  displea.=ed  over  the  defeat  of 
Dr.  Welrick,  the  Hibbing  candidate  for 
coroner,  and  it  is  believed  would  have 
resented  this  by  a  hot  fight  in  the 
Forty-ninth,  if  boih  its  legii=lative  can- 
didates had  not  been  nominated.

New  York,  Oct.  8.— "I  suffered  more 
hardships  on  my  trip  around  the 
world,  which  I  am  just  compleli^g, 
than  I  did  In  the  West  while  cam- 
paigning with  my  husband  against  the 
Indians,"  said  Mrs.  Elizabeth  R.  Cus- 
ter, widow  of  General  Custer,  who  was 
killed  in  the  Little  Big  Horn  mas- 
sacre, as  she  left  the  North  German 
Lloyd  steamship  Bremen.

Congo  Cruellies. 

Bosltn,  Oct.  8.— King  Leopold  of  Bel- 
glum  was  assailed  for  his  policy  as  sove- 
reign of  the  Congo  Free  State  at  a  public 
meeting  held  yesterday  afternoon  in  con- 
nection with  the  sessions  of  the  Inter- 
national Peace  congress. 

The  attack  upon  King  Leopold  was 
made  by  E.  T.  Morell,  of  England,  who 
represented  the  Congo  Reform  associa- 
tion. Mr.  Morell  charged  that  the  king 
was  personally  responsible  in  a  large  rnea- 
sure  for  cruelties  practiced  on  the  natives 
of  the  Congo  Free  State  in  the  terrihc 
endeavors  of  monopolistic  commercial  or- 
ganizations to  obtain  from  the  country 
all  the  Ivory  and  rubber  possible. 

The  king  was  defended  by  George  Her- 
bert Head,  of  Cambridge.  England,  who 
submitted  that  King  Leopold  had  done  all 
possible  to  stop  the  cruelties  practiced. 

The  government  policy  in  the  Congo 
also  was  bitterly  denounced  by  Rev. 
William  Morrison,  for  seven  years  a  mis- 
sionary in  the  Congo  land. 

A  second  public  meeting  yesterday  af- 
ternoon was  held  in  the  old  South  meeting 
house  to  consider  the  progress  of  the 
peace  movement  in  Europe,  with  ad- 
dresses by  prominent  foreign  delegates.

The  bonds  of  the  Duluth  school  district 
brought  a  premium  of  over,  $1000.  together 
with  an  allowance  for  the'  accrued  Inter- 
est, In  spite  of  the  unfavorable  condition 
I  of  the  bond  market.  Bids  for  the  issue 
i  of  $100,000  of  4  iMjr  cent  school  district 
iwnds  were  opened  at  the  meeting  of  the 
board  of  education  last  evening,  and  of 
the  six  bi^s  submitted  only  one  was  for 
less  than  par,  and  three  offered  premiums. 
W.  J.  Hayes.  &  Son.  of  Cleveland,  sub- 
mitted a  bid  tyf  par,  plus  the  accrued  in- 
terest on  the  bonds  and  a  premium  of 
$t5t5.  Then  fearing  that  the  premium 
offered  would  not  be  sufficient  to  secure 
the    bonds,     thev    telegraphed    that     they

WHY  INSURANCE  IS  HIGH. 

The  main  trouble  with  the  insurance  business 
as  at  present  conducted  is  that  there  are  altogether 
too  many  men  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  get- 
ting an  easy  living  out  of  it;  in  other  words,  get- 
ting something  for  nothing.  Insurance  rates,  in- 
stead of  being  based  on  the  average  of  losses,  plus 
the  actual  necesary  cost  of  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness, arc  ba*ed  upon  actual  losses,  plus  imnginary 
losses  that  might  occur,  plus  a  large  interest  on 
the  original  capital  invested,  plus  excessive  com- 
missions, plus  a  lot  of  fancy  salaries  paid  to  men 
occupyit\g  soft  snaps,  whose  principal  business  is 
to  look  wise  and  raise  rates — to  advance  rates 
when  there  is  a  reason,  and  to  advance  rates  when 
there  is  no  reason.  The  temptation  for  private 
profit  is  so  strong  that  rates  must  always  be  un- 
reasonably high  and  tiien  some. 

It  is  not  Duluth's  lack  of  fire  protection,  but 
the  desire  of  individuals  for  bigger  salaries  and 
bigger  profits  that  led  to  the  recent  advance  in  in- 
surance rates  in  the  business  district.  The  attempt 
to  make  this  district  pay  for  the  lack  of  a  supple- 
mentary system  for  West  Duluth  shows  the 
reasonableness  of  one  portion  of  the  raise,  and  is  a 
fair  indication  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  remain- 
der of  it. 

After  all  they  say  in  their  efforts  to  make  black 
appear  white,  the  fact  remains  that  during  a  period 
of  ten  years  in  Duluth,  the  losses  by  fire  were  only 
27  per  cent  of  the  insurance  premiums  paid.  In 
other  words  for  every  dollar  that  Duluth  business 
men  paid  for  insurance  in  ten  years,  they  got  back 
27  cents.  That  would  seem  to  be  a  reasonable 
margin  of  profit. 

Furthermore,  during  1903  the  amount  paid  for 
insurance  in  Duluth  exceeded  the  loss  by  $400,988, 
while  in  the  three  larger  cities  of  Minner-ota,  the 
premiums  paid  during  last  year  exceeded  the  losses 
by   nearly  $2,000.000 — to  be   exact,   $1,923,328. 

That  is  considerable  of  a  drain  from  the  state 
of  Minnesota  to  pay  losses  in  other  parts  of  the 
world  and  to  fatten  the  pocketbooks  of  men  hold- 
ing soft  snaps,  who  make  a  pretense  of  earning 
big  salaries  by  looking  wise  and  raising  rates. 

The  insurance  business  is  but  another  splendid 
illustration  of  trust  rule.  And  trusts  are  always 
unreasonable.  The  only  effective  remedy  is  for  the 
state  to  break  the  monopoly  by  providing  insur- 
ance itself  at  actual  cost,  with  the  inordinate  desire 
for  private  profit  eliminated  from  the  computation 
of  rates.

2  ;  an  everlasting  struggle  for  the  people  of  Duluth  to 
raise  sufficient  money  to  keep  up  their  schools  and 
other  public  expenses. 

It  is  certainly  unjust.  If  the  state  of  Minnesota 
insists  on  absolving  the  railroads  from  all  local 
taxation  it  should  at  least  return  enough  of  the 
gross  earnings  tax  to  the  different  municipalities 
where  the  railroad  property  is  located,  to  pay  its 
share  of  fire  protection,  police  protection  and 
street  improvements,  if  nothing  more.  What  will 
the  local  candidates  for  the  legislature  do  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter  if  they  are  sent  to  the  state 
capital  to  represent  the  people? 

The  fathers  of  the  republic  made  a  great  fight 
against  the  principle  of  taxation  without  represen- 
tation. In  Minnesota  today  the  order  ip  reversed, 
and  while  the  railroads  usually  get  the  represen- 
tative, the  people  pay  all  the  local  taxation.  This 
[s  not  the  fault  of  the  railroads,  of  course.  It  is 
the  fault  of  the  lawmakers.  This  matter  should 
be  brought  home  to  them  forcibly,  and  the  people 
should  insist  that  they  do  something  at  once  to 
right  these  wrongs.  The  state  already  has  more 
money  ban  it  knows  what  to  do  with  legitimately, 
\vhich  is  an  incentive  to  wasteful  and  unwise  ex- 
penditures, while  the  municipalities  are  cramped 
for  funds  to  meet  the  cost  of  imperative  necessities.

A  MATTER  OF  ECONOMY. 

County  Treasurer  Whipple  called  attention  to 
a  plain  case  of  false  economy  in  an  interview  pub- 
lished yesterday.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the 
treasurer  to  call  attention  to  the  last  day  of  pay- 
ment of  taxes  by  advertising  the  matter  in  the 
newspapers  several  days  in  advance,  Thia  practice 
has  been  very  effective.  It  was  a  practical  way  of 
impressing  the  mind  of  the  taxpayer  with  the  im- 
portance of  getting  his  taxes  paid  in  time  to  escape 
penalties.  Many  a  taxpayer,  who  might  otherwise 
forget  or  neglect  the  matter,  was  prompted  to  get 
his  taxes  paid  on  time.  The  results  were  very  sat- 
isfactory all  around.  The  cost  to  the  county  was 
small  and  much  money  was  saved  to  taxpayers, 
while  the  different  public  treasuries  were  more 
promptly  replenished. 

But  the  state  public  examiner  could  find  no 
warrant  in  law  for  this  expenditure,  and  so  forbade 
it.  The  examiner  was  probably  correct  in  his  rul- 
ing. But  the  legislature  should  see  to  it  that  pro- 
vision is  made  for  such  expenditure  in  future.  As 
Treasurer  Whipple  points  out,  the  cost  is  many 
limes  repaid  through  the  savings  effected  both  by 
the  county  and  by  individual  taxpayers. 

The  lesson  conveyed  in  this  interview  should 
not  be  lost  upon  the  business  man.  Advertising  al- 
ways pays  if  it  is  properly  and  intelligently  done. 


NEW  IDEA  OF  CREATION. 

The  Rev.  Nelson  H.  Barbour,  of  Rochester,  N. 
Y.,  has  devised  an  apparently  new  theory  as  to  the 
creation  of  man  in  an  effort  to  make  the  facts  devel- 
oped by  science  accord  with  the  history  found  in 
the  Bible.  The  reverend  gentleman's  production 
IS  published  elsewhere  in  this  issue  and  will  be 
found  very  interesting. 

His  idea,  in  brief,  is  that  the  prc-.\.damite  man 
was  nothing  more  than  an  animal  without  any  soul 
whatever;  that  Adam  was  the  first  man  to  bt  cre- 
ated in  the  image  of  God  with  a  soul  or  spirit; 
that  the  Adam  race  degenerated  through  crossing 
with  the  animal  race  of  mankind,  and  this  consti- 
tuted the  "fall"  spoken  of  in  the  Bible;  that  the 
process  of  degeneration  continued  until  the  com- 
mg  of  Christ;  that  with  the  advent  of  Christ  the 
process  of  regeneration  began  and  will  constantly 
go  forward  to  the  end  of  time. 

This  is  a  very  ingenious  theory.  But  it  is  illogi- 
cal in  many  respects.  Furthermore,  whether  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously.  Rev.  Barbour  is  guilty 
of  plagiarism,  at  least  in  part.  He  has  simply 
amplified  on  a  theory  originated,  as  far  as  The 
Herald  is  aware,  by  R.  S.  Grogan,  a  Duluth  man, 
who  published  in  1903,  a  little  book  entitled  "The 
Science  of  Figures,  as  Gleaned  From  the  W^ord 
and  Introduction  to  Systematic  Bible  Study."

primary  principle  and  yet  just  at  a  time  when  the 
people  are  demanding  extension  of  the  direct  nom- 
ination system  to  all  offices  in  the  state,  Mr.  Dunn 
records  his  opposition  to  the  popular  desire.

TAXATION. 

In  a  recent  letter  on  school  matters  and 
finances  bj'  Director  Washburn  of  the  Duluth 
board  of  education,  was  furnished  some  valuabk 
information  on  school  funds  and  taxation.  He 
shows  that  while  the  demand  for  more  school 
room  is  increasing  and  insistent,  the  board  has 
alreidy  experienced  a  shortage  of  funds,  and  the 
outlook  is  not  bright  for  the  future  unless  the  rat-^ 
of  taxation  for  school  purposes  is  incrcpsed. 

This  is  a  matter  that  should  receive  the  serious 
consideration  of  Duluth  citizens.  The  limit  of 
taxation  allowed  by  law  for  general  support  is  8 
mills  on  the  dollar,  and  this  would  seem  to  be  al- 
most enough.  And  yet  it  will  not  provide  suffi- 
cient money  in  future  for  the  proper  maintenance 
of  the  schools.  As  Director  Washburn  says,  the 
pay  of  teachers,  which  has  already  been  raised, 
should  be  raised  more,  while  the  necessity  of  more 
high  schools  and  manual  training  schools  is  plain- 
ly apparent  and  imperative. 

It  would  seem,  in  view  of  these  circumstances, 
the  proper  place  to  go  for  relief  is  to  the  state 
treasury.  Enormous  sums  of  money  are  being 
piled  up  there  for  a  school  tuhd  for  future  genera- 
tions. That  is  perfectly  proper,  but  The  HeraKI 
does  not  believe  that  in  ordei  to  add  to  that  great 
store  of  wealth,  the  children  of  today  should  be  de- 
prived of  proper  educational  facilities,  or  that  this

"Freak  animals."  said  the  manager  of 
a  circus  sideshow,  to  the  Chicago  Chron- 
icle, "are  r.arer  than  freak  human  beings.

Among  them  are  paralytics, 
cripples,  deformed  persons,  people  af- 
flieted  with  frightful  diseases  of  the  skin, 
with  consumption  and  with  palsy.  From 
all  parts  of  France  they  come  in  trains 
run  for  their  especial  benefit— these  being 
known  as   'blue  trains."   "white  trains," 


Bernadettes  fate  is  well  known.  At  first 
shunned  and  reviled,  then  almost  wor- 
shiped, she  finally  was  practically  forced 
into  a  nunnery,  where  she  died  wlien 
slightly  over  *>.  The  story  encircled  the 
world,  and  immediately  thousands  of  suf- 
ferers were  eager  to  start  for  Lourdes.

The 
scene*  of  the  ■•miracles."  however,  is  of 
course  the  famous  grotto,  with  its  statue 
of  the  Virgin,  its  banks  upon  banks  of 
crutches  discarded  by  cripples  who  had 
no  further  use  for  them,  its  baths  and  Its 
miraculous  spring.  Here  occur  some  of 
the  most  extraordinary  and  pathetic 
scenes  to  be  found  in  the  world.  Before 
the  entrance  to  the  grotto  are  rows  of 
benches,  and  these  are  crowded  with  crip- 
ples, with  the  deformed  and  with  folk 
in  bandages,  all  telling  their  beads  and 
praving  to  be  cured.

If  the  predictions  which  are  now  be 
ing  ni.ide  of  a  partial   failure  of     the  1 
potato  crop  in  this  country  prove  true, 
Lliere   will  be  a  scarcity   of   the   tubei-s  ■ 
this  winter,  and  the  prices  are  apt  to 
soar  above   the  high  mark  established 
last  winter. 

Reports  have  been  coming  Into  the 
city  from  various  potato  districls 
where  large  quantities  are  shipped  to 
the  market  claiming  that  the  crop  has 
been  hit  hard  this  year  by  a  rot  that 
affects  the  center  of  the  potato. 

Liocal   produce  dealers   have   received 
much   complaint   from    their   customers 
of  rotten  centers,  that  they  are  curtail-  | 
iiig  their  orders  to  the  outside  markets 
and   are   scouring   Northern   Minnesota  i 
for  their  supply.  | 

The  potato  rot,  however,  has  struck' 
near  home  also,  for  a  Carlton  county  ! 
man.  who  resides  in  a  district  where  i 
the  potato  crop  was  an  immense  one 
this  year,  says  that  some  of  the  pro-  I 
duoers  are  figuring  on  losing  half  their 
crop  because  of  the  rot  in  the  center. 

Inquiry  has  been  made  among  som^i 
of  the  St.  Louis  county  farmers  who 
raise  large  amounts  of  potatoes,  and 
who  are  now  just  beginning  to  harvest 
them.  Thus  far  the  inquiry  has  de- 
veloped no  instance  where  the  potato 
rot  is  apparent,  and  the  farmers  in  this 
section  are  hoping  that  they  have 
escaped  entirely. 

S.  F.  Snively,  who  owns  the  big  Riv- 
erside farm  in  Colbyville,  says  that  he 
lias  raised  a  large  crop  of  potatoes  this 
year,  and  thus  far  has  discovered  no 
evidences  of  rot.  Mr.  Snively  says 
that  the  potato  crop  on  new  ground  In 
this  district  has  not  been  as  good  this 
year  as  last,  probably  because  of  the 
late  spring  and  the  frost  which  hung 
to  the  ground  until  well  along  tovvanl 
summer.  He  predicts  that  the  .St. 
Louis  county  potato  crop,  while  it  will 
be  of  a  fair  quality,  will  fall  below  last 
season's  average   for   quantity.  | 

The  rot  in  the  center  of  the  potato  is 
claimed  to  be  due  to  too  rapid  growth,  | 
a    hollow    or    space    being    left    in    the 
center  of  the  tuber  which  is  susceptible 
to  decay.

REFUSES  TO 
SIGN  ORDER 


At  3  o'clock  Monday  afternoon  there 
will  be  a  meeting  at  the  Com- 
mercial club  by  the  jobbers  and 
other  business       men       of       Duluth 

to  take  action  toward  securing  represen- 
tation from  this  city  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  congress  which  is  to  meet  in 
St.  Louis  Oct.  23.  The  aim  of  this  con- 
gress is  particularly  to  secure  for  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  more 
power  than  it  has  now,  through  the  med- 
ium of  tlie  Quarles-Cooper  IjilT. 

As  it  is  now  the  interstate  commerce 
commis.sion  has  merely  power  to  recom- 
mend, and  the  purpose  of  the  bill  men- 
tioned, which  was  introduced  into  the  last 
.senate  by  Senator  guarles  and  Congre.s8- 
man  Cooper,  iMith  of  Wisconsin,  is  to  em- 
power the  commission  with  more  discre- 
tion than  that  body  now  possesses. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  congress  is 
composed  of  about  350  members.  The 
members  are  presidents  of  as  many  com- 
mercial bodies  throughout  the  United 
States,  which  are  interested  in  public  af- 
fairs and  progress.  It  is  the  desire  of  a 
number  of  the  local  jobbers,  particularly 
those  who  have  felt  tluit  railroads  have 
shown  discrimination  toward  them,  to 
lend  such  power  as  they  may  to  the 
interstate  commerce  commislon,  which 
deals   particularly,   with    the   railroads. 

An  instance  of  this  is  furnished  by  the 
recent  investigation  instituted  by  the 
Knudsen-Gerguson  company  against  the 
Pere  Marquette  road,  in  which  the  road 
was  charged  with  extortionate  rates  in 
the  matter  of  refrigeration,  and  the  in- 
terstate commerce  decided  in  favor  of  the 
local  firm,  but  its  recommendations  were 
not    with    any    furthed    power. 


WOMEN  ARE  BARRED. 


Comptroller  Declares  Con- 
tract For  Tar  Macadam 
Plant  Is  Illegal. 

On  the  ground  that  the  original  con- 
tract did  not  state  from  what  fund  the 
appropriation  for  the  tar  macadam 
mixing  plant  should  be  paid.  City 
Comptroller  McCormick  has  refused  to 
audit  the  order  for  $8250  in  payment 
for  the  tar  macadam  mixing  plant, 
and  has  referred  the  matter  to  City 
Attorney  Fesler  for  an   opinion. 

The  comptroller  claims  that  the  con- 
tract   would    be    invalid    owing   to    the 

fact  that  the  fund  was  not  designated, 
and  that  as  a  result  the  city  would  not  ; 
have   a    clear   title,   and    the   guarantee  I 
included    in    the     contract      would     be 
worthless. 

Whether  or  not  the  fact  that  th^ 
council  has  since  designated  the  fund 
will  make  any  difference,  is  not  known. 
By  a  subs^<iuent  resolution  tlie  coun- 
cil ordered  the  money  paid  from  the 
general  fund. 

Section  294  of  the  charter,  to  which 
the  comptroller  refers,  reads  in  part  as 
follows : 

"No  contract  requiring  the  payment 
of  money  by  the  city  shall  be  opera- 
tive or  valid  unles.s  there  Is  specified 
therein  the  particular  fund  out  of 
which  the  .same  shall  be  paid." 


Northern  Pacific  to  Keep  Them 
Off  Freight  Trains. 

An  order  has  been  issued  by  the  oper- 
ating department  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
railroad  prohibiting  women  from  riding 
on    its   freight    trains.     The   reason    given 

by  the  company  is  that  during  the  rush 
season  of  the  year  it  is  Impossible  to  stop 
the  caboose  at  the  station  platform  and 
it  is  unsafe  for  the  woYnen  to  leave  the 
trains  in  the  railroad  yards.  The  new 
order  has  aroused  considerable  feeling 
along  this  part  of  the  Northwn  Pacific, 
and  protests  will  undoubtedly  be  made  to 
have   the   order    wlttidrawn. 

The  Little  Falls  Transcript  is  one  of 
those  making  a  strong  protest  against 
the  order  and  says: 

"The  only  day  trains  that  stop  at  any 
station  on  the  cut-off  line  are  freight 
trains.  There  arc  six  pas.senger  train? 
that  go  over  this  line,  four  of  tliem  make 
no  stops  in  the  entire  trip  from  Little 
Falls  to  Staples,  and  the  other  two  make 
their  trip  between  midnight  and  3  a.  m. 
—not  a  very  attractive  hour  for  women 
travelers." 

LOOKING  FOR  CARS. 

Soo  Line  Officials  Here  Hunt- 
ing Them  Up. 

H.  L.  Hunter,  superintendent  of  the 
car  service  of  the  Minneapolis.  St.  Paul 
&  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  was  here  today.  It 
is  said  in  connection  with  Mr.  Hunter's 
visit  that  the  Soo  line  is  in  need  of  cars 
and  that  his  visit  here  is  in  search  of 
some  of  the  company's  equipment  tied 
up  in  this  vicinity. 

The  recent  movement  of  wheat  has 
made  the  use  of  all  available  cars  im- 
perative and  all  roads  have  been  grabbing 
theirs  and  tlieir  neighbors'  cars— surli  as 
have  been  on  their  own  lines— and  using 
them.  A  number  of  cars  of  the  Soo  line 
have  been  in  use  in  tliis  vicinity  and 
not  returned  to  the  owning  comany.  .^so 
that  Mr.  Hunter  lias  found  it  neces.«ary 
to  come  to  the  head  of  the  lakes  him.self 
to  see  if  lie  cannot  get  a  few  cars  back 
to  their  own  rails.

A  Successful  Advertiser  Who 
Died  Insane. 

The  hyphenated  word  Nash-ed-din 
may  not  seem  pertinent  to  any  matter 
of  local  interest;  but  when  we  say  it 
was  the  name  of  the  Shah  of  Persia, 
who,  early  in  the  seventies,  went  upon 
his  travels  carrying  his  harem 
with  him,  there  must  burst  into  rem- 
brance  the  fact  that  it  was  "The  Bucha 
King  "—the  late  Henry  T.  Heimbuld— 
who  so  opulently  encertained  him  at  hi.s 
residence  in  the  Champs  Klysees  as  to 
astonish  the  world  and  in  lands  not 
then  very  strongly  moved  by  the  spir- 
it of  friendship  to  deepen  the  reproach: 
"Oh!  These  Rich  Americans!"  Heim- 
))old— who  fifteen  years  before  was  aa 
eight-doUar-a-week  drug  clerk  in  Phil- 
adelphia—was then  the  spendthrift  of 
the  age,  says  the  Philadelphia  Tele- 
graph. Money  had  literally  poured  int^ 
printer's  ink.  Moreover,  he  seemed  to 
spend  it  with  all  the  unreasoning 
prodigality  of  a  soul  suddenly  endowed 
with  wealth  and  hungering  for  dis- 
play; and  yet  this  was  only  half  true, 
since  he  had  schooled  himself  to  a 
<  belief  in  the  commercial  value  of  osten- 
j  tation. 

Heimbold    in    Paris    was   pointed   out 
as  the  amazing  product  of  an  affluent 
I  and  vulgar  land.      Yet  so  splendid  were 
J  his    ejitertainments,    envying    in    their 
1  embellishments  the  functions  of  princ- 
I  es,  that  the  aristocracy  and  the  noble- 
!  born,    constituting    the   severest   critics 
]  of    the    nouveau    riche,    were    only    too 
j  glad    to    attend    these    ,«»cenes    of    inor- 
I  dinate   pomp.       Thus,    when   the    Shah 
became    his    guest,    the    whole    house 
1  was   embowered    in    flowers,    from    the 
concierge   hall   to   the   roof;    the   rooms 
were    hung    in    royal    velvet,    bearlnng 
the    Persian    insignia    in      solid      gold. 
Fringes    of   spun   gold    hung   from    the 
chandeliers.      Every,  carpet  was  remov- 
ed,   and    Persian    rugs    took    its    place. 
Monte   Cristo's   famous   dinner   at   Au- 
teuil  was  scarcely  more  amazing  in  its 
pageantry.       And  that  very  night,  un- 
der the  pressure  of  his  excitement  over 
the  culmination  of  his  worldly  triumph 
in  this  event,  his  mind  gave  way;   he 
became    violently    insane;     four    gend- 
armes struggled  with  him;  and  finally, 
at  the  intervention  of  Elihu   B.   Wash- 
burne,   then   United   States  minister  to 
France,    he   was   taken   in    the    latter's 
carriage  to  the  Maison  de  Sante,  to  be- 
gin   a    long-protracted    struggle     with 
mad-houses,      with        the      mad-house 
triumphing  in  the  end. 

Heimbold  had  come  to  Philadeliihia 
in  the  early  fifties  with  his  father- 
who  had  been  an  up-country  dealer  >n 
fine  horses,  the  family  settling  on 
Brown  street,  near  Eighth — and  short- 
ly became  a  clerk  in  Carpenter  & 
Henszey's  drug  store,  on  Market,  be- 
low Eighth.  When  about  twenty,  he 
opened  a  little  pharmacy  establish- 
ment of  his  own,  adjoining  the  family 
home,  Avhich  became  important,  not 
through  its  trade,  but  his  discovery 
there  of  the  virtues  of  the  buchu  leaf, 
grown  in  South  Africa.  Its  aromatic 
taste,  penetrating  odor,  and  gently 
warming  influence,  coupled  with  its 
peculiar  therapeutic  quality,  resolved 
him  upon  exploiting  it  as  a  positive 
cure  for  every  one  tortured  by  a  dis- 
eased kidney.  He  reasoned  that  every 
fust  liver  had  troubles  with  this  organ 
which  he  did  not  wish  to  confess,  that 
he  was  eager  for  any  nostrum,  at 
whatever  price,  which  promised  relief. 
Experience  liaa  shown  the  truth  of 
this.  The  world  is  full  of  bad  kid- 
neys. He  would  apply  the  magnificent 
eye-water  theories  of  the  great  Colonel 
Sellers,  and  contjuer  the  universe.  How 
well  he  did  is  shown  by  the  fact  tha.t 
within  a  few  years  he  was  spending 
annually  in  advertisements  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  and  selling  mill- 
ions of  bottles.  The  kidney-stricken 
of  the  earth  took  It,  one  might  say,  in 
siphons — even  the  children  cried  for 
It! 

A  fifty-dollar  boiler  in  the  back  yard 
of  his  Eighth  and  Brown  shop  was 
his  first  chemical  apparatus.  He 
began  to  peddle  Buchu  himself;  then 
the  pactoleau  fount  began  to  Haw,  and 
he  had  a  horse  and  wagon,  and  then 
agent.s,  and  then  branches.  Reaching 
for  things  beyond  liis  financial  growth, 
he  opened  drug  stores  on  Chestnut 
street,  above  Tenth  and  below  Tenth, 
creditors  strangling  his  enterprise;  but 
finally,  at  No.  104  South  Tenth  his 
establishment  took  root,  with  its  frac- 
tifying  source  in  a  laboratory  farther 
down  that  thoroughfare.  Immediately 
he  entered  upon  a  steadily  expanding 
policy  of  exploitation,  writing  his  col- 
umn, quarter-page,  half-page,  whole- 
page  advertisements  himself,  and 
haunting  the  composing  rooms  of  the 
various  papers  until  the  proofs  were 
r^ad  and  corrected.  "Take  He!m- 
bold's  Buchu!"  was  his  invariaablft 
slogan:  "Let  the  people  know  you  are 
alive!"      his      business      axiom.  The 

matchless  persuasiveness  of  his  style 
had  a  wonderful  response  from  a  kid- 
ney trouble  public,  and  withiin  a 
short  time  his  business  took  on  amaz- 
ing proportions.  Then  his  personal 
efilorescence  began  to  make  him  th.? 
sensation  of  the  period.  Who  fails 
♦o  remember  his  somewhat  round  figure 
clothed  in  fleckless  black,  and  crowned 
by  a  silk  hat,  seated  majestically  in 
the  splendid  victoria  drawn  by  six, 
not  infrequently  eight,  beautiful  bay 
horses,  prancing  gayly  along  the 
strees  and  blinding  the  eye  with  the 
scintillations  from  their  gold-mjunted 
harness?  Gold— absolutely:  and  th^ 
master,  in  flawless  perfection  of  attire, 
without  a  single  ornament!  Can  these 
eye-taking  perambulations— marked  by 
spectacular  halt.s— be  forgotten? 

Is  it  not  recalled  that  he  offered 
President  Grant  this  magnificent  equip- 
age for  his  first  inaugural,  and,  when 
this  offer  was  declined,  steered  it  into 
the  great  escorting  procession,  and  be- 
came the  central  object  of  popular 
wonder,  or  that  the  despatch  columns 
of  the  iiapers  blazed  with  accounts  of 
his  daily  challenge  to  the  famous 
Jim  Fisk  to  try  out  the  question  of 
speed  in  Central  Park,  New  York? 
These  things  must  still  be  familiar. 
His  career  in  Gotham  was  to  the  peo- 
ple a  continual  bewilderment.  In 
1860  he  opened  his  famous  drug  store 
at  No.  594  Broadway,  under  the  Met- 
ropolitan hotel  and  adjoining  Niblo  s 
theater,  celebrating  the  event  by  firing 
cannon  from  the  hotel  roof  and  giving 
a  banquet  to  five  hundred  representa- 
tive guests.  Within  a  year  he  ha  J 
three  stores  in  operation  there,  poss- 
essed a  great  brown  stone  mansion  in 
Fourteenth  street,  and  claimed  an  in- 
come of  $250,000,  "without  as  yet  half 
trying."  One  of  the  significant  attes- 
tations to  his  convictions  on  the  value 
of  printer's  ink  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  he  contracted  in  the  fail  of  sixty- 
four,  in  anticipation  of  that  event,  for 
the  first  page  of  a  principal  paper  in 
every  important  American  city  on  the 
day  when  Richmond  was  to  fall,  so 
that  en  April  3,  186.'').  their  first  pro- 
clamation to  their  readers  was  "VIC- 
TORY!! TAKE  HELMBOLD'S  BC- 
CHU!  " 

This  "commercial"  ostentation  per- 
vaded his  private  life.  He  had  ma."- 
ried  in  Philadelphia  a  very  charming 
woman.  Miss  Virginia  Bell,  concerning 
v.hom  he  once  said:  "President  Grant 
declares  her  the  handsomest  woman  in 
the  world."  They  lived  while  here 
mainly  in  the  best-equipped  hotels:  bu<: 
in  Nev."  York,  at  the  Fifth  avenue  or 
the  Hotel  Rcyal,  the  prineely  state  of 
their  existence,  with  all  the  ceremonials 
of  a  court,  was  awe-inspiring  and  com- 
plete in  centering  the  fierce  light  of 
publioity.  When  Heimbold  bought  the 
bric-a-brac  or  most  precious  jewels 
at  Tiffany's  or  the  costliest  laces  at  A. 
T.    Stewart's,   it    was   with   the   under- 


THE  MATCHLESS  HOME. 

No    Dangers    of   Suffocation    Where    Electric 

Light  Is  Used— ♦*HyIo/'  the  New  Electrical 

Device,  a  Very  Ingenious  One. 


It's  generally  the  last  match  that  fails  to  light,  breaks  off,  or 
drops  to  the  floor  in  the  darkness.  Matches  are  a  nuisance,  with 
plenty  in  the  pocket  as  well  as  none  at  all,  especially  on  those  dark 
rainy  nights,  and  the  fellow  who  gets  home,  early  or  late,  and 
scratches  his  mmiaturc  gas  lighter  on  the  wall,  has  a  least  a  story 
to  hear  in  the  morning,  if  not  two.

The  convenience  and  safety,  however,  of  the  small  switch  button 
handily  placed  just  inside  the  door  is  well  illustrated  without  saying 
very  much,  but  the  matter  of  safety  to  persons  and  property  is  a 
large  one,  and  if  the  incidents  o{  the  sulphur  end  of  the  match  work- 
ing that  old  familiar  game  of  breaking  off,  lighting,  and  flying  across 
the  room  could  be  collected  in  a  single  story,  the  amount  of  the 
losses  by  fire  would  be  appalling.  The  use  of  matches  is  being  cut 
dow-n  by  the  many  "matchless"  electrical  devices  upon  the  market,  and 
they  are  being  joyously  welcomed  by  the  householder,  particularly 
the  perhaps  more  thoughtful  end  of  the  house — the  housewife. 

With  gas  as  the  ilUiminant,  the  necessity  of  matches  placed  in 
every  room  is  imperative,  and  consequently  becomes  a  household 
scare  and  worry,  especially  where  children  are  in  evidence.  Placing 
tlieni  "high  up"  does  not  seeiit  to  decrease  the  danger,  especially  with 
the  child  from  four  years  up,  who's  proclivities  for  climbing  show 
chair  balancing  as  wonderful  to  behold  as  the  feat  of  ascending  a 
straight  wall,  both  of  which  seem  to  be  ordinary  events  of  this  par- 
ticular age. 

Then  there  is  the  mighty  hired  girl,  the  one  person  in  the  house 
privileged  to  scatter  burned  matches  around  the  room,  and  scratch 
them  upon  the  newly  papered  or  calcimined  wall.  Some,  perhaps, 
kick  at  the  installation  of  electric  light,  because  of  losing  this  mighty 
personal  privilege,  l)ut  statistics  show  that  a  four-candic  incandescent 
bulb  is  the  safest,  cleanest,  about  as  cheap  as  gas  per  month,  and  much 
less  e:^pensive  in  the  way  of  wall  paper. 

Hubby  and  son  both  smoke.  Pipe  and  cigars  are  particular  orna- 
ments, but  here  again,  "electricity,"  at  no  cost  for  maintenance  pro- 
duces the  "matchless"  cigar  lighter  made  up  in  a  hundred  styles,  safe, 

clean,  more  reliable,  and  no  scratching,  no  burnt  matches,  no  scratch- 
ing of  trousers",  no  flaming  ends  flying  around  the  room,  no  burned 
fingers. 

Yes.  when  Fourth  of  July  arrives,  the  clay  we  celebrate,  expect 
fires,  burned  clothes,  fingers,  etc..  simply  carry  out  the  cigar  lighter 
on  the  porch,  and  cut  out  the  "punk." 

One  of  the  handy  things  ab(»ut  electricity  is  that  you  can  have 
light  where,  when,  and  how'  you  want  them,  and  it  can  be  switched 
around  in  a  hundred  ways,  and  you  never  spill  the  oil,  never  smell 
the  gas,  and  you  don't  wake  up  in  the  morning  to  find  yourself  trans- 
ported to  golden  shores  unexpectedly. 

Price  is  no  argument,  that's  pa.ssc;  the  electric  light,  everything 
considered,  is  the  cheapest;  simply  use  it  economicallv.  don't  waste, 
and  the  bill  won't  be  too  high.  People  used  to  say.  "Couldn't  econo- 
mize, 'cause  it  was  either  light  all  on  or  all  off,"  but  that  was  long 
ago,  before  that  bright  man  invented  a  turn-down  lamp  and  a  name. 
Now  it's  "electric  light  turns  down  like  gas."  and  the  bulb  turns  down 
by  a  twist  of  the  bulb  or  a  pull  of  a  string  from  sixteen  candle  to  one 
eight  to  half,  sixteen  to  eight,  or  any  of  a  dozen  other  combinations. 
The  name  HYLO  is  about  as  ingenious  as  the  lamp,  but  the  story 
doesn't  say  which  was  invented  first. 

And  vet  "Electricity"  is  in  its  infancy,  but  from  all  accounts  it  is 
a  child  king,  and  \vc  are  all  glad  to  know  it  still  has  room  to  grow, 
and  who  is  unwilling?

standing  that  they  might  remain  fo- 
some  days  with  the  bold  tag,  "Pur- 
chased by  Henry  T.  Heimbold."  His 
champagne  fetes  were  the  most  fre- 
quent and  most  spectacular  of  tht'  ni  ;hl 
life  of  the  city.  Never  one,  without 
the  representatives  of  the  press.  "Make 
no  mistake,  gentlemen,  you  can't  make 
a  business  without  advertising.  Have 
your  carriages,  your  horses,  your  din- 
ners, and  all  that;  let  the  yeoiile  sei 
you  and  talk  about  you,  but  remember 
it  is  the  newspapers  that  reach  mill- 
ions while  you  personally  appear  to 
only  a  few  thousands." 

Early  In  1872  he  had  the  old  reading- 
room  of  the  Continental  hotel  torn  out, 
and  began  the  construction  of  what 
for  so  many  years  was  known  as  Helm- 
bold's  drug  store,  which  only  recently 
vanished  from  sight.  Prior  to  its 
completion,  he  set  out  upon  the  con- 
quest of  Europe,  and  besides  his  great 
letter  of  credit,  his  wife  carried  in  thj 
bosom  of  her  dress  sixty  thousand  mi 
money  and  jewels.  He  had  already  be- 
come a  champagne  victim,  and  in  Paris 
all  the  inordinate  passion  for  disolav 
and  the  Increasing  demands  of  his 
appetite  brought  about  the  mental  col- 
lapse already  adverted  to,  when  he 
tried  to  kill  his  wife  and  lay  grovelling 
at  her  barred  door  until  removed  by 
the  gendarmes.  At  this  report  all  his 
creditors  took  alarm  and  swooped  down 
upon  his  possessions  in  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  the  Continental  drug 
store  passing  to  his  brother  Albert, 
who  gave  notes  to  the  creditors  to  thy 
value  of  thirty  thousand,  all  of  which 
were  paid;  .so  that  the  fine  establish- 
ment which  the  "Buchu  King"  had 
projected  in  this  city  never,  in  fact, 
was   really   his   own   property. 

Now  followed  that  quite  fifteen-year 
striifegle  of  Heimbold  with  the  mad- 
house. 

In  the  annals  of  prison  life  there  are 
few  instances  of  greater  ingenuity  or 
more  frequent  success  in  eftecting  -es- 
cape. He  broke  out  of  the  Maison  je 
Sante  and  appeared  in  deshabille  in  the 
hotels:  again  incarcerated,  he  bribed 
his  guardian,  and  dropped  from  a  win- 
dow; tracked  to  London,  he  was  place! 
in  custody,  but  his  wife  secured  his 
release;  suddenly  disappearing  from 
sight,  Mrs.  Heimbold  gave  him  up  for 
dead,  and  returned  to  Philadelphia. 
to  find  him  in  Klrkbride's;  getting  out 
under  a  write  of  hab*'as  corpus,  he 
became  violent  at  a  friend's  house, 
and  was  sent  back;  gaining  the  confid- 
ence of  a  gjitekeeper  and  pronii;-in-^ 
him  fabulous  sums,  he  changed  gar- 
ments with  a  fellow-patient,  pa-sed  the 
guards  at  the  hospital  door,  and  was 
let  out  of  the  grounds:  appearing  at 
his  wife's  home  at  Long  Branch,  he 
was  suddenly  confronted  by  detectives 
from  this  city,  but  successfully  appeal- 
ed to  the  courts  "to  prohibit  his  ab- 
duction"; going  to  New  York,  he  was 
again  taken  while  haranging  a  New 
York  crowd  as  a  candidate  for  the 
presidency,  and  escaped  from  Bloom- 
Ingdale  by  drilling  his  mad  associates 
into  pyramid  work,  and  on  their 
shoulders  got  over  the  walls. 

Her  life  being  made  intolerable  by 
this  condition  of  affair.s,  Mrs.  Heimbold 
in  1876  sued  for  and  was  granted  a 
divorce.  "The  Buchu  King"—  mean- 
while in  receipt  of  a  goodly  income 
through  his  brother — immediately  is- 
sued Invitations  for  a  celebration  of  the 
event  at  Delmcnico's,  at  which  ho 
declared  her  "the  most  glorious  woman 
on  earth!"  Seized  with  another  fit 
of  violence,  he  was  removed  to  Bloom- 
ingdale,  and  escaped  by  sawing  the 
bars  of  a  window.  Superintendent 
Walling  sent  out  a  warning,  and  he 
was  captured  coming  out  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan theater.  At  the  instance  of 
friends,  he  was  brought  to  Klrkbride's, 
and  got  out  with  duplicate  keys.  Re- 
captured on  Long  Island,  he  was  re- 
turned, and  began  proceedings  for  his 
discharge  "as  a  sane  person,"  and 
brought  suit  against  Dr.  Kirkbiide  for 
$100,000.    Again  he  levanted,  and  went 


ujion  the  streets  declaring:  "They  can't 
build  an  asylum  to  hold  me!"  In 
1877  he  was  declared  a  lunatic  and  force! 
into  bankruptcy:  but  .showing  some 
mental  improvement  was  released  a 
year  later,  and  in  a  card,  conjointly 
signed  by  him  and  his  brother,  it 
was  announced:  "The  doctor  takt^s  the 
helm  again,  after  a  lapse  of  seven 
years,  to  push  his  medicines  with  as 
much  vigor  as  formerly."  Within  three 
years  he  became  a  jtatient  in  the  Nor- 
ristown  asylum,  and  then  was  released 
on  (he  appeal  of  Mrs.  Heimbold,  whose 
pity  was  great  enough  to  impel  her 
to  remarry  him. 

Efforts  were  then  made  to  save  some- 
thing from  the  wreck,  v.ith  enougli 
sucess  to  ensure  his  family  a  modest 
competence.  In  this  intervening  tim^ 
he  was  personlly  allowed  five  dollar.-j 
a  day  by  his  brother,  would  call  regu- 
larly each  morning  at  nine  for  it.  im- 
mediately going  out  to  buy  a  bottle  of 
champagne,  and,  as  he  sipped,  to  en- 
large on  great  things  he  still  intende.l 
to  accomplish  with  his  wonderful  Bu- 
chu. "I  tell  you,"  he  would  exclaim, 
"kidneys  today  are  no  better  than  they 
were  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  the 
only  hope  is  my  specific."  In  1SS9  he 
was  found  raving  in  New  York,  sent 
to  Bellevue,  and  again  escaped:  but  In 
1891,  now  a  hopeless  lunatic,  with  no 
moments  of  lucidity,  he  was  taken  in 
shackles  to  Trenton  and  there  a  few 
years  after  died. 

Before  his  dementia  showed  itself  and 
later  during  the  short  periods  of  san- 
ity, Henry  T.  Heimbold,  In  his  social 
relations,  was  an  enjoyable  presence. 
He  was  the  soul  of  generosity,  and  hia 
employes  loved  him.  He  was  clear- 
headed and  briRht-witted,  his  discourse 
being  informed  and  refined,  with  no 
argot  or  coarse  joke  to  mar  it.  But 
in  a  moment,  after  he  became  afflicted, 
he  would  descend  from  the  diKnity  of 
polished  colloquy  to  the  grossest  inde- 
cencies of  .speech,  just  as  a  pastoral 
calm  would  be  succeeded  by  a  terrific 
spa.sm  of  rage.  This,  of  course,  is  to 
be  attributed  to  the  idosyncrnsy  of  his 
disease.  In  his  prosperous  days  he 
made  millions:  his  Buchu  fairly- 
drenched  the  land;  his  prodigality  ri- 
valled that  of  royal  spendthrifts.  He 
was  an  astonishing  example  of  what 
a  man  can  do  by  advertising  him- 
self.

premiums  recovered  through  losses  was 
a  little  over  one-flfth.  In  St.  Paul  a 
little  over  one-third,  and  In  Minne- 
apolis not  quite  a  third.

Advance  Unjust  But  Peo- 
ple Must  Have  Prop- 
erty Insured. 


The  advance  in  insurance  rates  in 
Duluth  has  now  been  public  several 
days  but  the  ire  of  Duluth  business 
men  grows  rather  than  abates.  It  is 
certain  that  the  meeting  to  be  held 
next  Friday  evening  for  the  purpose  of 
voicing  the  protest  of  Duluth  against 
the  raise  will  be  one  of  the  most  large- 
ly attended  public  meetings  held  in 
Duluth  for  some  time. 

Some  misstatements  are  being  mad.^. 
however,  as  to  iht?  advance.  It  is  not 
true,  as  has  been  slated  in  some  quar- 
ters that  the  raise  Is  20  per  cent,  by 
the  recent  increase.  The  raise  range.s 
from  10  to  20  per  cent,  the  only  in- 
termediate percentage  being  15  per 
cent,  and  the  average  of  the  raises 
fnm  the  schedule  seen  by  a  reporter 
for  The  Herald  will  not  make  the  gen- 
eral assessment  an  increase  of  more 
than    1)   per  cent,   if  that  much. 

While  the  in:^urance  companies  aro 
making  the  claims  that  they  have  rais- 
ed rates  to  meet  local  conditions  de- 
manding better  lire  defenses,  both  in 
the  city  fire  department  and  on  build- 
ings ovvned  by  people  vvho  c:irry  polic- 
ies, the  fact  that  they  have  let  the 
lire  defenses,  at  least  so  far  as  con- 
ceins  the  fire  department,  gj  on  so  long 
without  suggesting  changes  and  with- 
out raising  their  rates,  makes  their 
arguments  look  rather  weak.  The  in- 
spection by  a  representative  of  the 
board  of  underwriters  made  his  recom- 
mendaiidns  about  additions  to  the  rire 
department,  as  well  as  some  other  de- 
tails, in  1S09,  live  years  ago,  and  on 
top  of  this  is  the  fact  that  the  recent 
Are  l--^sses  in  this  city  have  been  com- 
paratively small. 

One  fire  insurance  man  in  speaking 
of  the  matter  of  the  protest  which  is 
being  made  by  the  busine.ss  interest.^ 
against  the  raise  in  rates  said  he  never 
had  heard  of  a  case  where  a  raise  in  an 
insurance  rate  had  been  protested  an-? 
knocked   out. 

'•Of  course.  I  would  not  say  that  this 
could  not  be  done,  for  I  don't  know," 
paid  he.  "If  there  is  any  real  justice 
in  the  protest  of  these  people  against 
the  new  schedule  of  percentage  I  be- 
lieve the  thing  will  be  fixed  up  some 
way  or  other.  I  certainly  think  that 
the  insurance  rates  were  high  enougli 
before  the  present  rates  were  made  and 
1  am  verv  positive  that  insurance  rates 
are  absurdly  high  in  Duluth  as  th--y 
now  stand,  and  would  like  to  see  ihem 
lowered. 

•But  I  don't  think  the  effect  on  the 
m.ourance  busine.ss  generally  by  the  in- 
creased rates  will  be  to  cut  the  amount 
down,  at  least  it  has  not  up  to  the 
pre?ent  time.  We  have  been  renewing 
policies  right  along  all  week,  and.  of 
cour.se.  every  fellow  with  whom  we  re- 
new has  a  kick  to  make  on  the  raise, 
and  its  right  he  should.  But  he  can- 
not afford  to  drop  his  insurance  on  ac- 
count of  it,  and  no  big  business  interest 
would  contemplate  such  a  move  for  a 
minute.  If  renewal  times  comes  around 
they've  got  to  renew,  or  possibly  be 
witimut  insurance  several  days  until 
they  ran  fix  up  a  deal  with  some 
agency  outside  the  Duluth  inspection 
bureau.  In  case  of  any  such  lapse  the 
Ironv  of  fate  would  be  for  the  man  who 
lapses  to  have  a  big  fire  and  see  his 
bu-ine.ss  wiped  out. 

"It  is  on  the  new  policies  that  the 
rnlse  is  having  the  bad  effect,  and  any 
f.Mlow  who  is  not  .arrylng  insurance  is 
rather  hard  to  line  up,  as  he  thinks  it 
too  much  to  pay.  At  any  rate,  he 
■wants  to  wait  a  little  and  see  if  rates 
do  not  go  down  again.  Most  of  the 
new  policies  that  I  speak  of  are  on 
small  interests,  little  stock?  of  goods 
of  $.">f>o  or  thereabout?,  and  these  are 
pretty  hard  to  do  business  on." 

Just  what  form  the  business  men's 
protest  will  take  Is  not  known,  and  it 
probatdy  will  not  be  until  develop- 
ments at  the  meeting  at  the  Commer- 
cial club  next  Friday  night.  One  sug- 
gestion has  been  made  that  a  repre.sen- 
tation  of  business  men  be  selected  to 
act  as  a  committee  and  confer  with 
iht  state  insurance  commissioner  with 
regard  to  what  steps  might  be  possible 
and  feasible  with  a  view  to  amending 
the  increased  rates.

FADING    FORESTS   OF    EUROPE. 
The    need    of    saving    what    remains    of 
American    forests    is    emphasized    by    the 
lesson  of  long  experience  In  Europe,  says 
the  New  York  World. 

The  valleys  of  most  of  the  great 
rivers  are  exposed  lo  constant  and  in- 
creasing floods,  while  the  denudation  of 
mountains  leads  to  the  loss  of  valuable

GOPHER    AND    SPOTTED   FEVER. 

The  pernicious  insect,  supposed  here- 
tofore to  be  a  woodtick.  that  is  respon- 
sible for  the  disease  common  in  certain 
jiarls  of  Montana  and  Idaho  In  the 
spring,  known  as  spotted  fever,  is,  ac- 
cording to  medical  experts,  an  animal 
parasite.  It  Is  found  particularly  upon 
the  gopher,  the  pest  of  the  farmers  In 
many  localities,  says  the  Portland  Ore- 
gonian. 

The  disease  produced  by  the  bite  of 
this  Insect  is  similar  in  some  respects 
to  spinal  meningitis,  but  it  is  even 
more  deadly,  the  percentage  of  recov- 
eries being  very  small.  Every  farmer's 
boy  who  has  pursued  the  elusive  gopher 
to  his  hole  and  beyond  through  the 
tunnels  that  connect  the  various  cham- 
bers of  his  subterranean  abode  knows 
hov»'  utterly  Impossible  it  is  to  exter- 
minate these  creatures  by  active  as- 
sault or  blockade.  Thus,  while  to  ex- 
terminate the  gopher  is  to  exterminate 
the  tick  and  destroy  the  possibility  of 
the  contagion  known  as  spotted  fever, 
the  chance  of  immunity  from  the 
scourge  through  war  upon  this  creat- 
ure is  very  remote. 

Gophers  seem  to  thrive  upon  the 
toxin  produced  by  the  bite  of  their 
special  parasite,  while  to  human  beings 
it  Is  fatal.  This  is  one  of  the  idiosj-n- 
crasies  of  nature  that  is  inexplicable, 
and  to  m(^t  and  counteract  it  Is  the 
task  to  which  the  bacteriologist  has  set 
hisrfielf.

TWO  MORE  BIG  FREIGHTERS.

The  latest  authentic  report  is  that 
Swayne  is  awaiting  instructions  from 
the  asylum  officials  in  New  York. 

The  pur^iose  of  Swayne  and  assist- 
ants .^eems  to  have  been  to  place  the 
children  with  Catholic  families  in  this 
section,  of  whom  there  are  but  few, 
except  Mexicans.  While  charges  have 
been  made  that  the  children  were  be- 
ing sold,  there  appears  to  be  nothing 
to  sub.stantiate  this  claim.

This  went 
on  for  davs.  Senator  Platfs  secretary, 
being  just  at  the  entrance  into  my  rooms, 
I  was  disturbed  a  good  deal  by  being  asked 
whether  I  was  In.  One  day  Senator  Hoar 
approached.  At  my  door  he  asked  tne 
secretarv,  in  his  thin,  piping  voice,  "Is 
Senator 'Fairbanks  in?"

"There  is  plenty  of  inquiry,"  sa>d 
one  of  the  local  real  estate  dealers, 
yesterday,  "but  not  very  many  sales 
are  being  made.  People  with  the  no- 
tion of  buying  are  looking  around  ami 
traveling  from  one  office  to  another 
and  none  of  the  brokers  seem  to  have 
success  in  landing  them.  It  looks 
to  me  as  if  there  were  so  many  things 
offered  the  prosepctive  buyer  that  he 
is  undecided  as  to  just  what,  miglit  be 
the  best  proposition  to  accept.  Evea 
with  pet^ple  with  whom  you  think  you 
have  just  about  closed  up  a  sale,  there 
is  a  lack  of  decision  at  the  very  last 
moment  that  is  fatal.  Probably  this 
state  of  affairs  has  made  the  real 
estate  man  chary  about  giving  out  any 
of  their  sales  until  they  see  the  papers 
actually  signed  or  the  money  paid 
over. 

"Generally  speaking,  however,  Iho 
realty  market  is  just  as  strong  as  it 
has  been  at  any  time  during  the 
past  summer  and  there  is  no  inclina- 
tion on  the  part  of  owners  to  cut  down 
prices.  ^Vilh  some  it  is  eitheil  a 
question  of  'take  it,  or  let  is  alone," 
at    the   prices    they   ask. 

"There  is  one  thing  which  should  be 
impressed  on  the  minds  of  some  of 
these  people  owning  acreage  around 
the  city  limits  and  back  of  the  hill, 
and  who  wish  to  s«ll  it.  If  they  will, 
put  the  price  down  to  w  hat  it  should  be.

Storlien,  Sweden.  Sept.  23.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— A  curious  and  interest- 
ing discussion  has  arisen  in  a  Swedish 
daiiy.  And  it  is  all  about  H.  R.  H.  the 
American  woman.  It  came  about  in 
this  way.  One  of  the  largest  news- 
papers sent  out  four  or  more  special 
correspondents  to  the  St.  Louis  fair, 
to  write  it  up  as  well  as  other  things 
of  interest.  Among  these  one  was  lo 
study  ..ur  industrial  and  commercial 
conditions.  A  more  thuroughly  critical 
and  appreciative  series  of  articles 
■would  be  dilficult  to  write  in  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks.  But  then.  I  have  njvV 
heard  he  is  profes.'^or  of  political  econ- 
omy and  a  shining  light.  His  writings 
are  well  worth  reading,  showing  an  in- 
telligent foreigner's  view  of  things  Am- 
ericiin. 

But  this  same  paper  was  not  nearly 
so  fortunate  in  its  selection  of  a  poet 
to  write  on  things  in  general  and  es- 
pecially social  topics.  It  would  be  dil- 
ficult to  imagine  a  perception  suflicien:- 
ly  distended  to  produce  this  scries  of 
pictures  of  Herr  Oswean-Xilsson  (he 
hyphenates  his  name.)  But  such  things 
are  not  uncommon  in  the  press.  The 
Swedes  complain  of  the  French,  ti.e 
Americans  of  the  English,  etc.  It 
seems  to  me  to  be  lack  of  knowledge 
on  one  hand,  but  principally  lack  of 
sympathy.  Thus.  Mr.  ussean-Nilsson 
claims  that  American  girls  marry  on^y 
for  money  and  that  the  women 
keep  their  nails  clean.  One  shudders 
to  think  of  the  society  in  which  the 
poor  peet  was  compelled,  or  perhaps 
preferred,  to  study  his  types.  In  later 
articles  he  and  the  editor  have  tried  lo 
explain  it  all  as  a  joke,  "^"ell,  some 
people  have  queer  ideas  of  humor. 

<?>nce  it  seemed  possible  he  had  a  real 
object,  viz:  to  check  to  some  extent 
the  immigration  to  America,  Now  as 
I  have  no  fears  of  this  kind  or  even 
that  any  young  American  should  come 
to  this  country  to  seek  his  helpmate 
on  account  of  what  I  have  to  say,  I 
shall  not  hesitate  to  express  iny  good 
opinion   of  the   Swedish   woman. 

Unfortunately  there  are  some  few 
in  America  who  think  that  Swedish 
women  is  synonymous  with  Swedish 
servant  girl.  Now  they  admit  fudy 
that   these   latter  are  superior,   and    in 
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parents  can  seldom  give  their  children 
any  cash,  but  will  sacrirtce  a  great 
deal  to  give  them  a  thorough  edrca- 
tion. 

It  is  probably  quite  true  that  in  dress 
she  is  not  •'chic"  as  is  the  Parisienne 
or  the  New  Yorker.  But  neither  is  the 
Berliner  nor  the  woman  of  Rome  or 
London.  But  for  all  that  she  dresses 
well,  and  as  a  counterbalance  for  not 
being  chic  it  is  worth  noting  tnat  nev- 
er, at  least  rarely,  is  she.  even  in  the 
lower  middle  class,  "just  pinned  to- 
gether" or  slovenlj".  Her  apparel  is, 
as  near  as  a  mere  man  can  tell,  hon- 
estly sowed  and  kept  in  good  repair. 
This  quality  is  observed  in  the  house- 
hold as  well,  even  among  poorer  people. 
The  materials  may  be  few  and  plain, 
but  they  are  substantial  and  wear  well. 
If  one  gains  the  quality  of  "chic"  at 
the  expense  of  honest  sewing,  those 
who  prefer  the  latter  ought  to  be  for- 
given.

What  is  the  relative  amount  of  work 
that  a  man  can  do  in  comparison  with 
a  horse  or  machinery?  At  his  very 
best  the  strongest  man  stands  in  pretty 
pe)or  comparison,  even  with  a  horse, 
for  hard,  continuous  labor,  says  a 
writer  In  St.  Nicholas.  He  might  per- 
form for  a  few  minutes  one-half  hor.^e 
power  of  work, 
any    great

Thus  the  gain  in  forcing  horses  to  do 
a  part  of  the  world's  work  was  enor- 
mous. One  horse  could  exhaust  a 
dozen  men  in  a  single  day,  and  still  b-i 
ready  for  the  next  day's  work. 

The  measurement  of  a  horse's  power 
for  work  was  first  ascertained  by  Watt, 
the  father  of  the  modern  steam  engine, 
and  he  expressed  this  in  terms  that 
hold  today.  He  experimented  with  i 
great  nurnber  of  hea\T  brewery  horse3 
to    satisfy    himself    that    his     unit    of 


measurement  for  work  was  correct. 
After  many  trials  he  ascertained  that 
the  average  brewery  horse  was  doing 
v.ork  equal  to  that  reejuired  to  raise 
330  pounds  of  weight  100  feet  high  in 
one  minute,  or  33,U»':i  pounds  one  foot 
in  one  minute.  So  he  called  this  one 
horse  power. 

This  work,  however,  is  not  continuous 
for   the   horse  would  have   to   back   up 
after  each  pull  to  lower  the  line  of  the 
pulley,   and   thus  he   would    work   four 
!  hours   a   day   in    i)ulling   330   pounds   in 
the  air  at   the  rate   of  100  feet   a  min- 
ute, and  four  hours  in  slacking  up  the 
rope.      Consequently  no  horse  can  act- 
;  ually    perform     continuously     what     is 
I  generally  called  one  horse  power.      The 
I  horse   was   never   bom    that    could    tug 
[  at  a  rope  for  eight  hours  a  day.  pulling 
330  pounds  100  feet  each  minute,  with- 
out   rest      or      change.       Consequently 
;  when  we  speak  of  horse  power  we  refer 
,  only  to  the  average  work  a   horse  can

Production    For     September 
Reached  High  Figures. 

Colorado  Springs,  Col,.  Oct.  8.— The 
production  for  the  month  just  closed 
presents  the  greatest  prosperity  story 
■which  has  left  the  Cripple  Creek  dis- 
trict for  two  years  past.  The  produc- 
tion of  the  cr.mp  for  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember has  passed  the  two-million 
mark,  and  that  in  a  month  of  only 
th'rty  days.  This  exceeds  by  nearly 
$20O,(X0  the  heaviest  production  sinoe 
the  recent  strike,  and  indicates  that 
the  camp  is  now  producing  at  a  rate  of 
over  524,000,000  per  year. 

The  production  for  the  month  passed 
the  two-million  mark,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  Tclluride  mill,  at  Colo- 
rado City,  has  been  closed  down  a 
short  time  by  order  of  the  federal  court, 
and  the  production  from  this  source 
alone  shows  a  decrease  of  ?100,0(tO.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Dorcas  mill  at 
Florence,  shut  down  a  part  of  the 
thirty  days  owing  to  the  necessity  for 
repairs  in  the  machinery,  as  was  also 
the  case  in  the  Sioux  Falls  plant,  in 
this  district.  However,  the  smelters 
rolled  up  the  tremendous  '.onnage  uf 
12, WO  tons,  of  an  average  value  of  $64. 
breaking  all  records.  The  United 
States    Reduction    and    Refining    com- 


pany also  increased  the  figures  of  the 
pievious  month   by   over   JK^.OOO.     The 
Portland  mill  fell  a  trifle  low.  but  next 
mon:h  promises  to  equal  or  exceed  the, 
usual  amount. 

Among  the  cyanide  plants  fnat  are 
now  operating  successfully,  that  of  the 
Sioux  Falls  company  is  conspicuous. 
This  company  is  operating  a  mill  on 
the  Fluorine  company,  on  Copper 
Mountain,  and  is  making  a  saving  of 
y.1  !'er  cent  on  ores  running  J4  to  $12 
to  the  ton:  treating  at  a  cost  of  less 
than  $3  to  a  ton.

On  the  other  hand,  the  domestic  cat 
shrinks  from  immersion,  and  drowns 
(luickly.  The  nostrils  of  some  small  ani- 
mals are  so  placed  as  to  render  breathing 
very  difficult  when  they  are  in  the  water. 
Amoi.g  these  are  mice  and  rabbits,  which 
will  drown  without  sinking  beneath  the 
surface.     Rats   are   excellent   swimmers. 

Almost  all  birds  except  those  which  are 
distinctly  natatorial  are  nearly  helpless  in 
water.  Small  birds.  In  particular,  have 
no  power  of  propulsion,  and,  though  they 
do  not  sink,  they  drown  fiuickly.  Ev^n 
many  species  of  waterfowl  ri.=;e  from  the 
water  with  difficulty,  or  not  at  all.  when 
their  wings  are  wet.  After  a  sea 
plunges  and  returns  to  the  surface  it 
stretches  its  wings  .so  that  they  may  be 
dried  by  the  wind  and  sun  before  it  at- 
tempts to  fiy. 

All  reptiles  swim.  Almost  all  snakes 
move  through  the  water  with  as  much 
ease  and  rapidity  as  on  land.  Rattle- 
snakes, for  example,  are  much  given  to 
swimming  in  placid  water  If  it  is  not  too 
o'lld.  In  the  everglade  lakes  of  Florida 
thev  may  be  often  seen.  It  is  wf^ll  to  know 
that  to  "attack  from  a  boat  a  rxJisonous 
snake  in  the  water  is  a  much  more  dan- 
gerous proceeding  than  to  atUirk  the 
snake  on  land.  The  reason  Is  that  the  rep- 
tile will  immediately  make  for  the  boat, 
since  it  must  have  a  solid  base  from  which 
to  strike.  It  half  leaps  and  half  climbs 
into  the  craft,  and  there  is  a  fight  at  un- 
comfortably close  quarters.

B.\RMAIDS    OF    B.ABYLON. 

A  recent  translation  of  King  Hairon- 
rabl's  code,  written  about  2250  years  be- 
fore Christ,  gives  an  insight  into  the  lift* 
of  the  great  city  of  Babylon  at  that  re- 
mote time,  and  of  the  way  in  which  tiie 
excise  qUL'.=tion  was  handled  by  its  legis- 
lators,   -sjiys   the   Chicago   Journal. 

Nearly  all  the  dealers  of  wines  and 
liquors  at  that  time  were  women,  as 
many  of  the  laws  translated  from  the 
code  speak  onl.v  of  women  as  .'-ellors 
iif  drinks.  Severe  measures  were  tuken 
against  those  who  adulterated  the 
wines  or  mixed  them  with  water,  s,>  as 
to  .safeguard  the  purity  of  the  article 
for  the  use  of  the  public. 

The  barmaid  was  held  respon.sible  for 
disorderly  scents  or  drunkennes-s  in  her 
premises,  and  death  was  the  penalty 
for  those  wiio  did  not  denoume  all 
cases  of  drunkenness  to  the  p  >lice. 
Those  women  who  were  employed  in 
the  temples  were  forbidden  to  enter 
public  hostelrles  under  penally  of  death, 
and  even  drinking  In  private  was  for- 
bidden to  them. 

Special  police  officers  were  detailed 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  excise  laws 
in  the  city  of  Babylon,  but  then,  as  well 
as  now,  the  officers  charged  with  this 
duty  were,  if  we  are  to  believe  the  code 
In  question,  cither  negligent  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  or  too  willing 
to  accept  bribes  from  the  barmaids  in 
the  shape  of  drinks,  or  even  money.

The  novelties  that  the  high-class  tai- 
lors are  preparing  for  the  autumn  cos- 
tumes, especially  In  those  practical  run- 
about little  suits  that  All  every  require- 
ment, both  of  fashion  and  good  sense, 
are  this  season  more  practical,  more 
sensible  and  at  the  same  time  more 
smartly  stylish  than  any  of  their  prede- 
cessors could  ever  hope  to  be. 

Quite  In  accordance  with  the  lines  of 
the  new  figure,  the  waist  Is  smaller  and 
mure  rounded,  the  bust  Is  lifted  rather 
more  than  a  trifle,  while  the  hips  still 
retain  their  slender,  sloping  contour, 
the  novel  tailor-mades  all  favor  the 
fitted  coat.  And  so  far  from  there  being 
but  one  stereotyped  stylo  to  which  every 
size  and  form  of  girl  Is  expected  to  con- 
form, there  is  a  delightful  variety  In 
cut,  in  length  and  in  trimming  schemes. 
BO  that  every  ^gure  can  be  suited  and 
each  one  appear  at  her  best.

The  half-length  fitted  coat  is  one  that 
Is  mt  st  complimentary  to  the  girl  who 
can  wear  It.  but  the  little  beauty  that 
stands  under  5  feet  5  would  better  not 
attempt  It.  for  It  has  a  deplorable  way 
of  subtracting  from  the  Inches  of  any 
but  a  tall  and  slender  girl.  One  little 
item  distinguishes  this  season's  fitted 
coat  from  the  fitted  models  that  pre- 
vailed some  five  or  ten  years  ago— 
there  are  always  folks  with  inconven- 
ient memories  who  call  up  past  fashions 
and  compare  them  with  those  of  the 
present,  usually  only  to  laud  those  that 
are  old  and  disparage  the  new— and  that 
Is  the  emphasis  that  Is  laid  on  the 
straight  front.  There  Is  an  exactly 
straight  line  from  bust  to  below  the 
waist  and  this  really,  Instead  of  mak- 
ing the  waistline  seem  larger,  but  adds 
to  Its  roundness  and  slenderness. 

Those  mannish  wooltex  tweeds  that 
always  look  so  smart  and  retain  their 
good  looks  right  up  to  the  last  thread, 
these  are  the  cloths  that  are  favored  of 
the  fashionable  for  their  pedestrian  cos- 
tumes this  autumn.  All  of  the  colors 
on  the  card— the  new  browns  In  several 
shades,  the  better  blues  that  are  a 
trifle  brighter  than  the  old  navies,  the 
smooth  flnished  woreteds  that  come  In 
those  smart  covert  and  Oxford  mix- 
tures, the  novel  greens  that  are  a  cross 
between    an    olive    aiul    a    bronze,    and 


some  fascinating  r^^ddlsh  tones— these 
are  what  the  leading  tailors  are  making 
up  for  their  fair  clients. 

Sleeves,  too,  offer  some  novelty.  There 
be  those  that  cling  to  the  plain  coat 
sleeve.  Just  like  a  man's,  but  the  fad 
for  elaboration  nas  touched  even  those, 
and  a  plain  velvet  hand  cuff  la  oftcner 
applied  to  the  plain  sleeve  than  not. 
In  the  more  fancy  and  feminine  type  of 
sleeve,  the  fullness  h.as  all  left  the  wrist 
and  worked  Its  way  upward  to  the 
neighborhood  of  the  shoulder  and  down 
to  the  elbow.  Below  this  point  fashion 
cries  stop.  A  wealtli  of  elaboration  is 
lavished  on  some  of  the  cuffs,  but  this 
chiefly  In  the  dressier  types  of  tailor- 
made. 

Skirts,  even  In  the  plainest  suits,  show 
the  influence  of  the  prevailing  bouf- 
fantry,  and  while  the  smooth  fit  over 
the  hips  Is  Insisted  upon,  the  width  at 
the  hem  often  measures  from  8  to  10 
yards  In  the  runabout  pattern.  The  new 
length  Just  barely  clears  the  ground, 
short  enough  to  clear,  and  yet  long 
enough  to  dlRplay  no  more  than  the  tip 
of  the  smart  shiny  shoe.  And,  by  the 
way,  the  tan  shoe  is  retired  entirely  for 
autumn  wear— It  never  had  much  hold 
for  winter,  and  the  new  models  are 
considerably  more  pointed  as  to  toe, 
more  arched  as  to  Instep,  and  rather 
more  than  a  trifle  higher  as  to  heel. 

The  new  skirt,  following  the  sensible 
lead,  now  Is  bound  or  faced  with  a  vel- 
veteen that  exactly  matches  or  tones  In 
with  the  cloth,  and  this  Idea  will  add 
much  not  only  to  the  style,  but  likewise 
to  the  smartness  and  the  wearing  quali- 
ties of  the  skirt.  The  fact  that  It  Is 
easily  renewed— th«re  Is  a  combined 
braid  and  velvet  binding  that  can  be 
sewn  on  with  but  a  single  row  of  stitch- 
ing—and  prevents  the  hem  from  fray- 
ing ought  to  lead  every  girl  who  Is  at 
all  careful  of  her  clothes  to  Insist  that 
the  tailor  sew  on  the  binding  or  facing, 
whichever  she  elects,  before  the  gown 
Is  sent  home. 


Early  Fall  Hat  Fashions- 

The  tall  end  of  the  summer  millinery 
season  has  become,  by  the  way,  even 
more  charming  than  was  the  beginning 
thereof.  On  the  Boulevard  St.  Qer- 
malne  within  the  last  week  the  sweet 
pea  seems  to  have  become  the  flower  of 
the  moment.  One  singular  freak  In  late 
summer  millinery  has  been  the  reap- 
pearance of  that  ancient  favorite— the 
sailor  hat,  with  a  row  of  black  pearls 
edging  the  brim  and  a  similar  row 
around  the  crown,  the  space  between 
being  swathed  In  cream  lace.  Hats  to 
match  the  dress  have  been  in  high  favor 
all  the  summer,  and  a  linen  frock,  with 
a  linen  hat.  simple  though  It  be,  bears 
the  hallmark  of  good  taste.    While  frilly 


hats,  with  plenty  of  lace  on  them,  al- 
wavs  look  well  for  fall  wear  on  the 
river  or  in  the  garden,  and  suit  most 
faces.  Linen,  embroidery,  Valenciennes 
and  other  light  tissues  will  be  the  chief 
wear  during  the  holiday  season. 

Sailor  hats  made  entirely  of  embroid- 
ery on  coarse  linen  have  been  most 
popular.  This  embroidery,  with  an  open 
Dorder,  is  compo.«;ed  of  three  pieces  cut 
to  measure.  The  largest  covers  the 
brim  and  is  stretched  on  a  wired  shape. 
Each  wire  is  concealed  beneath  by  a 
narrow  ribbon  of  straw  color,  pale  blue, 
mauve  or  rc'se  color,  which  constitutes  a 
support  and  trimming  at  one  and  the 
same  time.  A  second  piece  is  oval  or 
round,  and  covers  the  top  of  the  crown, 
which  varies  In  height,  and  is  always 
large.  The  third  piece,  which  is  of  any 
length  and  breadth  required,forms  a  band 
around  the  crown.  A  knot  of  embroid- 
ery, broldered  with  straw  color,  a  tuft 
of  roses,  or  some  addition  of  the  kind, 
composes  the  trimming  of  these  fresh 
and  pretty  models,  which  are  light  and 
elegant,  and  Inexpensive,  while  at  the 
same  time  they  are  perfectly  simple. 

The  ancient  mushroom  hat  that  we 
still  find  depicted  In  family  albums,  and 
associate  with  certain  portraits  of  Queen 
Victoria  taken  in  the  Highlands,  or  In 
the  privacy  of  Osborne,  Is  t)elng  revived, 
but  chiefiy  for  children  so  far.  It  is 
simple  and  shady,  so  has  two  merits.

Wiiy 
were  you  so  cruelly  outspoken"?" 

"Because  it  was  necessary,  absolutely 
imperative  in  this  case  as  Mauricette  is 
really  a  very  talented  girl."

"Well,  she  came  here,  carefully  avoid- 
ing to  acquaint  me  with  the  fact  that  she 
Is  a  girl  of  good  family,  that  slie  has 
enough  to  live  on.  that  slie  has  a  nv)ther 
and  sister,  women  of  upright  lives  and 
good  connections.  Mauricette,  I  said,  sec- 
reted these  facts  from  mo  and.  on  the 
contrary,  endeavored  to  give  heiself  Uio 
airs  of  a  prettv  rapid  young  woman.  I 
j  stumbled  into  the  trap  and  paid  lier  some 
compliments,  that  is,  I  told  her  the  truth 
about  her  capiicities.  But  tne  moment  1  j 
saw  the  mother  1  resolved  to  take  it  all  | 
back.  I  am  not  a  saint,  as  you  know,  bat  ! 
it  shall  never  be  .said  of  me  thjtt  I  per- 
suaded any  decent  girl  to  adopt  a  theat- 
rical career. 

"For  all  that,  we  will  not  run  short  of 
prima  donnas,  queens  of  trattedy.  ingenues 
and  the  rest,"  concluded  the  playwright- 
manager.

a  reputation  as  an  actress,  the  ma- 
seemed  io  rtigard  the  theater  as  a 
sort  of  Calituniia.  or  at  least,  as  a  j)lace 
affording  an  excellent  livelihood. 

Poor  girls,  tlae  emotions  of  the  daughter 
of  reapectahle  jiarents.  suddenly  landed  in 
that  vestibule  of  tfife  stage,  the  sciiuol  for 
acting,  have  yei  to  fe  described,  and  when 
it  is  done  tlii  .tuthbr  will  be  called  a  liar 
a  thousand  times  a, day  by  the  young  per- 
sons whom  he  tried  to  benefit. 

The  author  who  writes  truth  and  noth- 
ing but  the  truth  (and  if  he  does  not,  he 
had  better  turn  critic  or  playwright)— the 
truthful  author,  i  .say.  will  report  on  the 
painful  wakening  uf  the  school  girl,  or  so- 
ciety bud,  in  the  atmosphere  of  the 
coulisse;  how  lier  ears  are  Jarred  and  her 
tiner  ."lensibilllies  outraged  by  words  she 
never  heard  from  her  parents'  or  friends' 
lips;  by  actions  that  seem  to  her  the 
quintessence  of  rudeness.  And  If  the 
trutliful  author's  heroine  is  a  girl  who 
respects  herself,  his  story  will  wind  up 
with  her  return  home,  where  she  sits  tear- 
ful, afraid  to  tell  her  mother  why  she  gave 
up  her  ambition,  why  she  had  to  give  it 
up. 

This  truthful  author  will  further  report 
on  the  dlsenchant.tient  of  the  poor  stage- 
struck  girl  who  was  of  opinion  that  talent 
.-sufficed  for  suci^ess.  He  will  tell  us  that, 
at  first,  she  would  not  tolerate  the  awful 
truth,  but  was  forced  to  believe  It  In  the 
end. 

Nothing  Is  further  from  my  mind  than 
to  suggest  that  all  and  evotwy  success  on 
the  stag«»  fs  coupled  with. disgrace,  neither 
am  I  of  opinion  thai  th.«*  .''taKC  needs  puri- 
fication—or  reepttltp  i^m  society  circles, 
whose  chief  procflbcts  are  good  housewives 
and  happy  mott''r«.  Every  cobbler  to  his 
last. -Th^  eUMi**Li»uik  mai4*^n  bavlng  oji»i 
foot  In  a  r^-^TM.-->-.iiT6--h\smc,  as" a"  gen"e7'ftr 
thing;  te  a  great  leal  t>t  a  nuisance,  and 
benefits  neither  the  stage  nor  herself.  I 
never  saw  a  girl  of  this  kind  succeed. 

In  the  United  States  .and  England,  ac- 
tres»i?s  often  marry  well,  developing  Into 
ornaments  of  society  and  paragons  of 
home-like  virtues.  That  Is  encouraging. 
With  us  it's  quite  different.  Ninety  per 
cent  of  French  actresses  lead  a  mi.-;erable 
life  as  actors'  wives. 

Some  little  time  ago  Mary  Jullen.  tlie 
tragedy  queen,  s.ti.l  to  me:  "Let  all  giiis 
be  warned  by  my— success.  1  earned  5i)0 
francs  a  month  anl  sprint  30.CKK)  francs  per 
year.  Resnectabllity  Is  a  wonderful  tine 
thing,  but  it  does  not  pay  for  costumes, 
hats,  gloves,  not  even  for  cabs. 

"Theater  managiTs.  we  are  told,  'have 
no  rlglit  to  demand  that  their  actresses 
indulge  in  luxurlos  of  dress  above  the 
salary  they  receive."  oh.  no;  that  right  is 


a  DtJchess"  T««i--ffgf-Tan<«"fe'Sfn!nfS,  trmT 
has  taken  tiie  Duke  for  better  or  worse 
a.s  part  of  the  bargain,  quite  understand- 
ingly  and  heartlessly,  and  the  audience 
isn't  sorry  for  her  when  he  turns  out 
worse  than  she  expected.  Clara  Blood- 
good  is  the  actress,  and  extra  emotional, 
but  it  is  no  use— she  oan't  evoke  any 
sympathy.  Fitch  Is  berated  for  bringing 
out  a  set  of  caricatures  as  subsidiary 
characters — an  American  cultured  girl 
unmaidenly  with  the  language  of  the 
Bowery,  an  English  dowager  Duchess  un- 
womanly wltli  the  mismanners  of  Bow 
Bells,  and  so  on;  but  I  don't  think  that 
would  matter  if  his  heroine  were  a  suf- 
ferer to  be  pitied. 

If  what  was  meant  for  the  great  act  of 
the  piece— the  Fllclilan  sensation— the 
Duchess  tears  the  coronet  from  lur  head, 
throws  the  now  hateful  thing  and  her- 
self on  the  floor  before  the  Duke  and  be- 
seeches him  to  strike  her,  .so  that  she 
may  have  a  lagal  cause  for  divorce.  The 
audience  rather  regrets,  I  think,  that  ht 
unclenches  his  fist  without  hilling  her, 
because  the  blow  wouldn't  really  hurt  the 
actress,  while  it  would  give  the  Duchess 
no  more  than  ought  to  be  coming  to  her, 
and  might  make  an  amusing  impression 
outside  the   footlights. 

•  «     * 

Bernard  Shaw  has  made  the  theatrical 
fun  of  the  week  by  turning  his  own  play 
of  "Candida"  to  ridicule.  That  serious 
piece  was  accepted  by  ardent  Shawites 
last  season  as  a  message  of  sociologic 
purport,  and  they  theorized  profoundly 
over  its  problem  In  love  and  wedlock. 
Now,  In  "How  He  Lied  to  Her  Husband.  " 
Shaw  jokes  with  himself  and  his  ad- 
mirers. "Candida"  wasn't  acted  In  Cin- 
cinnati, and  so  I  may  tell  you  that  it  had 
a  husband  who  underrated  his  wife  and 
a  callow  poet  who  overrated  her,  while 
she,  with  a  level  head  and  sound  heart, 
saved  the  affair  from  becoming  a  dis- 
aster. 

"I  took  my  husband  to  see  it,"  the  wife 

responds;    "I    thought    it    would    do    him 

good,  and  it  might  have,  if  he'd  stayed 
awake." 

This  berating  of  "Candida"  is  inter- 
rupted b.v  the  husband  almost  in  time  to 
iiear  the  lover  promise  to  "lie  like  a 
gentleman."  The  matter-of-fact  bu.siness 
man  sends  his  wife  from  the  room  and 
confronts  the  youthful  poet  v^ith  a  bunch 
of  his  own  amorous  verses.  The  gentle- 
man liar  doesn't  deny  the  authorship,  but 
declare  they  were  written  to  an  imaginary 
and  ideal  sweetheart.  Thereat  the  hus- 
band's fury  breaks  forth.  Does  this  im- 
pudent puppy  mean  to  .say  that  his  wife 
i.sn't  worthy  of  adoring  verses?  Has  so 
splendid  a  woman  not  fired  the  fellow's 
fancy  into  a  flame  of  poesy?  Shaking  his 
rtst  at  the  liar,  he  enumerates  the  groat 
men  who  have  fallen  victims  to  his  wife's 
charms— statesmen,  authors,  musicians, 
three  presidents  of  the  United  States.  A 
famous  sriclologist  once  quitted  the  house 
in  the  midst  of  a  dinner  part.v  l>ecause  he 
did  not  feel  that  his  emotion  for  the  liost- 
ess  was  just  to  his  duty  to  the  host. 

So  enraged  does  the  husband  become  at 
the  declaration  that  the  poems  were  not 
written  to  his  wife  that  he  draws  off  and 
biffs  the  poet  in  the  jaw,  knocking  him 
over  a  chair  against  a  table  and  tumbles 
after  him.  The  wife  rushes  in  to  find  the 
two  sitting  on  the  floor,  where  slie  squats 
between  tliem  and  they  epiKiammalically 
discuss  the  "Candida"  situation— the  poet 
holding  the  bumped  spot  on  his  head  and 
cr.vlng  that  he  has  grown  "15  vears  older 
in  a  day,"  just  as  the  fellow  did  in  the 
other  play  when  his  lieart,  not  his  head, 
was  broken.  At  last  he  confesses  that 
he  is  madly  in  love  with  the  woman— 
exactly  as  the  Marchbanks  was  witli  Can- 
dida—and the  husband  is  .so  delighted 
that  he  promises  to  have  the  poems  i)ub- 
llshed,  at  ills  own  expense,  in  an  edition 
de  luxe.

It  has  been  known  in  stageland  that 
David  Belasco  meant  to  turn  David  War- 
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field  into  a  serious  actor,  yet  many  of  the 
people  at  tiie  Introduction  of  "The  Music 
i  Master"  expected  to  laugh.  And  they  did  | 
I  laugh  a  little  when  they  shouldn't  but  not 
'  enough  to  hinder  the  success  of  the  ven- 
ture. You  have  seen  Wartield's  I'oiish 
Jew.  I  suppose,  for  the  fellow,  abject  yet 
assertive,  foolish  yet  shrewd,  has  grinned, 
stammered  and  shambled  through  bur- 
lesque farce  and  comedy  these  dozen 
vears.  Warfield's  German  has  the  same 
dental  mouth,  slow  tongue  and  halting  I 
feet,  and  we  wouldn't  take  his  pathoa  j 
soberlv  if  he  didn't  give  it  to  us  cleveriy. 
Appearances  are  against  him.  for  his  face  ] 
is  as  uglv  bare  as  it  was  with  unl^empt 
whiskers."  his  figure  is  as  ungraceful  in 
clothes  that  fit  him  as  it  was  in  those 
that  didn't,  and  in  every  respect  he  is 
less  interesting  to  look  at  as  a  teacher  of 
music  than  he  was  as  a  peddler  of  trink- 
ets. .   ^    „ 

"If  I  have  mad^  any  success  tonight, 
he  said  before  the  curtain,   "it  is  l)ecause 
Mr.   Belasco  has   worked  very  hard  with 
me." 

Perhaps  some  of  Belasco's  effort  with 
Warfield  was  to  convince  him  tliat  he 
could  make  more  money  and  probably 
more  fame  in  a  modern  dialect  role  than 
ill  Shakespeare,  for  he  has  had  his  heart 
set  on   "Shylock." 

Belasco  did  not  write  "The  Music  Mas- 
ter," but  evidently  he  dictated  how 
Cliarles  Klein  should  do  it.  and  Klien 
seems  to  have  been  curbed  and  crippled 
bv  the  fetters,  for  this  is  a  poor  example 
of  his  writing,  dramatically  considered. 
But  it  contains  a  father  in  search  of  a 
long  lost  daughter— a  .simple,  apealing  old 
fellow,  without  a  touch  of  experimental 
.«-.ubletv,  and  thus  calculated  to  minimize 
the  risk  of  taking  Warfield  out  of  fun  and 
puling  him  into  pathos.  The  parent  finds 
the  child  in  one  of  ids  Wealthy  pupils, 
forbears  to  reveal  himself  lest  he  may 
make  her  miserable,  and  finally  finds  out 
that  her  happiness  lies  in  hor  discovery 
of  him.  The  play  has  no  other  merit 
than  to  serve  the  purpose  of  grading 
Warfield  above  such  good  comedians  of 
his  type  as  J.  E.  Dodson  and  tlie  late 
Felix  Morris,  quite  up  to  the  level  of 
John  Hare  and  within  haiUng  distance  of 
the   dying  Joseph   Jefferson, 
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ers.  Today  at  the  conservatorv  I  met 
numerous  girls  who  looked  like  the  daugh- 
ters of  big  merchants  and  officials  of 
rank— well-spoken  girls,  girls  evldentlv 
well  brought  up  In  every  particular.  There 
was  also,  of  course,  the  usual  sprinkling 
of  little  devils,  that  say  to  themselves: 
"After  all,  the  stage  offers  the  best  oppor- 
tunities for  showing  off  a  pair  of  pretLv 
sheulders  and  well-turned  ankle.y."  Thev 
are  right,  but  the  others— are  all 
wrong. 

I  asked  some  of  the  better  ciass  girls 
about  the  expectations  they  had  formed  of 
a  stage  career. 

A  few  confessed   that  they  expected  to

"Theater  managers,  we  are  told,  'have 
no  right  to  demai.d  that  thoir  actresses 
indtilgp  in  luxuries  of  dress  above  the 
salary  they  reoelv.'.'  oh,  no;  that  right  is 
one  of  the  f »  w  thit  thev  do  not  possess, 
but  the  actress  not  conforming  with  h<^r 
manager's  ideas  of  dress  pets  her  notice 
In  the  'double  quick."  just  the  same.

Bernard  Shaw  has  made  the  theatrical 
fun  of  the  week  by  turning  his  own  play 
of  "Candida"  to  ridicule.  That  serious 
piece  was  accepted  by  ardent  Shawites 
last  season  as  a  message  of  sociologic 
purpoi't.  and  they  theorized  i)rofoundly 
over  its  problem  In  love  and  wedlock. 
Now,  in  "How  He  I.,ied  to  Her  Husband.  " 
Shaw  joked  with  himself  and  his  ad- 
mirers. "Candida"  wasn't  acted  in  Cin- 
ciimati.  and  so  I  may  tell  you  that  it  had 
a  liusband  who  underrated  his  wife  and  j 
a  callow  poet  who  overrated  her,  while 
she,  with  a  level  head  and  sound  heart,  " 
saved  the  affair  from  becoming  a  dis-  i 
aster.  i 

"I  took  my  husband  to  see  it,"  the  wife  i 

responds;     "I    thought    it    would    do    him 

good,   and  it  might   have,    if   he'd  stayed 
awake." 

This  berating  of  "Candida"  is  inter- 
rupted by  the  husljand  almost  in  time  to 
hear  the  lover  promise  to  "lie  like  a 
gentleman."  The  matter-of-fact  business 
man  sends  his  wife  from  the  room  and 
confronts  the  youthful  poet  with  a  btnich 
of  his  own  amorous  verses.  The  gentle- 
man liar  doesn't  deny  the  authorship,  but 
declare  they  were  written  to  an  imaginary 
and  ideal  sweetheart.  Therial  the  hus- 
liand's  fury  break.s  forth.  Does  this  im- 
pudent puppy  mean  to  .say  that  his  wife 
isn't  worthy  of  adoring  verses'?  Has  so 
splendid  a  woman  not  fired  the  fellow's 
fancy  into  a  flame  of  poesy'.'  Shaking  his 
fist  at  the  liar,  he  enumerates  the  great 
men  who  have  fallen  victims  to  his  wife's 
charms— statesmen,  autliors.  musicians, 
three  presidents  of  the  Cnited  States.  A 
famous  sociologist  once  quitted  the  house 
in  the  midst  of  a  dinner  part.v  because  he 
did  not  feel  th.it  his  emotion  for  the  host- 
ess was  just  to  his  duly  to  the  liost.

Seattle.  Oct.  7.— In  the  presence  of  a 
teeming  multitude  of  onlookers,  and 
christened  by  a  daughter  of  the  gover- 
nor of  the  state  for  which  she  is  named, 
l^ncle  Sam's  latest  battleship,  Ne- 
braska, was  launched  from  the  ways 
of  the  Moran  Brothers  company  at  2:13 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Governor  John  H,  Mickey  of  Nebras- 
ka and  his  party,  including  prominent 
state  officials  and  their  wives,  reached 
the  city  last  night  and  participated  in 
the  ceremonies. 

The  launching  occurred  without  a 
hitch.  Miss  Mary  Main  Mickey,  a 
daughter  of  Governor  Mickey,  stood 
sponser  for  the  vessel.  The  Nebraska 
is  the  first  battleship  constructed  on 
the  Pacific  coast,  north  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  all  the  leading  army  and 
state  officials  in  the  Western  forts  took 
part  in  the  procram.

vival   of    business    and    industrial    ac- 
tivity. 

The  same  men  who  predicted  a  year 
ago  slackness  in  general  business  now 
feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  future 
which  Wall  street  is  attempting  to 
discount  is  to  be  one  of  activity  and 
prosperity.  So  when  it  is  said,  as 
recently  It  has  been  said  many  times, 
that  tlie  market*  for  securities  tell  a 
story  of  skillful,  persistent  and  even 
excessive  manipulation,  nevertheless  it 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  no  manip- 
ulation for  increased  prices  was  at- 
tempted or  could  have  been  of  any 
avail  had  it  been  made  at  any  time  be- 
tween May.  1903,  and  July  1  of  the 
present  year.  Manipulation  of  itself 
for  higher  prices,  when  fairly  attempt- 
ed, is  no  more  than  an  expression  of 
belief  of  great  speculators  that  at  some 
future  day  there  is  to  be  aiipreciation 
of  prices."  Of  course,  the  speculator.-? 
who  act  along  large  lines  do  .co  :n 
such  majiner  that  they  may  bring 
about,  occasionally,  a  reaction,  so  that 
they  may  buy  back  at  lower  pricgs 
v.hat  they  have  sold  at  higher.  Nev- 
ertheless, it  is  the  truth  to  say  that 
no  other  than  spasmodic  manipulation 
upon  a  rising  market  is  possible  unle-ss 
the  general  tendencies  are  for  an  in- 
crease in  prices.  This  increase  re- 
presents restored  or  enlarged  £iCtivit- 
ies.  greater  markets,  larger  demand; 
and  no  one  who  has  penetrated  be- 
neath the  superficial  aspect  of  the  var- 


ious securities  markets  has  any  doubt 
that  the  reaction  from  the  depressing 
conditions  of  last  year  is  well  under 
way. 

In  one  respect  this  is  without  prece- 
dent.      For  it  has  been  the  history  of 
the  markets  that  in  the  years  of  presi- 
dential   elections,   and    especially   while 
campaigns    were    in    progress,    every- 
thing   has    been,    relatively    speaking, 
in  suspense.      This  year,  however,  and 
almost  coincidently   with    the   nation.il 
conventions    of    the    two    parties,    the 
proof  of   reaction   was   so   satisfactory, 
so  well   demonstrated,  and  the  reaction 
itself  now  has  been  so  well  sustained, 
that  it  will  be  said  of  this  presidential 
'  year   that   the   flood   tide  of  prosperity 
1  began  while  the  presidential  campaign 
I  was  in  progress.      Of  course,  partisans 
upon   either  side   will   argue   from   this 
fact    in   accordance   with     party     view 
I  point.

many  hard  battles  were  fouglit  along 
the  shores  of  Lake  Superior  for  the 
right  to  hunt  in  the  game  infested  for- 
ests. At  that  time  the  Southern  LaVie 
Superior  dlatrict  was  occupied  by  the 
Sioux  Indians,  who  held  possession  up 
to  about  20Q  years  ago.  The  .Sioux 
cleared  considerable  land  for  agricu'- 
tural  purposes,  and  part  of  Madeline 
island    was    cultivated    by    them. 

History  has  it  that  about  200  years 
ago  the  last  big  battle  between  the 
Sioux  and  Chippewas  was  fought 
where  Washburn  and  Bayfield  now 
stand.  The  Sioux  were  driven  west- 
ward to  the  head  waters  of  the  Bru'e 
river,  and  were  eventually  driven  acrcss 
the  St.  Croix.  The  Sioux  originally 
traded  at  St.  Ignac  with  the  French, 
but  being  driven  from  that  part  of  the 
country  it  is  said  they  were  obliged 
to  go  to  Hudson's  bay  to  do  their  pur- 
chasing. 

At  the  time  the  Chippewas  signed  the 
tieaty  of  peace  with  the  govein?*ie.Tt, 
old  Ruffalo,  or.  in  Indian  language, 
Bezekikiwewenz,  was  chief.  His  nep- 
hew,   Jos   Buffalo,    died    last    spring  on 


the  Odanah  reservation. 

There  are  said  to  be  only  four  of 
the  Chippewa  chiefs  now  living  in  Wis- 
consin. They  are  as  follows:  Wine- 
beseau,  named  after  the  only  Indian 
who  was  supposed  to  be  living  during 
the  time  of  the  flood — legend  has  it  th  it 
this  Individual  escaped  drowning  oy 
climbing  a  very  tall  tree  on  top  of  a 
very  high  hill:  Wagemawanbetung, 
meaning  the  man  who  sits  in  a  palace; 
Wezhogegig,  and  Ogemos.

The  Mosaic  account  of  Creation  has 
become,  it  is  as.serted  obsoltee.  It  is  no 
longer  accepted  by  men  of  culture,  either 
in  or  out  of  the  cliurch. 

No  scholar  any  longer  believes  in  the 
Bible  chronology  concerning  tlie  age  of 
man  as  dating  iiack  only  about  6000  years, 
since  there  is  inili.spu  table  proof  tliat 
man  has  inhabited  this  earth  for  vast 
cycles  of  time. 

Ethnologi.«ts  find  i>roof  of  rit  least  three 
epochs  in  human  development  reaching 
baclt  to  the  glacial  period,  the  oldest 
of  which  is  the  Paleolithic,  during  wlilcn 
men  lived  in  caves  and  used  only  tlio 
rudest  stone  implements;  and  for  many 
tliou.sands  of  years  the  earth  was  inhab- 
ited ijy  these  lower  races  of  men  far 
baclt    of  our   knowledge   of   historic   man. 

Now    the    Question    is,    can    these    facts 
(for   facta   undoubtedly   they  are)   be  rec- 
onciled   with    the    Mosiac    record    (jf    the 
Adam    race?     Otherwise   Moses    must    go. 
But       unfortunately       for       Christianity. 
Moses    does    not    go    alone— Christ     goes 
with  him.     "For.   had   ye  believed   Moses 
ye  would  have  believed  Me,  for 
of   Me.     But   if    ye   believe    not 
ings,   liow  shall  ye   believe  My 
John  5,   46-17. 

But,  reader,  admitting  all  that  scien- 
tists claim,  even  that  the  animal  man 
was  developed  from  the  lowest  type  of 
living  organism,  the  Mosiac  account  be- 
comes all  tlie  more  consistent  and  beau- 
tiful. 

In  the  light  of  the  Scriptures  we  also 
And  three  races  of  men;  the  pro-Adam- 
ite, or  purely  animal  man;  the  Adam 
race,  or  sons  of  God  on  the  natural 
plane;   and   the  Christ,  or   "second   man." 

The  animal  man  with  but  one  nature; 
then  in  process  of  time  the  "first  man" 
in  whom  was  the  Divine  image  in  its  in- 
cipient sta^e.  having  a  moral  n.ature. 
Then,  aliout  four  thousand  years  after, 
another  and  still  higher  type  of  man. 
having  three  naturt's,  the  animal,  tlie 
moral  and  the  spiritual.  The  -second 
Adam'— as  perfect  man  having  attained 
to  "Tlie  express  image  of  the  Father's 
person,"  complete  tlie  Biijle  plan  for  the 
evolution  of  man. 

Ethnologists  are  free  to  confess  that 
man  was  so  low  in  the  process  of  evo- 
lution as  to  have  only  the  animal  na- 
ture. This  is  not  denied,  l)ut  on  the 
other  iiand.  is  dimly  recognized  in  Scrip- 
ture, although  the  Adam,  having  a  moral 
nature  superadded  to  the  animal,  is  tlie 
tir.'at  man  of  whicli  Scripture  jjiakes  men- 
tion In  distinct  terms.  Evolution  of  "first 
the  natural  man  and  afterwards  the 
spiritual  man"  being  Gods  plan  for  de- 
veloping sons;  altliougli  as  all  know  the 
animal  still  largely  predominates  and 
controls  the  natural  man. 

In  the  evolution  of  man  there  are 
stages,  the  result  of  creative  power.  No 
one  believes  or  claims  that  tlie  historic 
Christ,  the  ideal  or  perfect  man,  was  the 
result  of  evolution;  tliat  the  Jews  had 
gradually  risen  to  that  height,  nor  that 
the  race  is  gradually  rising  to  a  stili 
higher   level   than   the   Christ. 

If  not,  If  it  required  Divine  interposi- 
tion to  produce  a  Christ  out  from  a  lower 
order  of  man,  is  it  not  logical  to  believe 
that  the  Adam  as  represented  in  Gene- 
sis, so  far  above  the  mere  animal  man, 
required    Divine   interposition? 

If  tile  unfallen  Adam  was  "a  son  of 
God,  a  perfect,  natural  man,"  even  as 
the  resurrected  Christ,  the  "first  born 
from  the  dead,"  was  a  perfect  spiritual 
man  (^not  a  spirit),  the  logical  outcome 
ehould  lie  that  the  Adam  race  began  at 
the  highest  level  of  the  civilized  natural 
man,  even  as  the  Ciirist  is  on  tlie  highest 
level  of  the  spiritual   man. 

Now.   what  are  the  facts  of  human  his- 
tory?    That   is,    the  history  of  the  Adam 
race.      Those    who    speak    of    the      "lost 
arts"    necessarily    admit    that    an      early 
clvillzatl()n    has    been    lost.      When    did    It 
Obtain?     Tlie   one   great   pyramid   of  Jee-  j 
zoh    is   a    standing   witness   to   prove   this  i 
fact,  antedating  as  it  does  all  history  and  I 
all    hieroglyphic    lore.      On    tliis    pyramid  I 
not    a   scratch   of  the   Egyptian   hierogly-  I 
phics   is    to    be   found,    proving   beyond   a  ' 
doubt  that  it   antedates  all   purely   Egyp-  i 
tian     monuments,     since     without     excep-  } 
tion     they    are    all    covered    with    hiero-  i 
gtyphlcs.      And    yet    the    oldest 
of  the  others  is  but  a  servile  copy 
grand    monument    to    the    Lord    of   Hosts. 
"In   that   day   shall   there  be   an   altar   to 
the    Lord    In    the    midst    of    the    land    of 
Egypt,   and   a  pillar  at  the  border  there- 
of,   to    the    Lord.     It    sliall    he    for    a   sign 
and    a    witness   to   the    Lorrl    of    Hosts    in 
the   land    of    Egypt."     Isaiah    xix.,   19-20. 

Of  all  the  forty  pyramids  of  tlie  Egyp- 
tian hieroglyphics  era  the  first  is  a  fair 
external  imitation  of  this  one  of  Jeezeh, 
after  which  they  gradually  decline  un- 
til they  are  little  better  than  sandhills. 
These  and  other  monuments  of  Egypt 
and  perhaps  of  Chaldea  go  back  to  the 
beginning  of  all  that  is  known  of  civil- 
ized man  outside  of  the  Bible. 

If.  as  scientists  claim,  the  Egypt  of 
the  Mosaic  age  was  "the  new"  with  a 
"middle"  and  an  "ancient  epoch,"  why 
are  the  earliest  Egyptian  monuments  the 
host?  There  should  be  something  to  mark 
an  advance  fi'om  a  lower  to  a  higher 
middle,  and  from  the  middle  to  the  new 
epoch.  Yet  there  is  nothing  of  that  kind- 
all  is  decline.  Their  tlier>ry  should  place 
the  great  pyramid  at  a  recent  date,  and 
the  others  far  back  of  that,  in  the  re- 
mote past.  This  theory  of  man's  advance 
from  the  animal  to  the  perfect  man,  the 
Christ,  by  self-development,  is  opposed  to 
all  facts  and  all  history,  as  we  have  .seen, 
since  the  earlier  of  the  prehistoric  monu- 
ments   is    the    best.      The    animal      man

doubtle.ss  advanced,  but  left  only  imple- 
ments as  hunger  of  defense  may  liave  re- 
quired. 

Granting  that  six  thousand  years  ago 
the  animal  man  was  at  his  highest,  re- 
quiring Divine  power  in  order  to  take 
another  step  in  evolving  man  as  a  son 
of  God,  even  as  some  four  thousand  ye^irs 
later  it  required  Divine  power  to  evolve 
a  perfect  spiritual  man,  we  should  not 
expect  the  Bible  to  throw  much  light 
on  the  animal,  enough  that  it  makoe 
room   for   him. 

"Nod"  means  wanderer.  Cain  went 
Into  the  land  of  Nod.  to  the  east  of  Eden, 
and  took  a  wife  from  among  the  wan- 
dering tribes.  Hence  it  Is  not  surpris- 
ing that  recent  finds  locate  the  earliest 
marks    of    civilization    in    that    locality. 

Before  Adam  was  created  "there  was 
no  man  to  till  the  ground."  Wandering 
tribes  live  by  hunting  and  fishing— noi 
by  agriculture.  The  son  of  Cain,  a  half- 
breed,  built  a  city.  His  sons  and  grand- 
sons became  artificers  in  brass  and  iron, 
and  ma.sters  of  those  who  handle  the 
harp  and  organ.  Masters  of  architecture, 
metallurgy    and    fine  arts. 

With  such  an  instructor  as  Cain,  still, 
though  fallen,  at  the  very  pinn.icie  of 
civilization,  (to  which  the  God-man  was 
raLsed),  and  with  the  powerful  muscular 
development  of  the  animal  man,  is  it 
any  wonder  that  there  were  "mighty 
men  of  old"  and  giants  (nephilmi?  "And 
when  men  began  to  multiply  on  the  face 
of  the  earth  and  daughters  were  born 
unto  them,  the  sons  of  God  saw  the 
daughters  of  men  that  thev  were  fair; 
and  they  took  them  wives  of  all  that  they 
choose.  These  half-l.reeds  began  to  be 
recognized  in  Scripture  as  men,  but 
not  as  sons  of  God,  like  the  pure  Adam 
race. 

Tills  intermarriage  brought  moral  de- 
generation to  the  sons  of  God;  and  the 
Adam  race  became  corrupted  '•in  tlieir 
generation,"  which  means,  says  Webster, 
the  act  of  procreating.  "But  Noah  was 
a  just  man  and  perfect  in  his  generation." 
Noah  begat  three  sons.  And  the  earth 
was    filled    with    violence. 

Now  I  contend  that  in  this  brief  ac- 
count  of  the  origin  of  man,  as  sons  of 
1  God,  enough  latitude  is  given  to  permit, 
and  even  to  indicate  the  existence  of 
a  pre-Adamite  animal  man,  without  do- 
ing violence  to  the  Scripture  account 
concerning  the  man  made  in  the  image 
of  God,  and  that  this  corrupt  seed  still 
exisLs  is  plainly  taught  in  Dan.  2:43. 
"They,  the  Adam  race,  shall  mingle 
themselves  with  the  seed  of  men,  but 
thev  shall  not  cleave  one  to  another, 
even    as   Iron   is   not   mixed   with   clav." 

The  mathematical  accuracy  of  the  earl- 
iest known  monument,  God's  witness  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  is  in  complete  har- 
mony with  Bible  teaching  that  the  un- 
fallen man  was  made  m;ister  of  the  ele- 
ments, able  to  subdue  all  things  to  him- 
self, and  is  antagonistic  to  many  false 
theories    of    so-called    science. 

In  Jirief,  then,  we  find  an  indication  at 
least  and  room  in  the  Mosaic  account  of 
Creation  for  the  animal  man  devoid  of 
a  moral  nature,  stretching  back  into  un- 
measured epochs;  while  as  yet  there 
w.as  no  Divine  man.  Then,  after  ages  cf 
such  development,  Elolhm  said,  "Let  us 
make  man  in  our  linage,  and  give  him 
dominion."  Thus  in  Adam  we  find  a 
Divine  man,  a  son  of  God  on  the  natural 
plane  with  a  high  degree  of  intelligence. 
■  Hieroglyphics  give  no  measure  of  time 
only  by  dynasties.  We  are  not  compelled 
I  to  believe  that  to  court  the  favor  of 
I  reigning  monarch*,  their  ancestral  line 
may  not  have  been  greatlv  exaggerntcd 
The  Aztecs  and  Japanese  claim  vast  an- 
tifiuity  for  their  reigming  dvnasty,  run- 
ning back  to  their  descent  from  the  sun. 
There  are  no  ruined  cities,  tablets  or 
monuments  of  the  remote  past,  so  re- 
mote that  they  might  not  have  origin- 
ated with  the  immediate  descendants  of 
Cain,  who  built  the  first  city  two  thou.s- 
and  years  before  any  reliable  record  of 
human  history  outside  of  the  Mosaic 
account. 

Two  thou.sand  years  with  the  longe\ity 
of  man  as  he  existed  in  that  age  of  the 
world,  is  sufficient  time  to  accomplish 
and  cover  all  that  archaelogical  research 
has  yet  found  of  civilized  man.  Wliere 
was  the  Anglo-Saxon  two  thousand  vears 
ago?  Mighty  men  of  old  (nephllliTi)  at 
a  high  state  of  civilization,  under  the 
tuition  of  Cain,  would  naturallv  le:<ve 
something  that  would  prove  that  they 
had  existed.  And  nothing  has  yet  been

presence  of  radiumite  in  the  workings, 
and  have  become  acquainted  with  one 
or  two  of  its  peculiarities.  ,  | 

Thoy    called    it    "medicine    ore      and 
"rheumatism   rock,"   and  have   beeti   in 
the  habit  of  carrying  bits  of  it  in  their! 
pockets  at  all  times.    They  believe  it  is 
a  sure  cure  for  "miners'  consumption,    ^ 
rheumatism,  stomach  ailments,  kidney  j 
disease  and  various  nervous  disorders. 

Although  the  miners  themselves  have 
had  explicit  faith  in  the  healing  prop- 
erties of  the  ore  for  many  years  Butte 
dof>tors  and  the  public  generally  have 
simply  regarded  it  as  a  superstition, 
placing  the  radiumite  on  a  plane  with 
the  buckeye  and  the  rheumatism  ring. 
Since  the  discovery  of  radium  and  the 
tracing  of  the  relationship  between  it 
and  radiumite  scientists  and  others 
have  been  able  to  account  for  the  cur- 
ative properties  of  Montana's  "med- 
icine stones." 

The  Butte  medicine  ore  possesses  the 
strange  quality  of  emitting  a  brihant 
light  under  slight  friction  by  some 
metallic  substance  or  even  with  a  fin- 
ger nail.  The  light  is  called  a  "cold 
fire "  because  there  is  absolutely  no 
heat  to  it,  and  its  display  are  more 
brilliant  under  water  than  out  of  it. 
No  value  has  ever  been  found  in  the 
ore  by  mining  men.  and  the  only  good 
it  has  served  has  been  as  a  talisman 
for  the  miners,  who  believe  in  its  cura- 
tive virtues  and  as  specimens  for  min- 
eral cabinetB.  for  which  It  was  much 
sought  and  often  commanded  very  high 
prices. 

While  the  Paris  scientists  were  mak- 
ing their  wonderful  experiments  with 
radium,  it  occurred  to  a  Rarus  miner 
that  the  little  lumps  of  "medicine  ore" 
might  contain  the  rare  element  discov- 
ered by  the  Curries,  and  in  tha,t  "v^ay 
account  for  the  cures  and  th©  faith  of 


the  miners.  He  spoke  to  several  Butte 
cliemists  about  it,  and  they  took  suf- 
ficient interest  in  the  matter  to  make 
a  careful  analysis  and  many  tests  of 
the  ore.  But  aside  from  satisfying 
themselves  that  it  possessed  a  trace  of 
radio-activity,  they  could  not  account 
for  the  strange  properties  of  the  min- 
eral in  other  respects. 

Finally  specimens  of  the  ore  were 
sent  to  Paris  and  other  great  labori- 
tories  but  while  reports  were  being 
awaited  from  them.  Dr.  G.  D.  Bryant, 
of  Butte,  became  interested  in  the 
story  of  the  miner,  and  he  conducted  a 
.series  of  experiments  along  an  entirely 
different  line,  prompted  only  by  curi- 
osity. 

He  wondered  If  there  was  any  basis 
for  the  belief  of  the  miners  that  the 
"medicine  ore"  could  cure  anything, 
and  he  began  an  investigation  of  a 
number  of  reported  cures.  Almost 
v.ithout  exception,  as  he  found,  men 
and  women  who  carried  the  mineral 
claimed  to  have  derived  benefits  from 
it,  and  could  not  be  ridiculed  out  of  the 
idea  that  it  was  a  curative  as  well  as 
a  preventive.

Discussions  are  rife  just  now  as  to 
whether  the  showing  at  Los  Angeles 
recently  redounds  to  "Kid"  McCoy's 
credit  or  not.  Some  refer  to  it  as  the 
rejuvenation  of  McCoy.  Others  hold 
that  the  go  with  "Twin"  Sullivan 
seems  to  indicate  to  what  extent  Mc- 
Coy has  retrograded. 

While  the  favorite  won  the  fight,  it 
did  not  work  out  just  the  way  the  wise 
heads  expected.  McCoy  told  his  friends 
before  hand  that  he  expected  to  win 
inside  of  eight  rounds.  The  bulk  of 
those  who  backed  him  believed  he 
would  dispose  of  Sully  before  the  tenth 
round  was  reached.  Many  of  them 
thought  it  a  better  business  proposi- 
tion to  bet  even  money  on  McCoy  to 
win  in  ten  rounds  than  to  give  2  to  1 
on  eeneral  results. 

Underneath  it  all  was  the  feeling 
that  if  McCoy  did  not  land  his  man  in 
the  first  half  of  the  battle  the  holders 
of  Sully  tickets  would  stand  a  royal 
ch.incp  of  cashing. 

"Nothing  to  it,"  says  one  disputant. 


"If  McCoy  had  Ijeen  the  McCoy  of  old, 
the  fight  would  have  been  over  in  a 
few  rounds." 

Says  the  man  who  takes  an  opposite 
view:  "But  how  about  fellows  who  had 
it  that  McCoy  would  blow  up  after  a 
few  fast  rounds?  I  consider  that  what- 
ever credit  the  'Kid'  lost  in  one  way  hi? 
gained  in  another.  He  isn't  the  butcher 
he  was;  neither  is  he  the  shell  some 
people  Ijejieved  He  carried  his  condi- 
tion rlg«»  through  the  twenty  rounds, 
and  came  back  after  his  man  time  after 
time  with  the  venom  of  a  tiger.  He 
has  proved  that  he  can  go  the  long 
route,  and  the  way  he  punished  Sully 
right  up  to  the  closing  bell  shows  that 
he  has  a  few  fights  left  in  him  yet." 

The  last  analysis  of  the  Kid's  per- 
formance is  the  one  that  appeals  to  th<? 
match-makers.  They  feel  that  the  fight 
McCoy  gave  .Sully  Is  good  enough  to 
place  before  the  most  fastidious  of  ring 
fans,  and  it  is  evident  that  McCoy  will 
command  dates  in  both  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles. 

Jimmy  Britt  is  not  talking  fight  to 
any  extent  these  days.  His  intimates 
eay  it  is  simply  because  Jlinmy  feel;=i 
.a  still  tongue  just  about  the  present 
time  is  a  valuable  possession.  Biitt  is 
alive  to  the  fact  that  the  boxing  game 
is  .supported  by  rickety  props  just  now.

"Tim"  Murnane  writes:  The  "spit" 
ball  is  bound  to  revolutionize  baseball 
fully  as  much  as  the  curve  did  twenty 
years  ago.  This  ball,  said  to  be  dis- 
covered by  Stricklett  while  playing 
with  the  California  league  last  season, 
has  made  double  score  games  out  of 
the  question.  Jack  Chesbro,  of  the 
New  York  Highlanders  has  worked  it 
to  the  best  advantage  for  his  club  for 
over  three  months.  Chesbro  wag  wise 
enough  to  tell  the  players  it  was 
giving  him  a  sore  arm,  but  now  the 
pitchers  have  discovered  that  it  is 
simply  a  medium  paced  straight  ball, 
and  is  less  likely  to  lame  the  arm  than 
curve  pitching. 

The  batsmen  of  the  American  league 
say  that  it  is  utterly  impo.ssible  to  hit 
the  ball  square,  as  it  breaks  in  go 
many  different  ways  just  as  it  reaches 
the  plate.  The  ball  in  sent  about 
waist  high  and  usually  shoots  or 
drops. 

«    *    * 

Che.sbro  and  Powell  are  using  it  con- 
stantly with  Griffith's  team.  Mullen, 
of  Detroit  has  now  mastered  it,  while 
Gibson  of  the  Boston  Americans  has 
used  it  for  som.e  time  without  his  op- 
ponents being  wise  to  the  fact.  "Billy" 
Dineen  has  also  mastered  the  new  in- 
vention, and  Dr.  White  of  Chicago,  &nd 
other  clever  pitchers  are  fast  getf.ng 
control  of  it.

TEST  OF  TEA 

As  a  Food   Value  Is  to  Be 
Made. 

London,  Oct.  8.— A  peculiar  temper- 
ance test,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
medical  attendant  to  the  royal  family, 
will  begin  on  October  16.  when  twenty 
prominent  medical  men  will  begin  a 
fast  to  demonstrate  the  food  value  of 
tea.  During  the  two  weeks  which  the 
fast  will  last  the  only  food  the  doctors 
will  take  every  twenty-four  hours  will 
be  a  half  pint  of  tea  and  a  half  pound 
of  dry  crackers. 

The  doctors  will  fast  under  strict  su- 
pervision of  a  committee  which  has 
been  selected  to  see  that  no  food  Ls 
.oinuggled  to  them,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  fast  one  of  the  participants  will 
apply  to  a  life  insurance*  company  for 
a  policy  of  $.5000,  to  show  c  learly  that 
he  is  in  perfect  physical  condition. 

The  tea  which  will  be  supplied  to  the 
fasting  physicians  will  be  made  in  a 
newly  invented  teapot,  which  doe» 
away  with  all  the  nervousness  which 
tea  is  generally  .supposed  to  cause  by 
an  ingenious  contrivance,  which  abso- 
lutely prevents  the  extraction  of  tan- 
nin.

TEST  OF  TEA 

As  a  Food   Value  Is  to  Be 
Made. 

London,  Oct.  8.— A  peculiar  temper- 
ance test,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
medical  attendant  to  the  royal  family, 
will  begin  on  October  16,  when  twenty 
prominent  medical  men  will  begin  a 
fast  to  demonstrate  the  food  value  of 
tea.  During  the  two  weeks  which  the 
fast  will  last  the  only  food  the  doctors 
will  take  every  twenty-four  hoi^rs  will 
be  a  half  pint  of  tea  and  a  half  pound 
of  drv  cracker.s. 

The  doctors  will  fast  under  strict  su- 
pervision of  a  committee  which  ha.s 
been  .selected  to  see  that  no  food  Is 
.smuggled  to  th. m.  and  at  the  end  of 
the  fast  one  of  the  particii>ants  will 
apply  to  a  life  insurance' company  for 
a  policy  of  $5000.  to  show  c  learly  that 
he  is  in  perfect  physi<-al  condition. 

The  tea  which  will  be  supplied  to  the 
fasting  physicians  will  be  made  in  a 
newly  invented  teapot,  which  doe» 
away  with  all  the  nervousness  which 
tea  is  generally  supposed  to  cause  by 
an  ingenious  contrivance,  which  aViso- 
lulely  prevents  the  extraction  of  tan- 
nin.

Houghton,  Mich.,  Oct,  8.— (Special  to 
The  Htrald.)— The  long-antici|)ated 
cutting  of  the  Kearsarge  lode  by  the 
Allouez  has  occurred,  the  lode  having 
been  tapped  by  a  diamond  drill  on 
Tuesday  of  this  week.  A  shaft  more 
than  1000  feet  in  depth,  and  of  80  de- 
grees pitch,  reaches  to  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  lode,  but  the  final  work 
was  done  by  a  diamond  drill,  for  the 
reason  that  the  shaft  must  be  contin- 
uous, and  a  curve  is  required  to  con- 
nect the  80-degree  section  above  with 
the  40-degree  section  that  will  follow 
the  dip  of  the  lode;  and,  In  order  to 
start  the  curved  section  at  the  right 
point,  it  was  necessary  to  locate  the 
head  exactly  before  opening  it.  Sev- 
eral weeks  will  be  required  to  com- 
plete the  curved  section  and  reach  the 
lode  with  the  shaft,  previous  to  which 
time  very  little  can  be  told  about  the 
nature  of  the  lode  at  this  point,  fur- 
ther than  shown  by  the  small  drill 
cores,  which  show  well  in  copper.  Thj 
new  hoist  for  the  Allouez  Is  nearing 
completion  at  Milwaukee,  and  is  to  be 
shipped  this  month.  Foundations  are 
already  built  for  the  engine  and  It 
will  be  installed  imediately  after  re- 
ceipt, some  weeks  being  required  for 
the  heavy  work  of  setting  up  and 
testing  the  hoist.  The  engine  is  a 
powerful  one,  of  the  same  design  as 
those  at  several  shafts  of  the  Tama- 
rack, Osceola,  Isle  Royale  and  other 
mines  of  the  district,  with  capacity  to 
hoist  six-ton  loads  from  a  depth  of 
CctO  feet  at  a  working  speed  of  fully 
30  miles  an  hour,  and  a  test  speed  of 
nearly  double  this  limit.  For  mill- 
ing facilities  the  Allouez  is  to  have 
one  head  at  the  Centennial  mill,  but 
this  will  not  be  needed  for  some  time, 
as  it  win  be  a  work  of  one  to  two 
years  to  open  enough  levels  to  afford 
ade(iuate  sloping  ground.  Inasmuch 
as  a  number  of  levels  can  be  opened 
above  the  point  where  the  shaft  will 
reach  the  lode,  and  connected  there- 
with by  crosscuts,  the  work  of  open- 
ing ground  will  proceed  more  rai>idly 
than  is  common,  or  possible,  witli  most 
new  mines. 

The  Victoria  Is  making  good  pro- 
gress in  the  removal  of  the  old  Belt 
mill,  which  now  is  nearly  all  on  the 
ground  at  the  new  Victoria  mill  site. 
Probably  the  new  mill  will  go  Into 
commission  in  the  summer  of  1905. 
Meanwhile  the  mine  is  sufficiently 
opened  to  begin  production,  and  but 
little  further  work  will  be  done  under- 
ground until  the  mill  goes  into  com- 
mission. At  present  mining  work  i.=! 
suspended,  and  will  not  be  resumed 
until  the  new  power  plant  is  in  use. 
There  is  much  work  in  progress,  how- 
ever, on  surface,  both  at  the  millslte, 
where  foundations  are  being  built  for 
the  stamps  and  washing  machinery, 
and  at  the  power  station,  where  50<J0 
horse  power  from  Glenn  Falls  of  the 
West  Branch  of  the  Ontonagon  river 
are  being  developed,  along  .somewhat 
unusual  engineering  lines,  by  means 
of  a  combination  of  dam.  canal  and 
shaft,  by  which  the  energy  of  the  water 
will  be  transformed  into  compressed 
air.  which  will  be  piped  to  both  mine 
and  mill  and  made  to  actuate  all  cla.ss- 
es  of  machinery  in  precisely  the  man- 
ner that  steam  is  used  at  all  other 
copper  mines  of  the  lake  district.  The 
Victoria  will  enjoy  a  tremendous  ad- 
vantage In  its  cheap  power,  the  cost 
of  which  will  be  merely  nominal,  after 
the  expensive  plant  is  completed.  In 
fact  the  Victoria  probably  will  have 
considerable  surplus  power  to  sell,  after 
providing  for  its  own  requirements  at 
both  mine  and  mill,  and  the  Michigan 
mine,  which  is  not  far  distant,  could 
use  some  of  this  surplus  power,  to  the 
mutual  advantage  of  both  the  Victoria 
and  Michigan  companies. 

No.  1  shaft  of  the  Ahmeek  will  reach 
the  500-foot  level  In  a  few  weeks,  and 
No.  2  is  about  100  feet  less  in  depth. 
Drifts  are  being  opened  both  north  and 
south  from  both  shafts,  at  each  level, 
and  the  mine  is  beginning  to  make 
substantial  progress  in  opening  sloping 
ground  for  reserves.  Predictions  that 
the  Ahmeek  will  increase  its  produc- 
tion materially  within  a  short  time 
lack  foundation.  The  present  pro- 
duction is  secured  from  rock  broken 
in  development  work  only,  and,  while 
stoping  could  be  startede  immediatek- 
and  the  production  of  the  mine  trebled 
or  quadrupled,  such  a  policy  would 
be  mistaken  and  is  not  at  all  likely 
to  be  followed.  The  Bigelow  manage- 
ment has  been  censured  for  many 
things,  but  it  has  never  attempted  to 
start  production  from  an  immature 
mine,  and,  in  fact,  one  of  the  bones  ol^ 
contention  in  the  fight  made  eighteen 
months  ago  by  dissatisfied  Osceola 
shareholders,  was  over  the  matter  of 
delay  in  beginning  full  production  from 
the  Kearsarge  mine.  Only  the  hasty 
and  unwise  insist  upon  plucking  and 
eating  their  apples  green.  The  fruit 
is  larger  and  less  colicky  when 
ed  to  mature  upon  the  tree, 
being  picked   for  consumption. 

Centennial  Is  not  giving  out  figures 
of  production,  but  Is  stamping  about 
500  tons  daily,  and  Is  said  locally  to  be 
securing  something  under  1  per  cent 
Ingot,  due  partially  to  the  milling  of 
accumulated  stockpiles  on  surface 
which  include  a  considerable  proportion 
of  poor  rock  broken  in  the  tipper  levels, 
which  reduces  the  average  returns  at

(juent  variations  in  values,  also  in 
width  and  other  characteristics,  from 
point  to  point,  as  depth  is  attained, 
and  mines  sometimes  do  get  richer  at 
depth,  up  to,  or  rather  down  to,  a 
certain  point.  The  only  Lake  Superior 
mine  that  can  prove  its  claim  to  added 
richness  at  great  depth  is  the  Wolver- 
ine. Other  mines  have  single  shafts 
that  improve  at  depth,  as.  for  Instance, 
the  Mesnard  shaft  of  the  Quincy.  As 
a  rule,  however,  mines  do  not  improve 
with  depth,  below  a  shallow  point  be- 
neath the  disturbance  wrought  by  at- 
mospheric agencies.  An  ore  body  may 
be  covered  by  a  capping  of  rock,  or 
alluvium,  that  must  be  penetrated  be- 
fore a  mine  can  be  opened,  but  after 
the  ore  body  proper  is  reached,  and  an 
average  struck  of  its  values  for  a 
sufficient  distance  along  the  outcrop 
or  strike,  to  give  a  fair  approxima- 
tion, the  chances  are  against  an  In- 
crease in  value  below  a  very  shallow^' 
depth,  nl  other  words,  a  mine  that  is  [^«-  ^^^-  ^•'^"• 
worthless  near  surface  probably  will 
remain  worthless  to  the  bottom  of  its 


There  are  exceptions  to  this 
enough  of  them   to  make  it 
to     dogmatizs— but     on   the 
outside     investor,     without 
technical  training  or  practical  working 
knowledge   of  the   mines     of     a    given 
field    will    save     himself     money     and 
trouble   by   fighting   shy  of  the   propo- 
sition   that    poor    mines    will    improve 
with  depth,   for  the  chances  are  over- 
whelmingly in  the  other  direction.

Following  Kuropatkin's  sudden  blow,  which  resulted  in  the  cap- 
ture of  the  Japanese  fortiiied  position  of  Bentsiaputze,  and  the  conse- 
quent flanking  of  the  Japanese  right,  the  campaign  in  Manchuria  seems 
to  have  entered  upon  an  entirely  new  phase.  With  the  Russians  now  on 
the  offensive,  as  the  move  seems  to  indicate,  the  surmises  to  which  the 
past  ten  days  of  almost  absolute  silence  gave  rise,  are  scattered,  and  it 
seems  practically  certain  that  Kuropatkin  means  to  give  battle  south  of 
Mukden,  and  that  the  position  he  has  prepared  at  Tie  pass  is  for  the  ^ 
contingency  of  a  defeat  and  also  to  strengthen  his  general  plan.  In  n 
St.  Petersburg  it  is  believed  that  at  least  a  week  will  elapse  beiore  the  g 
two  armies  meet,  and  in  the  meantime,  the  vital  question  is  whether  g 
Oyama  will  contest  the  present  Russian  advance  or  fall  back  to  his  $ 
strong  positions  to  the  north  of  Liao  Yang.  x 

Kuropatkin's  advance  is  being  made  with  extreme  slowness  and  X 
deliberation  and  it  is  now  known  that  the  movement  against  Bentsia-  5 
putze  has  been  under  way  since  Oct.  4.  The  new  situation  causes  St.  O 
Petersburg  to  believe  that  a  winter  campaign  will  be  undertaken.  A  ^-j 
dispatch  from  the  field  headquarters  of  the  Japanese  second  army  says 
that  the  Japanese  are  building  heavy  earthworks  south  of  Mukden. 
Kuropatkin's  army  is  moving  in  two  strong  columns,  one  on  each 
si(fe  of  the  railroad,  and  they  are  entrenching  as  they  advance.  Tokio 
reports  that  the  Japanese  recently  centered  a  heavy  fire  from  the  fleet 
and  land  batteries  on  the  Russian  vessels  in  Port  Arthur,  sinking  three 
of  them.

The  evacuation 
of  Bentsiaputze  left  the  Hank  of  the 
Japanese  pdsition  at  the  Yentai  mines 
unprotected  and  news  of  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  mines  is.  therefore,  hourly 
expected. 

The  Jai>anese  appear  to  be  concen- 
trating their  forces  in  the  fortittcations 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Ilussians  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Taitse  river, 
which  are  exceedingly  strong,  and  they 
have  an  equally  good  defense  North 
and  South.

Tuesday.  Oct.  18,  is  the  last  day  for 
the  filing  with  the  county  auditor  of 
the  certificates  of  nomination  of  tlie 
oandidaies  before  the  recent  primaries, 
also  for  the  filing  of  petition  of  inde- 
pendent candidates  for  the  coming  gen- 
eral election,  who  have  not  been  be- 
fore the  xnimaries. 

Up  to  the  present  date  thirteen  of  the 

county  and  legislative  candidates  njni- 

inated  at  the  primary  election  have 
filed  and  there  have  been  iv)  filing  of 
petitions  of  Independent  candidates  ii- 
though  some  have  been  talked  about. 

Those  who  have  paid  the  tiling  fee  to 
have  their  names  put  on  the  ticket  at 
the  coming  general  election  are,  in  Ol- 
der of   their   filing,   as   foUov.s; 

Andrew  Miller,  lienublican,  repre- 
sentative of  Fiftieth  legislative  district; 
F.  T.  Little,  Democratic,  county  audi- 
tor; AV.  Gilpin,  Republican,  county  su- 
perintendent of  schools;  J.  M.  McCii.i- 
tock.  Republican,  county  attorney;  J. 
P.  Johnson,  Republican,  clerk  of  dis- 
trict court;  W.  J.  Bates,  Republica-i, 
sheriff;  E.  M.  Patterson,  Republicaa, 
county  commissioner  First  district;  Rfiy 
T.  Lewis,  Republican,  representative 
Fiftieth  legislative  district;  J.  A.  Mc- 
Cuen,  Republican,  coroner;  M.  <\  Pal- 
mer, Republican,  register  of  deeds;  L. 
Ayers,  Republican,  county  surve^-rr; 
W.  A.  Holgate,  Republican,  county 
treasurer;  John  Saari,  Republican,  re- 
presentative Forty-ninth  legislative  dis- 
trict. 

None  of  the  candidates  in  the  Fifty- 
first  legislative  district,  which  em- 
braces the  three  counties  of  St.  Louis, 
Lake  and  Cook,  have  yet  filed,  bat 
they  are  required  to  file  in  each  county. 
The  last  date  of  filing  for  all  other  can- 
didates. Oct.  18,  is  also  the  last  dale 
for  the  filing  in  this  county  of  the  can- 
didates for  legislature  in  the  Fil^ty- 
first  district,  regardless  of  what  the 
last  date  of  filing  may  be  in  other 
counties. 

Oct.  IS  will  also  be  the  last  date  for 
the  defeated  candidates  at  the  primary 
election  to  file  with  the  county  auditor 
their  statements  of  election  expenses. 
The  law  provides  that  all  candidaie.s 
befcire  the  primaries  must  file  such 
sworn  stalemeiit  of  expenditures  with- 
in 30  days  after  the  election  is  held. 
Very  few  have  yet  fileil.  their  accounts 
and  the  county  auditor  has  called  at- 
tention to  the  corrupt  practices  act, 
section  7,  chapter  277,  laws  of  lS9u, 
which  provides  that  all  candidates  who 
appeared  before  the  primary  election, 
shall  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  such 
election  file,  with  the  county  auditor 
a  statement  in  writing  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  before  a  proper  officer,  setting 
forth  in  detiil  all  sums  of  money  con- 
tributed, disbursed,  expended  m-  prom- 
ised by  them,  to  the  best  of  their  know- 
ledge and  belief,  either  by  themselves 
or  by  any  persons  or  pers4">n  in  their 
behalf.  Any  per.*on  who  shall  not  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1000.  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  state  by  the  county  attor- 
nej',  the  amount  of  the  fire  to  be  fixed 
by  the  court  and  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  school  fund.  In  event  of  a 
default  of  payment  of  the  fine  he  may 
be  committed  to  the  county  jail  until 
such  time  as  the  fine  shall  be  paid, 
not   to   exceed    six    months. 

As  to  the  oxper.ses  of  general  elec- 
tion the  county  audltoi-  has  authority 
to  refuse  to  issue  certificates  of  elec- 
tion  until   such   st.itements   are   filed. 

There  is  still  another  filing  that  must 
be  made  under  the  law  which  seems 
to  have  been  forgotten  in  several  quar- 
ters. This  refers  to  the  politieal  com- 
mltl<^^es  which  the  law  .says  must  have 
a  treasurer  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to 
file  a  statement  within  30  days  of  the 
election,  of  all  the  moneys  received  and 
disbursed  in  the  campaign.  The  state- 
ment  must  .s-^t  the  sums  of  money  forth 
in  detail  and  must  be  subscnhed  and 
sworn    to  before   the   pi-oper   officer. 

If  any  treasurer  of  a  political  com- 
mittee fnils  In  this  duty  by  Oct.  18.  h^ 
shall^  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and,  on  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  JlOO  or  bv  im- 
prisonment not  more  than  three 
months. 

County  Auditor  Halden  says  that  the 
law,  in  this  respect  will  be  lived  up 
to  the  letter,  and  he  has  warned  the 
persons  interested  wherever  such  com- 
mittees are  known.

Mrs.  John  Hoveran.  of  Sixtieth  ave- 
nue west,  was  struck  by  the  Northern 
Pacific  passenger  train,  which  left  Du- 
luth at  1:55  this  afternoon  for  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis,  and  thrown  on  to  the 
bank  at  the  side  of  the  track,  between 
Sixty-ihird  and  Sixty-fourth  avenues 
west. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  train  was 
running  at  a  good  rate  of  speed  when 
It  .struck  her,  she  was  picked  up  un- 
hurt, and  was  able  to  walk  home  un- 
a.ssisteu  and  continue  her  regular 
household    duties. 

The  train  was  just  rounding  the 
bend,  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty- 
loi:rth  avenues,  when  the  engineer  saw 
Mrs.  Hoveran  walking  along  the  track 
a  short  distance  ahead  of  him.  He 
blew  his  whistle,  but  the  woman  is 
somewhat  deaf  and  did  not  hear  it. 

When  he  saw  that  she  did  not  notice 
thi^  wnistle.  he  closed  the  throttle  and 
threw  on  the  air  brakes.  Th^ speed  of 
the  train  slackened  rapidly,  but  not  in 
time  to  prevent  the  accident,  and  the 
cow  catcher  caught  the  woman  before 
she  saw  the  train  approaching,  and 
threw  her  from  the  tracks  to  the  bank. 

The  engineer  brought  his  train  to  a 
stop  as  nipidly  as  possible,  and  the 
conductor  and  passengers  crowded 
from  the  coaches  to  see  what  was  the 
matter.  Meanwhile  the  woman  had 
risen  to  her  feet,  unhurt,  and  was 
blushing  the  dust  from  her  clothes 
when  the  train  crew  hurried  up.  She 
escaped  with  nothing  more  than  a  few 
brui.ses.  and  stated  to  the  amazed  en- 
gineer, who  expected  to  find  her  a 
mangled   corpse,    that   she   was   unhurt.

Jacob  Sampson,  a  Finlander,  was 
bound  over  to  the  grand  Jury  by  Judge 
Windom  in  the  municipal  court  this 
morning,  on  the  charge  of  assault  in 
the  second  degree.

above  his  head  demanded  ftmr  glasses 
of  beer.  He  was  overcome  by  the 
bystanders  and  ejected,  but  returned  a 
few  minutes  later  and  again  demanded 
the  liquor.  Friskey  grasped  h.im  by 
the  collar  and  again  threw  him  out, 
but  this  time  Sampson  is  claimed  to 
have  turned  at  the  door  and  slashed 
Friskey  in  the  back  with  a  knife,  rip- 
ping open  his  clothing  from  the 
shoulder  to  the  knee.

H.  A.  Cooper,  f\i  Wisconsin,  which  is  to 
empower  tlie  inti'i'siate  cnninierce  com- 
mission with  authority  to  iee;ul;ite  mat- 
ters within  its  scope  of  Inijuiry,  rnttur 
than  merely  to  make  suggestions  thereon. 

Copies  of  the  bill  i cached  Secetary  Eva, 
of  tne  Commercial  club.  tod:iy,  having 
come  from  E.  P.  Bacon,  Milwaukee,  th*^ 
chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  interstate  commerce  law  convention, 
held   Nov.  20,  19(»0. 

A   synopsis  of  the  bill   follows: 

Section  1.  Provides  than  any  order 
made  b.v  the  Inteistate  commtrce  commis- 
sion, after  hearing  and  detcrmlretion  had 
on  any  i>etitIon  now  pending  or  liereafter 
piCKented  under  the  provisions  of  tlia 
"Act  to  Regulate  Commerce."  (commoidy 
ternud  the  interstate  commerce  act),  de- 
claring any  e.vislliig  rate,  or  any  regula- 
tion or  practice  aft 'CtlLg  such  rate,  com- 
plained of,  for  tlie  transportation  of  per- 
sons or  property,  to  l)e  unjustly  oiscrimin- 
ative  or  unrea.sonalrle,  and  declaring  what 
rate,  regulation  or  practice  would  be  just 
and  reasonable.  anJ  requiring  them  to  be 
substituted  therefor,  shall  become  oper- 
ative within  thirty  days,  or,  in  ca-se  of 
proceeding  for.  review,  then  within  sixty 
days.  Such  order  may  at  any  time  be 
modified,  suspended  or  revoked  liy  the 
commission  upon  lull  hearing  of  all  par- 
ties in  interest. 

Sec.  2.  Provides  that  If  the  rate  is  a 
joint  rate,  and  thep  artles  the-eto  f.iil  to 
agree  upon  the  apportionment  thereof 
within  twenty  days,  the  comndssinn  may 
determine  the  portion  to  he  received  by 
earh  "ler.  Al-o.  when  the  order  "of  the 
commission  presr-riles  the  just  relation 
of  rates  to  or  from  common  points,  and 
the  cairlers  parties  thereto  fail  to  agree 
as  to  changes  to  he  made  to  effect  com- 
pliance, the  commission  shall  prescrihe 
the  rates  to  be  chat  god  bj'  either  or  all  oi 
the  parties. 

Sec.  3.— Provides  that  every  order,  as  to 
its  justness,  reasonableness  and  lawful- 
ness, shall  be  revit'w.Tble,  upon  petition 
filed  within  twenty  days,  by  any  circuit 
court  given  Jurisdiction,  and  requires  the 
comission  to  file  a  certified  copy  of  the 
record  of  the  case  within  twenty  days 
after  notice.  The  oourt  may  In  Its  dis- 
cretion, upon  the  application  of  either 
party,  cause  additional  testimony  to  l>e 
taken  in  such  manner  as  it  may  direct, 
and,  if  after  hearing,  the  court  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  order  of  the  commission 
was  made  under  some  eiTor  of  law,  or  is, 
upon  the  facts,  unjust  or  unreasonable,  it 
shall  modify,  set  aside  or  annul  tiie  siime; 
oth?rwise  the  potiti  "n  shall  be  dismissed. 
Pending  review,  the  court  may,  upon  ap- 
plication and  hearing,  if  in  its  opinion  the 
order  is  clearly  unlawful  or  erroneou.s, 
suspend  the  order.  Appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  may  be  taken*  within  thirty  day.-^, 
but  the  order  of  the  circuit  court  is  not 
stayed  thereby.  Cases  under  this  act  in 
iKjth  courts  are  given  precedence  over 
all   except   criminal   cases. 

Sec.  4.— Provides  that  the  defense  in  all 
such  proceedings  f<^r  review  shall  be  un- 
dertaken by  the  proper  district  attorneys 
under  the  direction  of  the  attorney-gene- 
ral, and  that  the  commission  may.  with 
his  consent,  employ  special  counsel. 

Sec.  5.— Provides  that  if  any  partv  bound 
thereby  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  ooey  any 
order  of  the  commission  in  this  act  while 
the  same  is  In  force,  obedience  shall  be 
summarily  enforced  by  writ  of  injunction, 
or  other  proper  process,  which  shall  be 
issued  bv  anv  circuit  court  upon  petition 
of  the  commission,  or  of  any  party  in- 
terested, with  evidence  of  the  violation 
alleged;  and  the  offending  party  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars for  each  day's  continuance  of  such 
violation. 

Sec.   6.— Repeals  all  conflicting  acts. 

Sec.  7.— Makes  the  act  effective  from  its 
passage. 

It  will  be  oliser\'ed  that  under  this  bill 
the  op<  ration  of  tho  law  will  be  reversed, 
the  order  of  tl>*>  oommission  under  the 
present  law  being  of  no  effeot  until  an  or- 
der is  obtained  from  the  courts  enforcing 
it:  whereas,  under  this  l)ill  the  order  of 
th*''  commission  l>ecpmes  operative  within 
thirty  days  after  it.';,  promulgation,  and  so 
continues  until  suspended  or  set  aside  by 
the  courts  upon  review  or  appeal.

The  law  provitles  that  all  candidates 
before  the  primaries  must  tile  such 
sworn  statement  of  expenditures  with- 
in 30  days  .after  the  election  is  held. 
Very  few  have  yet  fileti,  their  accounts 
and  the  county  auditor  has  called  at- 
tentjiin  to  the  corrupt  practices  act, 
section  7.  chapter  'HI,  laws  of  l^tJo, 
which  provliles  that  all  candidates  who 
appe^ired  bef'>re  the  primary  election, 
shall  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  such 
election  file,  with  the  county  auilltor 
a  statement  in  writin.s:  subscribed  and 
sworn  to  before  a  proper  officer,  sotting 
forth  In  denil  all  sums  of  money  con- 
trlbut'd,  disbursed,  expended  or  pnun- 
iscd  by  them,  to  the  best  of  their  know- 
ledge and  belief,  either  by  themselves 
or  by  aTiy  persons  or  person  In  their 
belvtif.  An.v  per5on  who  shall  n"t  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  shall  be  liable 
to"  a  fine  not  exceeding  SK-oo.  to  be 
recovered  in  an  action  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  -Jtate  by  the  county  attor- 
nf-y.  the  amount  of  the  fire  to  be  fixed 
by  the  court  and  to  be  paid  into  the 
county  school  fund.  In  event  of  a 
default  of  payment  of  the  fine  he  may 
be  committed  to  the  county  jail  until 
sui-h  time  as  the  fine  shall  be  paid, 
not   to   exceed    six   months. 

As  to  the  expenses  of  general  elec- 
tion the  county  auditor  has  authority 
to  refuse  to  issue  certificates  of  elec- 
tion  until   such   statements   are   filed. 

There  Is  still  another  filing  that  must 
be  made  under  the  law  which  seems 
to  have  been  forgotten  in  several  nuar- 
ters.  This  refers  to  the  polltif^al  com- 
mittees which  the  law  says  must  have 
a  treasurer  whose  duty  it  ."hall  be  to 
file  a  statement  within  30  days  of  the 
election,  of  all  the  moneys  received  and 
disbursed  in  the  campaign.  The  state, 
tnent  must  set  the  sums  of  money  forth 
in  detail  and  must  be  subscribed  and 
sworn    to  before  the   proi)er   officer. 

If  any  treasurer  of  a  political  com- 
mittee f:iils  in  this  duty  by  Oct.  IS.  h^ 
shall^  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  m.isde- 
meanor  and,  on  conviction,  .«hall  be 
fined  not  more  than  $100  or  bv  im- 
prisi>nment  not  more  than  three 
mf>nths. 

County  Auditor  Halden  says  that  the 
law.  In  this  respect  will  be  lived  up 
to  the  letter,  and  he  has  warned  the 
persons  interested  wherever  such  com- 
mittees are  known.

The  train  wa.s  just  rounding  the 
bond,  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty- 
fourth  avenues,  when  the  engineer  sawi 
Mrs.  Hoveran  walking  along  the  track 
a  short  distance  ahead  of  him.  He 
blew  his  whistle,  but  the  woman  is 
somewhat  deaf  and  did  not   hear  it. 

When  he  saw  that  she  did  not  notice 
the  v.nislle,  he  closed  the  throttle  and 
threv.-  on  the  air  brakes.  Th^ speed  of 
the  train  sla<  kened  rapidly,  but  not  in 
time  to  prevent  the  accident,  and  the 
tow  catcher  caught  the  woman  before 
she  saw  the  train  apr>roaching.  and 
threw  her  from  the  tracks  to  the  bank,  i 

The  engineer  brought  his  train  to  a' 
stop  as  nipidly  as  possible,  and  the 
conductor  and  passengers  crowded 
from  the  coaches  to  see  what  was  the 
matter.  Meanwhile  the  woman  had 
risen  to  her  feet,  utdiurt,  and  was 
blushing  the  dust  from  her  clothes 
when  the  train  crew  hurried  up.  .She 
eseaped  with  nothing  more  than  a  few 
biuise.i.  and  stated  to  the  amazed  en-' 
gineer,  who  expected  to  find  her  a 
mangled   corpse,    that    she   was   unhurt.  | 

Capt.  Mann  happened  to  be  in  thej 
vicinity  when  the  accident  occurred,! 
and  he  offered  to  assist  the  woman  to' 
her  home,  a  few  blocks  away.  The 
passengers  hurried  back  into  the' 
coaches,  and  the  train  continued  its' 
way   to  St.    Paul. 

When  Mrs.  Hovcran  returned  to  the 
house  she  commenced  work  on  the 
weekly  washing,  which  she  had  plan- 
ned to  complete  this  .nfternoon.  and 
was  from  all  appearances  unaffected 
by  her  narrow  escape.

plained of,  for  tlie  transportation  of  per- 
sons or  properly,  to  bo  unjustly  oiscrimln- 
ative  or  unren.sonal.le,  and  declailtiB  what 
rate,  ree^ulation  or  jiractice  would  be  just 
and  rea^•onabio.  anJ  requiring  tiiem  to  be 
substitiited  thrrefor.  shall  t'ecomc  or>er- 
,itlve  within  thirty  day.-^,  or,  in  case  of 
proceeding  for  rv\iev.-,  then  within  sixty 
Qay«».

Sec.  3.— Provides  that  every  order,  as  to 
its  justness,  rea.'sonablcness  and  lawful- 
ness, shall  be  reviewable,  upon  petition 
tiled  within  tw.nty  days,  by  any  circuit 
court  Kiven  jurisdiction,  and  requires  the 
comission  to  file  a  C'Ttlfied  copy  of  the 
record  of  the  case  within  twenty  days 
after  notice.  The  ^ourt  may  In  Us  dis- 
cretion, upon  the  application  of  either 
part.v,  cause  additional  testimony  to  be 
taken  In  such  maniur  as  it  may  direct, 
and,  If  after  hearintr.  the  court  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  or/ler  of  the  commission 
was  made  under  some  eiTor  of  Law,  or  is. 
upon  the  facts,  unjust  or  unreasonable,  it 
shall  modify,  set  asule  or  annul  tiie  same; 
0th?rwise  the  petiti  m  shall  be  dismissed. 
Pending  review,  th.-  court  may,  upon  ap- 
plication and  hearing,  if  in  its  opinion  the 
ordc-r  is  clearly  unlawful  or  erroneous, 
suspend  the  order.  Appeal  to  the  supreme 
court  may  be  takcrF  within  thirty  d.ay.<, 
but  the  order  of  the  circuit  ciant  is  not 
stayed  thereby.  Cases  under  this  act  in 
l>otli  courts  are  given  precedence  over 
all   except   criminal    cases.

Ruffled  grouse  are  reported  to  be  quite 
plentiful  all  through  the  wooded  dislricls 
of  Northern  Minnesota  this  year,  and  it 
is  expected  that  tliey  will  offer  the  best 
of  sport  to  the  enthusiasts.  It  is  not 
easy  to  entirely  clean  any  piece  of  woods 
extending  over  a  square  mile  or  more  of 
territory  of  these  tirds.  no  matter  how 
much  they  are  hunted,  for  it  seems  tliat 
there  are  always  enough  left  to  raise 
coveys  the  following  year. 

As  each  mother  grouse  has  from  eight 
to  a  dozen  or  fifteen  little  ones  every  sea- 
son, it  does  not  take  many  coveys  to  make 
the  woods  appear  r;nlte  full  of  game.  Even 
in  the  blder  settled  communities  there  are 
patches  of  woods  (lulte  close  to  towns 
where  some  of  the  birds  arc  always  to 
be  found.  They  are  afforded  much  better 
protection  in  the  woods  than  is  the  case 
with  their  near  relations,  the  chickens 
and  pinnated  grouse,  in  the  open,  and  con- 
sequently the  matter  of  making  tliem 
entirely  extinct  is  the  more  difficult.  It 
is  expected  that  there  will  be  fine  grouse 
hunting  within  easy  reaci*  of  Duluili  for 
many  years  to  come. 

'  The  season  for  aH  varieties  of  grouse 
ojiened  in  Wisconsin,  .-^ept.  1,  and  several 
Duluth  sportsmen  have  availed  themsel- 
ves of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to 
get  out  earlier  after  the  woods  birds  than 
if  they  waited  for  the  Minnesota  teasou 
to  open. 

While  it  is  strictly  against  the  law 
in  tliis  state,  as  in  Wisconsin,  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  any  variety  of  grouse,  some 
of  the  leading  restaurants  in  Duluth  as 
elsewhere,  have  something  for  their  pat- 
rons, under  the  name  of  white  owl,  black 
owl.  or  something  similar,  which  bears 
a  marvelous  resemblance  to  the  birds. 
Black  generally  applies  to  the  dark  meat 
of  the  p)rairie  chicken  and  plnnatov^ 
grouse,  while  white,  before  owl  or  some 
other  uneatable  bird,  may  be  taken  for 
the  white  meat  of  the  ruffled  grouse.

Kuropatkin  Breaks  Japanese 
Line  at  That  Point. 

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  10.— Gen.  Kurc- 
patkin's  order  of  the  day  announcii.g 
his  determination  to  take  the  offensne 
was  supplemented  tonight  by  the  news 
that  an  offensive  movement  has  already 
been  begun  and  that  the  Japanese  lino 
ha.s  been  broken  at  Beiilsiaputze. 

The  Japanese  occupied  a  front  of 
about  fifty-two  miles,  stretching  from 
Bentsiaputze  on  the  East  through  Yer- 
tai  and  across  the  railway  to  the  baniis 
of  the  Hun  river  on  the  West.  The 
Russian  force  had  been  moving  South 
in  close  touch  with  the  Japanese  ad- 
vances since  October  4.  The  Japanese 
outposts  were  driven  back  in  a  aeries 
erf  skiimishes.  and  on  October  6  the 
Russians  occupied  the  station  of  Shak- 
he,  fifteen  miles  Fouth  of  Mukden,  rail- 
road battilion  restoring  the  bridge 
across  the  Shakhe  river  the  next  dav 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  advance. 

Meanwhile  Gen.  Mistchenko's  cos- 
sacks  pushed  southwest  as  far  as  the 
Yental  mines,  defeating  the  Japanooo 
in  a  series   of  warm  skirmishes. 

The  most  important  action,  however, 
occurred  on  the  Japanese  right  at  Bent- 
siaputze. Here  the  Japanese  held  a 
strong  and  important  position,  but  it 
seems  they  made  the  inexplicabl.^ 
omission  to  fortify  a  commanding  hlH 
which  was  the  key  to  the  whole  situ- 
ation. A  portion  of  General  Kuropat- 
kins  force  made  a  strong  attack  on 
Bentsiaputze  and,  taking  a  leaf  of  the 
Japanese  book,  occupied  the  hill  from 
the  East  and  flankd  the  Japaensc  out 
of  the  town,  causing  a  serious  loss  in 
a  rear  guard  fight.

A  Fatal  Accident  Occurs 

In  the  St.  Clair 

Tunnel. 

Port  Huron,  Mich.,  Oct.  10.— Six  em- 
ployes of  the  Grand  Trunk  railv.ay 
were  suffocated  to  death  by  coal  gas 
early  yesterday  in  the  St,  Clair  tunnel, 
which  runs  under  the  St.  Clair  river 
from  Port  Huron  to  Sarnia,  Ont.

ADDRESSES 
PUBLIC 

School  Board  Wants  to 

Know  Sentiment  on 

Building  Site. 


Situation  That  Now  Con- 
fronts the  Board  Is 
Presented. 


The  members  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion hfive  prepared  an  address  to  the 
people  of  Duluth,  asking'  that  they 
make  known  to  the  board  their  opinions 
upon  the  question  of  building'  the 
manual  training  school  on  the  high 
school  site,  and  also  upon  the  situation 
which  confronts  the  board  at  this 
time.  The  statement  is  as  follows: 
To   the     People     of     the     Independent 

School    District    of    the    City    of    Du- 
luth; 

Next  Friday  evening  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  education  to  can- 
vas the  bids  for  the  construction  of  the 
new  manual  training  building,  and 
either  to  award  the  contract  or  to  re- 
ject all  bids. 

To  construct  another  grade  school  in 
the  viiiiiity,  as  suggested  by  some  ob- 
jectors, and  remove  grade  schools  out 
of  the  high  school  building,  would 
simply  operate  to  leave  a  lot  of  vacant 


a  nee.  not  made  necessary  by  any  ob- 
jections offered.  We  do  not  believe 
that  it  will  destroy  the  beauty  of  the  j 
present  building  and  grounds.  We  do 
not  think  any  other  use  to  which  the 
grounds  have  been  put,  or  are  likely  to 
be  put,  furnishes  a  persuasive  objec- 
tion. We  wi.sh  by  the  construction  of 
this  building  to  accomplish  the  follow- 
ing things: 

1.  To  obtain  for  the  manual  training 
and  chemistry  departments  more  ap- 
propriate and  adequate  <iuarters  and 
room  for  some  gymnasium  work. 

2.  We  want  to  remove  these  depart- 
ments from  the  high  school  buildii.g: 

(a)  Because  they  need  more  ade- 
quate quarters,  their  present  quaiier.s 
being   grossly    inadequate. 

(b)  Because  any  one  of  them  dis- 
turbs and  well  nigh  destroys  the  use- 
fulness of  a  number  of  recitation  rooms 
and  adds  to  the  hazards  of  the  build- 
ing and  increases  the  cost  of  in5)Ur- 
ance. 

(c)  We  want  to  utilize  the  room  thus 
vacated  for  grade  schools  and  avoid  the 
necessity  for  another  school  building 
to  accommodate  the  pupils  in  this  vi- 
cinity. 

3.  We  want  to  so  construct  the  build- 
ing  that   pupils   may   go    to   and    from 


In  explanation  of  the  present  condition 
of  the  Central  avenue  pavement,  City  Kn- 
glneer  McGilvray  will  this  evening  present 
a  report  to  the  city  council. 

Mr.  McGilvray  inspected  the  pavement 
Saturday  afternoon  with  a  view  tu  ascer- 
taining why  such  an  amount  of  mud 
should  accumulate  on  the  surface.  He 
stated  this  morning  that  the  mud  was 
not  caused  by  the  disintegration  of  the 
pavement,  but  was  due  to  accumulations

I  joining  streets  have  not,  and  the  wet  sur- 
face ha*)  caught  all  the  dust  that  w:ts 
blowing.  Then  wagons  crossing  the  ave- 
nue along  the  various  cross  streets,  have 
carried  mud  on  to  the  pavement.  The 
surface  of  course  wears  away  somewhat, 
and  all  these  causes  combined  make  the 
street  a  muddy  one  when  we  have  heavy 
rains  such  as  we  have  experienced  in  the 

"If  the  avenue  was  left  for  two  or  three 
years  without  sweeping  or  cleaning  you 
would  see  the  mud  piled  up  nearly  as  high 
as  the  curb." 

Several  other  matters  of  importance  are 
due  to  come  up  this  evening.  President 
Haven's  ordinance  in  regard  to  tlie  pro- 
hibition of  public  dancing  in  the  city 
parks  or  witliin  BOO  feet  of  them,  will 
probablv  be  considered   by  the  aldermen. 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  storage  ot 
oils  is  being  prepared  by  the  fire  com- 
missioners and  the  committee  on  or- 
dinances, and  it  \^ill  probably  be  intro- 
duced at  the  meeting  this  evening.  It  is 
intended  to  compel  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany to  make  better  provision  against 
fire  in  its  warehouse  at  the  foot  of 
Twelfth   avenue  west. 

Some  disposal  may  be  made  of  the  sug- 
gestion of  Manager  Case  that  a  tempor- 
arv  surface  main  be  laid  along  West 
First  street  to  provide  the  West  End  with 
a  supplementary  water  system  during  the 
winter   months. 

City  Attorney  Fesler  will  also  probably 
present  a  report  in  regard  to  the  com- 
munication of  Judge  Powell  in  reference 
to  the  additional  ten  per  cent  assessment 
on   the   East   Superior  street   pavement.

The  oflficers  followed  the 
sound  of  the  screaming  and  found 
Adams'  wife  still  screaming  for  help 
when  they  broke  in  the  door. 

His  wife  is  employed  as  an  actress  in 
a  variety  theater,  and  the  police 
claim  that  she  supports  Adams,  who 
has  been  in  trouble  once  or  twice  be- 
fore. 

Judge  Windom  fined  him  $20  and 
costs,  with  the  alternative  of  spending 
thirty  days  In  jail. 


Thorough  Investigation  of

THE  HOME  PAPER. 

Most  people  already  know  why  the  evening  papers 
as  a  rule  carry  more  advertising  than  do  morning  pa- 
pers. The  reason  is  that  they  bring  better  results  lor 
the   money  invested. 

The  largest  advertisers  in  the  United  States  are  the 
big  retail  department  stores.  They  sell  practically  every- 
thing. Hence  their  experience  in  the  matter  of  advertis- 
ing is  of  value  to  any  business  man  who  has  something 
to  sell  and  is  desirous  to  let  the  people  know  about  it. 

Desiring  to  know  the  conditions  that  prevail  through- 
out the  United  States  in  regard  to  the  relative  value  of 
evening  and  morning  papers,  the  Evening  Times,  of 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  has  asked  for  and  received  the  opin- 
ions of  the  advertising  managers  of  the  largest  depart- 
ment and  dry  goods  stores  in  every  city  of  the  United 
States  having  over  75,000  population. 

In  answer  to  these  requests  135  signed  communica- 
tions have  been  received,  and  the  result  shows  an  over- 
whelming preference  for  the  evening  papers  in  the  fol- 
lowing figures:  Only  ten  out  of  135  of  the  big  depart- 
ment stores  consider  the  morning  paper  the  best  medium, 
and  most  of  these  are  in  cities  where  there  is  no  evening 
paper  of  arty  importance. 

The  others  all  speak  emphatically  of  the  great  ad- 
vantages of  the  evening  paper  over  the  morning  paper 
for  their  advertising.  Some  use  the  evening  paper  ex- 
clusively and  find  that  the  returns  are  excellent. 

The  gist  of  the  reasons  given  for  preferring  the  even- 
ing paper  is  found  in  the  following  letters: 

Charles  M.  Peck,  advertising  manager  for  Seigel, 
Cooper  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  writes:  "We  spend  $325,000 
?  year,  and  75  per  cent  of  it  is  in  the  evening  papers, 
25  per  cent  in  Sunday  papers.  Even  with  our  great 
morning  papers  we  cannot  make  them  pay,  though  the 
experimenting  has  cost  us  $100,000." 

Says  Frank  A.  Slater,  manager  for  Rothschild  &  Co., 
Chicago:  "It  is  my  opinion  that  the  evening  papers  are 
more  thoroughly  read  in  the  home  and  this  is  the  aim 
of  the  advertiser." 

The  best  reason  is  given  by  F.  E.  Hatch,  advertising 
manager  for  Houghton  &  Dutton,  Boston,  who  says: 
"We  prefer  the  evening  paper  by  all  means,  because  it 
goes  into  the  homes  directly,  while  a  morning  paper  has 
a  tendency  to  work  back  into  the  business  section  and 
does  not  reach  the  homes  in  such  relative  numbers  as 
the  evening  paper." 

It  is  the  paper  that  goes  most  largely  into  the  homes 
that  brings  best  results  to  the  advertiser.  The  Herald  is 
that  paper  in  Duluth. 


ONE  GIRL'S  EXPERIENCE. 

Anna  C.  Kane,  of  New  York,  has  learned  something 
valuable  from  experience.  She  is  a  busmess  woman 
and  her  competence  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  her  last 
salary  was  $35  a  week.  In  a  letter  to  the  New  York 
Sun  she  says  she  is  29  years  of  age,  an  expert  bookkeep- 
er, with  newest  metlfods,  office  manager  and  capable 
of  taking  entire  charge  of  correspondence,  operator  of 
any  standard  typewriter,  acted  as  private  secretary  and 
confidential  clerk  to  the  president  of  a  large  corpora- 
tion, and  has  highest  New  York  references. 

But  on  account  of  illness  she  was  compelled  to  re- 
sign. Now  that  she  has  recovered  she  cannot  find  work 
imless  she  accepts  a  beggarly  salary  of  $7  to  $10  per 
week. 

Why?  Simply  because  her  sisters  in  the  same  trade 
?re  willing  to  work  for  those  wages.  The  manager  of  a 
large  retail  dry  goods  store  whose  advertisement  Miss 
Kane  answered,  said  her  recommendations  were  fine, 
but  their  limit  was  $7.  So  she  asked  why.  This  was  his 
answer:  "For  $7  we  can  get  a  girl  just  from  school.  It 
is  true  she  won't  know  very  much,  but  after  the  first 
season  she  will  know  our  way  of  doing  business,  and  a 
raise  of  $1  will  keep  her  another  season,  and  what  is  the 
use  of  paying  more!" 

That's  it  exactly.  The  foolish  girl  just  out  of  school, 
ro.ther  than  soil  her  hands  with  housework  and  run  the 
risk  of  being  called  a  servant,  becomes  i:i  reality  a  slave 
behind  somebody's  typewriter  or  books  or  counter,  at 
wages  that  will  not  support  her  in  decency. 

The  Herald  would  call  the  attention  of  young  women 
of  this  class  to  these  brave  words  of  Anna  Kane.  The\' 
are  commended  for  thoughful  perusal: 

"My  standard  is,high  and  I  will  maintain  it.  No  $10 
bookkeeper  positions  for  me. 

"I  will  be  a  servant  girl,  and  that's  what  I  should 
have  been  in  the  first  place.  It's  just  as  elevating  to  be 
able  to  keep  a  home  properly  as  to  keep  an  office  prop- 
erly. Business  belongs  to  men,  not  women.  Parents 
should  know  this — mine  didn't,  so  all  I  know  is  a  bus- 
iness life — more's  the  pity!" 

Yes,  more's  the  pity.  Business  life  should  belong  as 
much  to  women  as  to  men.  But  the  trouble  is  that  the 
woman  who  goes  into  business  life  is  usually  compelled 
to  accept  less  wages  than  she  is  really  worth  because  of 
the  struggle  (jf  both  herself  and  numerous  sisters  to  keep 
away  from  that  dreadful  bogie,  housework,  for  which 
fhey  are  best  fitted.  - 

There  is  a  constant  demand  in  Duluth  for  good 
housekeepers  at  from  $18  to  $20  per  month.  The  wo- 
man who  earns  $20  per  month,  board  and  lodging,  is 
better  off  than  the  man  who  earns  $75  per  month.  She 
can  save  more  money.  Her  clothing  costs  her  much  less, 
and  that  is  the  only  outlay  that  is  absolutely  necessary. 
And  yet  while  the  cry  goes  up  constantly  for  household 
help  at  these  wages,  hundreds  of  girls  are  running  around 
looking  for  jobs  at  from  $3  to  $7  per  week,  and  board 
♦hemsclves! — or  depend  on  somebody  else  to  board 
them.  To  fill  these  positions  they  are  compelled  to 
spend  nearly  their  entire  earnings  for  clothes  and  hence 
fall  back  on  either  relatives  or  friends  to  assist  in  keep- 
ing them.     It  is  not  right.     It  is  a  shame. 

Some  girls  with  less  education  and  mental  ability  will 
fven  go  to  the  laundries  and  other  shops  and  factories, 
v'herc  the  most  severe  toil  is  demanded  and  accept  much 
!«maller  wages  rather  than  do  housework.  They  say  they 


want  their  liberty  on  Sundays  and  evenings.  Liberty! 
They  do  not  know  what  real  liberty  is.  They  are  wage 
slaves,  slaves  of  their  vanity,  slaves  of  a  false  pride. 

It  is  time  for  working  women  to  begin  to  think  about 
setting  a  higher  standard.  And  if  they  cannot  secure  de- 
cent wages  in  business,  let  them  keep  their  standard 
high  by  turning  to  housework,  where  their  wages  are 
decently  ample  and  their  positions  in  life  reasonably 
secure. 

Anna  Kane's  parents  made  a  mistake.  There  are 
other  parents  throughout  this  land  repeating  the  same 
mistake  today. 


THE  SYSTEM   TO  BLAME. 

The  Omaha  World  Herald  recently  related  the  fol- 
lowing incident: 

"Two  prominent  Omaha  clergymen,  and  bfth  Re- 
publicans, were  members  of  a  committee  that  went  down 
to  call  on  Governor  Mickey  with  reference  to  the  Ne- 
braska Children's  Home  society,  a  benevolent  institu- 
tion for  the  care  of  homeless  and  friendless  children.  Af- 
ter they  had  presented  their  case.  Governor  Mickey 
arose  and  said:  'Gentlemen,  I  think  I  understand  all 
about  this  matter  now,  but  I  would  like  to  ask  you  one 
more  question:  How  much  do  you  get  out  of  this?*  The 
gross  insult  was  offered  by  the  governor  of  Nebraska  to 
two  as  well-known  clergymen  as  there  are  in  the  state, 
whose  very  mission  was  in  itself  sufficient  to  have  pro- 
tected them  from  such  an  experience.  They  did  not 
deign  to  reply  to  the  chief  executive,  and  left  his  office 
humiliated  and  indignant." 

It  may  be  that  the  governor  of  Nebraska  was  un- 
necessarily blunt  and  brutal  in  his  question.  It  may  be, 
also,  that  just  such  bluntness  was  necessary  to  fit  the 
case.  The  man  who  is  everlastingly  begging  funds  for 
some  private  charity,  without  being  under  the  necessity 
of  rendering  a  truthful  account  to  anybody,  is  open  to 
the  suspicion  of  "getting  something  out  of  it,"  whether 
does  or  not. 

Charity  should  be  entirely  a  function  of  the  state  and 
the  charitably-disposed  person  should  make  his  contri- 
bution directly  to  the  state,  unless  he  wants  to  take  the 
risk  of  placing  his  money  in  the  hands  of  private  individ- 
uals who  are  in  no  need  of  charity,  but  who  are  likely  to 
'get  something  out  of  it." 

The  state  can  take  care  of  homeless  children  just  as 
well  as  a  private  society,  and  it  is  its  duty  to  do  so.  Any 
person  deserving  or  in  need  of  charity  should  not  be 
compelled  to  depend  upon  the  bounty  of  any  individual 
or  combination  of  individuals.  Assistance  should  come 
from  the  state  or  other  government  as  his  right. 

Governor  Mickey  is  up  for  re-election  and,  of  course, 
this  incident  is  being  prominently  mentioned  in  order 
*:o  injure  his  chances  for  re-election.  He  may  have  un- 
justly affronted  two  honest  and  conscientious  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  who  were  endeavoring  to  do  all  they  could 
to  assist  in  the  relief  of  homeless  children.  Perhaps 
they  were  entitled  to  praise  rather  than  censure  and 
suspicion.  But  it  is  doubtful  if  the  governor  of  a  great 
state  would  make  such  a  remark  unless  he  was  satis- 
fied in  his  own  mind  that  somebody  not  entitled  to  char- 
ity was  "getting  something  out  of  it." 

If  the  state  of  Nebraska  was  taking  care  of  all  home- 
less children  itself,  honest  men  of  charitable  instincts 
would  not  need  to  subject  themselves  to  suspicion  of 
being  financially  interested  in  the  receipts,  and  the  dis- 
honest grafter  would  have  no  opportunity  to  do  so.

Tha!  is  the 
plan  the  people  of  other  countries  have  been  compelled 
to  adopt  in  order  to  escape  the  unjust  and  unresonable 
exactions   of   insurance   companies.

A  Michigan  exchange  advocates  a  law  which  would 
prohibit  the  carrying  of  a  gun  in  the  woods  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  just  before  the  open 
season  for  game.  This  would  probably  interfere  with 
the  constitutional  right  to  bear  arms.  Furthermore,  the 
Minnesota  law  wlikh  forbids  the  shooting  of  partridges 
until  Oct.  IS  is  entirely  wrong.  Partridges  are  full  grown 
by  Sept.  I,  and  it  is  during  September  that  they  are  best 
for  food.  The  result  of  this  law  is  that  the  poachers  get 
most  of  the  birds  before  the  season  opens  and  the  man 
who  obeys  the  law  gets  left.  Make  the  open  season  for 
partridges  short  if  need  be  in  order  to  prevent  extinc- 
tion, but  it  should  begin  on  Sept.  I.

"More  money  is  spent  for  candy  each  year  than  for 
hats  and  shoes  and  gloves  combined,"  said  Harvey 
Towle,  of  Pittsburg,  to  the  Milwaukee  Wisconsin.  Mr. 
Towle  travels  for  one  of  the  largest  candy  manufactur- 
ing concerns  in  the  world.  "We  sell  about  $1,250,000 
worth  of  candy  a  year  ourselves,"  he  continued,  "and  at 
an  average  of  7  cents  a  pound  you  can  figure  out  fc^ 
yourself  how  big  a  pile  of  candy  that  makes.  There  is 
over  $1,000,000,000  a  year  scpent  for  sweets  in  this  coun- 
try. People  have  no  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  bus- 
iness." Candy  is  ft>-»d,  and  if  pure,  is  good  food.  Hence 
it  is  not  surprising  that  more  is  spent  for  candy  than  for 
hats  and  shoes.  A  hat  will  last  at  least  half  a  year  and 
some  shoes  as  long  as  three  months,  while  a  stick  of 
candy,  on  the  average,  last  about  ten  minutes.

THE  GRAND  JURY. 

Red  Wing  Republican:  If  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  to  be  voted  on  this 
year  practically  abolishing  the  grand  jury, 
is  adopted  as  it  most  probably  will  be, 
the  favorable  vote  will  bo  dictated  rather 
by  considerations  of  economy  and  a  de- 
sire to  escape  grand  Jury  service  rather 
than  by  any  hoije  that  a  great  ref.)rm 
will  ba  accomplished.  It  is  evident  that 
a  very  considerable  expense  to  the  public 
would  be  cut  off  if  grand  Jurors  were  no 
longer  paid  as  they  are  now,  frequently 
for  long  periods  or  service.  It  is  also  a 
great  nuisance  for  the  citizen  who  is  sum- 
moned to  sit  on  one  of  tliese  bodies,  and 
most  people  evade  it  If  they  can.  These 
two  considerations  will  influence  most 
of  tho.se  who  vote  for  the  change. 

It  is  just  as  well  that  these  practical 
considerations  should  lead;  for  those  wlio 
think  that  the  amendment  is  going  to 
work  any  great  cliange  in  the  certainty 
or  celerity  of  criminal  proceedings  are 
marked  for  disappointment.  Theirs  is  the 
fallacy,  as  old  ;vs  government  it.-jelf,  that 
you  can  manage  great  reforms  by  some 
change  in  the  mere  machinery  by  which 
government  is  admlnl.stered.  There  is 
no  greater  mistake,  as  those  who  try  It 
find  out. 

The  system  proposed  to  be  put  into 
effect  by  the  amendment  in  question  has 
had  plentiful  trial  elsewhere.  It  is  not 
greatly  better  nor  gieatly  worse  thaJi 
our  own.  It  works  out,  just  as  we  might 
expect,  to  about  the  same  thing  In  the 
long  run.  The  grand  jury,  we  are  old, 
is  subject  to  personal  prejudices,  to  busi- 
ness and  political  influences  to  v.arious 
vorccs  that  diverge  it  from  the  straight 
line  of  duty  and  cau.se  it  to  refuse  in- 
dictments where  indictments  are  due. 
Now  this  is.  no  doubt,  not  infrequently 
the  case.  But  a  prosecuting  attorney  is 
just  as  human  as  a  grand  juror.  And 
wliere  he  must  initiate  prosecutions  for 
alleged  infractions  of  the  law,  he  ha.s 
been  found  able  to  render  a  score  of  ex- 
cellent reasons  why  proceedings  should 
not  go  forward  against  those  from  whom 
he  has  received  political  favors  in  the 
past  or  from  whom  he  expects  them  in 
the  future. 

Human  nature  Is  more  stable  than  any- 
thing else  In  the  world.  In  adminidtering 
any  law  we  will  get  just  about  what  the 
average  opinion  of  the  community  de- 
mands—no more— no  less.  The  machinery 
employed  makes  little  difference.

Quarles.  La  Follette  says  the  System 
must  be  broken  up  in  order  to  get  honest 
administration.  For  that  he  is  branded  a 
"traitor"  by  Quarles.  And  about  how  big 
would  the  Republican  party  be  in  any 
state  where  men  who  agree  wltli  La  Fol- 
lette as  to  what  Republicanism  is,  be  read 
out  of  the  party  bj'  men  like  Quarles? 


"The  strangest  attituile  which  I  have 
been  able  to  notice  In  St.  Petersburg  la 
that  of  a  group  of  Russians,  rather  small 
in  number  but  confident,  religious  and 
patriotic,  says  the  Russian  correspondent 
of  the  Paris  Temi)s.  For  them  the  pres- 
ent war  is  what  religious  people  call  a 
trial  which  Heaven  sends  upon  a.  country 
for  its  sins.  They  insist  that  Ru.ssia  never 
did  anything,  and  never  thought  of  doing 
anyiliing,  whicii  could  be  inn-riireled  as 
a  menace  or  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of 
a  neighbor.  As  it  is  averred  that  the 
emperor  did  not  desire  war,  it  is  clear 
for  them  that  there  was  no  cau.se  for 
war.  and  that,  consequently,  the  treach- 
ery of  the  Japanese  is  plain  to  all  eyes. 
Everybodj-  knows  that  llus.sia  nctdcd  a 
port  in  fi-ee  water,  and  nobcKiy  liad  a  right 
to  ask  her  why  she  went  to  seek  It  in 
China. 

"iiut  the  war  broke  out.  'Vcy  well,' 
they  said,  'it  is  a  war  which  we  diil  not 
want;  and  the  best  proof  that  we  did  not 
desire  it  lies  in  the  fact  that,  after  the 
lapse  of  six  months,  we  are  not  yet  en- 
tirely prepared  for  it.  But  this  war,  like 
all  our  trials,  will  prove  to  be  a  great 
blessing  for  Russia.  It  will  put  In  relief 
the  admirable  qualities  of  Uie  Rus.3ian 
people,  and.  for  compensation,  it  will  give 
Rus.-sia  the  sovereignty  of  most  of  Asia. 
We  will  not  draw  a  kopeck  from  Japan 
j  ruined;  but  we  will  take  securities- tirsi, 
j  the  islands  in  the  strait  of  Korea,  then 
Korea  itself,  which  we  will  join  to  that 
Manchuria  which  we  shall  have  well 
earned,  after  having  not  only  civilized  it, 
but  also  siirinkled  it  with  our  blood.' 

"Just  here  1  found  myself  in  every  in- 
stance obliged  to  interrupt  these  patriots 
with  ilio  oliservation  that  the  real  com- 
pensation that  they  exjiect  should  be  ex- 
plained, .since  it  can  only  be  obt:iined  to 
the  detriment  of  a  third  yarty.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  England,  by  form- 
ing an  alliance  with  Japan,  by  subscribing 
to  the  Japanese  lo.in  and  by  throwing 
difficulties  In  the  way  of  the  right  of 
search  and  in  regard  to  contraband  of 
war,  has  created  intense  irritation  in 
Russia.  The  expedition  to  IJia.sa  capped 
the  climax  to  this  rage  and  rancor.  And 
In  this  way  the  final  compensation  Is  ex- 
plained—the compensation  which  not  only 
the  Russian  Chauvinists,  but  other  pat- 
riots far  more  enlightened,  expect  to  re- 
ceive at  the  close  of  the  Manchurian 
oidcdl. 

"1  take  tho  formula  from  two  articles  of 
Prince  OuklUomski.  Here  is  an  extract 
from  one: 

"  'And  when  our  war  with  Japan  Is  ter- 
minated, it  will  not  only  be  possible,  but 
even  necessary,  for  us  to  start  init  on  that 
expedition  so  long  desired,  the  invasion  of 
India.' 

"And  In  a  pamphlet  entitled  'The 
ThreatenlMg  future'  the  prince  says: 

"  'This  great  war  in  Asia,  with  the  per- 
spective of  an  expedition  against  India, 
to  avenge  us  for  the  effronterlos  of  Eng- 
land, of  a  reorganlzatio*!  of  the  Chinese 
colossus,  and  of  the  incorporation  of  a 
multitude  of  colored  races,  puts  us  sud- 
denly In  presence  of  a  quantity  of  duties 
In  the  line  of  civilization  infinitely  com- 
plicated.' 

"It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  people  of  St. 
Petersburg  "who  cherish  these  hopes  mu.;c 
be  Intensely  Interested  In  the  news  fro.n 
the  lar  East."

New  York,  Oct.  10.— Fifteen  deaths 
■within  eight  days  In  the  neighborhood 
known  as  Stryker's  Farms,  on  the  west 
Bide,  have  started  an  investigation  by 
the  police  and  coroner's  office.

Herald  says:  Indiana  is  for  Roosevelt  j 
and  Fairbanks  by  15.000  to  25,000.  But  { 
there  is  a.  possibility  that  the  Democrats 
may  carry  the  legislature  and  thus  secure 
the  two  seats  in  the  United  States  senate 
now  hold  by  Fairbanks  and  Beverldge.

THE  DEMOCRATS  AND 
CUBAN  RECIPROCITY 

The  Democratic  Leader  In  the  House 

States  the  Facts. 


New  York.  Oct.  10.— Hon.  John  Sharp 
Williams,  Democratic  leader  of  the 
h«iu.«e  of  repre-^scntatives,  has  is.sued  tlia 
following:  statement  in  response  to 
many  innuiries  rL*g;udingr  tlie  positloa 
of  the  Democrats  in  congress  on  Cu- 
ban reciprocity: 

"I  notice  that  the  president  of  the 
tnited  States  insinuates  in  liis  letter 
of  acceptance  that  the  Democracy  is 
insincere  about  reciprocity.  I  hear 
that  Republicans  on  the  stump  in  New 
Knsland,  where  people  are  dissatisfied 
vith  the  attitude  of  the  Republican 
party  on  the  reciprocity  question  are 
repeating  this  a.ssertion  as  if  it  were 
the  gospel  truth.  He  says  that  the 
Cuban  reciprocity  bill  passed — the  only 
cne  passed — was  opposed  by  the  Dem- 
ccracy.  The  records  of  the  last  con- 
gress prove  absolutely  that  this  asser- 
tion is  incorrect.  1  was  put  in  tbe 
position  by  my  party  colleagues  of 
minority  iloor  leader.  When  the  e.K- 
tra  session  of  congress  was  called  to 
pass  the  Cuban  r<'Ciprocity  bill  as  its 
chief  purpose,  and  after  I  had  been 
placed  in  that  position,  I  uttered  at 
once  the  opmijn  that  reciprocity  rfi- 
duciiig  taxation  ui)on  the  American 
onsumer  even  though  but  a  very  littlo 
and  upon  a  few  articles,  and  opening 
up  foreign  markets  to  the  American 
producer,  constituted  a  wise  Demo- 
cratic  policy.  That  while  'sham  re- 
ciprocity might  be  tlxe  hand-maidt-n 
of  prtectlon,  real  reciprocity  was  the 
hand-maiden  of  a  less  obstructed  in- 
ternational   trade. 

"I  betray  no  party  secrets,  because 
they  were  known  to  tlie  world  and 
were  known  to  the  president,  when  I 
pay  that  the  tirst  Democratic  caucus 
called  at  that  session  was  to  meet 
this  question,  and  that  every  Demo- 
crat in  that  caucus  except  1.5  (and  it 
vas  the  most  fully  attended  caucus  I 
e\er  saw)  endorsed  that  view.  The 
Congressinal  Record  shows  that  when 
the  Cuban  reciprocity  bill  came  to  a 
vote  It  received  every  Democratic  vote 
in  the  house  except  eight.seven  of  the 
men  voting  against  it  in  caucus  hav- 
ing surrendered  their  opinions  to  their 
party  colleagues,  while  upon  the  Re- 
publican side  of  the  chamber  13  votes 
■were  cast  against  it,  notwithstfuiding 
the  ixTwer  and  the  patronage  of  the 
llepublican  administration  and  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  Republican  "whip."  The 
Democratic  new.spapers  all  over  the 
country,  except,  perhaps,  three  or  four 
In  Louisiana,  one  in  New  York,  ani 
maylje  a  very  few  elsewhere,  endorsed 
the"  policy  of  the  Democratic  r^pre 
sentatives  in  Wa.shington. 
tlonal  Democratic  convention 
ed  at  St.  Louis  adopted  the 
plank  v.hicli  speaks  for  itself: 

"  "We  favor  liberal  trade  arrange- 
ments with  Canada,  and  with  peo»le.^ 
of  other  countries  where  they  can  b^ 
entered  into  with  benefit  to  American 
agriculture,  manufactures,  mining  or 
commerce.' 

"The  president  in  his  a^ertion  iiDon 
this  subject  has  been  almost  as  rock- 
less  as  he  lias  been  about  a  great 
many  other  things.  Recklessness  seems 
to  bo  a  part  of  his  character.  In  the 
E»Sth  congress  it  is  true  that  the  Dem- 
ocrats attempted  to  amend  the  Cuban 
reciprocity  bill  by  making  it  still  more 
reciprocal.  They  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  include  in  the  bill  a  surrender 
of  that  i>art  of  the  duty  on  refined 
sugar,  known  as  the  'differential.'  th? 
differential  being  in  their  opinion  a 
club  in  the  hands  of  the  sugar  trust 
•with  which  to  maul  both  producer  and 
consumer.  That  amendment  was  vot- 
ed down  by  the  Republican  party,  and 
■with  the  approval  of  the  Republican 
president  as  I  make  bold  to  state. 

"This  is  not  all  that  the  Republican 
party  did  in  connection  with  that  bill 
for  "the  benefit  of  special  sugar  in- 
terests.      Instead    of    making    the    bill 


the  beginning,  the  first  step  of  a  re- 
ciprocity plicy,  it  deliberately  made  it 
the  last,  whether  by  actual  bargain 
o  mot,  I  cannot  say  because  I  do  not 
know,  but  it  placed  upon  that  bill  by 
way  of  amendment  a  proviso  which 
was  not  re(iuested  to  be  placed  upon 
it  by  the  ivpublic  of  Cuba  and  which 
was  solely  in  the  interest  of  a  class— 
the  proviso  that  the  duties  on  sugar 
should  not  be  redut-ed  to  other  nation  > 
by  reciprocity  arrangements.  If  thi-s 
was  not  a  bargain  witli  those  Republi- 
cans who  v>ere  representing  the  sugar 
interests,  then  it  is  at  any  rate  some- 
thing which  might  very  well  have  been 
a 


bargain.

Let  us 
have  more  reciprocity,  especially  with 
Canada.'  All  this  and  more  is  in  the 
Congressional  Record.  Mr.  Roosevelt 
cannot  plead  ignorance  of  it.  Cam  - 
paign  necessity  even  cannot  excuse  fact 
distortion.'  In  the  r>Tth  congress,  sub- 
stantially this  same  Cuban  reciprocity 
bill    was   presented    for  consideration. 

"The  amendment  to  remove  the  sugar 
differentail  was  offered  them.

Ever  Before. 


Membership  Double  That 

of  Last  Year— New 

Apparatus. 


The  patronage  of  the  Duluth  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  gymnasium  this  season  will  be  the 
heaviest  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  opening  of  the  winter  classes 
under  direOtion  of  Physital  Instructor 
Maxwell,  last  week,  saw  a  membership 
more  than  double  that  of  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1J03  fall  and  winter  classes, 
and  indications  point  to  a  still  greater 
mcrcas-e  in  the  number  of  those  taking 
physical  instruction  in  the  association 
rooms   this   winter. 

Class  periods  are  also  more  numer- 
ous this  year  than  they  were  last.  The 
schedule  is  so  arranged  that  every  eve- 
ning during  the  week,  except  Sunday, 
one  or  more  classes  will  receive  in- 
struction in  the  gymnasium,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  day  classes.  The 
young  men's  class,  which  has  the  larg- 
est membership  of  any.  is  In  two  di- 
visions this  sea.son  for  the  first  time, 
each  division  appearing  twice  a  weelt 
at  the  gymnasium.  This  is  something 
whicli  was  never  before  found  neces- 
sary, the  number  of  those  in  the  class 
heretofore  lieing  small  enough  to  allow 
all  going  through  with  their  work  in 
the  room  at  once.  Although  each  di- 
vision has  but  two  nights  a  week,  mat- 
ters are  arranged  with  an  understand- 
ing that  every  man  may  obtain  three 
nights'  practice  under  the  eye  of  Pro- 
fessor Maxwell,  if  he  so  desires,  by  ap- 
pearing with  the  other  division,  so  that 
tiiere  will  be  an  intermingling  of  the 
divisions  to  a  certain  extent  during 
instruction  hours. 

In  exjiectation  of  the  unusually  heavy 
patronage  several  minor  improvements 
have  been  made  about  the  gjmnasiuin 
to  assist  in  the  winter's  worlc.  A  room, 
to  be  used  wholly  for  physical  exami- 
n.ation  piirposes,  was  fitted  up,  and  an- 
other room  was  arranged  for  boxing 
and  fencing,  something  new  in  local 
arsociation  work.  What  boxiiig  has 
been  going  on  in  the  past  has  !)cen  in 
the  gymnasium  proper,  and  there  has 
been  practically  no  fencing  at  all. 
While  no  special  instruction  will  be 
given  in  fencing  this  year,  the  si>ort 
will,  it  is  expected,  become  quite  a 
feature  of  entertainment  among  mem- 
bers. 

New  lights  were  installed,  the  heavy 
mats  all  cleaned,  and,  most  important 
of  all  in  the  eyes  of  many,  a  new 
puncliing  bag,  the  very  finest  procur- 
able, was  i>urchased  and  put  in  place. 
Tills  bag  and  its  platform  are  said  to 
be  the  very  latest  and  best  on  the 
market,  ahead  of  anything  of  the  kind 
now  in  use  throughout  the  Northwest. 
The  platform  is  a  circular  one,  solidly 
constructed,  of  three-ply  birch,  and 
well  braced,  affording  by  far  the  quick- 
est action  of  any  yet  tried  In  Duluth. 
With  its  expensive,  pear-shai>ed  bag 
and  ball-bearing  swivel,  it  is  so  very 
quick  that  the  local  bag  punchers,  in- 
cluding Professor  Maxwell  himself,  did 
net  get  onto  its  sprightly  movements 
for  some  little  time,  and  the  first  few 
times  at  the  bag  the  best  of  them  were 
made  to  appear  little  better  than  ama- 
teurs.

At  3  o'clock 
the  casket  was  placed  in  a  hearse  and 

under  an  eso>rt  of  200  letter  carriers 
of  the  Milwaukee  postoftlce  the  pro- 
cession moved  to  the  church.  The 
active  pallbearers  were  eight  letter 
carriers  of  the  Milwaukee  pofltofflce 
wlio  were  employes  at  the  time  Mr.

000.  This  would  give  the  total  value  of 
the  woi'ld's  imports  and  exports  com- 
bined as  $22,324,000,000,  but  since  all 
articles  which  were  counted  as  exports 
became  in  turn  Imports  when  they  en- 
tered the  country  of  destination,  It 
would  appear  that  the  actual  value  of 
the  articles  entering  into  international 
commerce  is,  in  round  terms,  ill,000,- 
000.000. 

The  chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics 
also  estimates  the  value  of  the  articles 
forming  the  internal  commerce  of  the 
United  States  at  about  $22,000,000,000,000 
in  a  single  year.  This  estimate  is 
formed  by  taking  the  census  valuation 
of  the  manufacturers,  agricultural  p:o- 
ducts  of  the  fisheries  and  forests,  etc., 
and  adding  thereto  the  cost  of  tran.s- 
portation  between  producer  and  the 
consumer,  -and  thus  includes  in  the  es- 
timated value  of  tlie  internal  commerce 
only  a  single  transaction  in  each  arti- 
cle. 

Thus,  when  it  has  been  customary  to 
speak  of  the  internal  commerce  ot  the 
United  States  as  equal  to  the  entire  in- 
ternational commerce  of  the  world,  it 
appears  from  this  statement  that  the 
actual  value  of  the  merchandi.'^e  en- 
tering into  the  internal  commerce  of 
the  United  .'States  is  practically  twice 
as  great  as  that  entering  the  interna- 
tional commerce  of  the  ■world,  since 
both  imports  and  exports  are  stated  in 
making  up  the  world's  commercial  re- 
cord, which  shows  the  total  value  of 
the  imports  and  exports  combined  as 
$22,000,000,000.  In  stating  the  internal 
commerce  of  the  United  .States  only  a 
single  transaction  in  each  article  is  in- 
cluded while  in  stating  the  internation- 
al commerce  of  the  world  two  trans- 
actions in  each  article  are  stated,  viz, 
the  exports,  $10,513,000,000,  and  the  im- 
ports (the  same  articles  exported),  $11,- 
809,000,000,  making  a  total  of  $22,324,000,- 
000  of  imports  and  exports  combined. 

Europe,  of  course,  supplies  a  very 
large  i)roportion  of  the  world's  interna- 
tional commerce,  both  as  to  exports 
and  imports.  The  exports  of  Europe 
amount  to  $6.49S,000.000,  out  of  a  total 
of  $10,515,000,000  exports  of  all  the  coun- 
tries of  the  world,  and  her  imports  ate 
$8,301,000,000,  out  of  a  total  of  $11,809,000,- 
000  of  the  total  imports  of  all  the  coun- 
tries of  the  world.  Thus  Europe's  tot- 
al international  commerce,  combining 
imports  and  exports,  amounts  to  prac- 
tically $15,000,000,Ot.X),  out  of  a  total  of 
$22,tX»0,000,0<}0  of  combined  imports  ar;d 
exports. 

Of  the  $8,301,000,000  of  imports  into 
Europe,  $1,202,500,000.  or  14.48  per  cent, 
are  from  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
$6,498,000,000  of  exports,  $407,858,0(X).  or 
6.27  per  cent,  were  sent  to  the  United 
States.  Of  the  total  imports  of  North 
America,  other  than  the  United  States, 
which  amounted  to  $437,476,000,  $237,- 
903.000,  or  54.38  per  cent,  was  from  the 
United  States,  which  amounted  to  $417,- 
206,000,  $209,646,000,  or  50.25  per  cent, 
were  sent  to  the  United  States.  Of  the 
$349,691,000  imports  of  South  America, 
$43,878,000,  or  12.55  per  cent,  were  from 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  total  ex-

IS  VERY  MAD 


Balks  on  'Taxes  Levied 

Against  Her  Ancestral 

Home. 

Wendell,    Mass.,   Oct.    10.— The   hopes 

of  Wendell  citienzs  that  Mrs.  Hetty 
Green  would  contribute  to  a  town  lib- 
rary fund  have  been  dissipated  by  a 
curt  letter  from  the  erstwhile  richest 
woman  in  America,  who  avers  that 
she  is  compelled  to  pay  taxes  of  $25  on 
property  which  she  maintains  should 
not  be  assessed  for  more  than  $22  or  $LS. 
The  property  in  question  consists  of 
her  husband's  ancestral  home,  which 
was  at  one  time  her  own  residence. 
The  homestead  is  asses.sed  at  $400  and 
the  woodland  at  $1000.  The  Green  place 
which  was  formerly  a  fine  specimen  of 
colonial    architecture,    occupies    a   con- 


spicuous site  next  the  village  church. 
It  has  been  vacant  for  hfteen  years, 
during  which  time  there  has  been  no 
expenditure  for  maintenance. 

The  windows  were  demolished  years 
ago  by  wanton  bo.vs.  the  Ihxns  gave 
way,  and  last  winter  the  roof  fell  in. 
The  house  is  the  only  dilapidated 
structure  in  Wendell,  which  is  a  vil- 
lage of  typical  New  England  ilirlft 
and  neatness. 

.Several  years  ago  Mrs.  Green  visile! 
Wendell.  .She  drove  to  her  former 
home,  viewed  it  critically,  chioed  the 
driver  of  her  conveyance  for  intimatiiig 
that  repairs  were  needed,  and  returned 
to  the  railroad  station  eight  miles  dis- 
tant. 

When  a  library  fund  was  started  the 
townspeople  naturally  turned  for  as- 
sistance to  former  residents  who  ha-i 
prospered  since  leaving  Wendell.  Tlie 
first  requests  made  to  Mrs.  Green 
brought  forth  no  response,  and  were 
followed  by  others.  The  persistence  of 
the  library  enthusiasts  apparently  ex- 
asperated Mi-s.  Green,  who  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  town  officials  protesting 
against  the  tax  levy  and  declining  per- 
emptorily to  contribute  to  a  library  or 
any  other  fund. 

"The  old  Green  place  was  first  occj- 
pied  in  revolutionary  days  \>y  the 
grandfather  of  Mrs.  Green's  husband. 
He  was  known  as  .Squire  Green,  and 
his  dictatorship  in  town  affairs  was  ab«- 
solute.  It  is  said  that  he  not  only  de< 
cided  the  amount  of  the  tax  levy, 
but  apportioned  it  .among  the  residents 
of  Wendell  as  suited  his   fancy. 

Among  interesting  stories  of  the  per- 
iod in  which  Mrs.  Green  lived  in  Wen- 
dell is  one  that  her  son.  then  a  small 
boy,  wore  two  pair  of  trousers,  tlia 
outer  pair  being  to  cover  the  holes  of 
the  inner  pair.  Equally  ingenious  eco- 
nomies were  exhibited,  it  is  said,  in 
devising  the  wardrobe  of  her  daughter.

Council,  Comptroller  and 

Contractor  In  Three 

Cornered  Mix-Up. 


"I  don't  see  why  there  is  so  much 
discussion  in  regard  to  the  tar  mac- 
adam mixing  plant."  said  Contractor 
P.  McDonnell,  who  is  believed  to  be  the 
present  owner  of  the  machine,  this 
morning.  "The  city  has  no  use  for  it 
at  present  and  the  council  can  buy  it 
fiom  me  in  the  spring  if  they  want  it. 
1  have  told  the  aldermen  that  I  am  the 
only  contractor  who  has  any  tar  mac- 
adam work  under  way  at  present,  and 
there  will  not  be  any  more  started  this 
fall.  The  city  can  have  no  use  for  it 
lliis  winter,  and  I  have  said  that  I 
would  sell  it  if  the  city  wanted  to  buy 
u." 

Meanwhile  City  Comptrolled  Mc<;or- 
niick,  whom  some  of  the  aldermen 
have  named  "The  Watchdog  of  the 
Treasury,"  persists  in  his  refusal  to 
audit  ihe  city's  order  for  $8250  in  pay- 
ment for  the  plant,  maintaining  that 
the  contract  is  not  a  valid  one.  since  it 
does  not  mention  the  fund  from  which 
the  money  shall  be  paid,  and  that  he  is 
not  authorized  by  the  charter  to  sign 
the  order. 

Thf  rt-fusal  of  the  city  comptroller  to 
sign  the  order,  and  the  alleged  defec- 
tive contract,  apparently  strengthens 
the  position  of  Mr.  McDonnell,  who 
has  paid  the  money  for  the  plant,  and 
ilaims  to  own  it. 

The  case  presents  one  of  the  most 
complicated  situations  encountered  by 
the  council  in  some  time.  The  council 
contracted  for  the  machine  with  a  pro- 
vision for  thirty-days'  test.  After  il 
had  been  passed  upon  favorably  by  the 
cKy  engineer,  the  council  endeavored 
to  secure  a  bond  securing  the  city 
agamst  suits  for  infringement  of  pat- 
ent, in  addition  to  the  contract,  which 
guaranteed  this  security.  The  company 
refused  to  consider  the  bond,  and  wrote 
the  city  that  it  would  not  sell  the  ma- 
chine under  the   new   conditions. 

Meanwhile  Mr.  McDonnell  forwarded 
a  check  for  the  plant,  and  it  was 
turned  over  to  him.  The  city  then  de- 
cided to  accept  the  old  conditions  and 
allowed  an  order  in  payment  for  the 
plant.  Th's  order  the  city  comptroller 
refused  to  sign,  claiming  the  original 
contract  was  invalid,  since  it  did  not 
specify  the  fund,  although  a  sub?e- 
Muent  resolution  of  the  council  ordered 
it  paid   fnm  the  general  fund. 

Aldermen  Moore  and  Wilson  are  ac- 
tive in  the  matter  of  pushing  the  pur- 
chase of  the  plant  for  the  city,  claim- 
ing it   will  give  cheap,  r  i)aving. 

Meanwhile  Mr.  McDonnell  has  pos- 
session of  the  pant,  and  is  an  interest- 
ed Fpectator  of  the  passage  at  arms 
between  the  council  and  the  comptrol- 
ler. I?e  did  not  attempt  to  conceal  the 
fact  that  he  was  the  purchaser  of  the 
plant,  claiming  that  did  so  in  ordt-r  to 
keep  It  in  the  city,  since  .St.  L/onis  ami 
Chicago  contractors  were  bidding  f<>r 
it.  and  a.'«ser*s  that  he  Is  willing  to  re- 
sell It  to  the  city  in  the  spring. 

Should  other  means  fail,  the  council 
n^ny  er.dea^■or  to  get  Mr.  McDonnell  to 
set  a  price  on  the  machine  and  bind 
him  with  a  written  contract.

Unless  hard  winter  weather  should 
set  in  unusually  early  this  fall  the 
shipments  of  ore  by  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  will  keep  up  until  the 
latter  part  of  November.  At  the 
commencement  of  every  season  the 
corporation  calculates  on  how  mucTT 
ore  it  will  move,  and  how  long  it  will 
take  to  move  it,  although  it  does  not 
furnish  these  figures  to  the  public. 

However,  the  date  set  for  the  closing 
of  ore  traffic  of  the  Pittsburg  Steam- 
ship company  is  along  in  the  latter 
part  of  November,  It  is  said,  close  to 
Thanksgiving  day.  Last  year  the  ship- 
ments were  all  rounded  up  by  about 
Nov.  27.  The  corporation  had  expected 
to  get  through  earlier  than  this  date, 
but  with  the  hard  winter  comiitg  and 
clinching  itself  long  before  the  normal 
time,  a  good  deal  of  ore  got  frozen,  and 
at  Escanaba,  for  instance,  the  comple- 
tion of  shipping  was  delayed. 

Considering  how  much  behind  last 
year  navigation  started  this  year,  the 
shipments  from  the  Lake  Superior  re- 
gion have  kept  up  remarkably  well. 
At  the  last  estimate  on  the  head  of  the 
lakes  movement,  made  Sept.  30.  8,719,540 
tons  had  been  moved  the  prose  nt  sea- 
son against  12,021,332  tons  for  the  same 
period  of  1913. 

This  makes  the  tonnage  this  year 
only  3,300,000  behind  last  year  for  the 
Corresponding  period.  Not  only  was 
navig.ation  backward  this  season,  but 
many  well-informed  ore  operators  con- 
sidered that  the  present  season  would 
not  see  as  much  ore  shipped  in  1904  as 
the  previous  season  bj'  5,000,000  tons. 
Last  year's  approximate  shipments 
were  24.000.000  tons. 

It  has  been  expected  that  this  year's 
shipments  would  approximate  19.000.000 
tons,  but  if  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
rate  of  shipment  which  has  held  good 
lately  is  continued,  the  shipments  will 
not  fall  behind  last  year's  by  even  the 
3,300,1:00  tons  handicap  which  was  in 
evidence  at  the  beginning  of  this 
month. 

Iron  ore  shipments  from  Lake  Su- 
perior for  the  last  two  years  have  been 
as  follows,  the  figures  being  in  long 
tons  of  2240  .pounds,  which  is  the  ton 
exclusively  used  by  mining  companies 
and  buyers:  1902,  27,869,524;  1903.  24.- 
482,642.

Chan§:e  May  Be  Recommended 
By  Commission. 

Washington,  Oct.  10.— (Special  to  Tlie 
Herald.*— Tlie  commission  appointed  by 
the  piesident  to  report  upon  the  timber, 
mining  and  land  laws  of  the  United 
States  has  held  a  number  of  sessions  dur- 
ing the  past  six  weeks.

WASHINGTON  BUREAU. 

Washington,  Oct.  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — "Eddie"  Trimmer  as  he  waa 
long  known  about  the  capltol  now  E. 
W.  Trimmer,  commercial  agent  at  Port 
Dietrich,  Nicaragua,  is  in  Washington 
on  leave  from  his  post.  Mr.  Trimmer 
is  a  Rochester  boy  and  after  serving 
his  apprenticeship  In  the  railroad  busi- 
ness came  to  the  capltol  as  one  of  the 
guides  connected  with  that  historic 
structure.  Later  through  the  efforts 
of  New  York  friends  he  was  appointed 
United  States  consul  at  Bluefields,  Nlc- 
arauga,  where  he  remained  for  several 
years,  later  being  transferred  to  Cape 
Graclas,  or  Port  Dietrich,  where  he 
now  fills  the  position  of  commercial 
agent  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment. Back  of  tftis  simple  recital  of 
a  man's  life  there  is  a  story  of  human 
interest  such  as  comes  to  but  f«w 
men  in  a  life  time.  The  association 
with  a  man  who  in  some  partlculais 
reflects  traits  of  character  such  as 
were  possessed  by  Clcel  Rhodes  »nd 
Barney  Bernato.  The  former  was  the 
founder  of  a  great  empire  in  Africa. 
He  It  was  who  conceived  the  idea  of  a 
continuous  line  of  railroad  from  Caiio 
to  the  cape.  He  did  not  live  Img 
enough  to  see  the  coils unimatlon  of  his 
dream  but  he  saw  it  w«ll  under  way 
and  its  accomplishment  is  assured. 
Barney  Bernato  was  in  his  day  the 
mining  king  of  that  same  continent. 
His  tragic  death,  so  weH  remembered, 
was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  enormoi.s 
strain  under  which  he  laJbored  in  plan- 
ning and  carrying  out  th^  great  scheme 
which  promises  yet  to  make  South  Af- 
rica as  rich  in  its  mining  productions 
as  Rider  Haggard  has  pictured. 

Mr.  Trimmer  is  associated  •with  a 
man   who  has   in   his  personality   and 


in  his  ability  many  of  the  character- 
istics which  made  Cecil  Rhodes  and 
Barney  Bernato  leaders  among  th&ir 
people.  That  man  with  whom  Mr. 
Trimmer  is  associated  is  James  Dietrich 
of  Pittsburg,  but  really  of  "Every- 
where." Mr.  Dietrich  has  mined  in 
the  bleak  wilds  of  Siberia  and  in  the 
tropics  of  the  South.  His  instinct 
runs  to  big  things.  He  has  planned 
at  one  time  to  receive  one  of  the  big- 
gest mining  concessions  ever  given  a 
foreigner  by  the  czar  of  all  the  Rus- 
sias.  A  change  of  adminlstratior, 
however,  occurred  and  Rti,ssia  grow- 
ing jealous  of  the  increasing  pov.>r 
and  trade  of  the  American  nation  cie- 
clded  to  break  what  was  in  all  essen- 
tial particulars  a  contract  which  Mr. 
Dietrich  had  entered  into  for  mining 
conce.ssions  in  Siberia.  Nothing  daunt- 
ed, however,  with  the  frustration  of 
his  plans  this  man  who  ha.s  .so  many 
of  the  traits  pos.sessed  by  Barney  Bei- 
nato  began  a  tour  of  South  America, 
his  mind  intent  upon  one  great  thought, 
the  finding  of  the  country  where  niin- 
ing,  stock  raising  and  agriculture 
could  be  prosecuted  together,  and  that 
country  this  same  James  Dietrich  has 
found  In  Nicaragua  where  he  holds  a 
legislative  concession  three  hundn-d 
and  fifty  miles  long  and  a  hundrtd 
miles  wide,  a  grant  larger  than  any 
one  of  a  half  dozen  states  in  the  un- 
ion. This  concession  received  from  the 
government  of  Nicaragua  Is  on  file  in 
the  state  department,  Mr.  Dietrich  hav- 
ing learned  from  his  experience  with 
other  nations  that  it  is  wise  to  have  a 
record  in  the  foreign  office  of  the  home 
government. 

While  in  Nicaragua  Mr.  Dietrich  met 
the  present  king  of  the  Kiskito  In- 
dians, King  Andrew,  who  succeeded 
King  Clarence,  whose  ravages  aJong 
the  Miskito  coast  are  well  remembered, 
and  impressed  upon  King  Andrew  the 
Importance  of  sending  his  children  lo 
be  educated  in  the  schools  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  King  Andrew  realizing 
that  the  iuture  of  his  country  and  his 
people  was  intimately  connected  with 
the  stronger  republic  acquiesced  and 
James  Dietrich  brought  four  little 
Misklto's  ranging  from  seven  to  twelve 
vears  to  Washington  where  he  placed 
them  in  school.  These  little  South 
American  Indians,  Fernando  and  Isa- 
bella, Matilda  and  Magdelina  arrived 
here  on  April  1"..  not  knowing  a  word 
of  English.  When  Mr.  Dietrich  was 
in  Washington  last  week  he  presented 
his  little  charges  to  the  president  and 
they  had  a  most  delightful  visit,  the 
Misklto's  entering  Into  the  conversa- 
tion between  the  president  and  Mr.  Dl*^- 
trich  with  much  enthusiasm.  A  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  thousand  of  these 
Mlsklto  Indians  live  In  the  concession 
which  Mr.  Dietrich  has  received  from 
the  Nicaraguan  government  lying  aim? 
the  Honduras  border  and  it  is  his  de- 
sire to  educate  this  people  who  were 
there  when  Columbus  landed  on  his 
second  visit  to  tliis  part  of  the  world. 
It  Is  his  purpose  to  establish  within 
the  grant  a  college  where  mining,  stock 
raising,  agriculture  and  the  general 
trades  may  be  taught  in  all  their 
branches  and  where  the  native  livliiig 


in  the  concession  shall  have  the  benefit

CENTS  PINT  BRINGS 
DEATH  TO  SEVERAL 


New  Yorkers  Die  Suddenly  After 
Drinking  Poisonous  Compound. 

Beverage  Wliicli  Caused  Deatli  May 
Have  Contained  Wood  Alcoliol. 

Saloonkeeper  Is  Arrested  and  Held 
Pending  an  Investigation. 


New  York,  Oct.  11. — Acting:  under  in- 
structions from  the  coroner  the  police 
have  taken  into  custody  Rudolph 
Fritsche,  who  keeps  a  little  saloon  at 
723  Tenth  avenue.  Fritsche  is  charged 
only  with  being  a  suspicious  person, 
but   the  police   say   that  in   his  saloi.n, 

it  is  suspected,  whisky  was  sold  whl  :h 
contained  poison,  and  that  this  whiskv 
Is  rt  sponsible  for  the  many  deaths  that 
have  occurred  in  the  neighborhood  re- 
cently. 

Fritsche  only  recently  bought  the 
place,  which  is  of  the  variety  generally 
described  as  a  "Barrel  house."  Whisky 
Is  sold  there  in  large  quantilies  and  at 
a  low  price.  The  leading  brand  wu"? 
drawn  from  barrels  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  a  purchaser.  People  in  th** 
nt-ighb.irhood  carried  their  flasks  t) 
the  saloon  and   have   them   filled. 

Investigation  of  the  numerous  deaths 
in  the  neighljorhood  during  the  past 
two  weeks  showed  that  nearly  all  of 
those  who  died  suddenly  were  cub- 
tonitrs  of  the  "Barrel  house."  Fritsche, 
after  being  taken  to  the  station  house, 
was  quickly  admitted  to  bail.  He  re- 
turned to  the  saloon,  but  the  police 
followed,  closely  (luestioned  the  pto- 
•  prietrr  and  closed  the  doors. 

Twenty-five  pcrsi  ns  living  in  the 
neighborhood,  all  of  them  of  middle 
age.  have  died  within  the  past  i«o 
weeks.  The  symptoms  were  in  the 
main  identical.  They  were  characU-r- 
Ized  by  the  attendar.t  physicians  ni  all 
cases  as  those  of  alcoholism.  In  tne 
past  twenty-four  hours  one  death,  inat 
of  I^obert  Smith,  has  l)een  reported, 
while    the    following   awaitd    burial. 

WILLI.M  McAULIFFE,  aged  4:;,  d<ed 
Saturday. 

THAItLES  McLEAVY,  aged  50,  cued 
Sundry. 

WILLIAM  DRAIX,  aged  30,  died 
Friday. 

APOPHE  LEHMAN,   died   Sunday.

All  these  per.'^ons  resided  in  a  pre- 
scribed territory.  Lehman's  stomav-h 
and  a  bottle  of  v.hisky  purchased  in 
the  ncighborlioud  were  taken  to  the 
health  departrnt-nt  for  analysis,  the 
result  of  which  has  not  yet  been  mad 
public. 

A  diet  or  living  in  West  Twentv- 
eighth  street,  wlio  was  called  to  at- 
tend several  of  the  per.sons  mentioned, 
said  that  while  the  cases  he  had  seen 
were  plainly  enough  alcoholism,  there 
was  yet  something  peculiar  in  such  an 
outbreak  of  the  ailment  in  so  circinn- 
scribed  a   territory.   "I   was  called,"   he 


said,  "to  see  McLeavy.  McAuliffe  lay 
dead  of  the  .same  disease  in  a  room 
just  across  the  hall  Aj-hen  I  got  there 
and  McLeavy  was  already  dead  when 
I  arrived.  It  would  appear  as  though 
there  had  been  something  in  the  forni 
of  an  alcholic  beverage  they  had  beeii 
taking  which  had  a  powerful  effect  in 
arresting  the  heart's  action.  I  have 
found  that  in  the  case  of  several  who 
died  they  had  been  in  th  habit  of 
buying  whisky  at  the  rate  of  10  cents 
a  pint  and  that  in  some  instances  they 
drank  great  ciuantities,  pouring  it  out 
into  ordinary  drinking  tumblers  full 
and  pouring  it  down  as  though  it  weie 
water.  It  is  barely  possible  the 
whisky   was  made  of  wood  alcohol." 

A  report  submitted  to  Police  Captain 
Hussey  by  the  department  of  health, 
analy.=5ist,  alleges  that  wood  alcohol 
w?s  found  in  Lenhman's  stomach,  and 
It  is  further  alleged  that  a  bottle  of 
whiPkv  purcha.sed  by  a  detective  also 
contained  a  large  percentage  of  wood 
alcohol. 

Determined  that  no  mistake  should 
be  made.  Coroner  Scholer  at  once  or- 
dered that  the  funerals  of  McAuliffe 
and  McLtavey  be  postponed  and  their 
stomachs  analyzed.  Samples  also  were 
taken  from  seven  barrels  of  whisky  in 
Fritsche's  saloon,  and  the  police  took 
entire  charge  of  the  place. 

Capt.  Hussey,  in  a  statement  regard- 
insr  the  affair,  said: 

"In  each  case  of  death  1  learned  that 
fneniis  of  the  persons  who  died  sus- 
pected that  the  li(iuor  bought  at  this 
saU^on  had  something  to  do  \.ith  their 
illness. 

•  In  every  instance  1  found  that  the 
persons  who  died  had  become  ill  soon 
after  drinking  whisky,  cither  at  the 
bar  or  from  flasks  which  were  sold  to 
them   there. 

"Fritche  declares  that  he  is  not  re- 
sponsible for  any  illness  cau=ed  by  his 
whi.'ky.  as  he  buys  it  from  several 
wholesale  dealers,  and  knows  nothing 
bi:l  v.hat  they  tell  him  regarding  its 
purity." 

Coroner  Scholer  said  he  had  worked 
night  and  day  since  Sunday  to  run 
down  the  reports  of  deaths  due  to 
poisoning  by   Fritche's  whisky. 

"I  do  not  want  to  be  an  alarmist," 
he  =aid.  "but  Fritche  is  not  alone  con- 
cerned in  this  matter.  I  am  confident 
that  the  same  sort  of  liquor  will  be 
found  in  other  saloons,  and  that  many 
deaths  will  be  traced  to  that  source." 

An  assistant  district  attorney  has 
been  detailed  to  take  action  in  this 
case  at  once,  in  conjunction  with  the 
coroner  and  the  police.

Cou:icil  Bluffs,  Iowa,  Oct.  11.— Sena- 
tor Fairbanks  made  his  first  Iowa 
speech  of.  the  campaign  at  Council 
Bluffs  before  he  had  taken  his  break- 
fast  today. 

In  his  speech  Senator  Fairbanks 
urged  continued  adherence  to  Reput)- 
lican  principles.  "We  are  for  the  l.e- 
publican  party  because  the  Republican 
party  is  for  us,"  he  said.

THREE  HUNDRED  JAPS 
GO  DOWN  ON  GUNBOAT 

Heiyen  Strikes  Mine  In  Pigeon  Bay 
and  Sinlis  Witli  All  on  Board. 


Tokio,  Oct.  11. — The  Japanese  gun- 
boat Heyen  struck  a  mine  in  Pigeon 
bay,  west  of  Port  Arthur,  Sept.  IS,  and 
sank.  Only  four  of  her  crew  were  res- 
cued. 

The  loss  of  the  armored  gunboat 
Heiyen  was  announced  today  and  p«r- 
mission  was  granted  by  the  authori- 
ties to  publish  the  details  of  the  dir- 
aster. 

The  Heiyen  struck  a  mine  off  Pig«on 
bay  on  the  night  of  Sept.  18  and 
foundjjred.  Nearly  300  persons,  her 
entire  crew  were  drowned.  Two 
petty  officers  and  two  sailors  managed 
to  reach  Chlao  Pai  Island,  from  which 
they  were  rescued. 

The  Heiyen,  which  was  engaged  on 
guard  duty  off  Pigeon  bay  was  missed 
by  the  fleet  and  a  search  for  the  vesael 
was    immediately   begun. 

The  petty  officers  and  sailors  found 
Chiao  Pai  island  reported  that  at  du.k 
on  Sept.  17  a  storm  came  up,  accom- 
panied by  high  seas.  The  Heiyen  en- 
deavored to  return  to  her  base,  when 
she  suddenly  struck  a  lloating  mine, 
which  exploded  under  her  starboard 
side  amidships.  The  vessel  began  to 
sink  and  an  attempt  was  made  to 
lower   the   boats.       The       boats       were 


swamped  and  the  crew  jumped  into 
the  sea  where,  owing  to  heavy  com- 
bers, they  were  quickly  drowned.  The 
Japanese  fleet  carefully  searched  the 
patrolld  locality,  but  failed  to  tind  any 
other    survivors. 

An  official  announcernent  of  the  dis- 
aster issued  today  .says: 

'It  te  highly  regrettable  that  no  re- 
port in  any  form  has  been  received  of 
the  fate  of  the  other  survivors.  The 
sad  event  was  made  worse  on  accouut 
of  the  weather,  which  must  have  add 
greatly  to  the  awful  result  caused  by 
the  explosion  of  the  mine." 

The  Heiycn's  complement  was  300 
officers  and  men.  Eleven  of  the  crew- 
had  previously  been  dethched  for  spe- 
cial duty. 


The  naval  registers  available  do  not 
mention  a  Japanese  gunboat  named 
Heyen,  but  they  contain  the  name  of 
a  Japanese  coast  defense  vessel,  the 
Heiyen,  which  may  be  the  warship  de- 
stroyed. The  Heiyen  is  of  20t;7  tons 
displacement,  2100  indicated  horse- 
power, and  can  steam  about  ten  knots. 
She  was  captured  by  the  Japanese 
from  the  Chinese  at  Wei  Hai  Wei  dur- 
ing the  war  between  China  and  Japan. 
The  Heiyen  carries  a  crew  of  250  offi- 
cers and  men.

ding him  farewtll  on  the  occasion  of 
his  departure  for  the  front.  The  sta- 
tionniaster declared  he  would  not  allow 
any  "sheeny"  to  use  the  room.  The 
aRi^ociation  adopted  a  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  the  word  was  an  Insult  to 
the  whole  medical  fraternity,  and  ap- 
pealed to  the  governor  for  redress. 


Shuts  Auto  Cars  Out  of  Entire 
District. 

Cumberland.  Md.,  Oct.  11.— The  coun- 
ty court  of  Grant  county.  West  Vir- 
ginia, probably  the  finest  tou.-ing 
country  in  the  state,  has  passed  .-in 
order  prohibiting  the  running  of  auto- 
mobiles in  the  county,  Ix-cause  rhe 
order  says:  "Injury  to  both  the  per- 
son and  property  of  some  of  its  ctd- 
zens  has  been  sustained."  The  oid-ir 
states  that  the  public  sentiment  of  the 
county  is  against  the  running  of  auto- 
mobiles on  its  highways.  The  several 
superintendents  and  surveyors  of  roads 
are  directed  to  strictly  enforce  the  or- 
der.

Tokio,  Oct.  11.— It  is  reported  that 
ithe  Russians  have  crossed,  the  Hun 
river  in  heavy  force  and  are  aggres- 
sively attacking  the  Japanese  forces, 
which  were  moving  northward.  A  gen- 
eral engagement  is  said  to  be  in  prog- 
ress. 


St.    Petersburg,    Oct.    11. — Gen.    Kuro- 

patkin  has  telegraphed  to  the  emperor 

that  the  Russian  vanguard  is  now  in 
contact  with  the  Japanese,  who  are 
within  gunshot.  The  scouts  are  skir- 
mLshing   along  the   entire  lii^e. 


Tokio,  Oct.  11,  7  p.  m.— Tokio  tonight 
is  eagerly  awaiting  tidings  of  the  per- 
sistently rumored  engagement  south  of 
Mukden.  It  is  reported  that  the  Rus- 
sians, assuming  the  offensive,  crossed 
the  Hun  river  and  attacked  Gen.  Kur- 
oki's  forces,  capturing  a  position, 
which  the  Japanees,  being  strongly  re- 
inforced, recaptured  and  reoecupied. 
The  Japanese,  it  is  reported,  have 
checked  the  Russian  advance.  It  is 
said  that  the  losses  on  both  sides  were 
heavy.  No  official  coniirmation  of  these 
reports  can  be  obtained. 


NOTHING  OFFICIAL 


Received  Dythe  War  Office 
at  St.  Petersburg:. 

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  11.— No  official 
news  has  been  received  from  the  front 
as  to  what  is  happening  today  but  a 
portion  of  Gen.  Kuropatkin's  dispatch- 
es dated  last  night,  given  to  the  public, 
showed  that  this  army  was  probably 
pushing  forward  and  that  the  Japan- 
ese were  gradually  withdrawing  their 
outpotts,  which  were  only  a  cannon 
siK>t  dist  int.  ITiere  have  been  almost 
constaiu  c,i-tillery  skirmashes,  whica 
at  any  mouient  may  develop  into  a 
bj'ttle. 

There  is  no  confirmation  of  the  Jap- 
anese evacuation  of  the  Yentai  mines, 
but  the  report  is  credited  at  the  war 
office. 

Field  Marshal  Oyama's  front  has  been 
rapidly  nanowing  during  the  last  few 
days,  under  the  pressure  of  the  Rus- 
sian advance  and  now  dees  not  exceeJ 
twenty  miles,  extending  from  the  Yen- 
tai mines  westward  beyond  the  rail- 
road. When  the  concentration  is 
effected,  a  cxjunter  attack  is  likely  to 
be  the  signal  for  a  series  of  battUs. 
If  the  Russians  are  victorious  the 
ultimate  issue  is  expected  to  be  de- 
cided within  the  mountainous  triangle 
formed  by  the  Yentai  mines,  Liao 
Yang  and  Sykwantun,  which  constituto 
the    fortified    Japanese    positions. 

A  flood  of  telegrams  is  being  sent  to 
Kuropatkin  from  all  parts  cf  Russia, 
congratulating  him  on  the  assumption 
of  the  offensive.

climbed  through  several  secretaryships  to 
the  prst  of  the  right  hand  of  the  presi- 
dent him.sclf.  From  private  secretarv  in 
the  White  House  to  the  Cabinet  seal  that 
was  awarded  the  new  departiiKiit  of  com- 
merce and  labor  was  a  natural  transition. 
It  is  history  now  how  he  came  to  his 
present  posi;  how  Roosevelt,  with  all  the 
stubbornness  of  Roosevelt,  insisted  in  the 
face  of  all  argument  that  this  Washington 
clerk,  whose  temptrament  is  about  as 
warm  as  that  of  a  clam,  should  steer  the 
Republican  campaign:  how  old  campaign- 
ers muttered  and  threatent.'d  .iiid  iiow  the 
president  gritted  his  .solid,  big  teeth,  and 
refused  to  budge,  and  how  Roosevelt 
rtnally  won  out  as  Roosevelt  so  often  does 
win  out. 

The  old-time  sort  of  national  committee 
headquarters,  with  prosfue  floral  decora- 
titais  and  flags  festi'oned  everywhere 
about,  has  been  completely  abandoned  un- 
der the  rule  of  Chairman  Cortelyou,  who 
is  absolute  master  of  all  he  surveys.  The 
crowds  thai  iiassed  in  and  out  of  the 
heail(|uarters  of  former  yeai"s,  long-beard- 
ed A'ankees  from  way  down  In  New  ICng- 
land;  slick,  soft-voiced  New  Yorkers; 
Sutlierners  with  wonderful  mustaches  and 
"goatees,""  and  Westerners  with  still  more 
wonderful  personal  api>earances,  are  no 
longer  in  evidence.  Tiie  quarters  of  the 
Republican  national  committee  this  year, 
in  the  newest  part  of  the  enormous  white 
marble  building  of  the  Metropolitan  Life 
Insurance  company,  at  Madison  square 
and  'I'wenty-tbird  street,  Manhattan, 
might  at  first  sight  be  one  of  the  many 
departments  of  the  multiplex  insurance 
business.  There  are  no  decorathms,  noth- 
ing save  desks  and  tables— all  of  the  new- 
est sort— and  a  long  row  of  offi<^os  de- 
voted to  plain  accomplishment  of  a  set 
thing.  It  is  quite  the  sort  of  office  suite 
that  one  might  expect  to  accompany  the 
Cortelyou   nature. 

The  chairman  himself  has  the  corner 
office,  that  busy  corner  where  Twenty- 
third  street  and  Fourth  avenue  intersect 
and  the  busy  life  of  Manhattan  surges 
from  early  in  the  day  until  late  at  night. 
He  Is  on  the  fourth  floor  and  quite  near 
enough  the  ground  to  plainly  distinguish 
the  folk  that  pass  that  busy  corner.  A'et 
it  may  be  assumed  that  Cortelyou  does 
not  see  many  of  the  folk  that  go  tacking 
about  the  corner,  nor  does  he  either  spend 
much  of  his  time  gazinz  out  of  the  win- 
dow or  expect  Ills  assistants  to  do  any- 
thing of  that  sort. 

He  is  always  at  his  desk  and  hard  at  It. 
Long  experience  in  keeping  an  all  too  anx- 
ious citlzenshii>  from  reaching  the  nation's 
head  enabletl  him  to  plan  to  protect  him- 
self from  the  hordes  of  anxious  citizens. 
Including  cranks  of  high  and  low  degree, 
as  well  as  the  callers  who  have  some  .sort 
of  definite  and  legitimate  errand.  It  Is 
harder  to  get  to  see  Cortelyou  than  it  is 
to  have  an  audience  with  some  of  the  big- 
gest railroad  presidents.  He  is  quite  as 
busy  as  the  busiest  of  these  transporta- 
tion heads;  his  time  is  far  more  limited, 
and  he  can  therefore  ill  afford  the  neces- 
s.ary  interruptions. 

Cortelyou  rarely  ri.ses  from  his  desk 
when  a  caller  enters  the  Inner  room  upon 
the  corner,  unless  that  caller  happens  to 
be  a  p'-rsonal  friend  or  some  man  high  In 
the  councils  of  Republicanism.  He  looks 
up  from  his  work  and  nods  nervously  in  a 
fashion  that  might  be  interpreted  as  a 
friendly  passing  of  the  time  or,  as  what  It 
probably  is  intended  to  be.  the  question  as 
to  the  import  of  the  call.  He  grasps  the 
purpose  or  hi-?  caller  in  a  sl<iw.  sure  fash- 
ion. When  his  mind  Is  once  fixed.  Cortel- 
you  either  unbends  and  Is  confidently  o|>en 
to  suggestion,  even  looking  upon  things 
with  a  quiet,  nervous  humor,  or  else  the 
caller  can  see  quickly  by  the  cold  nod  of 
the  head  that  his  scheme  is  not  welcome, 
and  that  the  interview  is  at  an  end.  Therf 
i<5  never  a  show  of  irritation  under  any 
circumstances,  for  Cortelyou  always  hfis 
Cortelyou  well  In  hand.  Cold  as  his  per- 
sonality may  seem  at  times.  It  apparently 
Is  not  so  to  his  associates  and  to  his 
friends.  They  speak  of  him  always  In  a 
warmth  of  affection,  and  his  personal  fol- 
lowers are  ever  residy  to  <hrow  their  plans 
to  the  dogs  and  blindly  follow  their  lender 
wherever  he  mnv  see  fit  to  take  his  course. 
Thev  believe  that  the  star  of  good  luck 
win  continue  to  follow  his  fortunes. 

This  bland,  cool,  calculi  ting  personality 
has  dominated  the  headquarters  of  19<14 
and  made  It  more  like  what  it  really  is. 
the  place  cf  business  of  a  close  corpora- 
tion; a  concern  that  has  no  accurate  legal 
status.  Is  never  sued  nor  never  sues,  pays 
no  dividends  and  sustains  no  losses,  hut  Is 
a  tremendously  big  thing,  nevertheless,  in 
every  wav  that  bigness  is  reckoned  rowa- 
dav.s  in  the  commercial  world. 


E.  P.  Bacon,  chairman  of  the  exe- 
cutive conimittee  of  the  interstate  com- 
merce law  convention  held  at  St.  Louis 
in  November,  1900,  and  who  in  that 
capacity  Is  still  agitating  the  subject 
ol  advar.cmg  the  power  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  by  th^ 
passage  of  the  Quarles-Cooper  bill, 
writes  to  Secretary  Hubert  V.  Eva,  of 
the  Commercial  club,  some  facts  gath- 
eied  from  his  investigation  of  the  sub- 
ject. Mr.  Bacon  spent  a  week  al 
Washington  in  the  spring  in  the  effon. 
to  se-jure  action  by  the  house  com- 
mittee on  interstate  and  foreign  com- 
merce in  the  diiection  of  reporting  the 
bill  that  it  miyht  be  f-iken  up  in  the 
hou.se  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session 
of  congress  and  put  on  its  passage. 

In  his  letter  :Mr.  Bacon  says:  'A 
clear  majority  of  the  committee  is  In 
favor  of  legislation  of  this  character, 
but  there  is  uttermined  opposition  Lo 
It  on  the  part  of  the  chairman  and  a 
number  of  tlie  leading  members,  and 
they  have  thus  far  been  able,  by  means 
cf  i>arlianienUry  tactics,  to  prevent 
action.  The  friei^ds  of  the  leglslatioi 
in  the  commUtee,  however,  will  per- 
severe in  iheij-  effort  and  are  hopeful 
that  it  will  be  made  the  special  order 
of  business  In  the  committee  at  the 
opening   of   tli.^   n^xt  session. 

'"The  interstate  commerce  commission 
recently  sent  t<J  the  senate,  in  response; 
to  a  resolution  of  inquiry,  a  statement 
showing  the  result  of  the  coniinuoud 
advances  madt;  in  freight  rates,  a  copy 
of  which  will' be  !mailed  to  you  from 
Washington  by  the  secretary  of  our 
committee,  frotin  which  it  appears  that 
the  average  rate  on  the  entire  tariff 
of  the  country,  haf  been  increased  \l-)i. 
cents  per  ton  since  the  year  I'JOO,  re- 
sulting in  an  increase  In  freight  charg- 
es the  past  three  years  of  over  $3tu,- 
Oot),i)00  in  exce.«s  of  what  they  would 
have  been  at  th6  rates  previously 
diurged,  the  increase  in  the  last  year 
alone  having  been  over  $155,000,000. 
That  so  large  an  advance  is  unneces- 
sary and  unwarranted  is  apparent 
from  the  fact  that  the  net  earnings  for 
tlie  past  three  years  show  an  increase 
of  over  $153,00u,000,  with  only  a  slight 
increase  in  mileage. 

"The  increase  resulting  from  advanc- 
es In  rates  on  a  few  leading  commod- 
ities, in  what  is  termed  'official  classi- 
fication territory'  alone,  for  the  year 
ending,  June  ."iO,  li*03,  is  given  as  fol- 
lows: Hay,  nearly  $2,500,000 ;  sugar, 
nearly  $1,200,000:  iron  and  steel,  about 
$4,000,000;  bituminous  coal,  over  $10,- 
000.000,  and   lumber,   about  $6.00u,000." 

The  Retail  Grocers'  Association  of 
Duluth  has  been  requested  by  Chair- 
man LJacon  to  be  represented  at  the 
national  interstate  commerce  law  con- 
vention at  St.  Louis,  on  the  2.Sth  of 
this        month.  Commercial        bodies 

throughout  the  country  are  manifest- 
ing an  Intense  interest  in  this  question 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  large  and 
forceful  conventirn  in  St.  Louis  will 
result,  and  that  such  a  convention  will 
exercise  a  strong  intluence  on  the  legis- 
lation  of   the    character   mentioned. 

The  Retail  Grocers'  association  is 
alive  to  the  needs  of  some  action  of  this 
kind  and  has  decided  to  be  represent- 
ed bv  a  delegation,  to  be  selected  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  a.ssoclation 
at    Axu    hall    tomorrow   evening. 

E.  M.  Ferguson,  of  the  Knudsen- 
Ferguson  company,  who  has  taken  a 
great  Interest  4m  the  subject,  has  been 
asked  to  speak  to  the  grocers  on  the 
subject.  He  is  considered  one  of  the 
best  posted  men  in  the  United  .States 
on  the  subject,  having  taken  great 
personal  Interest  in  the  agitation,  as 
particularly  directed  against  the  pres- 
ent refrigerating  system  practiced  on 
the  railroads.

MISS  DOD  OUT 
OF  THE  RACE 


Presented  to  the  General 

Episcopal  Congress 

and  Discussed. 

Boston,  Oct.  11. — The  proposed  new 
canon  on  marriage  and  divorce  was  on 
the  order  paper  for  discussion  when 
the  triennial  general  Episcopal  congres  j 
resumed  its  sessions  today.  The  ses- 
sions of  the  liouse  of  bishops  were 
continued.  The  archbishop  of  Canter- 
bui-y  who  will  leave  Boston  tomorrow 
appeared  at  the  convention  for  the  last 
time   today. 

The  committee  on  canons,  in  charge 
of  the  proiiosed  new  canon  on  marriage 
and  divorce  submitted  a  lengthy  re- 
port through  its  chairman,  llev.  Dr. 
F.  P.  Davenport,  of  Memphis,  Teiin. 
The  present  canon  on  the  su'oject  per- 
mits the  re-marriage  of  the  innocent 
person  in  a  divorce  case  wherein  a 
accree  was  issued  by  the  civil  courts 
on  the  ground  of  infidelity.  There  has 
bfen  considerable  dissatisfaction  over 
this  canon.  The  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  conven- 
tion to  report  on  the  subject  reached 
the   following   amendment:

A  minority  reiiort  was  presented 
which,  if  adopted,  would  be  to  leave 
unchanged  that  part  of  the  old  canon 
pern.itting  remarriage  of  the  Innocent 
person  in  a  case  of  infidelity. 

After  considerable  debate  it  was 
vot"d  to  consider  the  proposed  amend- 
ment prohibiting  the  remarriage  of  di- 
vorced iiersons.

BED  UNDER  HEDGE. 

A  Returned  Missionary  At  a 
Jesuit  College. 

Ewan  Macpherson  tells  me  this  story 
which  is  still  treasured  as  one  of  choice 
recollections  of  Stonyhurst,  the  ancieiit 
Jesuit  school  in  England,  writes  Willis 
Brooks  to  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 

Fatht;-  De  Sinet,  whose  pioneer  work 
among  the  American  Indians  had  given 
him  fame  throughout  Europe,  visited 
Stonvhurst  in  one  of  the  closing  years 
of  his  life.  Prior  to  his  .Irrival  there 
the  fathers  had  fitted  up  the  largest 
room  in  the  vast  building  as  a  chamber 
for  him.  It  was,  indeed,  a  great  hall, 
with  lofty  ceiling  and  a  large  number 
of  beautiful  windows  rising  almost 
from  floor  to  roof.  Once  it  had  been 
used  as  an  auditorium,  a  fact  which  I 
mention  in  oider  that  you  may  get  an 
idea  of  its  ample  dimemsions  as  a  bed- 
room. 

The  illustrious  guest's  extreme  age 
suggested  ta  the  Stonyhurst  authoii- 
ties  that  it  might  be  i>rudent  to  have 
one  of  the  fathers  sleeji  within  call,  so 
that  in  case  anything  happened  in  the 
night  there  would  be  help  at  hand.  Ac- 
cordingly, a  priest,  learned  in  the 
science  of  medicine,  occupied  a  couch 
in  an  ante-room  at  the  far  end  of  the 
great  hall. 

Early  in  the  morning,  just  as  the 
gray  light  of  dawn  was  peeping 
through  the  great  windows,  the  atten<l- 
ing  priest  awoke  and  tiptoed  across 
the  chamber  to  make  sure  that  all  was 
well  with  the  aged  missionary.  But 
the  guest  was  not  there.  The  covers 
had  ben  dragged  from  the  bed  and 
thrown  in  a  heap  into  the  middle  of  it. 
AUogether.  the  situation  was  perplex- 
ing, so  the  priest  hastened  off  to  re- 
port the  strange  circumstance. 

It  was  not  long  until  the  utmost  ex- 
citement prevailed  throughout  Stony- 
hurst. Evervbody  was  searching  the 
building  for  Father  De  Smet,  but  no- 
body could  find  him. 

For  an  hour  or  so  the  anxiety  in- 
creased. Then  some  priests  who  were 
searching  about  the  grounds  saw  a 
strange  movement  under  a  hedge,  and 
in  a  moment  the  aged  guest,  wrapped 
in  a  blanket,  .stripped  from  his  bed, 
emerged  with  a  silly,  apologetic  grin 
on  his  face,  saying: 

"I  must  have  overslept.  I  Intended 
to  get  back  to  bed  before  anybo<ly  was 

up." 
"But  where  have  you  been?     he  -was 

asked.  ,      „   -^ 

"Under   the   hedge   yonder,      he     an- 


swered. "I  couldn't  sleep  In  the  cham- 
ber.    It  was  close  and  stuffy  there." 

It  was  known  that  he  had  crossed 
the  Atlantic  on  a  sailing  vessel  which 
had  been  nearly  two  months  in  com- 
ing. 

""How  did  you  manage  to  sleep  in 
the  little  cabin  of  the  .ship?"  he  wa.s 
asked. 

"I  didn't,"  he  answered.  "I  should 
have  suffocated  there.  I  slept  on  deck 
with  a  rope  tied  about  my  body  and 
attached  to  a  cleat  at  either  side  of 
the  ves.«el.  It  was  the  most  glorious 
place  1  have  ever  found  for  good,  old, 
freshing  ysleep;  and  the  grand,  old. 
tireless  ocean  to  rock  my  cradle." 

The  priests  concluded  that,  old  as 
Father  De  .^met  was,  he  didn't  need  an 
attendant  at  his  bedside.

DOINGS  IN 


MICHIGAN 


Ottawa,  Oct.  11.— Canada  Is  in  the 
thick  of  the  general  election  campaign. 
Cabinet  ministers  have  scattered  and  are 
conducting  operations  from  their  respec- 
tive headquarters  in  the  different  pro- 
vlnoes. 

The  organization  of  the  ministerial  party 
Is  claimed  to  be  as  near  perfection  as  any- 
thing human  well  can  be.  Whilst  the  Con- 
servatives were  kept  in  uncertainty  as  to 

the  date  of  the  election,  the  Liberals  sec- 
retly were  perfecting  their  arrangements'. 
The  Lititral.-',  in  a  greater  degree  than 
ever  before,  liave  command  of  the  sinews 
of  war  and  other  advantages  which  tell  in  i 
elections.  The  mormous  growth  in  tlie 
public  rev»'nues  during  the  period  Sir  Wil- 
frid 1-aurier  has  been  in  power,  ilie  corres- 
pondingly lavish  expenditures  and  im- 
intns«-  number  of  contracts  the  govern- 
ment has  been  able  to  award  its  supporters 
and  cunsoquent  distribution  of  millions  of 
public  money  in  quarters  where  they  will 
do  most  good  from  a  party  standpoint, 
have  placed  at  the  disixisal  of  the  minis- 
terial party  managers  a  more  than  usually 
satisfactory  campaign  fund. 

All  parts  of  Canada  in  the  present  de- 
vel'ipiiig  stage  of  the  country's  history 
are  in  urgent  need  of  railways,  coloniza- 
tion roads,  steamship  lines,  elevators, 
wharves,  docks  and  facilities  for  trans- 
pcrting  produce  to  market,  which  the  i>eo- 
ple  are  unable  to  provide  out  of  their  own 
means  without  goviitiment  aid.  There  is 
scarcely  a  county  in  Canada  not  in  more 
or  less  pressing  need  of  help  In  one  or 
other  of  the  directions  indicated. 

In  all  such  constituencies  the  nominee 
of  the  party  out  of  office  is  handicapped 
to  a  certain  extent  in  favor  of  the  candi- 
date of  the  party  in  office,  an  individual 
necessarily  in  touch  with  those  who  con- 
trol the  expenditures.  The  pledge  of  as- 
sistance conditioned  on  the  election  to 
parliament  of  the  ministerial  nominee 
naturally  carries  more  weight  than  that 
of  his  opponent  with  those  who  can  he  in- 
fluenced by  such  considerations.  There 
are  times,  of  course,  when  such  induce- 
ments fall  on  unheeding  ears,  rteriods.  for 
Instance,  of  bad  crops,  commercial  depres- 
sion and  stagnation  in  trade.  But  the 
country  at  present  Is  prosperous  and  bent 
on  develfipmeiit.  circumstances  which  play 
Into  the  hands  of  I^aurier. 

On  what  ground,  then,  can  an  opposi- 
tion candidate  hope  to  d'^fent  the  govern- 
ment or  reduce  Its  majf)rlty  in  the  house 
of  commons?  The  answer  is.  on  those  of 
the  transcontinental  railway,  the  tariff, 
and    the   preference   system. 

On  the  first  question  the  verdict  will  be 
on  the  govertiment  agreement  with  the 
Grand  Trunk  racitic  or  the  opposition  pro- 
posal of  government  ownership. 

On  the  tariff  the  opposition  is  pledged  to 
an  extension  of  the  protection  policy,  the 
governmf-nt  to  stn-h  revisions  in  the  direc- 
tion of  either  ral-lngor  lowering  duties,  ■; 
they  may  consider  advisable. 

On  the  preference  ptdicy  both  political 
parties  have  prf>nounced  for  a  preferential 
system,  but  diflfi'r  on  important  principles 
tending  in  opposite  directions. 

The  (niestion  f<'r  thf  people  to  decide  i.s 
which  t>arty  shall  be  intrusted  with  the 
duty  of  carrying  out  a  preferential  policy 
best  calculated  for  the  interests  of  the 
country.  The  opposition  has  from  the 
first  drawn  a  sharp  distinoiion  between 
preference  for  Gnat   Britain  without  re-

The 
lands  are  locatetf  in  the  Paint  river  re- 
gion and  are  timbered  principally  with 
hemlock  and  cedar.  Mr.  Moss  will  es- 
tablish two  camps  c>n  the  Paint  river 
four  miles  from  Amasa  and  expects  to 
bank  about  3,(>(»u,0w  feet.  He  will  employ 
forty  men. 


A  large  quantity  of  rock  representing  in 
weight  several  tons,  broke  off  the  high 
wall  at  Thirteenth  avenue  west,  better 
known  as  the  Point  of  Rocks,  yesterday, 
and  fell  with  a  crash  into  the  roadway 
and  the  street  railway  tracks  below. 

That  the  mass  did  not  fall  on  a  passing 
car  or  a  team  Is  simply  a  matter  of  luck, 
for  no  warning  was  givtn  when  the  rock 
broke  off.  nor  did  any  person  have  knowl- 
edge that  the  portion  which  sloughed  off 
was  in  so  dangerous  a  condition. 

Shortly  after  the  rock  mass  fell  the 
strtet  railway  company  had  to  send  a 
force  of  employes  to  roll  the  rock  off  its 
tracks  so  that  its  cars  could  proceed. 

About  two  years  ago  the  fact  that  dan- 
ger existed  at  the  Point  of  Kocks  was 
pointed  out  by  The  Herald,  alter  com- 
plaints had  been  made  by  penple  who  had 
to  pass  that  vicinity,  that  it  was  not  safe 
to  lea\e  the  high  rock  wall  in  the  con- 
dition that  it  was  after  the  blasting  had 
been  done  to  widen  the  roadway  at  that 
point.  The  persons  who  made  the  com- 
plaint evidently  were  not  sufficiently  in- 
terested to  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
city  officials,  but  acting  along  the  line  of 
The  Herald's  suggestion  that  the  rock 
wall  ought  at  least  to  be  investigated, 
W.  B.  Patton.  then  city  engineer,  looked 
*nto  the  matter,  and.  it  is  claimed,  steps 
were  taken  to  knc^ck  off  some  of  the  ap- 
parently   loosened   portions   of   rock. 

The  fall  of  so  large  a  section  of  the 
wall  yesterday  demonstrates  beyond  a 
doubt  tliat  in  order  to  make  the  roadway 
perfectly  safe  for  travel  and  to  remove 
:ill  further  doubt  of  danger,  another  care- 
ful investigation  should  be  made  with  a 
view  of  blasting  off  all  otlier  projections 
or  prrtions  which  show  signs  of  becom- 
ing detached  In  the  future. 

It  is  churned  that  the  rock  Is  subjected 
to  a  constant  strain  l>y  the  overhanging 
wall.  During  the  wet  season  water  filters 
down  througn  the  cracks  and  crevices  un- 
til they  become  filled  with  moisture.  Cold 
weather  coming  on.  the  frost  rends  the 
rock  wall  apart  and  the  force  of  gravity 
does  the  rest.  This  loosening  process  is 
I'elieved  to  have  weakened  the  liig  rock 
wall  in  many  places,  and  an  investiga- 
tion is  being  urged  with  a  view  of  dis- 
covtring  the  exact  conditions.  Some  who 
have  occasion  to  examine  the  wall  claim 
that  It  would  be  much  safer  if  it  were  cut 
back  toward  the  street  above,  and  that 
with  no  perpendicular  or  overhanging 
wall  there  would  be  no  strain  on  the  rock 
to  cause  it  to  break  away.  Others  claim 
that  If  the  wall  were  cut  back  on  a  slant, 
loose  rock  would  be  mere  apt  to  roll  down 
and  acquire  a  great  velocity  before  strik- 
ing the  roadway  liclow. 

Whatever  is  the  best  means  of  fixing  the 
walls  to  prevent  furtlier  danger,  it  is  quite 
certain  that  the  people  who  have  to  pass 
the  Point  of  Rocks,  either  by  rig  or  In 
cars,  will  urge  that  some  steps  be  taken 
by  the  city  right  away.  The  road  by  the 
rock  wall  is  the  main  traveled  route  to 
Superior,  the  West  End  and  West  Du- 
luth.  and  thousands  of  people  pass  over  it 
daily.

— James 
Townsend,  who  died  here,  was  one  of 
the  most  striking  figures  in  the  pion<=.t?r 
history  of  Iowa.  He  was  a  booom 
friend  of  John  Brown,  and  was  asso- 
ciated with  him  In  the  conduct  of  ihe 
"underground  railway."  Mr.  Tov.-n- 
send's  home  before  the  war  was  in 
West  Branch,  a  Quaker  village  not  far 
from  here,  and  under  his  roof  Brown 
made  his  home  when  he  came  to  this 
vicinity. 

Together  they  aided  scores  of  sla.-es 
to  escape  from  their  taskmasters  and 
flee  to  Canada.  The  two  were  simiia'ly 
associated  in  Ohio,  from  which  state 
they  sent  many  negroes  across  Ibe 
border  to  freedom  in  Canada. 

Mr.  Townsend  lay  in  a  state  of 
coma  for  five  days  ere  the  end  came 
at  the  home  of  his  son,  T.  W.  Towns- 
end.   He  was  94  years.

Here  is  the  letter,  but  the  postoffice 
officials  refused  to  allow  the  writer's 
name  to  be  made  public: 

•I  -wish  to  ask  a  Question  in  regard 
to  the  postal  laws.  Would  it  be  against 
the  postal  law  for  me  to  advertise  and 
raffle  myself  off?  There  are  so  many 
field  men  in  the  Western  states  and  so 
few  women  that  I  have  decided  to 
rattle  myself  off,  say  at  2500  chances, 
and  every  lady  taking  a  chance  will 
get  a  chance  at  winning  me.  and  the 
money  is  to  start  us  up  in  life.  I  wish 
to  advertise  in  the  Eastern  papers,  and 
would  have  to  receive  remittances 
through  the  mails.  Please  let  me  know 
if  the  laws  would  object  to  such  a 
scheme." 

The  postal  laws  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject say  it  is  unlawful  to  "conduct  any 
lottery,  gift  enterpri.se  or  scheme  for 
the  distribution  of  money,  or  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  by  lot, 
chance,  or  by  drawing  of  any  kind,  or 
to  use  the  malls  for  advertising 
schemes  or  otherwise  forwarding  such 
schemes." 

Whether  the  writer  of  this  query 
comes  under  the  law  the  postofflce  de- 
partment will  not  attempt  to  decide.

Armour  iced  cars  in  .Michigan.  He 
said  that  the  contentioirs  against  the 
injustice  of  the  service  were  upheld  by 
the  commission,  which,  however,  was 
powerless  to  do  more  than  recommend 
changes.  In  the  meantime  the  Michi- 
gan fruit  season  wore  on  and  the  en- 
tire shipments  for  the  season  were  put 
out  under  the  same  old  conditions, 
by  which  he  estimated  that  the  Ar- 
mour company  had  done  the  shipping 
public  out  of  propably  $200,000  to  $250,- 
000  by  exorbitant  charges.  He  said 
the  hearing  resulted  in  one  member 
of  the  commission  giving  his  private 
opinion  that  the  present  form  of  rail- 
road usage  would  eventually  lead  to 
government   control  of  the  railroads. 

It  is  getting  so  that  railroads  will 
not  sidetnick  any  other  than  Armour 
refrigerator  cars  for  loading,  nor 
hitch  an  engine  to  any  other  style  of 
car.  Under  the  merger  system  new 
conditions  are  being  brought  about, 
the  whole  railroad  condition  having 
changed  within  a  few  years.  Now  the 
railroad  companies  act  as  a  unit  and 
make  rates  as  a  unit.  They  make  the 
tax  as  high  as  a  commodity  will  stand. 
The  National  League  of  Commission 
Merchants  has  indorsed  the  Quarles- 
Ccoper  measure. 

Mr.  Ferguson  quoted  rates  to  show 
that  from  Kan-sas  City,  Omaha  and 
Chicago,  the  rate  on  fruit  to  Duluth  in 
refrigerator  cars  is  from  28  to  54  per 
cent  higher  than  for  meat  per  100 
pounds,  and  the  shipments  originating 
at  the  same  points,  destined  to  the 
same  points  and  coming  over  the  same 
lines  of  rail.

Chicago,  Oct.  11.— With  the  closing  of 
the  playing  season  in  the  American 
league  yesterday,  ended  one  of  the  most 
spirited  fights  in  the  history  of  the  game, 
for  the  championship  of  the  league.

Six  Employes   of   Con- 
struction Company  Quit 
Worli. 

Six  of  the  expert  bridge  builders  em- 
ployed on  the  new  ferry  bridge,  quit  work 
yesterday,  temporarily  crippling  the  force. 
The  men  were  discontented  because  of 
their  failure  to  get  an  oportunity  to  put 
in  overtime.

Special  permission  of  the  council  will 
hereafter  be  necessary  before  insur- 
ance can  be  taken  out  on  any  of  the 
city  property,  and  no  old  insurance 
can  be  renewed  at  the  new  rates  with- 
out such  permission. 

Such  was  the  result  of  the  resolution 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  coui.cil 
last  evening,  in  response  to  a  com- 
munication from  Mayor  Cullum  re- 
questing the  council  to  take  some  ac- 
tion showing  the   attitude  of  the  city 

toward  the  advance  in  the  insurance 
rates.  The  letter  of  Mayor  Culiuin 
follows: 

"In  view  of  the  published  inteniion 
of  the  insurance  companies  to  raise 
rates  in  our  city,  I  think  a  vigorous 
protest  from  the  city  authorities  is 
in    order. 

"W^ithout  going  into  details,  Duhith 
stands  in  general  importance,  popula- 
tion and  valuation,  seventy-second  in 
the  list  of  cities.  In  fire-figiiling 
equipment  it  stands  fortieth.  I  caniot 
understand  why  they  can  justly  impcse 
this  extra  burden  on  our  city  uiiJer 
these  conditions.  The  insurance  com- 
panies have  in  Duluth,  as  I  suppo^^e 
tliey  have  in  other  cities,  in  a  large 
measure  dictated  the  action  of  the  city 
in  passing  ordinances  regulating  the 
fire  department  and  fire  inspection,  and 
we  have,  more  than  a  great  many 
cities  of  greater  importance,  enforced 
safety  regulations  so  that  their  ac- 
tions seems  to  me  so  unjust  as  to  call 
forth  the  most  vigorous  condemnation 
from   your  honorable  body." 

A  report  on  the  communication  was 
prepared  by  the  committee  on  finance, 
composed  of  Aldermen  Barnes.  Wing 
and  Trevillion,  two  of  the  members 
of  which  are  in  the  insurance  business 
themselves.  The  committee  pointel 
out  that  rates  throughout  the  city  are 
excessive  and  should  be  decreased  but 
that  the  insurance  companies  could 
not  be  reached  by  any  protest  or  nego- 
tiations. 

The  «ommittee  urred  that  the  city 
should  not  submit  to  the  raise  in  rates, 
but  provide  a  proper  sinking  fund  to 
carry   its  own   insurance   in   future. 

The  committee  also  recommended 
that  the  cour.cil  request  the  legislature 
to  pass  some  suitable  law  regulatm^jf 
the  rates  of  insurance  companies,  and 
urge  that  the  St.  Louis  county  repre- 
sentatives use  every  means  in  thei.- 
power  to  pass  such  n  law.  The  city 
clerk  was  als.>  authorized  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
city  officials  in  an  attempt  to  secure 
their    co-operation. 

Alderman  Barnes,  in  speaking  to  the 
resolution,  said  that  the  insurance  com- 
panies had  sustained  enormous  losses 
in  Toronto,  Baltimore  and  Rochester, 
and  that  txptiience  had  taught  them 
that  there  was  what  is  known  as  a 
"conflagration  hazard"  in  tlie  congested 
portions  of  larvo  cities.  He  stated, 
h'jwevrr.  tlir<t  ho  did  not  believe  the 
r.iis(>  in  Dt'iutli  rates  was  justified  by 
the  f.acts. 

Alderman  Wing,  who  like  Alderman 
Barne.?,  represents  insurance  compan- 
ies her«^.  tt.^ited  that  rates  in  some  lo- 
calities of  the  city  have  been  increased 
fifty  per  :ent  in  four  years.  He  said 
that  a  Tesv  days-  ago  a  ))arty  of  prom- 
inent ir  sura  nee  men  had  met  in  Chi- 
cago, ard  reaiisiing  that  they  had  sus- 
tained enormous  Icfses  in  several  cit- 
ies, hai  deeidel  to  vMse  the  rates  in 
ten  oth=r  cities  to  recuperate.  Du- 
luth. St.  Fa;ii  aiid  Minneapolis  were 
included  in  the  list.  Mr.  W'ing  stated 
that  ne  believed  a  million  dollars  in 
premiums  in  excess  of  losses  had  been 
paid  i.i  to  the  companies  in  Duluth, 
during  the  la.st  five  years. 

A'derman  McEven  took  occasion  to 
sow  sonivi"  irunic  ipal  ownership  seed  by 
advocating  the  establishment  of  a 
municipal  insurance  company  to  carry 
private  as  well  as  public  risks.  Alder- 
man Haven  reminded  him  that  there 
was» nothing  in  tht  charter  providing 
for  such  an  institution. 

The  report  of  the  finance  committee 
was  finally  adopted  without  a  dissent- 
ing vote,

ASKS  VERDICT 
FOR  INJURIES 


Damage  Action  By  Will- 
iam Pinney  Recalls 
Old  Verdict. 

A  personal  injury  case  begun  for  trial 
in  Judge  Ensign's  room  yesterday  after- 
non  dates  its  origin  back  in  ISOS,  when 
there  was  an  accident  on  the  government 
concrete  piers  then  under  construction 
and  three  men  were  killed.  The  action  is 
entitled  William  A.  Pinriey  against  George 
R.  King  and  Hugh  Steele,  who  at  that 
time  formed  the  contracting  firm  of  King 
ift  Steele.  Pinney  sues  for  $7000  dam- 
ages. 

In  his  complaint  Pinney  claims  that  he 
was  employed  on  the  pier  work  by  the 
contractors.  He  says  It  was  found  neces- 
sary to  remove  a  sunken  wreck  before 
the  pier  could  be  extended  and  Harry 
Scheff,  a  diver,  wa.s  .sent  with  Pinney  as 
his  assistant  and  two  men  named  Bale 
and  Stevenson,  as  helpers.  The  wreck, 
Pinney  claims,  was  to  be  destroyed  by 
dynamite  and  Scheff  ordered  him  to  thaw 
out  some  dynamite  In  a  boiler  used  for 
that  purpose.  I'lnney  claims  he  was 
afraid  of  the  result,  but  was  reassured  by 
Scheff.  He  alleges  that  shortly  after- 
ward he  went  to  see  if  the  dynamite  was 
thawed,  when  he  saw  it  on  fire.  Pinney 
fell  on  his  face,  after  shouting  a  warning 
to  the  other  men.  He  claims  that  the 
explosion  which  followed  rendered  him 
unconscious  for  an  hour.  Scheff,  Bale 
and  Stevenson  received  injuries  from 
which  they  died.  Pinney  claims  his  hear- 
ing was  affected  by  the  explosion  and  has 
since  been  growing  worse  and  tiiat  he 
sometimes  suffers  great  physical  pain. 

In  bringing  the  action  against  the  con- 
tractors, Pinney  alleges  that  SchelT,  who 
was  their  employe,  was  an  incompetent 
man,  that  the  boiler  used  was  old,  worn 
out  and  dangerous  and  that  the  contrac- 
tors were  guilty  of  gross  negligence  in  not 
seeing  to  it  that  their  employes  were  bet- 
ter   protected    from    accident. 

In  Judge  Dibell's  room,  W.  G.  Clo.se, 
who  appealed  from  a  verdict  of  %i'Z.is\ 
rendered  against  him  in  favor  of  John 
Pakiz,  in  a  justice  court,  succeeded  in 
getting  a  reversal  of  the  former  verdict. 
Mr.  Close  is  a  hardware  merchant  at  Hib- 
bing, and  formerly  employed  Pakiz.  The 
trouble  arose  out  of  a  disagreement  as  to 
the  terms  of  the  contract  for  employment, 
Mr.  Close  claiming  to  have  cut  his  clerk 
hire  in  January  from  $75  per  month  to  $i>0 
per  month.  F'aklz  worked  two  days  and 
two  hours  on  that  basis  and  quit.  He  was 
tendered  |5  in  payment  in  full  to  date, 
but  refused,  demanding  $15,  which  the 
employer  refused  to  give.

It  is  a  notable  tact  that  several  of  the  Republican 
newspapers  of  the  JNIesaba  range  are  aware  of  the  favor- 
itism that  \va.^  shown  by  R.  C.  Dunn  in  the  mnlter  of 
mineral  leases  and  state  lands  when  he  was  state  audi- 
tor, and  two  of  them  at  least  have  made  so  bold  as  to 
comment  unfavorably  thereon  in  recent  issues.  They 
know,  as  everyone  knows  who  has  investigated  the 
natter,  that  mineral  leases  were  reserved  for  Mr.  Dunns 
especial  pets  and  that  most  of  them  of  any  valr.e  have 
alreadj-  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  a  favored  co- 
poration.  They  know  that  many  citizens  of  the  ranges 
and  of  Duluth  were  refused  mineral  leases,  on  one  pre- 
text or  another,  that  finally  found  thefr  way  into  the 
hands  of  these  pets  of  Dunn  and  now  when  they  are 
furnished  absolute  proof  that  among  Dunn's  favorites 
were  clerks  in  his  own  office,  they  feel  especially  resent- 
ful. 

The  stalwart  editor  of  the  Ely  Miner  has  taken  not  • 
of  this  matter  and  censures  his  brother  Republican  ed- 
itors HI  this  way:  "The  papers  on  the  Mesaba  range, 
and  there  are  not  many,  who  are  putting  in  their  time 
writing  editorial  matter  derogatory  to  Bob  Dunn  might 
better  save  their  efforts.  He  will  be  elected  v/ith  the 
largest  majority  the  state  has  ever  given  any  governor, 
and  mind  you,  don't  let  anj-  secessionist  who  has  be- 
come mixed  with  the  state  department  on  a  mining  lease 
tell  you  any  different.  Mr.  Dunn  has  explained  his  acts 
■while  in  the  state  auditor's  office  satisfactorily  to  tlie 
voters,  and  they  will  vote  accordingly  on  Nov.  8,  not- 
withstanding the  idle  vaporings  of  some  checkmated 
mining  lease  merchant." 

This  is  the  usual  plea  of  the  thick-and  thin,  hide- 
bound partisan.  "Beware,"  he  cries,  "the  Bob  is  going 
to  be  elected  anyway,  and  he'll  do  something  to  you  if 
vou  don't  watch  out!"  And  why  should  the  checkmated 
mining-lease  merchant  be  considered,  or  even  the  rascal- 
ity of  a  candidate,  when  Republican  success  is  in  the 
balance? 

Mr.  Dunn  has  not  explained  his  acts  while  in  the 
state  auditor's  office  satisfactorily  to  voters  who  have 
brains  enough  to  think  for  themselves,  and  it  is  a  fre- 
quent remark  heard  from  staunch  Republicans  in  Duluth 
that  they  hope  Dunn  will  be  defeated.  And  these  re- 
marks come  from  men  who  never  voted  other  than  the

agcrs  ol  a  certain  class.  In  "Roosevelt,  the  American," 
pages  38  and  39,  is  found  the  following  extract  from  a 
speech  delivered  by  Mr.  Roosevelt,  as  reported  by  his 
bicgrapher,   W.    M.    Clements: 

"lor  the  managers  of  tiie  elevated  railroads,  I  have 
as  little  feeling  as  any  man  here  and  if  it  were  possible 
I  ^vouId  be  willing  to  pass  a  bill  of  attainder  against 
Jay  Gould  and  his  associates,  i  realize  that  they  have 
done  the  most  incalculable  harm  to  this  community — 
with  their  hired  stock  jobbing  newspapers,  with  their 
corruption  of  the  judiciary,  and  with  their  corruption 
of  this  house.  It  not  a  question  of  doing  right  to 
them  for  they  are  merely  comnnm  thieves.  As  to  the 
resohition.  a  petition  handed  in  by  Gould  and  his  son, 
I  would  pay  more  attention  to  a  petition  signed  by 
Barney  Aaron,  Oliver  Geoghegan  and  Billy  McGlory 
than  I  would  to  that  paper,  because  I  regard  these  men 
as  part  of  an  infinitely  dangerous  order,  the  wealthy 
criminal   class." 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  petition  which 
Mr.  Roosevelt  so  vigorously  condemns  sets  forth  the 
fact  that  the  rates  of  fare  allowed  had  been  a  part  of  the 
consideration  under  which  capital  had  ventured  into  the 
enterprise  and  that  Grover  Cleveland,  the  governor  of 
New  York,  had  held  tha<:  to  change  the  basis  of  the  con- 
tract made  to  secure  rapid  transit  would  be  a  breach  of 
faith.  It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  appeals  to 
emotions  and  resorts  to  abuse  of  his  opponents  rather 
than  to  reason.  Mr.  Clements  tells  us  that  his  phrase 
'  the  wealthy  criminal  class"  caught  the  applause  of  the 
masses. 

It  is  worth  while,  too,  to  remember  that  Jay  Gould's 
son.  so  roundly  abused  by  IMr.  Roosevelt,  is  George 
Gould,  the  railroad  magnate.  There  is  no  record  that 
Mr.  Gould  has  changed  his  railroad  methods,  but  it  is 
n  matter  of  record  that  he  is  now  invited  quite  frequently 
to  dinners  at  the  White  House  and  spends  hours  in 
conference  with  President  Roosevelt,  who.  but  a  few 
years  ago,  denounced  Mr.  Gould  and  his  father,  "as 
part  of  an  infinitely  dangerous  order,  the  wealthy  crim- 
inal class." 

Why  did  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  and  his  newspaper,  the 
New  York  Sun,  finally  decide  to  support  Mr.  Roose- 
velt after  several  months  of  abuse  of  the  president  and 
his  policies?    Can  you  tell? 
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THE  ONLY  SURE  RELIEF. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  business  men  of  Du- 
luth might  escape  unreasonable  insurance  rates  by  form- 
ing a  local  company  and  carrying  their  own  insurance. 
But  there  is  one  serious  defect  in  this  plan.  It  is  true 
that  in  the  agricultural  districts  of  Minnesota  there  are 
many  mutual  insurance  companies  carried  on  bj'  the 
farmers.  They  have  been  in  operation  many  years,  and 
have  been  entirely  successful.  But  they  insure  only 
farm  buildings  and  residences  as  a  rule,  taking  none  of 
the  higher  risks  in  the  business  districts  of  cities  and 
towns.  The  result  is  that  the  farmers  enjoy  very  low 
insurance  rates — but  a  small  fraction  of  the  rates  the^' 
were  formerly  compelled  to  pay  to  the  regular  insurance 
companies.  These  rates  are  based  upon  the  actual  pro- 
portion of  losses  and  as  it  is  very  seldom  that  a  farm 
building  or  village  residence  burns,  the  losses  are  very 
small  and  consequently  the  insurance  premiums  are  ex- 
ceedingly low. 

In  a  city,  however,  there  must  always  be  taken  into 
consideration  the  possibility  of  a  general  conflagration, 
which  might  wipe  out  almost  the  entire  business  center, 
and  when  rates  are  made  for  city  insurance  this  possi- 
bility must  be  taken  into  consideration.  There  were 
three  fires  of  this  character  in  the  United  States  during 
the  past  year.  A  mutual  insurance  company,  confined 
entirely  to  Duluth,  would  be  abundantly  able  to  take 
care  of  any  ordinary  losses,  but  should  the  extraordinary 
'oss  ever  come,  then  it  would  be  bankrupt  and  unable  to 
meet  its  obligations.  This  has  been  the  experience  of 
manj'  local  and   mutual   insurance  companies. 

The  big,  old-line  insurance  companies  take  advantage 
of  these  well-known  facts  to  exact  an  excessive  rate  from 
the  owners  of  property  in  business  centers. 

But  what  a  city  cannot  do  for  itself  in  the  way  of  mu- 
tual insurance,  a  state  could  accomplish  successfully.  It 
could  make  its  rates  sufficiently  high  to  provide  against 
the  possibility  of  a  general  conflagration  and  yet  make 
them  considerably  lower  than  present  rates,  because  un- 
necessary  expenses  could  be  eliminated  as  well  as  the 
greed  for  private  profit.  It  would  seem  that  if  the 
business  men  of  Minnesota  cities  ever  obtain  relief  from 
the  unjust  exactions  of  the  insurance  combine,  it  w-ill  be 
by  adopting  the  idea  of  the  farmers'  township  insurance 
on  a  large  scale,  v.ith  the  wealth  of  the  entire  state 
standing  behind  it  as  a  gunranfec  of  the  payment  of 
losses,  should  a  general  conflagration  occur. 


CAUSES  OF  TRAIN  WRECKS. 

The  criminal  carelessness  with  which  American  rail- 
roads are  conducted  is  responsible  every*  few  days  for 
dispatches  in  the  newspapers  telling  of  the  killing  of  a 
«core  or  more  of  passengers  and  employes  in  a  collision 
or  other  wreck.  These  accounts  have  become  so  fre- 
quent of  late  as  to  be  startling.  The  principal  cause  of  it 
all  is  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  men 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  railroading.  And  tljis  lack 
is  a  result  of  the  greed  of  the  owners  of  the  roads. 

Sam  J.  Small,  president  of  the  Order  of  Railway 
Telegraphers,  recently  made  the  statement  that  these 
frequent  fatal  disasters  on  American  railroads  were  gen- 
erally the  direct  result  of  the  employment  of  apprentices 
?nd  other  incapables  in  the  railway  telegraph  service, 
and  when  one  considers  the  wages  usually  paid  for  this 
class  of  work,  which  should  require  men  of  the  highest 
skill,  experience  and  character,  he  must  become  con- 
vinced that  Mr.  Small's  charge  is  based  on  fact. 

One  court  recently  made  a  decision  that  m^y  have  a 
good  effect.  An  engine  crew  that  had  fallen  asleep  as  a 
••esult  of  too  long  hours  of  toil,  brought  their  train  into 
collision  with  another  as  a  result.  They  were  ordered  to 
remain  on  a  sidetrack  until  four  other  trains  had  passed. 
Awakening  after  the  third  had  gone  by,  they  thought  all 
bad  passed,  and  pulled  out  onto  the  main  line.  The 
engineer  was  arrested  and  charged  with  manslaughter. 
He  set  up  in  defense  that  the  company  was 
negligent  in  compelling  him  to  work  too  long  hours. 
The  court  took  the  view,  however,  that  he  was  not  com- 
pelled to  work  when  not  in  condition  and  should  have 
refused.  Railroad  men  know  that  if  he  had  refused  he 
would  probably  have  lost  his  job.  And  that  is  a  serious 
proposition  with  any  man.  But  now  that  the  courts  have 
held  that  the  employe  is  also  responsible,  the  chances 
are  that  the  railroad  orders  will  require  that  no  man  be 
compelled  to  work  beyond  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 
This  will  require  the  employment  of  more  men  and  must 
necessarily  result  in  fewer  accidents  because  of  over- 
work. 

Dispatchers,  too,  are  frequently  overworked  in  the 
same  way  with  the  result  that  often  wrong  orders  are 
given  to  train  crews.  It  is  the  testimony  of  railroad 
men,  also,  that  railroad  companies  do  not  provide  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  switchmen  along  the  line.  This  work 
\?  given  over  too  much  to  train  crews,  with  the  result  of 
many  misplaced  switches  and  more  accidents. 

The  American  people  are  patient  and  long  suffering. 
How  much  longer  they  will  consent  to  this  criminal  neg- 
ligence in  the  operation  of  railroads  is  a  question.  Rut 
any  time  they  desire  to  abolish  it  they  have  it  in  their 
power.

Imploring  the  assistance 
of  Divine  Providence,  and  with  due  re- 
gard to  the  views  and  feelings  of  all  who 
were  renresented  In  the  convention,  to 
the  rights  of  all  the  states  and  territories 
and  people  of  the  nation,  to  the  inviol- 
ability of  the  constitution  and  the  perpet- 
ual union,  harmony  and  prosperity  of  all, 
I  am  happy  to  co-operate  for  the  practical 
success  of  the  principles  declared  by  the 
convention.  ,  .

Well  Water. 


Heallh  Department  Urges 

Connections  With  the 

City  Mains. 


Whatever  may  be  the  cause  of  the 
typhoid  fever  which  is  now  epidemic 
in  tne  city,  the  water  is  not  to  blame. 

Secretary  Coons  of  the  health  depart- 
ment has  been  investig^ating  the  cases 
to  ascertain  the  cause  of  the  preval- 
ence of  the  disease.  There  are  now 
about  ten  or  twelve  cases  In  the  city, 
wliich  is  somewhat  above  the  average, 
even  for  the  typhoid  months  of  the 
year.  Of  this  number  six  are  located 
in  West  Duluth.  and  the  health  in- 
pector  for  this  district  has  been  in- 
structed to  look  into  the  condiitons 
surroun'iing  these  c;ises. 

He  spent  the  greater  part  of  yester- 
day afietnoon  at  the  work,  and  report- 
ed to  the  otfice  today  that  out  of  the 
six  iiatients,  only  one  had  been  using 
city  water,  and  this  one  had  recently 
come  to  the  city  from  Port  Arthur,  be- 
Intr  ill  with  the  disease  when  he  ar- 
rived. 

The  other  five  patients  were  em- 
]iloyed  in  Proctor,  and  had  their  homes 
in  West  Duluth.  Their  homes  were  not 
conntcted  with  the  city  water  mains, 
nor  had  they  been  able  to  have  the  use 
of  city  water  in  Proctor,  which  is  not 
connected  with  the  city  mains.  The  in- 
spectors are  inclined  to  attribute  the 
«ause  of  the  diisease  to  the  drinking  of 
impure  well  water. 

The  department  is  keeping  close 
watch  on  the  ca.ses  already  reported, 
and  intends  to  investigate  any  new 
ca.ses  that  may  occur.  No  attempt  will 
be  made  to  »|uarantine  tlie  patients, 
but  the  department  will  urge  all  per- 
sons using  water  from  the  wells  from 
which  the  patients  drank  to  make  con- 
nections with  the  city  water  mains  as 
soon   as   possible. 

Three  deaths  have  been  reported  from 
the  disea.se  since  Oct.  1. 

The  diptherla  epidemic 
reported  in  West  Duluth  a 
ago  no  longer  exists.  The 
bet-n  removed  from  all  but 
houses,  and  no  new  cases 
reported  for  some  time.

I'ay  of  all  these  companies,  forming  one 
of  the  most  dangerous  trusts  iq  existence? 
Ot  course  it  does. 

But  the  real  party  responsiV>le  for  the 
regulation  of  rates  simply  shifts  that 
responsibility,  just  as  it  does  the  regulat- 
ing of  railroad  rates.  The  Sharman  law 
was  a  good  thing  for  railroads.  It  re- 
moved the  possiidiity  of  state  interfer- 
ence and  provided  no  other  means  of  re- 
dress. The  merger  case  is  one  in  point. 
Wliat  good  has  all  the  expense  incurrea 
by  the  federal  or  state  government  pro- 
duced? Have  there  been  any  reiluctions 
in  rates,  or  is  the  general  public  relieved 
in  any  way?  No.  emphatically  no,  but  on 
the  contrary  all  means  of  redress  has 
been  usurped  by  the  federal  government 
and  once  in  a  while,  in  order  to  liirow 
dust  in  people's  eyes,  a  suit  is  commeiuei 
against  some  big  trusts  or  corporations. 
A  big  fee  is  paid  to  some  attorney,  who 
perhaps  has  jjolitical  aspiration,  and  most 
generally  we  hear  from  him  no  more,  at 
least   for  a  time. 

To  Illustrate.  I  would  ask  what  differ- 
ence does  it  make  to  the  public  who  owns 
the  railroad  or  insurance  stocks  provid- 
ing it  is  well  and  equitably  .served?  If 
I'ncle  Sam  really  desires  to  serve  the 
public  why  does  he  not  regulate  the  rates 
in  railroads  and  insurance?  One  might 
say  tliat  they  are  different  Institutions. 
True,  but  their  obligations  are  the  same, 
to  serve  the  public  equitably,  and  their 
determination  is  the  .same,  to  charge  all 
they  can.  If  one  man  may  be  prevented 
from  owning  stock  in  competine:  railroads, 
why  should  another  man  control  stOv^ks 
and  operate  all  the  insurance  companies?

That  is  the  question  that  a  jury  in 
the  municipal  court  is  called  upon  to 
decide. 

Mr.  Derby  recently  rented  a  light 
runabout  from  John  M.  Ford,  the 
liveryman,  and  invited  two  sisters  liv- 
ing on  East  Second  street  to  go  driving 
with    him. 

Derby  claims  that  the  horse  became 
unmanageable  while  crossing  the 
Woodland  car  tracks  in  Hunter's  Park, 
and  that  he  was  unable  to  get  out  of 
the  way  of  an  approaching  car.  Ford 
claims  that  the  accident  was  due  to 
Derby's  negligence.  At  any  rate  the 
carriage  was  smashed  to  kindling 
wood,  and  Mr.  Derby  refused  to  settle. 

Mr.  Ford  brought  suit  to  recover 
the  money  expended  in  repairs, 
amounting  to  $31  and  the  case  is  being 
heard  before  a  jury  in  the  municipal 
ccurt.

Duluth  Residents  Assert 

Title  to  Townsite  of 

Guelph,  Out. 

John  Connor,  of  this  city,  and  Sus- 
anna Dransfield,  of  320  Fourth  avenue 
west,  claims  to  have  a  claim  on  land 
in  Canada  worth  millions  of  dollars. 

The  land  consists  of  1200  acres  on 
the  townsite  of  Guelph.  The  grand- 
father of  Mr.  Connor  and  Mrs.  Drans- 
field is  claimed  to  have  been  given  a 
grant  of  land  by  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment for  meritorious  service  in  the 
war  of  1S12.  The  land  was  wild  and 
inaccessible  at  that  time,  and  little 
attention  was  paid  to  it  by  the  orig- 
inal owner.  Stiuatters  settled  on  the 
land  and  established  a  title  to  it.  The 
claimants  state  that  a  Canadian  law 
makes  a  grant  to  soldiers  exempt  from 
squatter's  rights,  and  they  Intend  to 
push   their   claim    in    the   courts.

LETTER  TOLD 


Enougfh  to  End  the  Theory  of 
Suicide. 

Bellefontalne,  Ohio,  Oct.  11.— The 
mysterious  disappearance  of  Williami 
P.  Lane  was  partially  explained  by 
the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  A.sheville, 

N.  C,  where  he  spent  three  months, 
telling  of  his  alleged  attentions  to 
Miss  Eva  Eddy,  of  Oberlin,  Ohio,  who 
was  sojourning  there.  The  letter, 
which  was  written  to  a  relative  of 
Lane  by  an  intimate  actiuaintance, 
says  that  Lane  passed  as  a  single  man 
during  his  residence  in  A.sheville.  He 
and  Miss  Eddy  lived  at  the  same  hotel 
and  departed  about  the  .same  time, 
Mi.ss  Eddy  drawing  her  funds  from  a 
bank. 

Lane  came  home  September  24  and 
departed  the  next  day,  kissing  his 
wife  and  three  children  good-by,  with 
the  word  that  he  would  return  in  half 
an  hour.  He  has  not  returned  and  the 
last  thing  to  give  any  idea  of  his 
whereabouts  was  the  finding  of  his 
clothing— everything  save  his  hat — on 
the  banks  of  the  Silver  Lake,  four 
days  later.  The  water  was  dragged 
for  two  days  for  the  body,  but  without 
result. 

The  suicide  theory  has  been  aband- 
oned and  now  no  pains  will  be  spaj-ed 
to   locate   Lane. 


Drake  -  Stratton  Concern 

Gets  Verdict — Damage 

Action  Dismissed. 

A  verdict  for  the  Drake-Stratton 
company  was  returned  in  district  court 
this  morning  by  the  jury  in  the  action 
brought  by  John  OLaughlin  to  recover 
$75  alleged  to  be  the  balance  due  on  a 
contract  to  perform  labor.  O'Laughlin 
claimed  that  he  hired  out  to  the  com- 
pany to  run  the  engine  on  a  stean. 
shovel,  that  his  wages  amounted  to 
$350    of    which    he    was    paid    but    $276. 

In  the  personal  injury  suit  of  Wil- 
liam Pinney  against  George  R.  King 
and  Hugh  .Steele,  a  case  growing  out 
of  an  explosion  of  dynamite  at  the 
government  pier  work  in  1S98.  the  ef 
forts  of  the  attorney  for  Messrs.  King 
and  .Steele,  this  morning,  was  directed 
toward  the  effort  to  impeach  the  testi- 
mony of  William  Pinney.  A  deposition 
concerning  the  accident,  purporting  to 
describe  the  manner  in  which  the  ex- 
plosion came  about  and  signed  by 
Pinney,  was  pro^iuced.  He  claimed  not 
to  remember  the  terms  of  the  state- 
ment or  whether  he  even  read  it  over 
before  signing  it.  Pinney  acknowledged 
his  signature  on  each  page  of  the 
deposition.  This  was  made  the  day 
following  the  accident  in  October,  1898, 
in  the  office  of  Theodore  Hoilister. 
Pinney  further  claimed  he  did  not  re- 
member seeing  Mr.  Hollister  or  the 
stenographer,  who  is  alleged  to  have 
taken   the   depositon   down.

Kenton,  Ohio,  Oct.  11.— A  church  bell 
figures  In  one  of  the  liveliest  agita- 
tions that  has  been  felt  in  the  village 
of  Patterson,  north  of  Kenton,  for  a. 
good  many  years, 
have  been  eclipsed, 
terian    congregation 

to  a  strongly  asserted  indignation  by 
the  allegedly  unauthorized  removal  of 
the  bell  from  the  venerable  Presbyter- 
ian church,  which  is  one  of  the  oldest 
houses  of  worship  in  this  part  of  the 
state,  having  been  built  in  the  early 
thirties. 

The  bell,  which  was  placed  in 
church,  over  a  h;\If  century  ago, 
been  surreptitiously  removed  from 
belfry  without  the  knowledge  of 
congregation  and  sold  a  few  days 
to  the  Zion  church,  of  Wharton,  which 
believed  that  the  presbytery  had  au- 
thorized the  sale  of  the  instrument. 
The  Patterson  congregation  got  out 
a  write  of  replevin  to  have  the  bell  re- 
turned. They  claim  that  even  a  pres- 
bytery would  have  no  right  to  disi>ose 
of   it. 

The  old  bell  has  had  the  reputation 
for  years  of  having  a  mysterious  charm 
to  its  tone.  A  noted  bishop  a  few 
years  ago,  while  visiting  here,  went  out 
to  Patterson  purposely  to  hear  the  bell. 
He  pronounced  its  tones  the  sweetest 
of  any  bell  he  ever  heard.  Many 
churches  had  attempted  at  different 
times  to  secure  the  bell,  but  at  criti- 
cal times  it  was  always  taken  from 
the  fane  and  hid  by  its  protectois. 

It  has  been  the  subject  of  many 
controversies  and  has  figured  in  many 
interesting  incidents  in  the  last  20 
years  and  the  old  Presbyterians  do 
not  intend  to  lose  it  now.  The  famous 
bell  was  cast  at  a  Tiffin  (Ohio)  foundry, 
which  has  long  since  gone  out  of  busi- 
ness.

SIX-TOED  COLONY 


In   Maine    Does    Not    Like 
Pointed  Shoes. 

Bangor,  Me.,  Oct.  11.— The  news  that 
pointed  shoes  are  again  to  be  in 
fashion  causes  great  worrk  to  the  resi-  i 
dents  of  that  neighborhood  in  South-  \ 
ern  Maine,  known  as  "the  six-toed  Jis-  j 
trict,"  for  down  there  the  people  have 
ail  they  can  do  to  crowd  their  feet  in- 
to the  broadest  shoes  the  market  af- 
fords. The  "six-toed  district"  lies 
partly  in  the  town  of  Dresden,  In  Lin- 
coln county,  and  partly  in  Woolwich, 
Sagadahoc  county.  It  is  an  ordinary 
rural  settlement,  with  a  crossroads, 
where  are  located  a  few  stores,  n. 
grange  hall,  a  little  church  and  a 
handful  of  story-and-a-half  houses, 
and  the  people  are  just  like  other  coun- 
try people  in  Maine,  except  that  most 
of  them  have  six  toes. 

The  origin  of  the  sixth  toe  that  af- 
flicts these  good  people  is  not  defi- 
nitely known.  One  story  has  it  that 
an  early  settler,  while  working  in  the 
woods  one  day,  acldentally  let  slip  hiS 
ax,  splitting  the  small  toe  of  his  riglit 
foot  neatly  in  two  parts,  and  that  the 
parts,  instead  of  growing  together 
again,  decided  each  to  go  on  its  own 
hook — hence  the  woodsman  came  to 
have  two  small  toes  on  his  right  foot. 
This  woodsman  married  and  all  four 
of  his  sons  had  extra  toes.  The  fou. 
sons  married,  and  all  of  their  children 
had  supplementary  toes.  Generations

Chicago.  Oct.  11.— What  is  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  important  sessions 
of  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
this  year  was  held  here  yesterday. 
The  feature  of  the  meeting  was  an 
inquiry  into  relations  of  private  car 
companies  and  railroad  companies  and 
the  effect  on  trade. 

J.  W,  Midgely     was  the  tirst  witness. 

He  declared  that  the  system  of  private 

ownership  of  cars  "had  the  railroad 
companies  firmly  in  its  grasp"  and  was 
"one  oi"  the  greatest  powers  ever 
known.  ' 

Mr.  Midgley's  testimony  tended  to 
sliow  that  by  a  comprehensive  system 
of  rebates  and  commissions,  trans- 
portation of  many  of  the  principal  com- 
modities of  commerce  is  almost  wholly 
within  the  grasp  of  the  "private  car" 
companies,  which  are  able  to  regulate 
rates  and  prices  to  a  degree  that  prac- 
tiocvlly   stifles   competition. 

"It  is  all  a  question  of  traffic,"  said 
Mr.  Midgely,  "and  I  do  not  mean  to 
reflect  in  any  way  upon  traffic  man- 
agers of  our  railways.  Any  traffic 
maneger  who  does  not  get  business  will 
lose  his  position.  He  simply  has  to 
get  it  and  he  can  get  it  only  by  meet- 
ing the  terms  made  for  him  by  his 
compcLitors.  There  are  inferior  rail- 
ways just  as  there  are  inferior  men 
and  as  ioon  as  a  young,  struggling 
line,  starving  for  business,  sees  fit  io 
dicker  with  the  shipping  combines, 
competing  roads  must  follow  their 
lead." 

Mr.  Midgely  admitted  that  it  was  be- 
cause the  railways  have  $800,000,000  in- 
vested in  freight  cars  of  their  own, 
which  are  in  danger  of  falling  into 
decay  and  u.selessness  because  of  the 
growth  of  the  "private  car"  system, 
that  the  railways  were  anxious  to  clip 
the  vings  of  the  privates. 

The  movement  to  investigate  the 
private  car  company  system  was  or- 
iginally begun  by  the  National  League 
of  Commission  Merchants  at  Louisville, 
a  year  ago. 

E-vidynce  i.s  said  to  have  accumulat- 
ed to  show  that  the  entire  refrigerator 
service  is  in  a  trust.  The  companies 
not  only  insist  upon  exclusiv'e  contract.^ 
but  also  demand  mileage  from  the 
railroad^!  :^r^.  thereby  gain  annual  re- 
turns of  20  to  25  per  cent  on  invest- 
ments. The  same  statements  are  made 
regarding  the  oil  and  beer  car  lines. 

The  principal  witness  in  the  after- 
noon was  J.  Ogden  Armour,  but  he 
proved  reluctant  in  answering  ques- 
tions put  to  him.  Instead  he  referred 
the  investigators  to  George  Robbins, 
vice-president  -of  the  Armour  Car  line. 
Mr.  Armour  declared  that  Robbins  was 
a  great  deal  more  familiar  with  the 
rratter  in  question  than  he  (Mr.  Ar- 
mour) anl  suggested  that  Mr.  Rob- 
bins be  called  to  the  stand  to  enlighten 
the    commission   on    the    information. 

•Have  you  made  it  a  practice,  Mr. 
Armour,"  asked  Attorney  Marchand, 
"to  loan  large  amounts  of  money  to 
some  of  the  companies  using  your  cars 
tc   .''hip  fruit?" 

"No,  sir,  I  have  not,"  promptly  re- 
plied Mr.  Armour. 

"Do  you  remember  of  making  a  loan 
to  James  S.  Watson,  of  the  Porter 
Brothers  company?  Mr.  Watson  testi- 
fied before  Referee  in  Bankruptcy 
Eastman  that  you  did." 

"That  instance  was  an  exception," 
explained  Mr.  Armour.  "I  did  make  a 
loan  to  him,  I  believe." 

"What  was  the  circumstance  sur- 
rounding this  huge  loan?"  asked  the 
attorney. 

"That  is  a  business  matter,"  replied 
Mr,  Armour,  who  could  not  be  induced 
to  answer  the  question  In  later  cross- 
examination. 

Mr.  Robbins,  who  had  been  referred 
to  in  Mr.  Armour's  testimony,  was 
then  called  to  the  stand.  He  also  was 
unwilling  to  answer  all  questions  put 
to  him.  Mr.  Robbins  testitied  that  the 
Armour  Car  line  had  contracts  with 
the  Michigan  Central  Itallway  com- 
pany and  the  Pere  Marquette  Railway 
company,  but  that  if  any  rate  lower 
than  the  tariff  was  made  to  those  com- 
panies, it  was  because  of  some  conces- 
sions in  the  service.  For  instance,  he 
said,  some  of  the  cars  might  not  have 
been  iced  as  often  as  other  cars,  and 
a  better  rate  was  made.  He  insisted 
that  no  railroad  wa.«  shown  preference. 

F.  G.  Becker,  head  of  the  inspection 
bureau  of  W^^stern  railroads,  lestiflei 
that  cars  of  Armour  &  Co.  were  not 
alw.\ys  Inspected  to  ascertain  if  the 
contents  of  cars  was  the  same  as  the 
bill  of  lading  rer)resented,  but  that  car."? 
of  other  companies  were.  He  said  the 
big  companies  offered  their  books  for 
inspection  at  all  times,  and  that  his 
department  had  confidence  in  the  big 
companies.

KILLS  HIS  TWO  CHILDREN 
AND  COMMITS  SUICIDE. 

Cleveland,  Oct.  11.— Behumll  Schneipp.  a 
Bohemian.  41  years  old,  living  at  40  Con- 
gress street,  took  iiis  two  children,  Emma 
and  John,  aged  four  and  three  years, 
into  the  ce'liir  of  their  b.ome  yesterday 
afternoon  and  killed  ihem  by  shooting 
them  in  the  temple.  The  children  had 
been  gagged  to  prevent  an  outcry.  After 
killing  his  children  Schneipp  went  to  the 
cemeftry  where  his  wife,  who  died  a 
year  ago.  is  buried,  and  shot  him.self  In 
the  luad.

Besides  shooting  his  children 
Schneipp  struck  them  on  the  head  with 
a  five  pound  hammer,  Schneipp  has  been 
ill  tor  months  and  has  brooded  over  the 
death  of  his  wife.

Stephen's  church  of  Elast  I^lverpool,  Ohio, 
and    in   accepting  it    sjioke    briefly. 

STRIKE  AGENT  ON  TRIAL 
FOR  ALLEGED  EXTORTION. 

New  York,  Oct.  11.— The  trial  of  Philip 
Weinselmer,  former  president  of  the 
building  trades  alliance,  who  Is  under  two 
Indictments,  charging  extortion,  was  be- 
gun yesterday  before  Judge  Newburger, 
In   the  court  of  general  sessions. 

Weinselmer,  who  was  the  representative 
of  the  plumbers'  union  In  the  alliance, 
was  indicted  on  the  first  count  on  a 
charge  of  having  extorted  Ji'TW  from 
George  J.  Esslg,  a  builder,  for  calling  off 
a  strike  on  an  appartment  house  under 
construction.  It  was  charged  that  Wein- 
seimer  was  paid  $1U0(>  in  cash  and  the  re- 
mainder In  notes.  Weinselmer  w;is  ar- 
rested on  this  count  on  Aug.  17,  after  thf 
last  note  was  alleged  to  have  been  paid 
to  him. 

The  second  Indictment  charges  Wein- 
selmer  with  having  extorted  $4(jO  from 
Cliarles  Tucker,  a  builder,  for  calling  off 
a  strike  in  Brooklyn. 


A  new  theory  has  been  ingeniously 
advanced  by  a  Duluth  employment 
agent  in  explanation  of  the  fact  of  the 
unusual  scarciay  of  men  looking  for 
work  In  the  woods  this  fall.  He  iaya 
the  blame  en  the  United  States  army, 
and  Bays  that  hundreds  of  men  an- 
nually desert  the  lumberjack  ranks  to 
become  servants  of  Uncle  Sam. 

The  number  of  these  desertions  was 
hardly  sufficient  until  the  present  year 
to  make  any  material  difference  in 
operations  In  the  woods,  according  to 
the  agent  in  question,  but  within  ilie 
past  few  months  the  recruiting  agen- 
cies established  in  different  parts  ci" 
Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  he 
says,  have  done  a  very  large  business, 
and  the  big  majority  of  men  enlisting 
for  service  in  the  army  and  navy  are 
those  who  would  otherwise  work  in  the 
woods  when  opportunity  offered.  II 
appears  that  many  of  them  prefer  an 
easy  existence  at  $13  a  month  to  ar 
uncertain  living  and  a  few  months' 
eifiployment  in  the  northern  forests  at 
from  $26  to  $30. 

"This  is  really  the  only  plausible  ex- 
planation for  the  present  scarcity  of 
men,"  said  the  agent  in  question  yes- 
terday. "That  there  are  a  good  many 
men  employed  at  new  railrosid  work 
through  the  Northwest  has  something 
to  do  with  the  fact  that  woodsmen 
are  few,  but  this  alone  will  not  explain 
why  so  many  orders  for  help  from  the 
lumbermen  must  remain  unfilled, 

"By  watching  the  papers  you  will 
see  that  the  sub-recruiting  stations, 
which  have  been  established  in  the 
heart  of  the  lumbering  regions,  trans- 
act by  far  the  heaviest  business  a1 
certain  seasons  of  the  year.  If  I  re- 
member hightly,  the  station  at  Be- 
midjl,  the  seat  of  very  extensive  lum- 
bering operations,  secured  more  men 
for  the  army  in  a  given  time  than  any 
other  .station  in  the  state,  including  the 
Twin  City  and  Duluth  outfits. 
'  "It  is  safe  to  .say  tnat  every  one  of 
these  recruits  at  some  time  or  an- 
other in  his  life  worked  in  the  woods, 
and  that  almost  every  one  would  work 
there  again  if  not  attracted  by  army 
life.  Scores  of  men  are  caught  and 
enrolled  in  the  army  while  coming  out 
of  the  woods  in  the  spring,  and  scores 
more  through  the  winter  months.  The 
latter  probably  get  out  of  a  job  for  a 
time  and  are  too  lazy  to  re-enter  into 
the  strenuous  life  of  the  woods,  but 
must  get  a  living  some  way.  The  army 
looks  to  them  to  be  an  easy  alternaUve 
and  they  take  it. 

"The  reason  that  the  army  has  not 
before  this  greatly  interfered  with 
work  in  the  woods  is  because  the  sc- 
eral  sub-recruiting  stations  in  the 
small  lumbering  towns  were  not  estab- 
lished until  this  year.  What  men  were 
enrolled  in  the  larger  cities  did  not 
affect  the  lumbermen  to  .so  great  an 
extent  as  is  the  case  with  the  smaller 
places,  as  I  have  explained."

Exports  Continue  at  Heavy 

Amount— CopperSliares 

Not  Active. 


Copper  is  again  higher  in  price,  hav- 
ing had  a  rise  last  week.  It  is  now 
at  the  13c  mark  for  electrolytic  and  a 
fraction  higher  for  L.ake.  The  heavy 
export  movement  continues.  Walker 
reports  in  his  weekly  letter  that  the 
advance  in  the  price  of  metal  has  not 
stimulated  activity  in  the  mining  shar- 
es to  any  extent.      His  letter  says: 

"Copper  is  higher.  Lake  is  now  13'/8 
and  electrolytic  13  cents  per  pound.  In 
London  the  best  brands  of  Lfike  are 
salable  at  I314  to  13%  cents  per  pound, 
which  is  on  relatively  the  same  basi.3 
as  here,  reflecting  wholly  natural  mar- 
ket conditions  devoid  of  manipulation. 
The  heavy  export  movement  continues, 
September  total  being  20,496  long  tons. 
Exports  of  the  nine  months  exceed 
those  for  the  whole  of  last  year  by 
more  than  40.000  tons.  Business  is 
promising  decidedly  better  at  home, 
and  domestic  consumers  have  recently 
been  large  buyers. 

COPPER    SHARES. 

"While  prices  are  steadily  gaining 
there  is  as  yet  comparatively  little 
speculative  activity  in  the  coppers,  and, 
excepting  in  two  or  three  stocks,  there 
has  been  nothing  that  resembled  inside 
liquidation.  Traders  have  been  a 
small  factor  in  the  rise.  The  public 
has  bought  stocks  from  the  public, 
and  the  speculators  have  been  afraid 
to  take  a  hand.  They  have  listened 
to  the  disciple  of  eight-cent  copper, 
who  , because  he  hates  certain  copper 
men,  blinds  himself  to  real  conditions 
and  goes  around  hunting  for  surplus 
supplies,  and  his  clamor  has  driven 
them  away  from  a  great  opportunity. 
The  metal  market  is  advancing,  as 
the.se  letters  have  said  it  would,  and 
copper  stocks  are  rising  because  they 
are  worth  more  money.  The  advance 
is  not  over — it  has  little  more  than 
begun.  There  are  several  copper  stocks 
that  are  still  selling  much  too  low, 
and  there  is  nothing  in  the  situation 
that  is  likely  to  cause  a  reaction  before 
a  considerably  higher  level  is  reached.

CHINESE  UPRISING 

Is  Reported  la  Taningsu  and 
Chanlefu  Provinces. 

.Shunprhai.  Oct.  11.— The  British  min- 
ister, Sir  Ernest  Satow,  has  notilied 
the  Chinese  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
of  an  uprising-  in  Tamingsu  and  Chan- 
tefu,  on  the  border  of  Shantung,  Chili 
and  Honan  provinces.  The  uprising 
has  10,000  adherents.  The  foreign  mis- 
sionaries are  seking  rc^fuge.  Yuan  Shai 
Kai,  viceroy  of  the  province  of  Chili, 
has  given  orders  for  the  suppression 
of  the  uprising.  Danger  is  apprehend- 
ed In  the  province  of  Honan.  where 
the  offieials  are  prejfumed  to  be  ultra- 
conrervative.  Gen.  Ma,  milltar>'  gov- 
ernor of  the  province  of  Chili,  reports 
that  the  Mohammedans  are  showing 
symptoms  of  rebellion,  and  that  the 
Russians  are  attempting  to  complicate 
the  situation  by  dispatching  troops  for 
the  protection  of  Russian  subjects. 
The  ministry  of  foreign  affairs  has 
entered  a  protest  and  has  requested 
that  the  Russian  troops  be  recalled. 
In  the  event  of  a  serious  protest  against 
the  Anglo-Thibetan  treaty,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  Sir  Robert  Hall  will  repre- 
sent China  in  the  negotiations.

Rome,  Oct.  11.— A  renewed  sensation 
has  been  created  in  the  case  of  Prin- 
cess Louise  of  Saxe-Coburg  by  the 
declaration  of  Dr.  Bossi,  who  visued 
the  princess,  that  while  he  found  in  her 
no  trace  of  insanity  which  was  al- 
leged as  the  reason  for  keeping  her 
under  restraint,  he  did  find  many 
merks  of  violence  on  her  body. 

The  report  has  evoked  fresh  sym- 
pathy for  the  princess.  For  two 
years  she  was  under  close  rstraint  in 
an  Insane  asylum,  and  having  in  mind

Lewis  Vernon  Harcourt,  and  was,  be- 
fore her  marriage  in  1899,  Miss  Elhel 
Burns,  daughter  of  the  late  Walter 
Hays  Burns,  of  New  York,  who  mar- 
ried Morgans  sister  and  who  was  for- 
merly the  London  member  of  the  firm 
of  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co.  Harcourt  is 
the  son  and  heir  of  Sir  William  Ver- 
non Harcourt,  the  dead  leader  of  the 
Liberal  party.  It  is  stated  in  political 
circles  that  Lewis  Harcourt  will  be  of- 


Seeks   to   Regain   His   Vast 
Property. 

Houston,  Texas,  Oct,  11.— In  the  dis- 
trict court  of  Bexar  county  there  is 
now  on  trial  the  case  of  King  vs.  Cun- 
ningham, involving  property  v.oith 
anywhere  from  1500,000  to  11,500,000. 
The  plaintiff  is  the  "Cattle  Queen," 
as  the  Eastern  press  calls  her,  Mrs. 
King,  of  Nueces  county:  the  defendant 
is  Ed  Cunningham,  who  is  also  termed 
the  "Texts  sugar  king"  in  some  of  the 
Eastern  papers,  when  he  visits  the 
East. 

Mrs.  King  loaned  Cunningham  $.^6,- 
000  when  the  storms  and  fioods  Ihat 
prevailed  five  years  ago  nearly  put  ti.e 
sugar  planters  out  of  business.  She 
took  bonds  on  the  plantation  and 
sugar  mill  at  Sugarland.  Others  also 
bought  some  of  the  bonds,  of  which 
$500,000  were  issued,  though  all  were 
not  sold.  There  was  pressure  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  holders  of  these 
bonds,  and  Cunningham  believed  that 
an  effort  was  being  made  to  freeze  him 
out  by  catching  him  where  he  could 
not  meet  his  obligations,  whereupon 
he  agreed  to  a  receivership  at  the  suit 
of  Mrs.  King,  in  which  others  inter- 
vened. 

For  the  past  couple  of  years  E.  rl. 
Lasater  has  been  receiver  for  the  big 
Cunningham  properties,  which  include 
sugar  mill,  sugar  refinery,  the  plant- 
ation itself,  a  railroad,  a  paper  mill 
and  the  necessai-y  animals  to  conduct 
such  a  business.  Now  Cunningham 
dc-sires  to  regain  possession  of  his 
property,  believing  that  he  can  do 
better  with  it  than  can  the  receiver, 
but  there  is  a  contest.

History  of  Violent  Changes 

Entering   Into  the 

Caiculallons. 


New  York,  Oct.  11.— In  the  Hoffman 
house  today  there  was  .some  discussion 
as  to  just  why  the  New  York  Sun, 
while  willing  to  support  Herrick,  Har- 
rison and  other  state  Democratic  nom- 
inees, had  decided  to  train  its  editorial 
guns  upon  Judge  Parker,  the  presiden- 
tial paiij'  nominee.  Many  reasons 
"were  advanced,  and  incidt-ntally  a  new 
and   startling  one  was  suggested. 

The  suit  bixught  against  the  Sun 
Printing   and   Publishing   company    for 

$100,000  damages  for  libel  by  Professor 
Oscar  L.  Trlggs  was  recalled.  This 
suit  was  carried  to  the  court  of  ap- 
peals. It  was  in  this  court  that  Alton 
B.  Parker  presided  as  chief  ju.stice, 
and  the  Sun  lost  In  the  procecdiiig.s. 
Ever  incorruptible  and  just,  Judije 
larker  handed  dcwn  a  decision  with- 
out fear  or  favor,  whatever  iniluinces 
•Were  brought  to  bear,  if  any,  in  sup- 
port of  the  Sun's  disclaimer  of  libel. 

But  it  is  known  tliat  a  few  days 
after  the  court  of  api)«eals  decided 
against  the  Sun  that  this  newspaper 
came  aut  as  an  advocate  of  Kocsevelt 
and  his  administration,  and  this  was 
in  the  face  of  a  long  and  continued 
daily  publication  of  ridicule  and  harsh- 
est  criticism   of   the   president. 

One  of  the  men  in  the  Hoffman 
house  di.scus.ssing  the  matter  happened 
to  have  madt-  some  extracts  from  the 
Sun's  edilori.il  page,  showing  the  par- 
ticular dates  during  which  occurred 
the  strange  transformation  of  the  Sun's 
political   policy. 

The  decision  against  the  Sun  was 
handed  down  by  the  court  of  appeals 
on   August   r>   last. 

C>n  that  day  the  Sun  was  still  vici- 
ously attacking  Roosevelt.  The  fol- 
lowing day  there  appeared  a  brutally 
sarcastic  editorial  entitled  "Insulated," 
containing  such  phrases  as,  "When  the 
odor  of  the  fried  fat  comes  pleasantly 
to  Cortelyou's  nostrils."  This  had  evi- 
dently been  written  before  the  sad 
news  from  Albany  reached  the  Sun 
office. 

For  the  next  two  days  the  Sun's  edi- 
torial columns  betrayed  some  waver- 
ing. On  August  8  appeared  its  la-ft 
attack  upon  Roosevelt,  entitled 
•'Twitchings  of  the  Big  Stick." 

The  next  day  the  full  force  of  Judge 
Parkers  decision  in  the  Triggs  case 
struck  the  Sun  office  and  the  paper 
came  out  with  a  long  editorial  attack- 
ing Judge  Parker's  law.  It  selected 
aa  it.s  text  his  decision  in  the  suit 
of  the  National  Protective  Association 
of  Steam  Fitters  and  Helpers  et  al. 
against  James  M.  «.'umming.s,  et  al. 
This  was  a  case  in  which  Judge  Par- 
ker decided  in  favor  of  organized  labor 
and    the  i»rinciples  of  trades  unionl.sm. 

This  was  an  old  decision  of  April, 
190-.  and  the  Sun  dug  it  up  in  response 
to  an  inquiry  from  "Old  Subscriber" 
or  some  other  presumably  mythical 
personage.  In  commenting  upon  it  as 
a  captious  critic  of  Judge  Parker's 
judici  tl  acumen,  the  now  furious  news- 
paper observed: 

"It  would  not  be  possible  for  any- 
one to  come  out  more  .vQuarely  and 
flatly  again.^t  the  'open  shop'  or  to  sei 
forth  more  freely  the  uinesiricted  ex- 
ercise of  organized  labor  to  strike 
against  the  employment  of  non-union 
men   than    did    Judge    Parker." 

Judge  Parker,  too,  was  held  up  to 
scorn  for  his  advocacy  of  the  rights 
of   organized   labor.       Clearly,   his   law 


was   not   to   the   liking   of  the   Sun. 

Two  days  later,  on  August  H,  the 
Sun  came  out  llatfooted  for  Roosevelt 
and  Fairbanks  in  its  leading,  double- 
leaded   editorial. 

The  suit  brought  by  Professor  Triggs 
of  the  university  of  t'hicago  was  based 
upon  a  number  of  editorials  which 
appeared  in  the  Sun.  The  plaintiff 
charged  that  there  articles  had  placed 
him  in  a  "ridiculous,  odious  and  con- 
temptible position,  and  made  him  an 
object  of  ridicule  and  derision." 

But  the  Sun  is  owned  by  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan  and  this  may  explain  the  won- 
derful change  from  Roosevelt  roa.st  to 
lioosevelt  boost.  Mr.  Morgan  alwaya 
likes  to  play  safe.  He  may  have  con- 
cluded that  Roosevelt  would  be  elected. 
Then  he  may  have  conclude  that  New 
York  state  will  go  Democratic.  In 
this  way  the  Sun  would  be  right.  It 
gives  also  a  Democratic  flavoring  de- 
sirable in  the  city  of  New  York.  Play- 
ing policy  might  explain  the  back  ac- 
tion of  the  Sun,  just  as  it  does  some 
other  papers. 

All  of  which  means  the  Sun  has  no 
influence  for  Roosevelt  or  the  state 
Democratic  ticket.

"The  church  referitdjlo  is  itself  a 
mission  church,  havang.'about  350  com- 
municants and  no  j,  ri,ch  parishioners, 
barely  2  per  cent  havij^g  more  than  a 
worklngman's  wagy>s.  "..To  help  carry 
on  the  varied  charitable  and  institu- 
tional works  of  the  pa,ri3h,  the  rector 
is  obliged  himself  tc^.  m^e  annually  an 
appeal  for  outside  apsi.Htance.  In  spite 
of  this  it  is  a  piiro^Jiia,!  principle  that 
giving  to  missions  is .  a  part  of  one's 
religious  duty. 

"While  the  missionary  contributions 
of  the  Holy  Cross  parish  are  not  all 
through  the  board  of  missions  and  itsj 
general  missions  fund,  the  church  con- 1 
tributed  for  the  fiscal  year  1902-03  the' 
sum  of  $124.59,  and  for  1903-04  the  suinj 
of  $333.99  to  missions  in  the  United, 
States  and  Alaska.

THE  CHICAGO  MARKET. 


Heavy  Liquidation  Results  In 
Decline  In  Wheat. 

Chicago,  Oct.  11.— In  consequence  of  a 
bearisli  government  crop  report,  the 
wheat  market  today  was  subjected  to 
heavy   litiuidation.    resulting   in   a  decline 

of  a  cent  in  both  the  December  and  May 
cleliverii'S.  Lower  cables  and  free  move- 
ment cf  wheat  in  the  Northwest  were  ad- 
ditional factors  in  bringing  out  liberal 
offerings.  At  the  opening  the  December 
option  was  off/^jc  to  Tic  at  $1.08'(j1.0>»8. 
May  was  down  ^'(j%s  to  %'fj34c  at  SLOS*?*! 
to  %lM^i.  The  selling  was  chiefly  in  the 
December  option.  After  selling  off  to 
$1.07%.  that  delivery  rallied  to  JI.O814,  but 
quickly  reacted  again  to  $1.07%.  May. 
after  touching  JLO'S'^ifi'^.  broke  to  11.07%. 
Minneapolis,  Duluth  and  Chicago  report- 
ed receipts  of  1251  cars,  against  1242  cars 
last  week  and  971  cars  a  year  ago. 

The  feature  of  the  late  trading  was 
active  covering  by  shorts  and  a  conse- 
quent rally  in  the  market.  December  ad- 
vanced to  $1.0914  and  May  to  $1.09%.  The 
close  was  Hrm  with  December  and  May 
each  up  %c  to  $1.09  and  $1.09%-J^  respec- 
tively. 

A  bearish  government  report  was  the 
principal  factor  in  the  corn  market  as 
well  as  in  wheat.  Profit-taking  was  on  a 
fairly  liberal  scale  and  about  the  only 
<lemnnd  was  from  shorts.  December 
opened  unchanged  to  14c  lower  at  47^40  to 
4Sc  and  declined  to  47%c.  Local  receipts 
were  178  cars,  with  4  of  contract  grade. 

I..atPr  in  the  day  a  firm  feeling  de- 
veloped, mainly  in  sympathy  with  wheat. 
After  selling  at  47i^c,  December  advanced 
to  4S»Ac  and  closed  at  48»,argV4C,  a  net  gain 
of    HfrtHc. 

As  a  result  of  the  weakness  of  other 
grains  a  decline  of  nearly  a  cent  occurred 
In  the  price  of  oats.  Pit  traders  were  the 
heaviest  sellers.  December  opened  ',4'a%c 
lower  at  29>4c  to  29«,ic  and  declined  to 
2S%c.     I..ocal  receipts  were  215  cars. 

An  official  estimate  of  a  big  corn  crop 
caused  liberal  selling  of  January  pork.  As 
a  result  the  entire  provision  list  was 
weak  with  pork  leading  in  the  decline. 
January  pork  was  off  12>4c  to  17»/^c  at 
$12..17i^  to  $12.f,2i4  Lard  was  unch'inged 
to  2»4c  lower  at  $7.3714  to  $7.40.  Ribs  were 
down    5c    at    $.tl2"/2.

Cathedral  of  Alleged  Im- 

poster   Sacked  By 

Frenzied  Crowd. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Oct.  11.— On  Sunday 
the  unholy  and  unsacreligious  hand? 
of  scoffers  were  laid  on  the  cathedral 
occupied  by  Bishop  Serfam,  metropoli- 
tan for  all  America  of  the  orthodo.'C 
church  cf  Russia.  He  is  said  to  be  in 
reality  no  bishop  at  all,  nothing  but  a 
sort  of  fanatical  imposler,  and  ro 
crazed  that  he  actually  has  come  lo 
have  a  sort  of  belief  In  his  own  claims. 

He  w.ns  at  first  recognized  by  the 
Russian.s  here  and  even  ordained  to  the 
Clergy  among  them.  Afterwards,  for 
some  fanatical  reason  he  excommuni- 
cated these  men  and  refused  to  meet 
the  bishop's  needs  for  cash.  Neither 
the  priests  not  their  flocks  paid  any 
heed  to  the  ban  of  the  self-styled  met- 
ropoll'.an,  but  went  on  their  ways  as 
usual. 

The  cathedral  was  the  most  unique 
en  the  continent.  It  was  built  of  iron 
piping  of  all  shapes,  sizes  and  sorts, 
Btove  doors  and  furnace  scrapircn,  barb 
wire  and  hay  rake  teeth,  bed  frames 
and    stair    rails,    tobacco    tins,    burned

Two  cracked  bells  surmounted  this 
p-ost  curiously-constructed  temple,  but 
the  scoffers  came  against  it  and  the 
bishop  hurled  forth  his  epithets.  Then 
it  was  that  over  a  htousand  person.? 
raided  the  place  and  razed  it,  carrying 
away  and  hiding  every  fragment  of  th'i 
structure.  Now  there  is  practically 
nothing  left  of  what  was  a  cathedral 
ICO  by  60  feet  in  size.

RATES  TO  THE  FAIR. 


Roads   Claim    Anti- Scalping: 
Makes  ihem  Lower. 

Some  of  the  road..s  interested  in  pas- 
senger business  to  the  Louisiana  Pur- 
chase expo.=ition  and  against  scalping 
have  issued  the  following: 

"All  the  railroads  in  the  territory. 
from  Buffalo  and  Pittsburg  Westward 
to  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  Southwest 
as  far  as  Texas,  have  just  agreed  to 
run  coach  excursions  at  very  low  i-ates 
to  St.  Louis  during  the  remainder  of 
the  fair. 

••From  all  points  within  2uO  miles  of 
St.  Louis  excursions  will  be  run  dally 
at  half  rates.  From  places  between 
200  and  500  miles  from  St.  Louis  excur- 
sions will  be  run  tive  days  each  week, 
at  the  rate  of  a  cent  a  mile.  This  rate 
will  also  be  made  twice  a  week  from 
Coloiado,  Wyoming  and  the  Dakotas. 

"For  no  previous  fair  were  such  fav- 
orable rates  i-nd  arrangements  made 
by  voluntary  a£-reement  of  the  rail- 
roads. The  Columbian  exposition 
taught  the  rahoads  two  lessons  at 
once — that  very  low  rates  caused  a  big 
incrca.se  in  the  number  of  visitors  to 
the  fair,  but  a  big  decrease  in  the  rev- 
enue from  the  regular  passenger  traffic. 
In  considering  rates  for  the  St.  Louis 
fair,  the  first  question  of  the  railroads 
was  how  to  mal,-e  rates  low  enough  to 
attract  people  to  the  exposition  with- 
out permitting  others  to  take  advant- 
age of  those  rates. 

"All  other  efforts  in  the  past  have 
failed  to  prevent  persons  intending  to 
travel  but  one  way.  from  buying  round 
trip  excursion  tickets  and  selling  the 
return  coupons  to  ".scalpers,'  the  rail- 
roads evolved  the  idea  of  having  all 
brokers  enjoined  by  the  courts  from 
buying  or  selling  any  tickets  issued  at 
reduced  rates  on  account  of  the  fair. 
The  railroads  promised  the  business 
men  of  St.  Louis  they  would  make  sat- 
isfactory rates  to  the  ftiir  if  the  in- 
junctions against  the  brokers  were  se- 
cured. The  injunctions  were  issued, 
and  satisfactory  rates  were  adopted  by 
the  railroads. 

"Facing  a  financial  failure  of  the 
fair  because  of  the  small  attendance, 
its  managers  appealed  to  the  railroads 
for  further  concessions  in  rates  and 
inore  favorable  arrangements.  Py 
promptly  granting  the  request  the  rail- 
roads have  shown  that  cheaper  rates 
for  fairs,  conventions  and  other  big 
events  will  be  mad?  when  ticket  'scalp- 
ing' is  impossible,  than  when  the  rall- 
loads  are  forced  to  guard  again«t  the 
demoralization  of  their  regular  tratRc 
by  brokers."

The  Japanese  got  away  in 
good  order,  carrying  off  their  killed  and 
Wounded.  The  Russians  lost  seventy- 
nine  men. 

The  railroad  is  clear  and  not  dam- 
aged so  far  as  the  Shakhe  river. 

The  correspondent  repeats  the  state- 
ment that  Liao  Yang  is  practically 
clear  of  Japanese  troops  indicating 
that  all  of  Field  Marshal  Oyama's 
men  are  north  of  the  Taltse  river.

Result   of   Hunt    By  a 
Ball  Player  and 
Friends.    . 

Standing  In  the  stables  of  L.  Hammel  &. 
Company,  on  East  First  street,  is  a  mule, 
with  a  well  defined  hole  bored  Into  his 
right  flank  through  the  lleshy  portion  and 
from  which  wound  the  veterinary  sur- 
geon has  already  dug  out  a  small  handful 
of  buckshot. 

Concerning  the  mule's  disability  hangs 
a  tale  the  details  of  which  Mr.  Hammel 
positively  refuses  to  give  out  because  the 
persons  interested,  lie  claims,  •"are  all 
good  fellows." 

However,  though  Mr.  Hammel  Intends 
to  keep  his  own  counsel,  it  has  leaked  out 
through  other  sources  that  a  certain  pop- 
ular member  of  the  Duluth  ball  team  of 
last  season,  with  several  of  his  friends, 
are  footing  the  bills  for  the  animal's  vet- 
erinary treatment  with  the  expectation 
of  recompensing  the  owner  in  full  If  it 
develops  that  the  mule  has  been  spoiled 
for  future  service. 

Last  Friday,  a  hunting  party  comprised 
of  the  aforesaid  Iwill  player  and  his 
friends  hired  a  mule  team  to  pull  them 
out  to  Eagle  Lake  for  a  several  d.tys 
hunting  trip.  The  only  game  that  was 
brought  back  was  the  disabled  mule  and 
the  members  of  the  i>arty  are  noncommu- 
nlcatlve  on  the  subject  of  whose  marks- 
manship resulted  In  the  hole  In  the  mule. 
The  fact  that  the  shot  did  not  scatter, 
but  entered  the  animal  In  a  mass,  indi- 
cates that  the  .shot  was  made  at  very 
close  range,  the  gun  having  evidently 
been  only  a  few  feet  from  the  rear  end 
of  the  animal  while  it  was  attached  to 
the  vehicle.

Of   American  Board  of 

Foreign     Missions 

Makes  Report. 

Grlnnell,  Iowa.  Oct.  11.— The  ninety- 
fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Board  of  Foieign  Missions  began  here 
today.  The  report  of  the  home  de- 
partment was  read  by  the  treasurer, 
Frank  H.  Wiggln,  of  Boston.  Trea- 
surer Wiggen  also  read  a  report  con- 
cerning the  treasury. 

An  address  in  behalf  of  the  pruden- 
tial committee  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Francis  E.  Clark,  D.  D.,  of  Bos- 
ton, president  of  the  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Endeavor.  Addresses  were  de- 
livered by  several  foreign  mission- 
arie.s. 

The  report  of  the  prudentlil  committee 
for  the  home  department  showed  that 
tidity-nlne  missionaries  had  been  appoint- 
ed during  the  year,  and  tliat  after  a  rea- 
son of  rest,  sixteen  nii>sionaiies  had  le- 
turned  to  their  Held.  Twenty-five  mis- 
sionaries had  been  assigned  to  church.es 
for  support,  and  seventy-two  churciies 
had  undertaken  to  support  a  missionary. 
The  most  notable  effect  of  the  year  to 
increase  the  funds  of  the  board  was  m  ida 
by  the  Chicago  co-operating  committee, 
resulting  in  the  adoption  of  several  mis- 
sionaries or  other  specific  oWects  by  sev- 
eral churches  In  Chicago.  The  total  le- 
celpts  of  the  middle  district  from  all 
sources  during  the  last  twenty-four  years 
Were  Jl.i;91.i'll,  of  which  $3.3'.:l,T.S,s  were 
from  living  donors  and  $1.3t>9.423  from  lega- 
cies. There  had  been  a  financial  hicrease 
in  the  district  on  the  Pacific  coast  over 
the  previous  year  of  14  per  cent,  and  two 
new  churches  had  been  added  to  the  list 
of  tho.se  supporting  tlnlr  own  mission- 
aries. The  American  Bible  society  was 
lecognlzed  by  the  board  as  one  of  its  m  'St 
efficient  allies  in  the  missionary  field.  Tiie 
debt  of  the  board  at  the  end  of  tlie  year 
was  only  $22,714,  an  amount  less  than  was 
at  one  time  anticipated.  Had  the  Twen- 
tieth century  fund  been  completed,  the 
board  would  have  no  debt  at  the  p:e-ent 
time.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  about 
$130.iH)0  and  $120.00u  more  is  needed  to  make 
it  operative. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  showed  re- 
ceipts Including  a  balance  of  $725..570.  and 
disbursements  of  $748,308.  an  increase  of 
$7'is5  over  the  previous  year.  Two  nev/ 
permanent  funds  of  $1' W  each  were  ad. led 
during  the  year.  The  conditional  gift 
fund,  which  six  years  ago  had  in  it  onlv 
$124,000,  now  has  $4tJ2.2N3.  The  estates  now 
In  process  of  .settlement  Indicate  more 
satisfactory  legacy  receipts  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  Rev.  James  L.  Barton,  D.D,.  spoke 
of  the  relative  conquest  of  nations  by  love 
or  by  force.  He  maintained  that  ••tha 
abiding  kingdom"  was  to  be  realized  sole- 
ly by  conquering  the  hearts  of  the  na- 
tions. His  paper  Inferentlally  was  ad- 
verse to  military  conquests. 

■'The  fundamental  conception  of  our 
fnlth,"  he  said,  "is  conquest.  Christ ianitj' 
must  be  a  victorious  reili?ion  or  it  must 
be  abandoned.  It  must  conquer  or  dis- 
appear. Its  fminder,  Christ,  must  reiga 
supreme  or  p.iss  Into  ol,llvion.  It  not 
only  must  win  the  individuals  of  all  race^, 
but  It  Is  equally  bound  to  put  the  Impress 
of  Its  purity,  integrity,  and  lighleoiisness 
upon  every  race,  and  transform  the  i^a- 
tlonal  life  of  the  world  by  Its  benign 
sway."

London  Spectator  In  Gen.  Kuropatkin 
the  Russians  possess  a  general  of  tiie 
highest  and  rarest  order  of  military 
genius.  In  the  greiit  battle  around  Liao 
Yang  and  In  the  operations  of  the  two 
months  preceding  it  he  showed  qualities 
of  generalshin  which,  when  they  are 
properly  understood,  will,  we  believe,  call 
forth    universal  adndration. 

Consider  what  the  task  before  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  w.is  wh?n  he  took  iVp  his 
command.  It  is  true  that  he  was  unable 
to  hold  the  lines  ar<^und  Liao  Yang  a.^ 
Wellington  held  the  lines  at  Torres 
Vedras;  but  befDre  he  evacuated  his  pre- 
pared position  he  forced  the  Japanese  to 
dash  them.seha  s  ag.iinst  it  In  a  twelve 
days  action,  which  inflicted,  at  any  rate. 
as  great  a  loss  on  the  assailants  as  on 
the  defenders. 

It  was,  however,  in  his  retre.it  from 
Liao  Yan-^.  even  more  than  in  the  battles 
round  it.  that  Gen.  ivurop.ititl'i  showed 
his  militar.v  genius.  He  managed  to 
withdraw  his  army  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy's  fierce  assault.s  and  of  their  des- 
perate attempts  to  turn  his  flanks,  ,and 
alsi  in  spite  of  a  difficult  country  and 
of  roads  deep  in  mud  And  tais  h"  did 
without  any  loss  in  guns  or  prisoners  that 
is  worth  considering.  Jt  Is  officially  stated 
by  the  Japanese  that  only  thirteen  prison- 
ers were  taken.  If  this  is  indeed  the  full 
tiile.  it  Is  witliout  parallel  In  the  history 
of  war. 

In  Gon.  Kuropatkin  tlu  nussian.=-  possess 
a  soldier  who  knows  iiow  to  retreat  in 
the  face  of  tlie  tnemy  without  being 
destroyed  or  even  suffering  any  serious 
demoralization  After  all.  that  is  the 
Russian  tradition.  The  men  who  retreat- 
ed before  Napoleon  in  1812  were  id  ways 
lieing  beaten  In  the  field  and  always 
falling  back,  and  .\?t  never  sufff^re.j  the 
sort  of  disaster  and  the  dispersion  of 
their  force  that  the  Fren:'h  expected.  It 
was  the  same  when  Russia  apjiea  ed  to 
vield  before  the  impetuous  cnslanphts  of 
Charles  XII.  Kuropatkin  is  carrying  on 
the  Russian  military  tradition  In  the  mat- 
ter of  retreat.

l^ukc's  liosi)ital  yesterday— told  it  in  a 
voice  hoarse  from  crying  for  help  through 
the  noise  of  wind  and  wave. 

The  physicians  at  first  feared  he  misht 
suffer  from  nervous  shock  caused  1)y  hi.^ 
sister's  death  and  the  wild  night  he 
piissed.  Ijut  now  no  serious  results  are 
anticipated. 
Here  is  Harry  L.  Gray's  story: 
"With  our  party  of  four  alioard,  the 
yacht  left  her  moorings  near  the  Chicago 
Yacht  club's  boatlmuse  at  2  o'clock  Siin- 
dav  afternoon.  The  wind  was  brisk  from 
I  the  southwest  and  the  water  was  break- 
ing white.  It  was  ttnc  sailing  weatlier. 
i  All  of  us  were  in  tlie  best  of  spirits.  Kven 
wlien  the  breeze  sllfft-ned  my  sister  and 
j  I  liad  no  fear.  We  knew  Kennedy  and 
Campbell  as  experienced  yachtsmen  and 
;  good  swimmers.  Campbell  had  serve.!  in 
I  the  English  navy  and  was  an  expert  in 
st.-amanshlp. 

I      "We    cruised    a.s    far    north    as    Lincoln 

Ipark  and  then   came   south,   Intending   to 

;  round   out   lo   our  anchora.e;e    tlirough   the 

I  breakwater    gap    off    Jackson    boulevard. 

I  To  do  so  we   had   to  sail   into   the   wind's 

teeth   and    we   were   unable   to    bring  the 

I  boat    quite    far    enough    up   to    windward 

to  weather  the  gap.    So  we  tacked  out  two 

miles    into    the    lake,    to    get    far    enough 

south    to    sail    into    port    easily    with    a 

beam  wind. 

"When  we  stood  in  for  the  harbor,  it 
was  S  o'clock.  But  squalls  drove  us  out 
of  our  course.  Again  we  failed  to  Ijeat 
into  the  gap  and  again  we  tacked  out 
into  the  lake.  This  time  we  went  only 
half  a  mile. 

"When  we  came  round,  our  jib  s:ills  re- 
fused to  work,  and  as  the  boat  hung  di- 
rectiy  north  and  south,  a  fierce  pul¥  of 
wind  caught  it  and  heeled  It  over  on  the 
beams,  flattening  the  main  sail  out  on  the 
water. 

"It  filled  quickly  and  went  down  with  a 
whirling  motion  wiilch  sent  us  all  flying 
through  the  air  Into  the  lake.  For  a  mo- 
ment sail,  mast,  and  boat  disappeared 
and  then  as  the  l>oat  settled  on  the  bot- 
tom, the  slender  top  of  the  mast  rose  out 
of  the  water. 

"Probably  eight  feet  of  the  mast  was 
exposed— all  that  portion  above  the  cros=;- 
The  crosstrees,  which  projected 
about  six  inches  above  the  surface,  were 
badly  bent.  One  side  nf  them  canted  at  a 
sharp  ansle  JBto  the  air  and  the  gther  side 
sagged  down  Into  the  water. 

"Kennedy  and  I  cauglit  my  sister  by  thr- 
arms  and  swam  toward  the  mast  with 
her.  She  was  the  only  one  who  could 
not  swim.

J.  J.  Frey,  wha  haB  a  real  estate 
office  on  Central  avenue,  takes  excep- 
tion to  the  statements  of  City  Engineer 
McGilvray  given  in  explanation  of  the 
muddy  condition  of  the  newly  macad- 
amized avenue  after  every  rain  storm. 

The  city  engineer  said  the  mud  re- 
sulted from  the  fact  that  the  street 
was  not  kept  swept  clean  from  the 
dirt  and  dust  blown  and  tracked  over 
the  new  pavement.  Any  pavement, 
he  said,  would  be  in  a  like  condition 
if  it  were  not  kept  swept  clean.  He 
said  this  would  be  true  of  even  Su- 
perior street,  only  f^*"  the  daily  sweep- 
ings  it   undergoes. 

•'These  claims  appear  to  me  to  be 
entirely  without  reasons,"  said  Mr. 
Prey  today.  "In  the  first  place  it  is 
only  about  two  months  since  the  work 
of  paving  Central  avenue  was  com- 
pleted, and  there  has  not  been  time 
enough  for  enough  foreign  dust  and 
dirt  to  collect  to  turn  Into  three  or 
four  inches  of  mud  whenever  it  rains. 
Look  at  Grand  avenue,  and  Fifty-sixth, 
Fifty-seventh  and  Fifty-eighth  west, 
some  of  which  have  been  paved  for  ten 
years.  They  are  never  muddy  after 
the  most  severe  rain  stornas.  If  this 
is  true  of  Grand  avenue,  with  even  a 
cheaper  grade  of  paving  than  Central, 
why  should  it  not  be  just  as  true  of  the 
latter. 

"The  real  trouble  with  the  street 
lies  in  the  fact  that  too  much  binder, 
or  dirt  was  used  with  a  poor  quality 
of  stone  in  laTing  the  macadam.  A 
layer  of  bind/r  was  put  on  last  fal> 
and  another  this  spring.  There  wa3 
no  use  of  the  lai<t  layer  of  dirt-  The 
stone  used  towards  the  last  was  llttlo 
better  than  powered  rock.  The  con- 
tractor himself  admitted  that  it  was 
altogether  too  fine.  This  powder,  or 
heavy  dust,  mixed  with  the  dirt,  will 
make  mud  whenever  wet,  and  scraping 
will  do  no  good.  You  would  simply 
scrape  away  a  part  of  your  pavement. 
Mud  is  due  to  the  macadam  itself, 
and  not  to  any  foreign  substance.  The 
only  remedy  is  to  roll  in  another  layer 
of  coarser  crushed  rock  than  was  last 
used."

Ex  er.y 
man  who  casts  a  ballot  ought  to  rellect 
on  what  is  due  to  a  nation  of  80,000,000

•The  question  of  trusts."  he  stated. 
"Is  overshadowing  all  others.  It  orig- 
inally began  with  the  tariff,  but  has 
proceeded  to  robbery  of  the  public  to. 
private  gain.  It  has  arrived  at  sucn  a 
point  that  we  want  no  more  of  It. 

"The  Republicans  are  for  the  pro- 
tective tariff.  What  does  it  Protect? 
Whom  does  it  protect?  Only  the  Am- 
erican manufacturers  who  want  to  sell 
goods  to  his  countrymen  at  a  hisher 
price  than  he  could  buy  them  for  else- 
where. Domestic  competition  is  ex-

^As^an  example  of  combinations,  he 
cited  the  United  States  Steel  company 
:  with  a  nominal  capital  of  fourteen 
hundred  millions  and  only  an  actual  In-

i  this  he  said,  the  trust  earned  profits 
amounting  to  from  $120  000.000  to 
$125,000,000  annually  or  twice  the 
amount  which  was  earned  by  the  wheat 
acreage  of  the  country,  representing  a 
bona  fide  valye  of  at  least  sixteen  hun- 
dred millions  of  dollars.  The  people 
should  rise  np  and  wipe  out  this  In- 
QUltous  syst«m,  he  declared.  The  most 
prosperous  time  in  the  history  of  the 
country,  he  said,  was  after  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Walker  tariff,  from  1S46  to 

1861.  ^         ,j 

Fvery  form-  of  business,  he  said,  was 
reaching  out  for  graft.  The  railroads 
of  the  countrj-  were  gaining  $25,000,000 
annually  through  the  postoffice  depart- 
ment. All  forms  of  graft  can  only  hi 
shaken  off  by  a  political  revolution. 

The  speaker  criticised  what  he  termed 
the  tremendous  rate  of  public  expendi- 
ture carried  on  by  the  government  at 
Washington.       "They   have  in  the  last 
'  eight  years  expended  $4,200,000  as  much 
I  as  the  entire  cost  of  the  civil  war,"  he 
I  asserted.'Can   anything  be  more  mon- 
Istrous    than    that?    But    there    is    one 


benefit.  We  delivered  Cuba  to  freedom. 
Why  should  we  not  deliver  the  Filip- 
inos to  freedom  too?  Has  our  trade 
been  increased  in  the  Philippines? 
Why.  the  whole  amount  of  our  trade 
don't  begin  to  equal  the  cost  of  main- 
taining dominion  over  them." 

Referring  to  the  Republican  party 
in  Wisconsin,  he  said  there  was  noth- 
ing but  bitterness  or  strife,  which  wa:^ 
Increasing  everj'  hour.  He  termed  the 
primary  election  system  a  machin.ry  of 
politics  and  entreated  the  Democrats 
to  vote  gainst  such  a  measure.  He 
favored   the   state  tax   commission. 

In  closing  he  referred  to  Judge  Par- 
ker as  plain,  honest,  able  and  states- 
manlike and  a  Democrat  who,  without 
derogation  is  able  to  walk  side  by  side 
with  every  honest  brother  Democrat 
of   this   land. 

He  appealed  to  the  voters  of  Wis- 
consin to  support  George  W.  Peck  and 
eulogized  him  as  a  man  who  served  the 
people  of  the  state  with  uprightness. 

Senator  Vilas  was  frequently  ap- 
plauded throughout  the  delivery  of  his 
speech.

St.  Paul,  Oct.  12.— Congressman  John 
Lind  went  on  record  yesterday  as  declar- 
ing that  he  is  not  a  candidate  for  United 
Stales  senator  nor  any  other  appointive 
or   eleotive   po.sition. 

"I  would  accept  no  office,  either  ap- 
pointive or  elective,"  Mr.  Lind  told  hi.s 
friends  at  the  Democratic  state  central 
committee  headquarters.  "I  said  that  1 
am  out  of  politk-s  and  I  meant  just  what 
I    said." 

Mr.  Lind  made  the  statement  with 
great  earnestness  and  with  evident  sin- 
cerity. He  had  been  aroused  by  per- 
sisient  reports  in .  the  opposition  press 
that  John  A.  Johnson's  election  as  gov- 
ernor, which  now  seems  to  be  practically 
assured,  was  to  be  us.-d  by  him  in  per- 
fecting an  organization  in  the  .state  that 
would  re.sult  iii  his  election  as  United 
States    .senator    two    years    hence. 

"But.  Mr.  IJnd,"  remonstrated  Frank 
A.  Dav,  ehairman  of  the  committee,  "1 
have  no  doul)t  that  you  could  have  a 
cabinet  position  in  the  event  of  Judg.^ 
Parkers  election  as  president.  Would 
vou  not  accept  so  high  an  honor?" 
"  "It  Is  out  of  the  question."  Mr.  Lind 
said.  "While  it  Is  possible  that  I  miatbt 
be  invited  to  take  a  place  ii\  Judge 
Parkers  cabinet  upon  his  election,  I  could 
not  afford  to  go  to  Washington  with 
my  family  and  k?2p  up  an  extf-nsive 
etabllshment  there  on  the  .salary  of  $7500 
paid   the  cabinet  minister.^."

Fryer  left  four  letters,  all  in  hio 
handwriting,  although  one  was  signed 
with  his  wiles  name.  <.»ne  was  for 
the  per.son  who  was  the  cause  of  his 
jealousy.       It   reads: 

"To  the  Spaniard  or  Spanish-Ameri- 
can young  man  who  lives  up  Clinton 
avenue,  on  the  hill— might  be  as  far 
as    Irvingtoc: 

"You  are  the  cause  of  this  sad  end- 
ing. My  wife  confessed  to  me  you 
lured  her  away,  whoever  you  are  and 
wherever  3-ou  are.  If  this  reaches 
your  ear  you  will  then  know  you  are 
the  cause  of  breaking  our  home  and 
heart.  Oh,  if  I  only  could  get  hold  of 
you — you  dirty  cur,  you  robber  of 
women,  you  scoundrel,  I  would  put  a 
bullet  clean  through  your  head,  which 
Would  be  a  good  thing.  I  could  not 
find  out  who  you  aie  or  just  whero 
you  live.  If  there  is  any  Spaniard 
or  Spanish-American  that  lives  up 
Clinton  avenue,  up  to  Irvington,  an  i 
you  are  the  one,  then  know  what  you 
have  done,   and  God   will  punish   you." 

Another  'etier  was  addressed  to 
Fryer's  employer,  William  Cooper. 
Fryer  says: 

"Farewell  to  friends;  the  blow  «3 
more  than  I  can  stand.  My  life  is 
wrecked.  There  is  o!ie  thing  I  want 
you  always  to  remember,  there  was 
nothing  el.se  save  my  wile's  inridelitv 
that  caused  me  to  do  this.  I  told  you 
she  ctnfessed  after  I  traced  out  thv^ 
double  life  she  was  leading.  Think  of 
it! 

"I  caught  her  at  last,  but  did  not  let 
on  I  had  neen  them.  If  I  had  had  a 
revolvei  then  I'd  have  shot  them  both. 
I  have  not  been  able  to  do  my  woi-k 
as  I  should  because  I  have  been  bowed 
down  by  my  grief,  and  my  heart  has 
been  breaking.  Many  men  would  have 
got  a  divorce,  but  that  would  mean 
all  Newark  would  know,  and  I  could 
not  stand  that.  I  hope  that  this  will 
be  a  lesson  to  any  other  wife  who  is 
deceiving  her  husband  while  he  is  away 
doing   hard    work."

Children  are  brought  more  and  more 
to  the  fore  in  everyday  life.  Young 
mofhers  are  fond  and  proud  of  their 
children.  They  wish  them  to  see  and 
be  seen,  and  they  hold  to  the  belief 
that  participation  in  the  life  of  the 
grown  ups  prevent  shyness,  teaches 
worldly  wisdom  and  helps  toward  the 
attainment  of  a  graceful  manner.  So 
little  girls  have  become  the  constant 
companions  of  their  mothers,  they 
walk  with  them  in  the  morning,  drive 
with  them  in  the  afternoon,  and  often 
remain  in  the  drawing  room  during  the 
hour  of  afternoon  tea. 

And  when  they  arrive  at  the  chry- 
salis stage — say  from  15  to  17 — they 
are  allowed  to  make  a  semi-appearance 
at  their  mother's  social  circle.  A  state 
of  probation  has  been  initiated  for 
these  lledgelings:  they  often  "dine 
down."  take  part  in  theatricals  or 
tableaux  vivants,  or  appear  at  dances 
in  their  own  home  or  at  the  house  of 
a  married  sister,  wearing  a  simple,  half 
high  gown,  and  enjoying  themselves 
"for  all  they  are  worth."  Fa.shionable 
weddings,  too,  do  muih  for  the  eman- 
cipation of  youth.  Of  late  it  has  be- 
come the  custom  to  prefer  children  to 
grown  ups  as  bridesmaids,  and  some 
little  maidens  rehearse  this  charming 
role  over  and  over  again.  Small  boys 
are  also  in  immense  request  as  pages 
at  .'smart  weddings. 

During  the  summer  months  outdoor 
amusements,  such  as  riding,  cycling, 
motoring,  river  parties  and  garden 
fetes,  make  many  opportunities  for  the 
little  people.  The  practice  of  taking 
children  to  garden  parties  is  greatly 
on  the  increase,  and  beautifully  dressed 
little  girls  have  become  prominent  ob- 


jects on  such  occasions.  A  children's 
tent  is  sometimes  arranged  with  small, 
low.  round  tables,  at  which  the  tiny 
people  have  tea  and  discuss  strawber- 
ries and  cream.  Special  amusements 
are  always  supplied  for  the  youthful 
guests,  such  as  swings,  "Punch  and 
Judy,"  marionettes  or  performing  dogs, 
and  one  clever  ho--tess  provided  the 
delirious  joy  of  a  real,  but,  of  course, 
a  captive  balloon. 

Garden  parties  for  children  are  aLso 
much  in  favor.  Queen  Alexan.dia  gave 
one  a  year  ago  at  Buckingham  palace, 
and  several  social  leaders  followed  with 
similar  functions. 

Charity,  too,  claims  the  children's 
services.  During  the  winter  and 
throughout  the  London  season  bazars, 
fetes  and  cafes  chantants  are  the  or- 
der of  the  day.  and  in  those  enter- 
prises the  small  folk  play  a  prominent 
part.  They  sell  programs,  carry  lucky 
bags  and  present  purses  to  the  royal 
or  distinguished  personage  who  pre- 
sides ovt-r  the  entertainment.  Little 
girls  are  generally  selected,  and  for 
weeks  beforehand  they  are  drilled  by 
the  professlonftls.  their  dresses  planned 
by  costumers.  and  much  time  is  taken 
up  by  the  mariy  rehearsals  and  prepar- 
ations. 

The  propriety  of  taking  children  to 
the  opera  is  a  mooted  question.  Some 
mothers  elect  to  do  so.  but  there  are 
others  who  think  that  late  hours,  hot 
air  and  feverish  excitement  will  come 
soon  enough  without  anticipating 
thtm.

It  surely  can  not.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  three  out  of 
four  of  the  entire  voting  population  of  Minnesota,  as 
well  as  the  people  of  Mr.  McCleary's  district,  are  in 
favor  of  tariff  revision  downward.  And  yet  the  outlook 
is  that  these  same  people  of  Minnesota,  misled  by  the 
promises  of  candidates,  their  own  party  prejudices  and 
Ihe  specious  pleas  of  Republican  organs,  will  send  nine 
Republicans  to  congress  the  present  year.

NEED  OF  MORE  PLAYGROUNDS. 

In  the  congested  centers  of  population  in  the  East  j 
the  newspapers  are  calling  for  more  children's  play- 
grounds instead  of  more  parks.  There  are  many  beauti- 
ful parks  in  these  cities,  but  they  are  generally  so  far 
away  from  the  most  thickly-populated  districts  that  the 
children  of  the  poor  cannot  reach  them.  ITencc  the 
principal  object  for  which  they  were  created  is  defeated. 
Hence  the  constant  cry  for  more  playgrounds,  both  in 
their  neighborhood  of  schools  and  in  the  neighborhood 
of  homes. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  all  the  breathing  spots  in 
Duluth  are  occupied  by  buildings.  But  the  time  is  not 
tar  distant  when  that  will  be  an  accomplished  fact  in  the 
territory  immediately  adjoining  the  business  center. 
When  that  time  comes  the  crj'  for  playgrounds  will  be- 
come insistant  here  as  well. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  many  citizens  do  not  wish 
the  present  high  school  playgrounds  encroached  upon 
by  another  building.  And  there  is  good  reason  for  their 
protest.  Instead  of  restricting  the  public  breathing  spots 
they  ought  to  be  expanded  by  the  purchase  of  land  that 
would  make  ideal  playgrounds  for  the  future.  There  are 
several  opportunities  of  this  character  now  open  that 
will  not  be  in  a  tew  years  and  some  effort  should  be 
made  to  secure  them  while  they  are  cheap. 

Parks  are  all  right,  but  they  are  rnore  for  Sunday 
parade  than  everyday  u=e.  It  is  the  small  playgrounds 
near  the  centers  of  population  that  are  of  more  value 
to  humanity.

SPOONER  IS  OVERSENSITIVE. 

In  his  article  on  the  Stalwarts  of  Wisconsin,  Lincoln 
Steffens  makes  the  charge  that  money  was  used  in  order 
to  elect  .Senator  Spooner  the  first  time  he  was  sent  to 
the  United  States  senate.  Mr.  Spooner  in  his  reply  asks 
Steffens  to  name  specific  instances  where  money  was 
paid  to  representatives  to  vote  for  him,  and  makes  a  gen- 
eral denial. 

Possibly  Mr.  Steffens  cannot  do  that.  Usually  such 
transactions  are  arranged  and  covered  up  so  that  no 
criminal  action  can  afterward  be  brought.  And  yet  Mr. 
Steffens'  charge  may  be  true.  Whether  Senator  Spooner 
purchased  l.is  seat  in  the  senate  or  not,  there  is  one  spe- 
cific charge  which  has  been  brought  against  him, 
which  he  cannot  deny,  that  is  just  as  serious  as 
charge  of  bii>ing  his  election. 

When  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  receivers.  Senator  Spooner  had  his  law  partner 
appointed  as  one  of  them.  Then  Mr.  Spooner  and  as- 
sociates organized  a  company  and  bought  in  thousands 
of  acres  of  fine  pine  and  •  timber  lands  owned  by  the 
Northern  Pacific  road  at  about  one-tenth  of  their  actual 
value.  And  this  sale  was  confirmed  by  Mr.  Spooner's 
law  partner  as  an  officer  of  the  government  and  a  re- 
ceiver of  the  road. 

Since  these  lands  were  owned  by  the  road  it  did  not 
make  much  difference  to  the  general  public  whether 
Spooner's  corporation  or  the  Northern  Pacific  got  the 
benefit  of  them,  but  to  the  stockholders  of  the  road  it 
did  make  a  considerable  difference.  This  transaction 
amounted  virtually  to  the  theft  of  the  property  of  the 
stockiioiders  of  the  Northern  Pacific  road,  and  its  con- 
version to  the  pockets  of  Mr.  Spooner  and  his  associates. 
It  is  difiicult  to  see  why  a  man  who  would  do  this 
should  object  to  the  minor  charge  of  having  purchased  a 
seat  in  the  United  States  senate,  especially  when  it  is 
known  that  about  nine  out  every  ten  of  the  members 
of  that  body  buy  their  seats. 


"Thl3  credit  proposjhon  i^  a  mighty 
funny  thing,"  said  a  graveling  salesman 
from  the  E.aat  who  is  stopping  at  the 
Spalding.

We  get  our  bills  month- 
ly, unless  the  customers  specify  otherwise 
or  the  account  is  one  which  we  do  not 
care  to  push.  I  know  of  one  set  of  people 
we  deal  with  that  it'.c!  absolutely  no  use 
to  send  a  bill  to  oftener  than  once  a  | 
year.  We  can  send  it  as  often  as  wt  \ 
please,  I  suppose  without  offending  these 
people,  but  we  have  been  dealing  with 
them  so  many  years  now  that  we  know  it 
is  foolish  for  us  to  do  -so. 

"It's  a  law  firm  in  the  East  and  one 
of  the  members  is  a  TTnited  States  sena- 
tor. No  matter  how  often  we  sent  bills 
to  this  concern  when  we  first  began  .sell- 
ing them  stuff  it  was  no  u.se.  Finally  the 
first  of  the  year  rolled  around  and  in 
came  a  check  for  our  money. 

"Eventually  we  came  to  realize  that 
the.se  people  did  not  care  to  be  subjected 
to  blll.s  as  often  as  once  a  month,  or  once 
a  quarter,  or  once  in  six  months,  so  wc 
quit.  Now  we  only  send  tliem  one  state- 
ment for  tlie  entire  year,  and  the  result 
is  that  all  is  harmony  between  us.  Our 
bill  has  not  left  us  very  many  days  be- 
fore a  check  comes  liito  our  office  from 
them  and  all  is  lovely  as  a  marriage  bell. 
"You'd  be  surprised,  too,  at  the  large 
number  of  prufessifiial  people,  such  as 
lawyes  and  physicians,  who  put  off  an 
account  of  a  small  amount,  say  $10  or  $15. 
This  may  be  all  their  purchases  will 
amount  to  in  a  year,  and  I  don't  mean  to 
say  that  tiiey  are  people  who  are  not 
good,  or  who  don't  pay.  for  eventually 
tliey  do.  But  for  little  accounts  l>elow  $25 
each,  wc  find  an  astonishing  number  of 
people  who  are  soenilngiy  mver  ready  to 
I>ay  at  first,  but  always  settle  sooner  or 
later.  Many  of  these  want  the  same 
amount  of  time  that  we  give  the  law 
tirm  I  spoke  of,  and  do  not  wish  to  have 
anyone  remind  them  of  tlieir  debts  more 
than  once  a  year.

THE  GARBAGE  QUESTION. 

How  English  municipalities  dispose  of  garbage  so  as 
bring  best  results  is  related  by  Robert  Donald,  editor 
the  London  Chronicle,  in  the  ilunicipal  Journal  and 
Engineer  for  October,  and  will  be  of  especial  interest  to 
the  citizens  of  Duluth  at  this  time.     He  says: 

''Garbage  nicineration  plants  are  erected,  usually  con- 
venient to  the  electric-lighting  statioiis  or  the  free  baths, 
and  the  combustion  of  the  garbage  is  utilized  to  supply 
heat  for  the  boilers  of  the  electric-lighting  station  or  for 
heating  the  waters  of  the  public  baths.  A  direct  revenue 
is  also  derived  from  this  process,  for  the  clinkers  remain- 
ing after  the  garbage  has  been  incinerated  are  sold  to 
contractors  in  the  provinces  for  road-building,  while  the 
fine  dust  is  utilized  by  the  municipalities  in  the  making  of 
paving  blocks." 

It  has  always  seemed  reasonable  to  The  Herald  that 
if  this  matter  of  garbage  disposal  should  be  gone  about 
in  proper  inanner  the  city  could  be  cleaned  with  very  lit- 
tle cost  to  the  municipality.  Here  is  one  suggestion 
that  may  be  of  value  to  the  authorities  in  considering 
this  problem.

MISLED  AND  MISREPRESENTED. 

The  only  hope  for  "tariff  revision  downward"  by  the 
next  congress  would  be  by  the  election  of  a  Democratic 
house  and  president,  and  even  then  the  hope  would  be 
very  remote  because  of  the  fact  that  a  Republican  senate 
would  stand  in  the  way  if  it  was  so  disposed,  and  the 
probabilities  are  that  it  would  be. 

But  these  facts  do  not  serve  to  prevent  discussion  of 
tariff  revision  by  several  prominent  and  influential  Re- 
publican newspapers  tliroughout  the  country,  which 
strongly  advocate  reduction  of  the  tariff  schedules.  In 
view  of  the  attitude  of  the  leaders  and  bosses  of  the 
Republican  party,  who  have  declared  unqualifiedly  in 
favor  of  a  stand-pat  policy,  the  motives  of  these  papers 
must  appear  insincere  to  the  unprejudiced  observer. 
Otherwise  these  papers  would  be  advocating  the  elec- 
tion of  Democratic  congressmen,  senators  and  president. 
A  notable  instance  is  furnished  by  the  Chicago  Trib- 
une, whose  Republicanism  can  hardlj-  be  questioned.  It 
points  out  that  the  Dingley  law  is  seven  years  old,  that 
there  are  many  rates  in  it  that  ought  to  be  "revised 
downward,"  that  some  of  the  duties  greatly  exceed  the 
difference  in  the  cost  of  production  here  and  abroad, 
and  consequently  give  too  much  protection.  The  Trib- 
une declare?  tliat  Speaker  Cannon  and  other  candidates 
for  election  to  the  house  of  representatives  "will 
strengthen  themselves  with  their  constituents  by  ad- 
mitting frankly  that  the  Dinglej'  law  needs  revision,  and 
by  pledging  themselves  to  demand  and  work  for  revision 
if  elected."    The  Tribune  adds: 

"A  revision  of  the  tariff  by  friendly  hands  will  not 
harm  American  producers  and  will  be  of  the  greatest 
value  to  American  consumers.  The  voters  should  be 
assured  that  if  the  next  house  is  Republican  the  Fifty- 
ninth  congress  will  revise  the  tariff.  There  has  to  be 
a  revision,  for  its  need  is  apparent.  If  the  Republican 
party  fails  to  make  it,  the  work  will  be  intrusted  to  other 
pnd  unfriendly  hands." 

It  is  plainly  manifest  that  the  Tribune  and  its  class 
rrc  making  this  appeal  at  this  time  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  the  votes  of  the  tariff-reform  el<Mnent  in  the 
Republican  party.  It  is  a  sort  of  indefinite  and  mislead- 
ing promise  of  tariff  reform,  and  they  are  fully  aware 
that  it  will  not  be  carried  out  -if  the  Republican  party 
is  again  successful.  The  Tribune  knows  that  the  pledge 
would  not  be  fulfilled  even  if  Speaker  Cannon  and  ail 
the  other  candidates  for  congress  should  unite  in  making 
such  a  promise  on  the  stump. 

The  reason  for  this  tariff-revision  sentiment  on  the 
part  of  these  Republican  organs  is  shown  by  the  Wash- 
ington correspondent  of  the  Boston  Transcript,  who 
writes: 

"Evidence  abounds  that  the  tariff  is  looming  large  on 
the  horizon.  In  the  form  of  Canadian  reciprocity  in  the 
East,  and  of  the  removal  of  tariff  protection  for  the  trusts 
in  certain  parts  of  the  West,  there  is  a  growing  agitation 
in  favor  of  a  recasting  of  the  tariff.  Representative  Mc- 
Cleary's victory  in  Minnesota,  where  he  made  the  fight 
ajJ  a  'stand-patter'  against  a  country  editor  who  ran  as  a 
revisionist,  although,  it  shows  no  great  predominance  of 
tariff-reform  feeling  in  Minnesota,  can  not  be  taken  in

I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  talking 
with  several  prominent  men  in  the  prov- 
ince and  nearly  all  express  the  same 
views.  They  say  the  Filipinos  liave  as- 
surance of  personal  safety,  but  under  the 
espionage  of  the  secret  police.  Tliere  is 
liberty  of  speech.— but  there  is  the  menace 
of  the  libel  law.

Iowa   Has  Napoleon  of 

Finance  In  Pretty 

Stenographer. 

She  Bought  Diamonds  and 

Entertained  on  $60 

a  Month. 


Des  Moines,  la..  Oct.  12.— Iowa  has  a 
new  Napoleon  of  flname,  that  is,  if  a 
woman  can  be  a  Napoleon  of  flnance. 
She  is  Maude  Hamilton,  the  youn? 
and  pretty  stenographer  of  a  gold  min- 
ing company  in  which  hundreds  of 
Iowa  people  invested  to  their  sorrow. 

The  Iowa  Lillooett  Gold  Mining  com- 
pany and  the  Hawkeye  Gold  Minn.g 
company,  two  corporations  organize(? 
to  work  rich  gold  deposits  in  tho  Fxu- 
ser  Itiver  country,  are  practically 
bankrupt.  The  treasurer  of  the  com- 
panies, B.  B.  Bliss,  has  been  declared 
insane  by  an  Iowa  judge  and  the  ui- 
rectors  of  the  Lillooett  are  trying  to 
get  his  stnographer,  Mrs.  Maude  liam- 
llton,  to  tell  how  there  happens  to  be 
a  shortage  of  more  than  $40,000  m  the 
accounts.  In  consequence  of  this 
shortage  the  stock  of  the  company 
has  dropped  from  $1  to  1  cent  a  ihare. 
The  fall  in  price  has  been  a  disaster 
to  hundreds  of  Iowa  people,  some  of 
whom  invested  all  the  money  they 
had   with   the  hope  of  getting  rich. 

The  Iowa  Lillooet  was  organiezd  two 
years  ago  by  Charles  T.  Hancock,  for- 
merly chairman  of  the  Iowa  state  Re- 
publican committee,  and  still  promin- 
ent in  Iowa  politics.  Interested  with 
him  were  ex-Governor  Frank  D.  Jack- 
son, George  L.  Dobson,  ex-secrttary 
of  state;  Mayor  George  W.  Mattel  n. 
of  Des  Moines;  Professor  Calvin,  whc 
is  at  the  head  of  the  geological  de- 
partment In  the  state  university,  and 
many  others   e<iually  prominent. 

The  company  acquired  land  In  the 
Fra.^er  valley.  British  Columbia,  be- 
fore the  big  rush  to  that  region,  and 
Its  stock  was  put  on  the  market  at  10 
cents  a  share.  With  men  of  such  pro- 
minence and  Influence  in  Iowa  back 
of  the  project.  Iowa  people  invesced 
heavily.  Operations  were  begun  at 
the  niine  with  a  dredging  outllt  in- 
stalled  at  a   cost   of  $l(iO,000. 

A  lot  of  gold  was  taken  out— nearly 
enough  to  pay  for  the  dredging.

Last  week  two  checks,  one  for  $lf).<)00 
and  the  other  for  $23,000.  were  sent  by 
the  officers  of  the  company  to  the. 
State  bank  at  Iowa  Falls  and  pay- 
ment was  refused  because  of  lack  of 
funds.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
company  had  on  hand  more  than  $40.-

gating  a  little  on  their  own  account 
before  this.  They  were  trying  to  dis- 
cover how  a  $60-a-month  stenographer

When  immediately  following  the  re- 
fusal to  pay  the  two  large  checks  cam3 
a  petition  by  the  wife  of  B.  B.  Bliss, 
treasurer  and  general  manager  of  botli 
companies,  to  have  a  guardian  appoint- 
ed for  him,  the  stockholders  visited  the 
county  attorney  and  insisted  on  a  gran  i 
jury  investigation.  Mr.  Bliss  had  just 
completed  a  ?25,000  house  in  the  little 
village,  and  no  one  could  understand 
what  brought  about  the  sudden  attack 
of    insanity. 

Mrs.  Hamilton,  who  is  only  23  and  is 
stjMish  and  pretty,  was  the  only  person 
in  charge  of  the  offices.  She  gave 
the  anxious  stockholders  no  satisfac- 
tion. 

Their  questions  as  to  the  company's 
condition  were  received  with  frigi,! 
politeness.  Mrs.  Hamilton  had  bought

Duluth  will  not  get  the  annual  meet  of 
the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
In  1905.  By  an  overwhelming  vote  of  650 
for  Cleveland  against  50  for  Dufath,  and  a 
few  other  scattering  votes,  the  society, 
which  was  In  session  at  St.  Louis  a  few 
days  ago,  chose  the  Ohio  city. 

Information  as  to  the  vote  has  reached 
the  local  members  of  the  society  in  a  let- 
ter from  J.  H.  Darling,  assistant  United 
States  engineer,  connected  with  the  local 
engiaec  r  s  office,  who  has  been  attending 
the  annual  meeting  and  working  in  the 
interests  of  Duluih  for  tiie  next  annual 
meeting.  ,    ^ 

The  Uuluth  members  of  the  society  are 
by  no  mean.s  dislieartened  by  the  better 
showing  made  by  the  Clevelandites.  for 
'  the  reason  that  they  commenced  almost  a 
year  ago  to  work  for  the  19<)5  convention 
at  their  city  and  had  secured  pledges  from 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  society 
before  Duluth  even  entered  ihe  Held.  The 
Cleveland  engineers  had  elaborate  pros- 
pectuses of  their  city  published  and  mailed 
to  every  member  of  the  society. 

The  Duluth  members  made  no  effort  to 
secure  the  ll>05  convention  until  several 
weeks  ago.  when  Assistant  United  States 
Engineer  Clarance  Coleman  suggested  that 
as  Duluth  is  coming  to  the  fiunt  as  a 
summer  conventUm  city,  it  might  be  a 
good  plan  to  attempt  to  get  the  annual 
meet  of  the  society  of  civil  engineers  next 
year.  The  local  members  fell  in  heartily 
with  Mr.  Coleman's  suggestion,  and  in  the 
limited  time  they  had.  circular  letters 
were  sent  out  and  a  great  deal  of  per- 
sonal correspondence  was  carried  on.

It  is  quite  probable  that 
when  the  city  of  Duluth  presents  Its 
claims  for  the  1906  meeting  a  stereopticon 
lantern  will  show  on  a  large  screen  a 
inimber  of  the  characteristic  scenes  of  the 
great  lakes  territory  and  the  Immense 
engineering  feats  already  accomplished  or 
then  under  wav.

TRAIN  CREW 
WAS  ASLEEP 

Coroner's  Jury  Fixes  Re- 
sponsibility For  Missouri 
Pacific  Accident. 

Warrensburg,  Mo.,  Oct  12.— The  crew 
of  the  extra  freight  train  which  col- 
lided with  the  Missouri  Pacific  World's 
fair  train  Monday,  resulting  in  the 
death  of  twenty-nine  persons,  is  held 
responsible  for  the  di.'^as-ttr  by  the  cor- 
oner's Jury,  which  returned  a  verdict 
last  night.  The  verdict  charges  the 
crew  with  disobeying  orders  and  being 
asleep  at  their  post  of  duty.

Twenty  yoars  ago  Mary  King-ston 
was  left  a  widow  with  one  child,  a 
girl  of  five,  and  a  tract  of  land  un  the 
Batson  prairie  where  she  lived.  The 
land  was  then  a  worthless  piece  of 
property,  and  Mis.  Kingston  ab:indon-?d 
it  and  removed  to  Harris  county  with 
her   little   girl. 

Shortly    after    that   she   disappeared, 
deserting    the    child,     who    was    taken 
by  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Kingston,  wh^  live  I 
on    the   Batson   prairie  near  th 
doned    Kingston   property.       A 
.so    later    word    was    received    by    this 
sister,    from   the   western  part  of  Tex- 
as,   that   a   woman   li:id   died   and  been 
buried    there    who  said   her   name    was 
Mary    Kingston    and    that    she    had    a 
sister  and   other  relatives, 
daughter     at     Batson 
county. 

About  a  year  ago.  following  the  oil 
development  at  Beaumont  and  other 
places  in  that  field,  oil  was  discovered 
at  Bats'tn,  and  a  great  boom  in  land 
ensued.  The  abandoned  Kingston  tract 
became  the  most  valuable  territory  in 
that   locality.

Baltimore,  Oct.  12.— Old  "Doc"  Bliss, 
the  noted  criminal,  who  died  of  con- 
sumption a  few  days  ago  in  the  Bal- 
timore city  jail  after  he  had  bequeath- 
ed about  $150  of  his  booty  to  Mrs. 
Maud  Booth,  of  the  Volunteers  of 
lAmberica.  made  two  remarkable  state- 
ments  before  his   death. 

Bliss,  or  Thomas  W.  Landrum,  which 
was    his    real    name,    was   arrested    by 

the  Baltimore  detectives  last  winter 
for  stealing  a  valise  from  a  runner  of 
the  Merchants'  National  bank,  which 
contained  a  number  of  bank  bonds 
and  other  valuables,  and  for  the  criiao 
he  got  a  two-year  jail  sentence.  After 
iie  had  been  sent  to  jail  a  detective 
agency  in  New  York  city  was  called 
up  on  the  telephone  by  some  mys- 
terious person,  who  said  that  the  .se- 
curities stolen  by  Bliss  could  be  found 
under  the  steps  of  a  house  in  Waverly, 
a  .suburb  of  Baltimore. 

The  agency  immediately  telephoned 
to  Douglas  H.  Thomas,  president  of 
the  Merchants'  National  bank  in  Balti- 
more, and  he  lost  no  time  in  going  to 
the  designated  house  in  Waverly, 
where  he  found  the  securities  intact. 
Just  how  this  happened  remained  a 
mystery  to  the  Baltimore  police  until 
after  Bliss'  death.  The  police  were 
also  puzzled  to  know  what  Bliss  was 
doing  in  Baltimore  before  he  robbed 
the   bank     runner. 

In  explaining  both  of  these  points 
Bliss  before  he  died  told  the  following 
story  to  a  confidential  friend: 

"By  a  mere  chance,"  he  began,  "I 
dropped  my  glasses  and  broke  them 
while  I  was  down  to  the  races  at  Ben- 
nings.  Of  course,  I  hunted  up  an 
optician  as  soon  as  I  reached  Balti- 
more that  evening. 

"As  I  walked  into  a  shop"— here  Bliss 
gave  the  name  of  a  prominent  jeweler 
—"I  had  no  evil  intention,  but  upon 
coming  out  I  formed  one  so  quickly 
that  I  could  scarcely  reallez  that  it 
was  really  a  fact.

Worse  Than  Anything  In 

American  Slavery,  Says 

Boolcer  Washington. 

New  York,  Oct.  12.— Booker  T.  Wash- 
ington, in  an  answer  to  an  item  which  ap- 
pears in  the  Outlook,  departs  from  his 
usual  custom  of  only  looking  after  the 
interests  of  the  American  negroes  and 
becomes  an  International  cliampion  of  his 
race.  He  bitterly  arraigns  the  Belgran 
government  for  Us  cruelties  in  Congo, 
which  he  declares  are  far  greater  than 
the  crimes  perpetrated  on  the  negro  dur- 
ing the  days  of  slavery  in  the  United 
Slates.  He  ap.peals  to  liie  United  States 
to  intercede  for  the  Congo  natives.  He 
says : 

"One  who  has  followed  conditions  as 
they  have  been  developing  in  what  is 
called  the  Congo  Free  States  in  Africa 
during  the  last  few  years  cannot  fall  to 
reach  the  conclusion  that  there  Is  some- 
thing wrong— a  wrong  so  widespread  thai 
civilized  nations  cannot  escape  their  duly 
nor  evade  their  responsibility.  1  am  sure 
that  I  state  the  case  \-*ry. mildly  when  1 
sav  that  while  in  this  article  1  can  call 
attention  to  only  a  few  of  the  cruelties 
practiced  in  that  country  upon  my  raf«e, 
there  was  never  anything  in  American  sla- 
very that  could  he  compared  to  the  bar- 
barous conditions  existing  today  in  the 
Congo  Free  State." 

To  be  more  specific,  hesays:  \\  hen 
the  United  States,  In  .Vprll.  18S4,  recog- 
nized tlie  king  of  Belgium's  government 
In  the  basin  of  the  Cong.).  It  did  so  be- 
cau.se  of  'the  humane  and  noble  object 
which  that  government  represented.  The.se 
are  the  words  of  the  declaration.  It  was 
understood  that  'an  Independent  confed- 
eration of  free  negroes'  was  being  formed 
in  eciuatorlal  Africa,  under  the  benevolent 
patronage  of  the  king  and  the  assistance 
of  scientists  and  explorers  that  he  had 
gathered  about  him.      *        ^ 

"One  of  the  first  thing*  the  king  did 
as  ruler  of  the  Congo  jraa  to  declare  all 
vacant  lands  to  be  trib  property  of  the 
state.  The  social  statuf  of  the  native  and 
his  relation  to  the  soli  changed.  It  be- 
came a  crime  for  him  to  gather  on  his  own 
account  the  rubber  in  which  the  forests 
alxiund,  and  the  white  trader,  to  whom 
he  had  been  accustomed  to  sell  these 
things,  was  treated  as  a  receiver  of  stolen 
goods.  .       .  , 

"So  far  from  making  the  native  free  and 
independent,  this  method  of  dealing  with 
him  took  awav  what  little  natural  ambi- 
tion and  desire  for  a  higher  and  better  lite 
he  may  have  had.  Having  taken  from  the 
negro  his  right  to  trade,  to  which  the  uest 
African  has  a  native  bent  and  a  peculiar 
aptltujie.  It  becomes  necessary  to  find 
other  means  to  induce  him  to  work.  It 
the  natives  could  not  in  .some  way  be 
made  to  gather  the  rubi>er  and  the  ivory 
in  the  forests,  the  reason  for  the  white 
man  e  presence  In  equ.ttiJHnl  Africa  would 
no  longer  exist.  Fr«>m.  this  lime  on  we 
hear  the  complaint  that  tiyj  West  African 
will  not  work.  ji.-f       -;  , 

"This  great  obstaeF  to-bi^  advance- 
ment the  government  has  <  .';u!it  to  re- 
move bv  the  Imposition  of  1->X'  s  and  the 
introduction  of  forced  ,-laVor.  So  It  has 
come  about  that.  Instead  of  making  the 
negro  free  and  Independent.  King  I^opold 
has  been  led  to  set  up  a  system  in  Congo 
which,  from  all  that  I  can  learn  about  it. 
is  harsher  and  more  evil  In  Its  conse- 
quences than  any  former  slavery  that  has 
ever  existed  on  African  soil. 

"During  the  building  of  the  railway  from 
Matadi  to  Stanley  pool,  which  co.st  so 
manv  hundred  lives,  thousands  of  natives, 
I  am  told  crossed  the  Portuguese  border, 
preferring  the  virtual  slavery  that  pre- 
vall««  there  to  the  sort  of  freedom  they 
were   given   In    the   Free    State. 

"Certalnlv  the  whole  subject  demands 
careful  Investigation  and  swift   action.'

If  sufficient  number  of  objections  are 
not  forthcoming,  the  board  will  pr<ibai)ly 
consider  its  position  vindicated,  especially 
since  the  people  voted  to  have  the  build- 
ing erected  on  the  high  school  grounds,  at 
the  last  school  board  election. 

ITp  to  the  present  time  the  members 
of  the  board  have  been  in  receipt  of  but 
few  communications  as  a  result  of  the 
published  letter,  and  no  general  demon- 
stration Is  loolted  for  Friday  night.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  four  tax- 
payers were  present  to  protest  against 
the   site  chosen   by   the   board 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  new- 
building  will  be  submitted  apd  opened 
Friday  night,  and  the  members  of  the 
board  are  anxious  to  have  the  <iuestion  of 
a  site  settled  definitely,  in  order  that  the 
contract  may  be  let  and  the  work  com- 
menced as  soon  as  possible.  If  the  op- 
position to  the  plan  of  the  board  fails  to 
materialize,  the  contract  will  probalily  be 
let  Friday  evening,  providing  tiie  bids  are 
considered    reasonably    low. 

The  detailed  speclttcations  for  the  Glen 
Avon  building  will  also  be  submitted  t.i 
the  board  and  passed  upon.  The  commit- 
tee composed  of  H.  H.  Phelps,  N.  C. 
Honciricks  and  Superintendent  Denfeld  Is 
engaged  in  negotiating  for  the  remaining 
lots  required  for  the  site  of  the  pro- 
posed West  Duluth  building,  and  may  be 
ready  to  report  Friday  evening.  If  a 
reasonable  j)rice  cannot  be  secured,  con- 
demnation proceedings  will  be  commen- 
ced.

The 
formalities  attending  the  issuance  of 
a  county  order  must  be  lived  strictly 
up  to  the  letter,  however,  and  no 
claim  will  be  recognized  by  the  audi- 
tor unless  the  proper  steps  have  been 
i  taken  relative  to  the  township  clerk's 
certificate  and  the  hide  with  the  head 
and  ears  is  shown  intact.  The  auditor 
punches  holes  in  the  ears  so  that  t'ne 
same  hide  will  not  come  back  a  second 
time  for  bounty,  when  the  hide  is  re- 
turned  at   the  owner's   expense,   v^

Milwaukee  Road  Working 
on  Huge  One  For  Pass- 
enger Service. 

Tlie  largest  passenger  engines  ever  built 
for  a  railroad  In  the  Northwest  will  be 
turned  out  in  the  spring  at  the  West  Mil- 
waukee shops  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  company.  The  engines  will ' 
be  of  the  Pacific  type  and  e.ich  will 
wtlgh  215,u<»i»  pounds,  or  one-third  more 
than  the  big  engines  now  hauling  the 
Pioneer  Limited  train  between  Ciiicago 
and  the  Twin  Cities.  The  driving  wheels 
of  the  new  engines  will  be  seventy-two 
Inches  in  diameter,  the  cylinders  23  by 
2»;  inches,  and  the  working  steam  pressure 
will  be  210  pounds.

George  B.  Cortelyou.  chairman  of 
Republican  national  committee, 
James  R.  Garfield,  chief  of 
of   corporations. 

Secretary    Metcalfe,    the    present 
of  the  department  of  commerce, 
been  in  hid  offlc;  lon.g  enough  to 
anything. 

The  department,  while  Cortciyou  was 
head,  tx)nducled  three  major  and  eiglii 
mnior  investigations.  The  tlrst  were  into 
the  shipbuilding  trust,  the  great  life  in- 
surance companies  and  the  l>eef  trust. 
Nothing  came  of  them.  The  shipbuilding 
and  insurance  investigations  were  not 
completed  wiien  the  beef  trust  was  taken 
up.

STORY 

Sacrificed   Fortune    For 

Friend  and  Died  In 

Poverty. 


Harvey  Spencer,  Once  a 

Social  Lion  of  Two 

Continents. 


New  York.  OcL  12.— Once  the  ix5S3es- 
Bor  of  $500,000.  but  reduced  almost  to  a 
state  of  destitution;  once  the  center  of 
a  fashionable  circle,  but  later  banned 
by  his  relatives,  Harvey  Spencer  was 
found  dead  in  a  wretched  hall  bedroom 
in  the  Huiel  Palmetto.  Gas  had  killed 
him — whether  by  accident  or  by  his 
own  deliberate  act  will  never  be  known. 
Si)encer  was  the  son  of  Harvey  .Spen- 
cer, an  Engli-shman,  who  came  to  this 
country  ilfty  years  ago.  The  father 
was  a  prosperous  merchant,  and  lived 
in  line  style  in  No.  108  East  Eighteenth 
street,  next  door  to  the  Clarendon 
hutel.  ihin  the  center  of  the  fa.«hionable 
world  in  New  York.  There  Harvey 
was  born  in  1861.  He  was  educatt-d 
abroad,  going  to  Eton  and  Oxford. 
After  his  colloge  day.s,  with  money 
given  to  him  by  his  father,  he  went 
ti)  Hong  Kong,  and  set  up  as  an  East 
Indian   merchant. 

In  t.-n  years  he  amassed  a  fortune. 
Returning  to  this  country,  he  met 
Mary  Livingston  Strong,  daughier  of 
Van  Rensselaer  Strong,  of  New  Platz. 
N.  Y.,  and  fell  in  love.  She  was  a 
lloman  «'athollc  and  her  father  refused 
to  permit  hor  majriage  to  one  not  of 
that  faitn.  To  win  his  bride,  Spencer 
changed  his  creed.  Twelve  years  ago 
they  were  married,  and  for  several 
years  fortune  smiled  on  the  couple. 
But  with  Spencer  money  counted  only 
for  pleasures  it  could  buy.  He  lived 
extravagantly,  traveling  through  Eur- 
ope, and  spending  money  lavishly. 

Then  came  a  blow.  In  his  travels  he 
formed  the  acquaintance  of  a  young 
Engllsliman,  who  said  he  was  wealthy. 
There  came  a  time  when  this  man  said 
he  was  short  of  money,  and  .Sjiencer 
indorsed  notes  of  his  for  a  large 
amount.  Mrs.  Spencer,  on  whom  had 
been  settled  a  large  fortune  on  her 
marriage,  also  indorsed  notes  for  the 
Englishman.  Then  the  man  failed.  The 
Spencers,  to  keep  their  own  name  clean, 
were  obliged  to  sign  away  practicallj' 
their  entire  fortune. 

That  was  four  years  ago.  The  Spen- 
cers had  returned  to  America  before 
the  '  ra.<h  came  and  were  living  in  the 
Waldorf-Astoria.  Thence  they  moved 
to  the  little  hotel,  where  Spencer  died. 
They  occupied  the  entire  second  floor, 
and  were  looked  ui>on  in  the  neigh- 
borhood as  well-to-do.  But  it  was  a 
hard  struggle  for  the  wife,  reared  in 
luxury. 

Spencer,  who  had  always  been  some- 
what of  a  dreamer,  floated  several  com- 
panies. Some  of  the  venturers  paid, 
but  the  majority  failed.  His  family 
ca.me  to  his  as>tistance  on  different 
occasions;  so  he  always  was  able  to 
pay  his  bills.  In  1903  the  couple  went 
abroad  on  ac-ount  of  the  illness  of 
tneir  little  girl,  and  returned  in  Sep- 
tember of  that  year. 

It  was  then  Mrs.  Spencer  left  her 
husb.'nd  to  go  to  the  home  of  her 
brother.  Van  Renssaeler  Strong,  in  New 
Paltz.  Spencer  went  to  his  old  home 
in  the  Palmetto  and  lived  tht  re  ever 
since. 

In  the  bare  little  room  where  Spen- 
cer's bndy  was  found  were  signs  of 
his  former  wealth,  strangely  out  of 
place  in  such  surroundings.  Signed 
photograjihs  of  foreign  celebrities,  even 
prinees.  hung  In  silver  frames,  on  which 
was  er.graved  the  Spencer  coat-of-arms 
— a  strange  contrast  with  the  flaring 
k   chron^.os  on  the  wall". 

F.i'ing  his  bed  was  a  large  photo- 
graph of  Spencer,  seated  on  his  four- 
in-hand  coach,  in  front  of  the  Star  and 
CJart'T  hotel,    in    Richmond.    England. 

A  lodger  In  the  hotel  told  of  Spen- 
cer's synieal  humor,  especially  when 
he   was   cooking  his   meals. 

'Tu-stom,"  he  would  say,  "becomes 
second  nature,  but  it  i.s  mighty  hard 
to  get  accustomed."
